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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


FIRST  DAY. 


Rule  I. — After  Divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  and  call 
the  Convention  to  order,  when  the  Order  of  Proceeding  shall  be  as  follows  : 

(i.)  The  Secretary  of  the  preceding  C<jnvention,  if  present — if  not,  some 
other  person  appointed  by  the  Chair — shall  call  the  names  of  Clergy  entitled  to 
seals  (Const.,  Art.  IV.),  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  those  present. 
(2. )  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation ;  and,  as  called,  the  certificates  of  the  lay  delegates  of  the  parishes 
represented  shall  be  laid  on  his  table. 

(3. )  The  President  will  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  consisting  of 
one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  receive,  examine  and  report  upon  the  cre- 
dentials of  Lay  Delegates  (Canon  V.):  after  which  a  recess  may  be  taken.  In 
case  alternate  delegates  claim  the  right  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  the  fact 
must  be  made  known  to  the  Committee  on  Credentials,  who  shall  report 
thereon  ;  and  the  p>ersons  reported  by  that  committee  as  entitled  to  seats  (not 
exceeding  three  from* each  Parish,)  whether  regulars  or  alternates,  shall,  if  the 
Convention  approve  such  report,  be  entered  upon  the  roll  of  the  Secretary  as 
properly  accredited  delegates. 

(4.)  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates,  as  the  same 
shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  and  adopted  by  the  Convention, 
and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes  ;  after  which  the  Presi- 
dent shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

(5.)  The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  next  report  on  the  applications 
(if  any)  of  New  Parishes  for  Admission  to  the  Convention  (Canon  III.):  and 
when  received,  the  Secretary  shall  call  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of 
the  Lay  Delegates  representing  said  parishes. 

(6. )  The  election  by  ballot  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
an  Assistant. 

(7.)     Appointment,  by  the  President,  of  five  Standing  Committees  : 

i.  A  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  consisting  of  one  cler- 
gyman and  one  layman. 

ii.  A  Committee  of  Finance,  to  consist  of  seven  laymen,  to  whom 
shall  be  referred  the  Treasurer's  report,  the  assessment  of  the  parishes, 
and  all  matters  of  a  financial  nature  not  specifically  referred  to  any 
other  committee. 

iii.  A  Committee  on  Canon^,  to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and 
two  laymen,  to  whom  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  and  all  matters  of  law,  shall  be  referred. 

iv.  A  Committee  on  Missions,  to  consist  of  four  clergymen  and 
four  laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  reports  of  the  Missionary 
and  Education  Committees  of  the  Diocese,  and  all  other  matters  per- 
taining to  these  subjects. 
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V.  A  Committee  on  the  Next  Convention,  to  consist  of  two  cler- 
gymen and  two  laymen,  representing  different  sections  of  the  Diocese, 
to  whom  all  propositions  respecting  the  place  of  holding  the  next  Con- 
vention shall  be  referred  without  debate. 

(8. )     The  Annual  Episcopal  Address. 

(9  )  Reading  of  Abstract  of  Proceedings  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese. 

(10.)     Report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

(II.)     Reports  of  Special  Committees  of  last  Convention. 

(12.)     Presentation  of  Parochial  and  Clerical  Reports. 

(13.)    Motions,  resolutions  and  miscellaneous  business. 


SECOND  DAY. 

Alter  Divine  service,  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows  : 

( I . )    Calling  the  names  of  members. 

(2. )     Reading  and  approving  the  Minutes.

Rule  II.— When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the  Chair. 

Rule  III.— No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House, 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 
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Rule  IV. — When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  with  due  respect, 
address  himself,  in  an  audible  voice,  to  the  President,  confining  himself  strictly 
to  the  point  in  debate. 

RuLR  v.— No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  VI. — While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  VII. — Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention  ;  and  on  a  vote  by  orders,  the  name  of  the 
Presiding  Officer  shall  be  called  lasL 

Rule  VIII. — When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be 
made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it ;  and  motions 
for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named. 

Rule  IX. — A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  X. — A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if  unquali- 
fied, shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XI. — No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Rule  XII. — A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  considered  during  the  same  session  ; 
but,  a  question  being  decided,  may  be  reconsidered,  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the  ma- 
jority on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XIII. — All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIV. — The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or 
requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  they  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XV. — All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  in 
the  first  instance ;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision,  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

Rule  XVI. — Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  entitled 
to  seats,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on 
reporting  themsielves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  of  taking  any  part 
in  the  proceedings. 

Rule  XVII. — Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  necessary,  and  approved. 

Rule  XVIII. — The  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present 

Rule  XIX. — The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conven- 
tions, imless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each 
Convention.

The  Fifty-Ninth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio 
assembled  as  above,  agreeably  to  appointment  of  previous  Con- 
vention. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  9  o'clock,  a.m.,  by  the  Revs.  Messrs. 
J.  H.  Burton,  Hillvar,  Hyde,  and  Williams. 

At  10:30  a.m.,  the  Litany  was  said  by  the  Rev.  W.  C.  French, 
and  the  Holy  Communion  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop,  the 
Rev.  Drs.  Bronson  and  Burton,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Davis, 
Fairchild,  Phelps,  and  Wells  participating. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Samuel  Marks, 
Rector  of  Christ  Church,  Huron,  from  St.  Matt,  xxviii.  18-20. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  services,  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  took  the  chair  as  President,  and  called  the  Conven- 
tion to  order.  The  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  read  the 
Bishop's  List  of  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  those  who  were 
present  answered  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats  as  members 
of  the  Convention.  The  Secretary  then  read  the  list  of  Parishes 
entitled  to  lay  representation,  when  the  delegates  present  laid 
their  credentials  on  the  Secrerary's  table;  and  the  Bishop  ap- 
pointed the  following

The  Convention  re-assembled,  and  after  singing  and  prayer, 
and  the  calling  of  the  roll  of  clergy,  proceeded  to  business. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials,  by  Rev.  Thos.  Lvle,  Chair- 
man, reported  the  names  of  Lay  Delegates  whose  certificates  were 
in  order,  and  on  being  called  by  the -Secretary,  those  present 
responded  and  took  their  seats  as  members  of  the  Convention. 
(See  pp.  6-9.) 

The  same  Committee  reported  that  they  had  examined  the 
papers  relative  to  the  organization  and  application  for  admission 
of  the  new  Parish  of  Emmanuel  Church,  Cleveland,  and  finding 
them  in  order,  recommend  the  admission  of  said  Parish  into  union 
with  the  Convention ;  which  was  accordingly  done,  and  the  dele- 
gates present  responded  to  their  names  and  took  their  seats  in  the 
Convention. 

The  next  business  in  order  being  the  election  of  a  Secretary, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Bolles  offered  a  resolution  that  balloting  be  dis- 
pensed with,  and  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  French  be  elected  vive  voce. 
Objection  being  made,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  ballot  The

The  Bishop  then  proceeded  to  the  delivery  of  his 

REV.  BRETHREN  OF  THE  CLERGY, 

AND  BRETHREN  OF  THE  LAITY: 

A 1  flTH  great  joy,  I  greet  you  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  !  For  we  take 
^  •  counsel  together  once  more.  We  meet  amidst  many  evidences  of  our 
Lord's  goodness  in  spiritual  things,  albeit  He  has  witheld  some  of  His  ordinary 
temporal  blessings.  The  Diocese  has  recovered  from  the  shock  of  division,  by 
which  we  were  separated  from  some  of  the  strongest  parishes,  and  from  many 
devoted  brethren — brethren,  endeared  to  us  by  acts  of  loving  sympathy  and 
patient  mutual  helpfulness.  And  I  am  permitted  to  share  your  deliberations, 
having  fairly  recovered  from  the  overstrain  of  the  year  that  preceded  the 
division. 

In  October  last,  I  resumed  my  work ;  and  have  been  laboring  constantly, 
since  that  time,  with  increase  rather  than  diminution  of  strength ;  for  which 
mercy,  I  praise  God!  The  slight  disorganizations  incident  to  a  Bishop's 
absence  have  been  remedied.  The  missionary  work  has  been  restored  to 
rigor.  The  missionary  salaries  which  were  behind  have  been  fully  paid, 
through  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  more  able  parishes.  And  I  have  visited, 
(or  within  the  next  month  shall  have  visited,)  fully  four-fifths  of  all  the  congre- 
grations  and  mission  stations;  leaving  for  the  Fall  visitations,   only  a  small 
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portion  of  our  congregations,  to  whom  that  season  for  the  Bishop's  visit  is  the 
more  convenient. 
I  proceed  to  the  usual  report : 

THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

But  first,  my  ardent  thanks  are  due  to  the  Standing  Committee,  for  their 
faithful  and  accurate  discharge  of  the  duties  of  ''the  Ecclesiastical  Authority," 
during  my  absence.  They  approached  them,  whilst  n«w  to  the  responsibility 
of  their  own  special  office;  and  found  both  their  ordinary  and  extraordinary 
functions  sufficiently  onerous.  But  such  was  their  efficiency  and  such  the 
accuracy  of  their  Secretary,  that  nothing  remained  to  be  completed  after  my 
return,  and  an  hour's  examination  of  the  record  put  me  in  full  possession  of 
all  necessary  facts.     They  will  please  accept  my  grateful  acknowledgments. 

RT.    REV.   G.    D.    GILLESPIE,   D.    D. 

To  the  lately  consecrated  Bishop  of  Western  Michigan,  also,  I  owe  very 
fraternal  gratitude,  for  his  willing  assistance  in  visiting  those  parishes  which 
needed  Episcopal  services.  It  has  been  grateful  to  me  to  hear  the  expressions 
of  cordial  affection,  with  which  his  presence  and  ministrations  among  our 
people  are  remembered  by  them.  It  was  a  brotherly  act,  in  time  of  need,  as 
freely  as  it  was  graciously  rendered ;  for  which,  besides  the  expression  of  obli- 
gation made  by  the  Standing  Committee,  I  owe,  and  desire  that  he  will  accept, 
this  public  recognition. 

THE   BISHOPS  OF   MICHIGAN,    INDIANA  AND  PITTSBURGH, 

also  very  kindly  rendered  aid,  when  solicted  by  parishes  in  their'neighborhood, 
and  at  the  instance  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

BISHOPS   DECEASED. 

Since  the  Convention  in  Gambier,  the  Church  has  been  called  to  mourn  the 
loss  of  the  Rt  Rev.  Henry  John  Whitehouse,  1>J>,,  LL.D.,  D.D. 
Oxon.,  late  Bishop  of  Illinois,  Aug.  lo,  1874,  at  the  age  of  72  years:  and  the 
Rl  Rev.  Henry  Washington  Lee,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  late  Bishop  of  Iowa, 
Oct.  18  1874,  at  the  age  of  60  years:  the  first,  a  man  of  varied  learning,  of  re- 
markable precision  and  accuracy  in  the  use  of  it,  impressing  every  one  who 
knew  him  by  his  mental  power  and  force  of  will :  an  unusually  strong  charac- 
ter :  the  second,  a  genial,  hearty,  loving  man,  and  loveable,  whose  pure  simplic- 
ity of  Christian  sincerity  and  firmness  gave  great  weight  to  his  administration. 
Sympathizing  with  him  entirely,  and  accustomed  to  work  side  by  side  with 
him,  in  all  the  hours  which  have  agitated  the  Church  since  we  first  knew  each 
other,  his  loss  to  me  was  more  than  that  of  a  companion  in  the  Episcopal 
office — it  has  been  the  loss  of  a  brother. 
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October  23,  1874,  our  veteran  Missionary  Bishop  passed  into  rest,  the 
Rt  Rev.  John  Payne,  D.D.  For  more  than  thirty  years  he  had  struggled 
against  the  depressing  influences  of  climate  on  the  West  Coast  of  Africa, 
and  the  more  depressing  influences  of  surrounding  heathen  degradation.  At 
last,  worn  out  in  body,  but  with  a  spirit  as  hoi>efuI  as  ever  in  the  regeneration 
of  the  African  race,  he  yielded  his  post  to  Bishop  Auer,  and  devoted  himself 
to  the  religious  care  of  the  same  race  in  our  own  country.  Patient,  faithful, 
self-sacrificing  to  the  end,  persevering  in  the  one  purpose  to  which  he  had 
consecrated  his  life,  until  he  had  exhausted  the  last  remnant  of  strength,  he 
entered  into  rest,  amidst  the  tears  and  the  blessings  of  his  afflicted  flock. 

Lately,  the  death  of  Bishop  Johns  has  movetl  the  Church  to  very  general 
mourning ;  for,  because  of  the  general  confidence,  respect  and  affection  to 
which  he  had  attained,  he  belonged  not  to  Virginia  alone,  but  to  the  Church 
at  large.  The  Rt.  Rev.  John  Johns,  D.D.,  died  April  15th,  1875,  a^  the  ripe 
age  of  80  years,  having  been  at  first  Assistant  Bishop,  and  latterly.  Bishop  of 
Virginia,  for  thirty-four  years.  He  was  an  intimate  friend  of  our  own  beloved 
McIlvaine,  and  like-minded  :  a  man  of  great  sweetness  of  temper,  and 
ardent  piety.  As  a  theologian,  he  held  firmly  the  distinctive  doctrines  of  the 
Evangelical  school.  As  a  preacher,  he  was  distinguished  for  the  clearness  of 
his  enunciations  of  the  Gospel,  for  the  beauty  and  simplicity  of  his  style,  and  for 
in  affectionate  earnestness  which  had  irresistible  attractiveness.  His  Diocese 
"*s  felt  the  harmonious  influence  of  his  instructive  life ;  and  the  Church  at 
Jaige  had  learned  to  venerate  and  confide  in  his  judgment,  candor,  and  Christ- 
like  spirit.  His  death  was  not  a  surprise,  for  his  health  had  been  manifestly 
^ling :  but  the  Church  felt  the  shock,  as  one  of  its  towers  fell.  Yet,  as  the 
Body  of  Christ  loses  nothing  by  the  transfer  of  one  of  its  members  to  the  Church 
•0  Paradise,  so  the  Church  still  militant  becomes  stronger  by  possessing  the 
oample,  and  the  memory,  of  such  a  character  and  life. 

DEATHS   AMONG  OUR   CLERGY. 

Our  own  Diocese  has  suffered  by  the  departure  of  two  of  our  venerated  and 
Woved  clergy  :  the  Rev.  JOHN  Swan  of  Maumee,  who  died  June  5th,  1875, 
*8cJ  74,  soon  after  the  close  ol  the  last  Convention  ;  and  Rev.  Richard  Bury 
^^  Cleveland,  who  died  July  21,  1874,  aged  84. 

The  Rev.  John  Swan's  name  appears,  for  the  first  time,  on  our  Journal,  in 
'836,  as  having  just  organized  a  parish  at  Massillon.  There  he  continued  for 
"'any  years;  subsequently  taking  charge  of  the  Church  at  Maumee  ;  impressing 
himself  upon  both  parishes  by  thorough  doctrinal  instruction,  and  blameless - 
"iess  of  Ufe,  coupled  with  persevering,  conscientious,  pastoral  labors.  These 
tniits  distinguished  him  to  the  last ;  although,  during  the  latter  portion  of  his 
ministry  at  Maumee,  he  was  pressed  out  of  measure  by  infirmities  of  health. 

The  friendships  made  at  Massillon  never  failed  him ;  and  the  firiendships 
made  at  Maumee  follow  him  with  grateful  recollections. 
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His  sudden  illness  at  Cleveland,  at  the  house  of  one,  en  whom  he  had  no 
claim  except  that  of  Christian  brotherhood,  brought  to  light  the  grace  of 
hospitality,  as  it  is  too  seldom  seen  in  these  latter  days.  The  visit,  which  was 
to  have  been  of  a  day  or  two,  was  prolonged  to  weeks,  and  his  sickness  was 
unto  death.  This  Christian  household  nourished  him  with  unremitting  care, 
relieved  his  mind  of  all  anxiety,  recognized  the  saintUness  which  they  were  en- 
tertaining unawares,  and  have  reaped  the  gratitude  of  a  family  which  can  never 
forget  their  bounty,  and  the  ticher  benison  of  the  Lord,  who  has  accepted, 
according  to  his  promise,  that  which  was  oflfered  to  one  of  his  faithful  servants, 
as  "done  unto"  Himself. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Bury  was  one  of  the  earliest  rectors  of  Trinity  Church, 
Cleveland,  and  in  later  life,  for  many  years,  in  charge  of  St.  James*  Church, 
winning  the  hearts  of  ail  who  associated  with  him,  by  his  gentle,  genial  spirit, 
and  a  certain  gladness  of  heart  that  marked  a  soul  at  peace  with  God  and  full 
of  charity.  Becoming  at  last  unable  to  continue  in  the  duties  of  parish  minister, 
he  retired,  and  in  that  retirement  ripened  for  heaven. 

LAYMEN    DECEASED. 

Among  faithful  and  useful  laymen  who  have  gone  from  us  during  the  year, 
our  Church  in  Cleveland  has  s^^ecial  remembrance  of  an  influential  member  of 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Mr.  George  A.  Benedict,  who  died  towards  the  close  of 
the  Easter  season.  His  position  as  editor  gave  him  large  opportunities.  He 
seldom  took  an  active  share  in  our  Diocesan  counsels,  but  when  present  acted 
with  marked  aftect.  With  calm  courage,  he  watched  the  gradual  approach  of 
death,  through  several  weary  months  ;  and  at  last  entered  on  his  rest  in  quiet 
assurance  of  faith  in  our  Lord. 

The  Church  in  Steubenville,  earlier  in  this  Diocesan  year,  was  sorely  tried 
by  the  sudden  and  and  most  sad  death  of  A.  J.  Beatty,  a  vestrjnnan,  and  a 
liberal  and  conscientious  member,  and  a  delegate  to  our  last  Convention.  Con- 
trary to  his  cautious  habits,  he  stepped  on  a  railroad  track  in  the  night,  when 
returning  to  his  home  from  a  vestry  meeting.  He  stepped  on  the  track  for  one 
moment.  In  that  moment,  he  was  struck  by  a  locomotive,  and  never  recovered 
from  the  blow.  Scarcely  ever  restored  to  consciousness  of  this  life,  he  passed 
into  the  blessed  realization  of  life  eternal. 
• 

MCILVAINE. 

Many  in  the  Diocese  have  mourned  with  me  over  the  death  of  the  Rev. 
Charles  E.  McIlvaine,  the  only  son  who  survived  our  beloved  Bishop. 
Not  of  our  Diocese  technically,  yet  he  was  so  entirely  of  our  brotherhood  that 
I  do  not  hesitate  to  include  his  name  in  this  record.  He  graduated  at  Kenyon, 
and  at  Bexley  Hall,  and  entered  on  his  ministry  in  Ohio.  After  his  father's 
death,  he  settled  at  Towanda,  in  Central  Pennsylvania;  and  the  family  of  our 
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Bishop  were  gathered  under  his  roof-tree.  Suddenly  he  was  called  to  rest,  from 
*"Mdsl  labors  that  had  overtaxed  his  strength.  His  own  little  family  is  desolkte, 
*nd  the  home  is  again  broken  up ;  and  no  son  remains  to  perpetuate  the  name 
»nd  virtues  of  McIltaine.  But  the  memory  of  this  son  is  pleasant,  as  was 
that  of  his  father.  Purity  of  character,  gentleness,  and  quiet  Christian  influence, 
had  won  for  him  high  regard,  and  true  affection  from  his  people.  The  Church 
WK  learning  to  appreciate  his  remarkable  lucidness  of  style,  and  transparent 
declantions  of  evangelical  truth.  You  will  allow  me  thus  to  convey  our 
united  expressions  of  sympathy  to  his  family ;  for  nothing  that  carries  either 
»now  or  joy  to  any  one  who  bears  our  great  Bishop's  name,  can  be  alien  to 
the  heart  of  this  Diocese. 

The  following  are  the  official  acts  of  the  Bishop  of  Western  Michigan,  and 
other  Bishops  who  kindly  officiated  for  me,  between  the  close  of  the  last 
Convention,  and  the  first  of  November,  1875,  as  reported  to  the  Standing 
Conunittee  : 

BISHOP  GILLESPIE'S   REPORT  OF   SERVICES   RENDERED    IN   THE   DIOCESE  OF 
OHIO  AT  THE   REQUEST   OF  THE    STANDING   COMMITTEE. 

J«n«i3ih,  Third  Sunday  after  Trinity.— A. M.:  In  Trinity  Church,  Toledo,  preached,  and 
confirmed  27.  P.M.:  At  the  opening  of  Calvary  Chapel,  preached,  and  confirmed  4.

Their 
stm^les  to  maintain  divine  service,  during  this  last  year,  have  been  worthy  of 
the  fullest  sympathy  of  the  Church  ;  for  their  employment  has  been  intermit- 
tent, and  they  have  given  to  the  Lord,  "out  of  their  deep  poverty."  How  long 
they  can  maintain  the  struggle  against  such  odds  is  questionable.  St.  Paul's 
Church  renders  efficient  help  to  this  Parish ;  but  there  is  a  responsibility  in 
this  particular  case  resting  beyond  any  individual  Church,  and  largely  upon 
thi>se  who  have  pecuniary  interests  at  stake  in  the  moral  and  religious  char- 
acter of  this  community  of  working  people. 

Tiffin.  A  series  of  mission  services  were  held  in  this  Church,  by  neigh- 
boring clergy,  and  myself.  While  indebted  to  the  earnest  co-operation  of  all 
the  brethren  who  were  near  to  Tiffin,  Rev.  Dr.  Bronson,  Rev.  Messrs. 
Balcom,  Karchf.r,  Pindar,  Hamilton,  Chittenden,  Boslky  and 
Coleman,  we  were  under  special  obligation  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Farr,  who 
organized  the  whole  movement,  and  was  the  point  of  unity  in  it.  By  God's 
blessing  on  the  fidelity  of  these  brethren,  this  important  Parish  was  thoroughly 
aroused,  and  has  entered  on  a  new  career  of  usefulness,  destined  to  become,  I 
hope,  a  prominent  element  in  the  progress  of  our  Church  in  the  North- West. 
For  Tiffin  is  already  a  populous  citv,  a  meeting  place  of  Rail  Roads,  and 
is  the  connecting  link  between  the  lines  of  our  Lake  border  and  Southern 
Parishes. 

Cleveland.  Emmanuel  Church,  A  long  desired  project  has  been 
attained  in  the  establishment  of  this  Parish.  Our  Church  has  been  slow,  as 
usual,  to  enter  on  the  possession  of  a  land  which  once  might  have  been  almost 
wholly  ours.  Now,  other  more  enterprising  Churches  have  become  established 
in  that  neighborhood.  Yet,  a  large  population  of  our  own  people  is  settled  in 
East  Cleveland  ;  and  there  can  be  little  doubt,  that  under  the  fervent  ministry 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Noakf^,  a  strong  congregation  will,  before  long,  be  gathered 
there. 

Cleveland.  Grace  Church,  The  Rector  of  Grace  Church  has  my  hearty 
thanks  for  his  kind  suggestion  and  encouragement  of  an  effort  to  give  religious 
instruction  to  the  Deaf  Mutes  of  Cleveland,  and  its  neighborhood.  He  has 
offered  them  the  use  of  Grace  Church,  at  stated  times  ;  and  their  Lay  Reader 
and  Catechist,  Mr.  A.  W.  Mann,  of  Detroit,  meets  them  regularly,  for 
Divine  service  and  instruction.  A  happy  result  of  it,  was  the  presentation,  for 
confirmation,  of  a  class  of  14  Deaf  Mutes,  by  Rev.  Dr.  Washburn,  at  my 
visitation  to  his  Parish.  Deeply  touching  is  the  privilege  of  ministering  in 
silence  to  these  children  of  silence ;  and  wonderful  is  the  power  of  the  language 
of  signs.  One  can  feel  that  symbolism  has  a  divine  office  at  such  an  hour, 
and  that  it  is  consecrated  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  when  used  to  convey  truth  to 
those  whose  ears  are  closed.  Blessed  is  our  Liturgy,  which  addresses  itself  to 
their  hearts  through  their  eyes.  And  blessed  is  that  Common  Prayer,  in  the 
use  of  which,  these  poor  solitary  children  of  God  can  realize  their  unity  wUih 
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the  great  brotherhood  of  Christ  I  beg  you,  dear  Brethren,  to  care  for  the 
Deaf  Mutes  in  your  several  cures ;  and,  wherever  it  is  possible,  direct  and 
cocoonge  them  to  attend  the  services  which  will  be  held  regularly,  at  stated 
times,  in  Cleveland,  Toledo,  Akron,  and  perhaps  at  other  points.  The  move- 
ment thus  initiated  by  Dr.  Washburn,  deserves  the  cordial  pecuniary  sup- 
port of  oar  Brethren  of  the  Laity ;  and  I  trust  will  receive  it,  by  specific  gifts, 
thnmgfa  our  Missionary  treasury. 

WoosTER.  This  Church  has  revived  under  the  judicious  ministrations  of  its 
young  Deacon.  Indeed,  the  Congregation  kept  wonderfully  together  whilst 
poisuing  the  most  dangerous  experiment  that  I  have  ever  known  to  be  tried  in 
OQf  Church.  Perhaps  the  very  sense  of  danger  was  a  preservative  ;  as  in  a 
forlorn  hope,  each  soldier  knows  that  for  one  to  falter  may  bring  death  to  all. 
I  do  not  withold  the  meed  of  credit  for  their  fidelity,  self-denial  and  steady  co- 
operation :  and  I  rejoice  with  them  in  success.  But  I  trust  that  no  other 
Church  will  imitate  their  example ;  for  where  once  successful,  in  nine  cases 
out  of  every  ten  it  must  bring  ruin,  if  a  Church  abstains  from  worshipping 
i»  its  own  House  of  Prayer,  during  more  than  two  years,  and  loans  it  to 
stnmgers. 

Venice.  Under  the  labors  of  Rev.  Mr.  Boslev,  the  long  deferred  hopes 
of  the  Patron  of  this  Church  have  been  realized.  Twelve  persons  were  con- 
finned  ;  a  good  sized  congregation  is  regularly  gathered  ;  and  the  heart  of  the 
generous  founder  overflows  with  gratitude  to  God. 

Port  Clinton.  This  is  a  county  town,  midway  between  Sandusky  and 
Toledo,  the  port  of  a  deep  bay,  opposite  to  Kelley's  Island.  The  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Northern  line  of  Railway,  has  given  to  it  a  new  and  hopeful  exist- 
®>ce.  Services  have  been  maintained  by  neighboring  Rectors,  and  I  con- 
fined 1 1  persons.  It  is  an  important  post  for  us,  because  so  many  of  our 
0''Ti  people  have  gathered  there.     The  prospect  is  hopeful. 

Toledo.  Calvary  Church,  This  is  a  Mission  of  Trinity  Church,  which 
o^'cs  its  success  not  less  to  the  untiring  care  of  Rev.  Dr.  Coleman,  than  to  the 
P**Jent  labors  of  our  Deacon,  Rev.  A.  T.  Perkins.  It  lies  at  least  two  miles 
»A)m  ijjg  parent  Church,  and  is  already  well  filletl  by  a  Congregation  entirely 
'«  own.  It  is  a  very  neat  and  pretty  structure,  owing  this  indebtedness  to  its 
^''Ssionary,  who  is  familiar  with  the  science  of  architecture,  and  possesses 
^"*t  is  equally  valuable,  good  taste  in  applying  the  rules  of  his  art. 

Warren.  This  Visitation,  which  was  intended  to  be  special,  grew,  by 
necessary  postponement,  and  the  unremitted  labors  of  its  Rector,  to  be  a 
principal  one.  Thirteen  adult  baptisms,  and  twenty-nine  confirmations,  are  a 
^^^  unusual  number  in  a  town  of  that  size  ;  and  attest  God's  blessing  on 
Peculiarly  industrious  and  faithful  work. 

Toledo.  St.  John's  Church,  This  Parish  Church  is  straitened  for  want 
^>  room,  and  because  the  population  in  its  immediate  neighborhood  has  begun 
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to  change.  It  needs  more  space,  and  in  another  location  ;  not  distant,  but 
different.  I  am  glad  to  know  that  its  energetic  Rector  has  his  heart  set  on 
some  such  movement ;  and  I  trust  that  he  will  meet  ample  encouragemedt 
from  the  many  churchmen  in  Toledo,  whom  God  halh  blessed  with  means,  to 
enable  them  to  meet  such  emergencies. 

Toledo.  Grace  Church,  This  Parish  is  growing  steadily.  It  has  lately 
added  to  its  property  a  pretty  and  ample  parsonage. 

Kenton,  Bellefontaine,  Marion,  Galion,  and  Lima.  On  four  suc- 
cessive days  I  visited  these  five  Missions.  All  are  situated  in  one  region,  the 
South- West  section  of  the  Diocese;  but  none  of  them  lie  nearer  to  the  Indiana 
border  than  forty  miles.     So  much  land  is 'still  to  be  possessed  ! 

Marion  is  the  oldest  Parish.  It  would  have  been  strong,  years  ago,  if  the 
Church  in  its  nearest  neighboring  town  had  not  restrained  the  zeal  of  its 
Rector ;  indeed  refused  him  leave  to  minister  to  the  little  flock,  which,  at  great 
personal -sacrifice,  he  had  collected  amidst  the  forest,  and  amongst  the  Indian 
villages.  The  Church  in  Marion  was  thus  thrown  back  for  many  years,  and 
until  quite  lately  has  had  a  precarious  growth.  I  mention  it  as  a  warning  to 
other  Churches,  who  have  frequently  met  my  applications  for  an  occasional 
Sunday's  missionary  labor  by  their  pastor,  with  the  plea  that  their  own  Church 
will  suffer.  Never  !  No  Church  ever  suffers  from  generous  self-sacrifice  for 
the  Lord's  sake,  let  the  form  of  the  sacrifice  be  what  it  may.  But  a  Church 
lays  itself  open  to  the  riist  of  all  sorts  of  deadness,  when  it  shuts  itself  in  from 
the  pure  air  and  blessed  light  of  charity.  There  is  a  sort  of  dampness  which 
settles  down  upon  a  Church  that  closes  its  doors,  and  shuts  its  windows,  against 
its  neighbor's  needs  ;  and  all  the  affections  which  it  had,  begin  to  moulder,  and 
smell  of  the  earth,  and  all  its  riches  rust.  I  pray  such  Churches  to  open 
their  souls  to  the  heavenly  light  of  love,  and  to  take  long,  free  inspirations 
of  charity,  so  that  every  nerve  by  which  benevolence  serves  itself  will  tingle 
with  fresh  life.  Marion  has  encouraged  its  Rector  to  do  deeds  of  kind 
assistance  to  neighboring  stations ;  and  Marion  will  soon  become  a  strong 
Church. 

Galion  is  the  next  in  position,  perhaps  not  in  strength.  Here,  under  the 
dexterous  labors  of  Rev.  Mr.  IIillyar,  whilst  he  was  a  Deacon,  and  whilst 
supporting  himself  by  office  labor  in  Mansfield,  a  congregation  was  gathered 
and  consolidated,  and  a  Church  built.  It  has  been  finished  under  his  successor. 
But  the  Church  is  indebted  principally  to  laymen — very  busy  men,  for  they 
are  chiefly  Railroad  men — indebted  to  laymen  for  its  perfection  of  beauty. 
They  were  wise  enough  to  employ  an* architect,  and  to  follow  his  advice.  But 
they  were  prudent  enough  to  watch  over  every  item  of  expenditure.  The 
ladies  furnished  the  Church.  And  the  congregation  possesses,  to-day,  for 
$3,000,  the  most  charming  specimen  of  "village  church  architecture,"  which 
this  Diocese  has  seen.  It  will  be  worth  any  one's  trouble  to  journey  there? 
who  wishes  to  know  how  to  build  a  complete  and  beautiful  village  church,  at 
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■lodenUc  cost.     I  consecrated  it  with  great  satisfaction  ;  for  the  town  is  so  im- 
portant a  Railroad  centre,  that  our  Church  ought  to  be  well  represented  there. 

BsLLEFONTAiNE.  Our  Mission  here  is  growing  steadily.  They  need  a 
Qrarch,  and  will,  I  trust,  soon  build  one. 

Kenton  is  on  the  Sandusky  road,  north  of  Bellefontaine,  and  has  been 
served  by  the  free  labors  of  its  valued  Missionary.  The  little  flock  has  secured 
a  room,  and  fitted  it  up  roughly  for  worship.  As  yet  they  have  only  had 
services  on  a  week  day.  I  trust  that,  hereafter,  by  the  joint  sacrifices  of  neigh- 
boring clergy  and  people,  they  will  be  supplied  with  Sunday  services,  at  least 
once  in  each  month. 

LiUA  lies  on  the  Railway  running  North  and  South,  on  a  line  still  further 
West  than  the  Mad  River  Road.  It  lies  at  the  cro:>sing  of  the  E^t  and  West 
"Pittsbuigh  and  Fort  Wayne"  road.  It  is  a  city  of  great  importance  to  us,  as 
heiflg  the  centre  of  eight  or  ten  counties,  which  are  entirely  destitute  of  the 
senrices  of  our  Church.  The  North- West  Convocation  has  purchased  an 
digiUe  lot,  on  which  we  expect  the  Episcopalians  there  to  build  a  church, 
ob*«ining  such  assistance  as  they  can  from  their  townsmen  and  neighbors. 
^^  we  shall  be  in  a  position  to  enter  on  Missionary  work,  from  an  estab- 
lished center. 

Mansfield.  The  resuscitation  of  this  Church  has  been  a  work  of  patience 
ind  hope ;  for  wise  guidance  in  which  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Bronson.  During  a  season  of  singular  financial  distress  in  that  generally 
flounshing  city,  he  has  encouraged  the  faith  of  the  Church.  Its  efforts  have 
"*crtased.  The  congregation  has  steadily  grown,  and  the  danger  seems  to  be 
passed. 

DIOCESAN    MISSIONS. 

The  experiment  of  conducting  our  Diocesan  Missions  through  the  instru- 
°*Oitality  of  Convocations  has  been  tried.  It  was  demanded  by  leading  par- 
*s*ies  in  the  South  West,  and  in  the  North  East,  before  the  Diocese  was  divided. 
*t  has  been  unsuccessful  in  both  those  quarters  ;  but  although  lairly  successful 
*o  the  South  East,  and  the  North  West,  the  Southern  Diocese  of  Ohio  has 
returned  to  the  former  system  ;  and  all  parts  of  our  Diocese,  it  is  l^lieved,  are 
*^  prepared  to  replace  the  care  of  our  Missions  entirely  in  the  hands  of  a 
Missionary  Committee.  The  experiments  have  confirmed  our  conviction,  that 
deficiencies  in  Diocesan  Missionary  effort  are  not  traceable  to  defects  in  a 
system,  but  to  want  of  zeal,  or  harmony,  or  liberality,  for  which  there  is  no 
remedy,  but  in  the  grace  of/ God.  Some  inconveniences  in  the  modes  of  ren- 
flertng  missionary  assistance  have  become  evident,  and  have  led  to  a  general 
desire  for  a  change  in  them.  And,  it  is  thought,  that  the  true  usefulness  of 
tonvocaiions  has  been  developed  ;  that  they  should  be  perpetuated  ;  and  that 
*  reasonable  representation  in  the  Missionary  Committee  should  be  secured  to 
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them.  Accordingly,  af^er  consultation,  a  series  of  Canons,  bearing  on  this 
subject,  has  been  prepared,  and  will  be  laid  before  you.  I  invite  for  these 
Canons  your  careful  and  patient  consideration. 

There  has  been  a  manifest  revival  of  spirit  in  respect  to  our  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, since  the  season  of  Epiphany.  Our  mutual  prayers  and  alms  were 
accepted  before  God ;  and  the  true  charity  towards  our  Lord,  and  towards 
each  other,  which  they  expressed,  has  been  a  seed  of  blessed  fruitfulness.  A 
word  dropped  by  a  beneficent  woman,  during  that  season  of  Epiphany,  has 
been  to  me  like  a  good  word  of  God's  heavenly  promises.  "Bishop,"  she 
said,  '*!  see  now  that  our  Missions  need  something  more  than  occasional 
five  cent  pieces.  Those  who  are  able  must  give  according  to  their  ability." 
When  that  spirit  is  abroad  in  the  Church,  we  may  well  be  hopeful.  And 
shortly  after  this  occurrence,  an  address  by  one  of  our  clergy  to  his  people 
revived  my  heart,  as  it  stirred  theirs.  He  spoke  to  them  concerning  that  most 
true  principle,  which  should  guide  all  our  offerings  to  Crod.  If  they  be  not 
acts  of  self-sacrifice,  they  cannot  be  acceptable.  It  is  the  loving  sacrifice  of 
means  for  the  service  of  the  Lord,  which  forms  an  alms  that  is  gracious,  and 
that  goes  up  as  a  memorial  before  God.  When  that  shall  be  the  measure  of 
our  gifts  as  a  Church,  our  Treasuries  will  be  full. 

If  my  Brethren  of  the  Clergy,  and  my  Brethren  of  the  Laity  who  arc  here 
present  in  Convention,  not  merely  as  representatives  of  isolated  congr^ations, 
but  as  legislators  for  this  great  Church — if  my  Brethren  could  go,  as  I  do,  into 
all  parts  of  this  populous  territory— or  if  they  would  study  the  map  of  this 
Diocese,  realizing  how  sparsely  the  churches  are  scattered  amidst  the  crowd 
of  towns,  like  the  planets  among  the  stars — or  if  they  would  only  reckon  the 
spiritual  need  of  their  own  neighborhood,  and  then  multiply  it  by  a  hundred, 
the  hundred  neighborhoods  which  make  up  our  Diocese,  they  would  feel  the 
force  of  our  plea  for  the  extension  of  our  Church ;  they  would  warm  to  the 
work  of  pleading  for  our  Missions  ;  they  would  ^W  until  they  /el i  it,  for  the 
planting  of  this  glorious  ancient  Church  of  Christ  in  every  community  which 
is  destitute  of  it.  God  grant  us  a  spirit  of  prayer,  a  spirit  of  faith  in  our  Lord, 
and  faith  in  His  Church,  a  spirit  of  trust  in  each  other,  and  a  spirit  of  benefit 
cence  worthy  of  that  noble  name ! 

LEGISLATION    BY   THE   LAST  CONVENTION. 

An  amendment  to  Art.  II  of  the  Constitution  was  approved,  and  referred 
for  final  action  to  this  body.  It  proposes  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  a  delay  of 
one  day  in  legislation  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop.  The  existing 
provision  seems  to  me  a  wise  recognition  of  a  very  ancient  and  natural  idea, 
that  the  Bishop's  relation  to  his  synod  is  integral ;  and  that,  except  under 
extraordinary  circumstances,  no  action  should  be  taken  without  him.  No 
inconvenience  has  been  suffered,  except  in  one  case.  And  many  greater  in- 
conveniences might  be  experienced,  if  the  Convention,  with  such  a  quorum  as 
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m^i  happen  to  be  present,  were  to  proceed  to  business  without  the  Bishop, 
should  he  be  detained  by  some  unexpected  Providence  of  God.  The  end, 
which  is  a  very  proper  one,  might  be  attained  hy  causing  the  latter  part  of  the 
Aitide  to  read  as  follows  : 

"  Provided,  That  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence 
of  the  Bishop  from  the  Diocese,  such  clergymen  and  lay  delegates  as  shall  duly 
assemble,  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  but  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  if  he 
be  withm  the  bounds  of  the  Diocese,  unle<»  he  shall  have  signiBed  his  desire 
to  the  contrary,  such  quorum  shall  adjourn  for  one  day,  when,  if  the  Bishop's 
abience  be  continued,  the  business  of  the  Convention  shall  proceed." 

I  deem  the  proposed  amendment  of  Canon  XIV,  Sec.  3,  very  important,  in 
Older  to  open  the  way  for  joint  action  with  the  Southern  Diocese  of  Ohio,  in 
rderence  to  Education  for  the  Ministry.  As  the  Institutions  at  Gambier  furnish 
the  best  facilities  for  such  education,  and  those  Institutions  belong  to  all  parts 
of  the  State  ot  Ohio  equally,  it  seems  very  desirable  that  the  Committees  of 
the  two  Dioceses  having  charge  of  this  subject,  should  act  as  a  joint  Com- 
mittee. For  that  purpose,  I  recommend  a  further  amendment,  authorizing 
oar  Committee  to  act  as  a  Joint  Committee  with  any  similar  Committee  which 
may  have  been,  or  may  be  hereafter,  appointed  by  the  Southern  Diocese  of 
Ohia    . 

On  the  25th  page  of  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention,  I  find  the  following 
minote,  to  wit :  "On  motion,  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  was 
fixed  at  $4,cxx>."  This  is  the  only  information  which  I  have  received  of  an 
action,  having  considerable  importance.  It  seems  to  have  been  based  on  the 
erroneous  idea,  that  by  the  division  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  this  part  of  it 
became  a  new  Diocese.  I  cannot  avoid  calling  your  attention  to  the  possibility, 
that  if  this  act  of  the  Supreme  Legislature  of  the  Diocese  should  be  imitated 
by  the  Vestries  of  Parishes,  it  would  render  uncertain  the  tenure  of  salaries  of 
Rectors. 

In  order,  therefore,  to  cure  the  defect,  and  to  prevent  any  legal  question 
that  might  arise  hereafter,  I  hereby  give  my  assent  to  the  reduction  of  the 
salary  of  the  Bishop  of  Ohio  to  $4,000  per  annum,  dating  fioni  the  1st  of 
June,  1875. 

FURTHER   LEGISLATION. 

Canon  I,  Sec.  6,  of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  not  being  a  Bishop,  requires 
amendment,  by  the  provision  that  *'  confession  of  the  truth  of  the  facts  of 
which  he  is  accused,"  if  vaaA^  previously  to  the  presentment,  may  be  as  efficient, 
in  staying  further  proceedings,  under  the  Canon,  as  if  made  subsequently  to 
the  presentment. 

Canon  II,  Sec.  i,  does  not  declare  that  the  Wardens  of  a  Parish  shall  be 
communicants  :  although  it  is  the  general  understanding  and  practice. 

Canon  II,  Sec.  4,  states  the  duties  of  Wardens  and  of  Vestrymen.     Among 
these  i»  the  obligation  to  **  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship,  and 
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the  instnictioo  of  the  «ingiegatioa,"  during  the  time  that  a  dmich  is  destitute 
of  a  miniiter.  But  the  supenrisoo  of  the  Bishop  is  not  recognized  ;  nor  isany 
nemetJ J  provided  for  a  suffering  coi^^regation,  in  case  a  Vestiy  shall  be  derelict 
of  this  duty. 

It  may  be  veil  to  consider,  whether,  if  a  Vestry  decline  to  fulfill  this  duty, 
alter  a  reasonable  time  shall  hare  elapsed,  say  three  months,  it  might  not  be 
competent  for  the  Bishop,  actii^  with  the  advice  of  the  Missionary  Committee, 
to  ^pply  such  Parish,  at  a  reasonabie  charge  upon  them,  to  be  adjnc^ed  by 
the  Mi-fiUooary  Committee,  alter  consultation  with  the  Vestry :  and  to  contimir 
until  the  Vestiy  shall  be  prepared  to  acL  Such  a  prorision  might  properiy 
become  an  addition  to  Canon  VIII. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  noticeable  that  in  Article  IV  of  the  Constitution, 
while  erery  check  is  devi^eil  against  the  admission  of  unqualified  cleigymen  to 
scats  in  the  Convention,  no  check  is  suggested  against  the  representation  of 
nnqualibed  parishes.  .\  clergyman  who  has  no  parish  is  excluded  :  but  a 
parish  which  has  no  clergyman  is  admitted.  And  yet  the  clergyman  may  be 
excluded,  not  for  any  fault  uf  his  ovm,  but  by  the  £ftult  of  the  parish  which  is 
admitted.  Such  a  case  is  potssible.  It  is  smdy  questionable  whether  a  parish 
ought  to  legislate  for  other  parishes,  when  it  cinikH,  or  refiiscs  to,  suppoit  a 
minister. 

The  .\rticle  is  deficient  in  other  points.  Our  vrocthy  Secretary  vrill  pardon 
me  if  I  em(>]oy  his  case  as  an  illustration :  for,  when  he  had  resigned  the 
charge  of  the  church  in  Oberlin,  he  could  not  hare  retained  his  seat  in  the 
Convention,  had  he  UvU  been  elected  assistant  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Cleveland. 
He  could  not  plead  age  or  intirmities  :   for  he  mas  not  suffering  from  either. 

.\nother  case  has  only  lately  l¥^eu  remedied  by  the  action  of  Trinity  Chordi, 
Toledo  :  where  an  able  clerg)-man  has  been  acting  as  teacher  in  an  important 
post,  and  as  assistant,  aiKl  in  charge  of  one  of  the  Missions  of  that  Church  ; 
yet  not  being  technically  elccte\l  to  an  o^-e  by  the  Vestry,  he  could  not  take 
a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

I  think  it  a  hardship  also  that  clergymen  of  oar  Diocese,  serving  cor  Church 
under  the  general  autlK^ities  of  the  Church,  or  under  the  goTemmeot  of  the 
countrv',  are  depriv«\l  of  seats  in  the  syiKxl  auKU^  their  brethren.  The  theory 
IS,  that  this  Convention  i>  a  Inisiue^jKS  assi^viation  of  a  certain  defined  portion 
of  the  clergy  aikl  laity  i^'  the  Church.  1>  it  not  a  truer  theory,  that  this  is  the 
Church  in  Ohio  in  <.\>nventiiMi  a>9«nd4<vl  ?  .\a.l  if  so,  should  any  clergyman 
or  parish  be  cxclu\ltf\l,  when  acti^-ely  wvvrking  in  the  line  of  duty  assigned 
by  LHvine  IVovidcnce? 

CaiKYi  111,  oi\  **  the  avlwission of  a  Chunrh  or  ccmgregation  into  union  vrith 
theChurvh  in  this  mvK*<e>e/'  seems  dchcient  in  that  it  provides  no  check 
against  rush  or  unwise  actitHi  in  the  fonuation  of  a  parish.  As  the  Canon 
stands^  a  competent  numl^r  of  |¥cr^ons  may  diAMganiae,  or  even  destroy,  an 
eusliag  |ari>h,  by  IkMming  another  incivnx'eoienthr  ckve  to  it,  and  that,  when 
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there  may  be  no  necessity  for  a  new  parish.  A  competent  numl^er  of  persons 
may  organize  a  Church,  in  a  section  of  the  Stale  where  it  is  neither  necessary 
nor  wise,  and  where  the  new  parish  cannot  become  self-supporting  for  a  long 
period;  thus  preventing  wise  administration  by  the  Missionary  Committee,  and 
imposing  on  them  burdens  inexpediently.  It  is  sometimes  thought  that  the 
general  Canons  provide  a  check,  by  forbidding  a  clergyman  to  minister  within 
the  bounds  of  an  organized  parish  without  consent.  But  the  new  parish 
may  be  formed  without  such  consent;  and  after  it  is  duly  organized,  a 
clergyman  may  be  called  to  it :  and  thus  the  Canon  may  be  evaded.  It 
b  sometimes  thought  that  the  provision  for  notice  to  the  Bishop  is  a  sufficient 
check.  It  might  be,  if  notice  were  required  to  be  given  to  him  one  month  before 
the  JormatUm  of  the  [larish,  instead  of  one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention.  It  is  evident  that  this  notice  may  be  eleven  months  after  the 
parish  has  a  l^al  existence.  Nor  is  a  mere  notice  a  sufficient  check.  The 
mere  declaration  of  a  Bishop's  opposition  to  the  formation  of  a  parish  might 
possibly  be  too  formidable  a  check  ;  although  it  is  scarcely  to  be  conceived 
that  he  would  object  to  any  reasonable  extension  of  the  Church.  But  there 
could  certainly  be  no  other  than  a  good  result,  if,  in  case  of  a  Bishop's  opposi- 
tion to  the  formation  of  a  parish,  declared  in  writing,  and  supported  by  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Standing  Committee,  the  question  of  its  formation  should 
be  delayed  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  then  referred  to  that 
body  for  decision. 

Canon  IV.  relates  to  **  Defunct  Parishes."  There  arc  a  number  of  such, 
coDceming  which  I  hesitate  to  report  to  the  Convention,  because  no  provision 
has  as  yet  been  made,  by  which  their  property  will  revert  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Diocese.  The  subject  is  of  immediate  importance ;  and  I  should  l>e  glad 
to  be  pennitte<l  to  refer  it  to  a  Special  Committee  of  three  legal  members  of 
the  Convention.  A  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  l)een  requested  to 
prepare  a  Canon  on  this  subject ;  but  has  found  it  embarrassed  by  unexpected 
difficulties. 

SERVICE   FOR   THE  CENTENNIAL   FOURTH    OF  JULY. 

In  order  that  this  great  National  Festival  maybe  observed  in  our  Church  by 
Common  Prayer,  I  have  unitetl  with  several  of  the  Bishops  in  setting  forth, 
and  sanctioning  for  use,  a  service  for  that  Day.  But  I  have  found  it  aiivisable 
to  amend  it  in  several  particulars.  The  service,  as  authorized  for  use  in  this 
Diocese,  will  be  printed  in  the  Standard  of  the  Cross,  and  copies  may  be  had 
on  application  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

It  may  not  l>e  possible  to  gather  all  our  congregations  for  Divine  Worship 
on  that  Day  ;  and  yet  I  hope  that  the  Day  will  not  pass  in  any  communities 
where  our  Church  exerts  its  wholesome  influences,  without  solemn  public 
recognition  of  the  good  hand  of  our  Go<l  in  providing  for  us  so  goodly  a 
heritage.     Where  it  may  be  desirable  to  use  a  shorter  service  on  the  Fourth  of 
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July,  I  authorize  the  Form  preparetl  by  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York ; 
which,  with  a  few  alterations,  and  the  addition  of  a  Lesson,  I  set  forth  as  a 

TE    DEUM   SERVICE   FOR   THE    FOURTH   OF  JULY. 

In  cases  where  this  latter  service  is  employed  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  I  re- 
commend that  the  special  service,  before  referred  to,  be  used  on  the  Sunday 
morning  preceding. 

THE    NATIONAL   SABBATH. 

A  determined  effort  is  being  made  to  open  our  National  Centennial  Exhibi- 
liim  on  the  Lord's  Day,  and  thus  to  violate  the  sanctity  of  the  Sabbath. 
.\«;^iinst  this  attempt,  which  would  give  a  National  character  to  the  act  of  im- 
pieiy,  1  utter,  in  your  presence,  an  earnest  Protest,  And  1  trust  that  this  Con- 
vention will  take  some  action  to  strengthen  the  present  determination  of  the 
Commissioners,  by  affirming  that  their  obedience  to  God's  law  of  the  Sabbath 
is  in  fiill  accordance  with  the  opinion  of  that  large  and  influential  body  of 
citizens  which  the  Convention  represents. 

CANONICAL  ASSENT. 

I  have  given  my  Canonical  assent  to  the  Consecration  of  Rcr.  William  E. 
McL.\REN,  D.D.,  late  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Ckveland,  as  Bishop  of  the 
I  >iocese  of  Illinois^ 

CONSECRATION. 

Having  been  appointed  one  of  tbe  Consecrators  of  tlie  Rcr.  Dr.  McLaekn, 
and  by  his  request,  I  had  great  pleasure  in  accompanying  him  to  Chicago,  and 
assi^ii^  in  his  Consccratioii.  Our  Diocese  thus  lost  one  of  its  able  and 
eKx)uefit  Prcsbytets,  and  Trinity  Qiarcfa  a  beloved  Pastor. 

The  Rev.  John  W.  Brown  soon  saccceded  to  this  iatipoftaiit  vacant  post : 
and  has  been  wannly  wekoaned. 

THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION  OF   1874. 

The  Icgislatioii  of  tlie  bst  General  ConvcntioB  marked  an  en  is  o«r  dmrcli. 
It«  impofftaDce  can  scarcely  be  overstated.  Ahhongh  pnblic  selimewt  had 
gnKhuHy  been  approaching  the  condosaoBS  vhkh  were  dieB  placed  in  caDon* 
icjd  ^xm«  the  miml  kA  the  Chorch  seemed  scarcely  pccpared  far  the  rcstfalness 
and  calmness  which  have  ensaed. 

Inasmnch  as.  the  actxm  oC  the  GcBeral  CoavcntioB  was  iadirectly  at  variaiice 
with  one  of  the  principles  of  Church  Goveniment  which  I  adrocalcd  at  oor 
l^Kxesan  Ccmvemiim^  at  Gambicr,  in  1S74.  it  is  ptoper  for  me  to  state  in  what 
myecte  it  seems  to  m«idify  the  n|«fl«tk»  of  that  principle,  ami  how  fiu*  I  gire 
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it  my  cordial  adherence,  whilst  of  course  affirming  in  all  particulars  my  loyal 
submission.  I  recall  to  the  mind  uf  the  Convention,  that  during  the  year 
1873-4,  circumstances  led  me  to  announce  certain  principles  of  Diocesan 
government,  which  I  deemed  to  be  tnie,  not  only  because  fundamental  in  the 
idea  of  Episcopal  regimen,  but  because  affirmed  by  law  and  precedent.  I 
have  not  changed  my  mind.  They  are  the  only  principles  to  which  we  can 
look  for  the  maintenance  of  absolute  uniformity  in  the  ritual  observances  of  our 
Church.  On  these  principles,  although  not  defined  in  words,  my  predecessors 
in  the  Diocese  had  always  acted.  But,  noticing  that  this  exercise  of  authority 
was  being  questioned,  and  feeling  that  under  the  pressure  of  advanced  opinions 
in  the  Church  at  large,  it  required  to  be  backed  by  specific  laws,  if  it  were  to 
be  effectual ;  and  surmising  also  that  the  Diocese  was  doubtful  about  the  ex- 
pediency of  enforcing  absolute  uniformity,  I  called  upon  the  Convention  to 
en4ut  laius^  in  case  it  were  desired  that  the  authority  should  be  exercised  there- 
after, as  it  had  been  previously.  At  the  same  time,  1  frankly  applied  these 
principles  to  the  settlement  of  many  cases,  where  uniformity  did  not  exist, 
leaving  the  question  of  enforcement  to  be  decided  by  the  Convention  then 
assembled — embracing  representatives  from  every  portion  of  our  Church,  in 
the  then  undivided  Diocese  of  Ohio.  I  quote  a  portion  ot  the  language  then 
used  :     [Bishop's  Address,  1874,  pp.  43,  44.] 

••  In  order  to  effect  *  Uniformity  of  Ritual '  in  this  Diocese,  I  am  satisfied 
that  some  further  legislation  will  be  necessary  by  this  Diocesan  Convention. 
'  •'  The  principles  of  law  defined  in  the  Pastoral  are  held  to  be  the  rule  of  the 
Church,  and  do  not  require  legislation  to  establish  them  as  such.  But  they 
may  require  recognition.  Nor  will  a  resolution  suffice  for  this  purpose.  A 
resolution  has  no  farce  as  law.  A  Canon  alone  would  give  authoritative 
recognition  to  these  principles.     »     »     •     • 

**  1  desire  in  this,  as  in  other  important  issues,  to  prevent  evils  by  a  wise  and 
sufficient  forecast  and  prevision,  in  the  present  state  of  the  law,  in  case  the 
Ordinary's  interpretation  is  resisteil,  a  clergyman  would  be  chareed,  not  for 
violation  of  law,  but  for  neglecting  the  godly  admonition  of  his  Bishop, 
and  the  real  question  then  would  be,  whether  the  Bishop  had  advised  in  a 
godly  manner  ?  So  that  the  Bishop,  not  the  Presbyter,  would  really  be  under 
trial  before  a  Court  in  his  own  Diocese.  1  wish  this  point  to  be  distinctly 
understood.  1  trust  that  this  Convention  will  meet  it.  My  predecessor  spent 
many  uneasy  days  in  attempting  to  supplement  deficiencies  m  the  law  of  the 
Church  by  lorce  of  reasoning  and  moral  influence.  I^lis  reputation  for  wis- 
dom, his  wealth  of  learning,  and  his  weight  of  character  prevailed. 

**  But  it  is  an  experiment  not  to  be  tried  again,  except  with  equal  forces. 
If  this  legislature  of  the  Diocese  desires  the  law  of  Ritual  to  be  enforced  it 
must  enact  some  Canon  which  the  Executive  can  execute. 

•*  Further.  Under  the  present  state  of  the  Law,  the  Laity  are  wholly  freed 
from  the  scope  of  its  execution.  There  is  no  Court  before  which  the  Wardens 
or  Vestry  of  a  Parislf,  or  any  individual  Lay  member  may  be  charged  with  the 
violation  of  Rubrical  Law,  nor  any  penalty  affixed  to  its  violation  by  them. 
Yet  it  is  obvious  that  the  Lay  authorities  ot  a  Church  may  be  more  resijonsible 
than  their  Clergyman  for  rubrical  irregularities.  »  »  •  jf^  therefore,  the 
Diocese  desires  this  law  to  be  enforced,  I  suggest  the  passage  of  a  Canon 
which  shall  recognize  the  principles  of  the  Pastoral  as  the  Law  of  this  Diocese, 
aiitl  which  shall  rciuler  the  Laity  e([ually  with  the  Clei^gy  amenable  to  them  ; 
and  shall  tix  the  penalty  for  disregard  of  Law."

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Passing  then  to  the  sul>ject  of  ic);islation   by  the  General  Convention, 
said  :

Hut  the  crisis  which  is  on  u^  needs  something  more  vigorous  than 
resiilution,  which,  even  in  its  utmv>st  force,  merely  refers  each  Diocese  to  th 
opini»>ns  of  its  Hi^hop,  and  lefcn  the  Church  at  large  to  discordant  practic 
and  fiivcisity  of  sentiment  whrch  must  e\is[  among  fifty  inde)>endcnt  Di€xre^ans 
There  may  W.  difticulty  in  particularizing  practices  lawful  and  unlawful,  ani 
there  is  a  ilanger  in  sacriticing  the  in*lei»emlence  of  Dioceses  further  tha 
has  already  Inxn  done.  Vet  it  may  lie  found  ad>i.sable  to  recognize  as  a  lav 
for  all  the  Dii>ceses.  the  princii^le  that  lie>  at  the  foundation  of  the  last  resolu 
lion  iKisMil  by  the  llous^*  of  Clerical  and  Lay  1  deputies.

AfitM  some  delilK'iation,  itur  Convention  al»staincd  from  passing  any  Canon 
iheieby  leaving  it  to  U'  inferieil,  that,  in  its  opinion,  absolute  uniformity  it 
Ki/tiiii  ohm'iintCf  is  not  Jest* aHf^  auJ  ou^kt  not  to  be  enforced  by  taw.  \ 
li:iil  aniici|v.\iol  the  i^wsibility  of  such  a  conclusion  ;  and  coincide  in  it 
w  I  .ilf>ni. 

It  is  ti>  luMitited.  that  by  the  new  rule  which  has  thus  been  adopted  by  thi 
<  onvi-ntion.  cluvkitl.  however,  by  the  n^si-ilution  which  was  ordered  to  bi 
loiiiniuniiatol  to  the  General  Convention  as  being  the  unanimous  opinion  o 
tills  DuMi'sf.  xaiiatums  Irom  the  rubric  are  not  to  become  subjects  of  unfavor 
.ible  nitirism,  hmIixn  nidet\l  they  l»ecome  tlagrant,  or  express  serious  errors  o 
iliii  tiine. 

Hut  ihe  C(>n\ union  ac.juiesceii  N^th  in  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  Pas 
im.il.  ;nid  in  ihr  cimmunTs  ,.n  Kiiu.1l  ol»senance^  which  followed.  I  havi 
« .luhillv  lexiewid  thoni ;  and  '^v  no  reas^m  to  alter  them.  I  commend  then 
.ii;aiii  to  the  iluMigliit'ul  consiilcraiion  of  lx»th  Clergj-  and  Laity,  as  indicatinf 
a  loiuseof  piaeiicc  entirely  coincident  with  law,  and  with  the  spirit  of  oui 
I  1I  uigy  :  and  iherefonf'  U^t  calculntot  to  save  our  Church  from  the  perils  o 
liiwlessnoss  and  indivit{u;ilism  on  one  si«le,  ami  of  that  restlessness  on  tb< 
til  her  which  flUlow^  in  many  minds  upon  variations  from  old  cnstoms  whid 
hitvc  liecoma  habiliMa  10 iImi.

ril  a  Wnr  vdicf  amongst  dl«cntiii| 
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The  policy  affirmed  by  this  Diocese  became  the  policy  of  the  Church  at 
large,  under  the  legislation  of  the  last  General  Convention.  That  Convention 
refused  to  enact  any  Canon  of  Ritual,  except  one,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  erroneous  doctrine  concerning  the  Lord's  Supper ;  and 
in  that,  it  separated  from  all  other  errors,  as  condemned  and  to  be  condemned, 
those  which  tend  to  negative  the  protests  of  our  Church  against  the  doctrines 
of  the  Mass.  So  far  as  this  legislation  was  in  the  direct  line  of  the  forcible 
resolution  passed  by  our  Convention,  it  had  my  hearty  co-operation,  and  has 
my  devoutly  thankful  assent. 

But  in  the  formation  of  that  Canon,  a  principle  was  introduced,  at  least 
novel,  and  certainly  to  a  degree  at  variance  with  what  I  have  deemed  to  be  the 
fundamental  idea  of  Episcopal  Government.  It  has  allowed  the  Bishop's  re- 
sponsibility to  be  divided  with  that  of  the  members  of  his  Standing  Committee, 
and  checked  his  action  by  the  necessity  of  obtaining  a  certain  measure  of  con- 
sent from  them  before  he  can  proceed.  They  are  to  be  judges  with  him  as  to 
the  erroneous  character  of  an  act ;  not,  as  in  other  cases,  after  he  has  expressed 
an  opinion,  but  previous  to  such  an  expression,  and  possibly  preventing  it. 
As  the  Canon  has  entered  into  a  new  and  untried  province,  that  of  forbidding 
inieniions  or  acts  which  bear  a  certain  meanmg,  perhaps  it  may  be  prudent 
to  invite  to  the  Bishop's  aid  the  wisdom  of  his  Council  of  Advice.  But  the 
Canon  has  the  disadvantage  of  involving  a  multitude  of  counsellors,  and  a 
possible  divergence  of  opinion  among  them,  in  one  of  the  most  delicate  of 
decisions  ;  and  it  renders  a  Presbyter  responsible  to  an  authority  never  heard 
of  before  under  Episcopal  regimen — an  authority  other  than  the  Ordinary. 

I  gave  my  consent  to  this  Canon,  although  it  introduced  an  erroneous  prin- 
ciple, because  its  other  provisions  seemed  to  be  immeasurably  important  to 
the  safety  of  the  Church.  I  submit  to  it  loyally  ;  and  the  more  happily  be- 
cause I  have  little  fear  that  action  will  be  required  under  it  in  this  Diocese. 
But,  except  as  a  noble  manifestation  of  the  mind  of  the  Church  in  its  steady 
disapproval  of  all  return  towards  the  doctrines  of  Rome,  I  fear  that  the  Canon, 
in  yielding  to  a  factitious  dread  of  the  small  remains  of  ?2piscopal  power  that 
have  survived  the  legislation  of  these  last  few  years,  has  so  tightcne<l  the  knots 
around  a  Bishop's  hands,  that  he  will  find  some  difficulty  in  executing  it ;  lmle^»^, 
indeed,  in  a  case  so  flagrant  as  is  not  likely  to  arise  in  this  a^e,  when,  to  a 
very  peculiar  degree,  error  has  learned  to  practice  **a  cautious  reserve." 

Reviewing  this  whole  discussion,  and  process  of  legislation,  an  important 
conclusion  is  obvious. 

The  singular  unanimity  of  our  Convention  in  refraining  from  passing  a  law 
of  Uniformity,  coupled  with  the  equally  remarkable  unanimity  of  the  General 
Convention,  in  refusing  to  forbid,  by  additional  laws,  any  variations  of  the 
Rubric,  except  such  as  show  an  intention  of  setting  forth  a  false  doctrine 
concerning  the  Lord's  Supper,  deepens  the  conviction,  that  our  Church  con- 
siders enforced  Uniformity  to  be  undesirable.  Probably  you  are  aware,  that 
two  series  of  resolutions  were  proposed  in  one  of  the  Houses  of  Convention, 
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detailing  and  forbidding,  on  one  side,  and  on  the  other,  acts  of  excess,  and  acts 
of  defect,  in  ritual  observances.  Neither  of  them  were  approved.  The  Church 
seemed  to  have  settled  down  to  this  conviction  :  that,  if  pronounced  error  in 
doctrine  can  be  avoided,  uniformity  of  observance  in  other  respects  may  safely 
be  left  to  the  good  sense  and  educated  taste  of  the  Church  ;  that  a  certain 
liberty  is  a  Christian  privilege ;  that  absolute  uniformity  may  cost  too  much  ; 
that  a  sufficient  similarity  in  observance  will  always  be  effected  by  the  general 
feeling  of  unity,  and  general  loyalty  to  rubrics  and  custom  ;  and  that  flagrant 
violations  will  be  corrected  by  public  opinion. 

A  few  months'  experience  among  the  Eastern  Churches,  and  among  the 
Chapels  of  our  Episcopal  Protestantism  scattered  over  the  Continent  of  Europe, 
sealed  by  a  brief  return  to  the  customs  which  vary  even  in  the  Church  of 
England,  still  further  impressed  these  convictions  on  my  own  mind.  Unity  in 
fundamental  truth  may  be  preserved  without  absolute  Uniformity  in  Ritual. 
The  entire  unanimity  with  which  the  Mexican  Commission,  and  the  House  of 
Bishops,  acting  on  their  report,  have  admitted  the  idea  that  ecclesiastical  unity 
with  the  Church  in  Mexico,  does  not  require  of  it  a  verbal  submission  to  our 
Liturgy,  has  still  more  definitely  confirmed  the  conclusion.  Nor  can  any  one 
doubt  its  wisdom,  or  doubt  that  it  has  been  reached  under  the  direct  guidance 
of  the  Holy  Ghost,  when  we  witness  the  restored  peace  and  brotherly  concord, 
which  now  characterize  our  Conmiunion.

CONCLUSION. 

The  outlook  for  the  future  of  our  Diocese  is  wonderfully  hopeful.  Compact, 
thoroughly  connected  in  all  its  parts  by  railways,  homogeneous  in  a  population 
who  are  enterprising  in  habits,  whilst  industries  are  also  being  rapidly  devel- 
oped, we  have  all  the  necessary  material  base  for  prosperous  Church  work. 
The  value  of  our  ancient  Church,  when  contrasted  with  modem  systems,  is 
being  recognized.  Its  quiet  conservatism  and  comprehensiveness,  are  furnish- 
ing a  happy  shelter  to  many  who  are  seeking  repose  from  mental  conflicts,  and 
liberty  in  work.  Cordial,  fraternal  good  feeling  among  the  Clergy,  produces 
general  sympathy  among  the  Laity  ;  and  God's  blessing  is  nurturing  a  steady 
spiritual  growth  from  a  conscientious  planting  of  the  words  of  life.  On  all 
sides  I  hear  expressions  of  assured  confidence  in  the  old  tcuths  of  the  Gospel,y 
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and  comfort  in  proclaiming  them.  On  all  sides,  the  good  old  Church  of  our 
Buhefs,  without  vaita  additions  or  unnecessary  subtractions,  is  acknowledged 
as  a  completely  satis&ctory  instrument  for  the  spread  of  the  glad  tidings  of  a 
Saviour  crucified,  and  for  the  cultivation  of  Christian  saintliness,  through  the 
power  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  We  do  not  need  changes.  Let  our  improvements 
be,  a  more  zealous,  faithful,  earnest  walking  in  the  old  paths.  We  need  more 
study  of  the  Word  of  Life  ;  more  constant  communion  with  our  Lord  Christ, 
and  more  diligent  following  in  His  holy  steps ;  more  familiarity  with  the 
spirit  and  blessed  provisions  of  our  own  beloved  Church  ;  and  more  prayer. 
The  prayer  of  £Eiith,  we  need ;  not  faith  in  prayer,  but  faith  in  Him  who  hears 
it.  And  with  the  field  that  God  has  given  to  us,  thus  cultivated,  under  the 
guidance  of  the  Church,  and  beneath  the  benediction  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  every 
prospect  before  our  Diocese  is  full  of  hope. 

May  grace,  mercy  and  peace,  from  God  the  Father,  and  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  through  the  love  of  the  Spirit,  abound  in  all  y6ur  hearts,  and  make 
you  fruitful  in  every  good  word  and  work,  to  accomplish  the  great  purpose  of 

the  Gospel  in  the  Church  !

Resolved^  That  when  the  Convention  adjourns  the  present  session,  it  shall 
be  adjourned  to  meet  at  7:30  this  evening,  to  discuss  a  proposed  amendment 
of  Canons  relative  to  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Coleman,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop's 
Address,  offered  the  following  report  and  resolutions,  which  were 
severally  adopted : 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Bishop's  Annual  Address  beg 
leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  matters  apper- 
taining to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  be  referred  to  the  Committtee  on 
Canons ;  so  much  of  it  as  relates  to  the  Diocesan  Missions  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Missions ;  and  that  so  much  as  relates  to  the  endowment  of  the 
Episcopate  be  referretl  to  the  Finance  Committee  ;  and  further,  that  the  Rules 
of  Order  be  suspended  to  allow  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Committee,  to 
whom  shall  be  referred  so  much  of  the  Address  as  relates  to  Canon  IV,  con- 
cerning Defunct  Parishes.

Mr.  Sanford  moved  that  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed 
by  the  Chair  to  inquire  and  report  to  this  Convention  if  any^  and 
if  any,  what  improvement  can  be  made  in  our  method  of  assessing 
Parishes  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  including  the 
Bishop's  salary.     Adopted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Burton,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons  of  last 
Convention,  who  were  instructed  to  report  to  this  Convention  in 
what  way  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  would  require  to  be  changed 
in  order  to  secure  the  legal  right  of  wpmen  to  vote  in  the  Parish 
meetings,  reported  as  follows ;  and  the  report  was  received,  and 
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laid  on  the  table  for  future  discussion,  and  the  Committee  dis- 
charged : 

The  Committee  on  Canons  of  the  Fifty- Eighth  Annual  Convention  of  the 
L>iocese  of  Ohio,  havini;;  been  instructed  by  said  Convention  to  prepare  such 
amendments  to  Canon  11,  Section  2,  as  shall  confer  upon  women  the  right  to 
Totc  at  the  annual  elections  for  Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  the  object  may  be  accomplished  by  repealing  Section  2,  of  Canon  II,  as 
now  standing,  and  substituting  therefor  the  following  : 

In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitletl  to  vote  who  has  not  signed 
the  articles  of  Parochial  Association. 

All  communicants  o£  either  sex  not  tinder  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who 
have  been  such  communicants  for  not  less  than  six  months  prior  to  said 
elections  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  said  elections. 

All  persons  of  either  sex  not  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  are  bona 
fide  members  of  the  Parish,  and  who  rent  pews  or  portions  of  pews  in  the 
Parish  Church,  or,  in  cases  where  pew-rentals  arc  not  re<iuired,  who  contribute 
regularly  to  the  support  of  the  Parish  in  the  manner  eslal)lishe<l  in  the  same, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  aforesaid  elections.  Provideil,  that  in  either 
case,  such  payments  or  contributions  shall  have  been  made  for  a  space  of  not 
less  than  six  months  preceding  such  elections  ;  and,  provided  further,  that  the 
requirement  herein  contained,  as  to  time  of  connection  with  I  he  Parish,  shall 
Dot  be  exacted  of  the  original  incorporators  in  any  Parish,  at  the  election  of 
the  first  Vestry  thereof.

Rev.  Mr.  Bodine  offered  a  proposed  revision  of  the  Canons 
relating  to  the  subjects  of  Missions  and  Education,  which  was 
freely  and  informally  discussed  by  the  members,  for  some  time, 
when,  on  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morn- 
ing at  9  o'clock.

The  Rev.  Mr.  Lyle,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Creden- 
tials, reported  that  they  had  examined  the  papers  relative  to  the 
organization  and  application  for  admission  of  the  Parish  of  St 
Paul's  Church,  Hicksville,  and  finding  them  in  order,  recommend 
that  said  Parish  be  admitted  into  union  with  the  Convention ;  and 
it  was  accordingly  so  admitted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Delano,  the  rules  were  suspended  in  order 
to  consider  the  proposed  new  Canon  on  Missions  before  the 
elections. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  not  being  ready,  the  rules  were 
still  further  suspended  to  pass  to  next  business  in  order. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Rev.  Dr.  Burton  to  the  Chair,  and 
retired.

Mr.  S.  N.  Sanford,  Secretary,  read  an  abstract  of  the  acts  of 
the  Standing  Committee  for  the  past  year,  which  was  accepted  ; 
and  the  Bishop  and  Secretary  of  the  Convention  were  requested 
to  prepare  it  for  publication,  omitting  such  portions  as  were  re- 
ported in  the  Bishop's  Address  : 

REPORT   OF  THE  STANDING   COMMITTEE   OF  THE   DIOCESE. 

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  the  following  official  acts 
during  the  Convention  year  now  closing  : 

May  22d,  1875.  The  Committee  organized  by  unanimously  electing  Rev.  Wm.  C. 
French,  D.D.,  President,  and  S.  N.  Sanfokd,  Secretary. 

As  in  our  last  report,  made  May  20th,  1875,  we  had  occasion  to  lament  the  enforced 
absence  of  Bishop  Bbdbll  from  the  Diocese,  in  pursuit  of  beafth,  from  the  first  of  Novem- 
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ber,  i874«  aod  to  include  in  our  report  our  official  acts,  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the 
Piocese,  as  well  as  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  Standing  Committee:  so  now,  by  reason  of  the 
unexpected  prolongation  of  tho  Bishop's  ab;>ence,  this  report  must  cover  not  only  the  ordinary 
official  acts  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  Convention  year,  but  also  those  of  the  Eccle- 
siastical Authority  of  the  Diocese  until  November  ist,  1875,  at  which  date,  to  the  ^reat  joy 
of  the  Standing  Committee  as  well  as  of  the  Diocese,  the  Bishop  returned,  renewed  in  health 
and  strength,  and  resumed  the  weighty  duties  and  responsibilities  of  his  high  office,  to  the 
great  relief  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

May  aSth,  39th  and  31st,  1875.  Communicated  with  all  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  and  the 
Setuor  Warders  of  vacant  Parishes,  and  ascertained,  as  fully  as  possible,  their  wishes  in 
regard  to  a  visitation  of  their  respective  parishes,  and  arranged,  after  repeated  amendments, 
a  list  of  appointments  for  Rt.  Rev.  Gborgk  D.  Gillkspie,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  West- 
em  Michigan,  who  had  previously  kindly  consented  to  visit  such  Parishes  in  this  Diocese  as 
might  require  his  services. 

ArrangiuK  for  the  visitation  of  the  Parishes,  making  and  amending  the  lists  of  appoint- 
ments, etc.,  apparently  a  very  simple  matter,  involved  the  writing  of  more  than  one  hundred 
letters,  to  say  nothing  of  other  subjects  of  correspondence. 

June  3ist,  1875.  Signed  the  Testimonials  of  Mr.  Willison  B.  French,  and  Mr.  Stew- 
art Means,  candidates  for  Orders,  recommending  them  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for 
ordination  to  the  Diaconate. 

June  2ist,  1875.  Requested  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Jaggar  to  ordain  to  the  Diaconate  Mr. 
Willison  B.  French,  and  Mr.  Stewart  Means. 

Tuesday.  June  93d,  1875.  By  request  of  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  St.  Andrew's 
Parish.  Elyria,  invited  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Gillespie  to  consecrate  their  church  edifice  to  the 
worship  and  service  of  Almighty  God. 

July  7th,  1875.  Signed  the  Testimonials  of  Rev.  Jacob  S.  Shipman,  Rector  of  Christ 
Church,  Lexington,  Ky.,  Bishop  Elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Fon  du  Lac,  unanimously  con- 
senting to  his  consecration.

The  Report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Division  of  Funds,  with 
the  accompanying  documents,  was  read  by  the  Chairman,  Mr. 
D.  L.  King.  The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  resolutions 
agreed  upon  by  the  Committee  were  adopted  : 

REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  DIVISION  OF  FUNDS  AND  PROPERTY. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Conventions  of  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  and  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio,  appointed  to  consider  and  report 
upcm  the  division  of  the  funds,  belonging  to  the  original  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
between  the  two  Dioceses,  held  in  Columbus,  in  the  Chapel  of  Trinity  Church, 
January  aoth,  1876,  the  following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  : 

Fesolved^  That  the  following  funds  belonging  to  the  original  Diocese  of  Ohio, 
at  the  time  of  the  recent  division  of  the  Diocese,  should  be  divided  between 
the  two  Dioceses  as  follows,  to  wit : 

The  Lorillard  Fund,  (so-called),  should  be  divided  equally  between  the 
two  Dioceses. 

The  fund  belonging  to  the  Missionary  Committee  should  be  divided  equally 
between  the  two  Dioceses. 

The  fund  for  the  Relief  of  the  Disabled  Clergy,  and  all  funds  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Episcopate,  should  be  so  divided  between  the  two  Dioceses  as  to 
give  to  each  such  portion  of  said  funds  as  was  contributed  by  parishes  or  indi- 
viduals residing  or  being,  at  the  time  of  such  contributions,  within  the  limits 
of  said  Dioceses  respectively. 

The  fund  belonging  to  the  Exlucation  Committee  of  the  ori<;inal  Diocese  of 
Ohio  should,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Joint  Committee,  be  held  and  controlled 
by  a  Joint  Committee  consisting  of  the  two  Bishops  of  the  two  Dioceses  as  ex- 
ofhcio  members  thereof,  and  two  clergymen  and  two  laymen  to  be  elected  by 
the  Conventions  thereof  respectively,  unless  a  division  of  said  Education  Fund 
shall  at  any  time  be  called  for  by  either  Diocese,  and  in  that  event  the  same 
should  be  divided  equally  between  the  two  Dioceses. 

In  case  there  are  any  other  funds  that  belonged  either  legally  or  equitably 
to  the  original  Diocese  of  Ohio,  at  the  time  of  the  division  of  the  Diocese, 
they  should  be  divided  equally  between  the  two  Dioceses. 

All  other  property,  real  or  personal,  and  funds  not  hereinhefcjre  embraced, 
held  either  in  trust,  or  otherwise,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  within  the  original  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  all  interests  which  said  origi- 
nal Diocese  held,  or  was  entitled  to  have  therein,  should  be  divided  between 
the  two  Dioceses  as  follows,  to  wit : 

All  such  property  and  interests  situate  or  held  in  trust,  or  otherwise,  within

the  limits  of  each  of  said  Dioceses  respectively,  should  be  held  and  controlled 
in  the  Diocese  in  which  the  same  is  so  held  or  situated,  and  for  its  benefit,  in 
like  manner  as  the  same  would  or  might  have  been  held  or  controlled  in  said 
original  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  for  its  benefit  in  case  said  Diocese  had  remained 
undivided. 

Resolved^  That  the  foregoing  resolutions  be  laid  before  the  Conventions  of 
the  two  Diocc>es  as  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee,  with  a  recommenda- 
tion to  such  Conventions  to  carry  out  the  suggestions  therein  contained  by 
appropriate  legislation  and  otherwise.

3.  Disabled  Clergy  Fund,  in  the  hands  of  General  John  G.

The  amount  received  by  Gen.  Mitchell  from  the  several  Parishes  is 
$13,837.59.  The  increase  of  $730.41  is  the  result  of  judicious  investments 
by  Gen.  Mitcheli^  It  is  all  invested  in  safe  loans,  secured  by  mortgage,  and 
bearing  about  eight  per  cent  interest.  The  Committee  found  that  the  amount 
received  from  the  Parishes,  $13,837.59,  should  be  divided  as  follows  :

The  surplus,  $730.41,  should  be,  I  suppose,  divided,  giving  the  same  pro- 
portion to  each,  as  of  the  residue. 

4.  Mr.  I.  N.  Whiting  has  in  his  hands  $73,  contributed  by  St  John's 
Church,  Cleveland,  towards  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate.  This  belongs 
to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 
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The  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Education  Committee  is  not  stated  herein,  for 
the  reason  that  it  is  not  proposed  to  divide  it  for  the  present. 

The  foregoing  b  a  statement  of  \}aR  principal  iA  the  several  funds  referred  to, 
on  January  20tb,  1876.  A  considerable  amount  of  income  has  since  accrued, 
which  is  to  be  accounted  for. 

If  the  Report  shall  be  approved,  and  its  recommendations  adopted  by  the 
Convention,  it  may  be  well  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  receive 
the  share  of  the  assets  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  to  execute  the  proper 
receipts  therefor. 

Gen.  Mitchell  has  about  $400  in  cash  received  since  January  20th,  which, 
with  whatever  may  come  in  hereafter,  he  will  distribute  in  proper  proportions, 
in  his  settlement  with  the  Trustees.

MyDtarSir:  The  will  of  Bishop  McIlvaine  provides  that  the 
Lorillard  Fund,  in  my  hands,  "shall  be  added  to  the  fund  of  the  Diocese  of 
Ohio  for  Disabled  Clergymen,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Trustees  of  that 
fund. "  I  understand,  that  a  Treasurer  of  the  Fund  for  Disabled  Clergymen 
has  been  elected  by  the  Southern  Diocese.  Instead  of  directing  a  trasnfer  to 
the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  which  I  had  supposed  would  probably  be  done, 
I  am  inclined  to  think  it  more  convenient  to  have  a  Treasurer  of  the  Fund,  as 
a  Board  of  Trustees  would  be  somewhat  un wieldly.  What  1  wish  particularly 
to  call  your  attention  to  is  the  necessity,  under  the  terms  of  the  will,  that  there 
shall  be  Trustees  having  the  custody  of  the  fund,  of  its  safety,  which  is 
not  at  all  incompatible  with  having  also  a  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  out  the 
funds.  I  was  not  present  at  our  Convention,  and  they  had  not  the  will  of 
Bishop  McIlvaine  before  them,  but  ray  impression  is  that  it  will  be  necessary 
at  their  next  meeting,  to  provide  for  the  custody  and  safety  of  the  fund  Ly 
Trustees,  to  whom  it  shall  be  transferred  by  me.  You  can  easily  shape  the 
resolution  of  your  Convention,  or  frame  a  Canon,  if  necessary,  that  shall  pro- 
vide for  Trustees  of  your  Disabled  Clergy  Fund,  and  direct  that  the  share  of 
the  Lorillard  Fund  in  my  hands,  belongmg  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall  be 
paid  over  to  said  Trustees.     I  trust  the  report  reached  you  safely.

That  at  every  Annual  Convention  three  laymen  shall  be  elected 
Trustees,  with  power  to  elect  one  of  their  number  Treasurer,  who  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Disabled  Clergy  Fund  and  of  the  Lorillard  Fund. 

Resolved^  That  the  Missionary  Committee  be  authorized  to  receive  that  por- 
tion of  the  Missionary  Fund,  to  ^^hich  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  is  entitled  in  the 
division  of  the  fund  held  by  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  original  Diocese 
of  Ohio. 

kesoivfd^  That  at  every  Annual  Convention  one  clergyman  and  one  layman 
shall  be  elected,  m  ho  i^hall,  with  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese,  and  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio,  and  one  clergyman  and  one  layman  elected 
by  the  Convention  of  said  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio,  constitute  the  Joint 
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Educational  Committee  of  the  two  Dioceses,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the 
funds  heretofore  held  by  the  Educational  Committee  of  the  original  Diocese  of 
Ohio,  until  such  fund  is  divided  by  the  action  of  the  Convention  of  either  of 
said  Dioceses. 

Resolved^  That  any  other  funds  to  which  the  present  Diocese  of  Ohio  may 
be  now,  or  hereafter  become  entitled,  from  the  original  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall 
be  received  and  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio ;  and  the  said 
Trustees  shall  also  take  charge  of  the  funds  now  held  by  any  of  the  officers  of 
the  original  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  to  which  the  present  Diocese  of  Ohio  is 
entitled  under  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  two  Dioceses, — the 
custody  of  which  is  not  heretofore  provided  for. 

Resolved^  That  the  several  Committees  to  whom  shall  be  paid  any  portion 
of  the  divided  funds  of  the  original  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall  execute  the  proper 
receipts  and  vouchers  to  the  parties  from  whom  said  funds  are  received, 
respectively. 

Rev.  Dr.  Bronson.  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  offered  a 
report  to  amend  Canon  XIV,  which  was  afterwards  recommitted 
at  his  request. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  S.  N.  San  ford,  the  resolutions  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Division  of  Funds  were  reconsidered,  and  the  resolu- 
tions referred  to  Committee  on  Canons. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Stevens  asked  and  obtained  leave  of  absence. 

Mr.  Levi  Buttles,  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  read  his  Annual 
Report,  which  was  accepted,  approved  and  referred  to  Committee 
on  Finance.     [See  Appendix.] 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  2:30  p.m.

The  Convention  united  in  devotional  exercises. 

Rev.  Mr.  Farr,  from  the  Committee  on  Canons,  read  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  proposed  amendments  to  Canons 
relating  to  Missionary  and  Education  work,  which  was  received, 
and  the  Convention  proceeded  to  consider  said  report  in  detail, 
and  the  amended  Canons  were  finally  adopted  in  the  following 
form: 
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CANON   XIV. 

OF  MISSIONS,   AND  OF  EDUCATION    FOR   THE   MINISTRY. 

Section  i.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  Missionary  institution, 
and  every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to  the  support  of 
the  Missionary  work  ;  and  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry  being 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  the  same  work,  it 
is  solemnly  urged  upon  every  member  of  the  Church  that  he  consider  his 
Christian  profession  as  involving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  of  this  Diocese  to  instruct 
the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recommended 
to  every  member  of  the  Church,  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week, 
in  store  for  these  purposes,  as  God  has  prospered  him,  according  to  the  apos- 
tolic direction  :    I  Cor.  XV.  I. 

CANON    XV. 

OF   MISSION  STATIONS. 

Section  i.  A  Mission  Station,  when  adopted  by  the  Bishop  and  Mission- 
ary Committee,  shall  be  duly  organized  by  the  appointment  of  a  Missionary, 
who,  with  the  consent  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Committee,  shall  appoint 
two  persons,  who  shall  constitute  a  Committee  of  the  Mission,  charged  with 
its  temporal  interests. 

Sec.  2.  The  Plan  of  Organization  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ing form  of  application  to  the  Bishop  ; 

"^/.  Rev,  and  Dear  Sir:     We,    the  undersigned,   residents   of , 

County  of ,  Diocese  of  Ohio,  being  desirous  of  obtaining  the  services 

of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  being  ready,  according  to  our  ability, 
to  sustain  the  same,  do  hereby  request  you  to  inquire  into  our  estate,  and  pro- 
vide for  us  as  you  may  deem  proper  and  cxfiedient.  We  do  hereby  declare 
o'lrsclves,  individually  and  collectively,  ready  to  do  what  in  us  lies  to  establish 
and  sustain  •  the  regular  worship  of  the  said  Church,  and  promote  its  influence 
in  our  neighborhood  ;  and  we  promise  conformity  to  its  doctrines,  discipline, 
liturgy,  riles  and  usages.  We  put  ourselves  under  your  charge,  and  will 
'everently  obey  your  authority.  We  promise  conformity  to  the  Constitution 
^"^  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  the 
"»les  and  regulations  of  its  Convention.  In  accordance  with  these  obligations 
*J»d  rules,  we  now  ask  the  privilege  of  being  organized  as  a  Mission,  under 
the  name  of ." 

*^*^c.  3.  Any  property  of  a  Mission  Station  may  be  vested  in  the  Board  of 
'^tees  of  the  Diocese,  until  the  Station  shall  be  duly  incorporated  as  a  parish, 
***"  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention,  when  the  said  property  shall  be 
^osferred  to  the  parish  corporation. 

^£c.  4.  An  organized  parish  may,  under  such  provisions  as  the  Missionary 
^^niittee  shall  determine,  receive  a  Missionary  appointed  by  the  said  Com- 
°"^^ee.  A  parish  may  place  one  or  more  of  its  parochial  missions  under  the 
*^of  the  Missionary  Committee,  with  the  consent  of  the  Committee. 
.  ^^.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Mission  Station,  and  of  every  organ- 
»Mu  parish  which  is  aided  by  the  Missionary  Committee,  to  pledge  and  to  i>ay 
***  annual  sum,  satisfactory  to  the  Committee,  into  its  treasury,  in  quarterly 
Payments. 

,  j^Ec.  6.  At  every  Missionary  Station,  on  Easter  Monday,  there  shall  be 
n^ld  a  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  station,  who  shall  appoint  a  delegate  to 
Reconvention  of  the  Diocese,  whp  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat,  but  not  a  vote 
^  the  said  Convention. 
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CANON   XVI. 

O^  DIOCESAN    MISSIONS. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Convention,  a  Committee,  to  be  called  The  Missionary  Committee  of  the 
Diocese,  which  shall  consist  of  one  clergyman  and  one  layman  from  each 
Con  vocational  district,  and  one  clergyman  and  two  laymen  from  the  Diocese 
at  large,  to  whom,  together  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  Assistant 
Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  who  are  ex-officio  members  of  the  Committee,  shall 
be  entrusted  the  general  care  and  management  of  the  Missionary  interests  of 
the  Church  in  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  election  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  the  nomination  of 
representatives  of  a  Convocation,  if  any  be  made,  shall  have  precedence  of  all 
other  nominations. 

Sec.  3.  This  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the  appointment  of  Mission 
Stations  and  Missionaries ;  but  no  Mission  Station  nor  Missionary  shall  be 
appointed  without  the  consent  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese, 
given  in  writing. 

Sec.  4.  The  Missionary  Committee  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place,  and 
on  the  first  day,  of  the  meeting  of  the  Annual  Convention  ;  and  at  such  other 
time  and  place  as  the  President  may  appoint,  or  as  may  be  found  convenient 
on  their  own  adjoummenL  Three  members,  if  one  of  them  is  a  clergyman, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  £x-ofhcio  members  shall  not  be  count^  in  a 
quorum. 

Sec.  5.  The  Missionary  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  and  Treasq- 
rer,  who,  if  not  already  members  of  this  body,  shall  thereby  become  ex-oflficio 
members.  Vacancies  during  the  recess  of  the  Convention  may  be  supplied  by 
the  Committee. 

Sec.  6.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant 
Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  is  President  of  the  Missionary  Committee.  In  his 
absence  a  Chairman  pro  tempore  shall  be  appointed  from  among  the  clerical 
members. 

Sec.  7.  All  moneys  received  for  the  purposes  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Committee  shall  be  appropriated  under  its  direction,  in  accoixlance  with  this 
Canon  ;  but  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of  contributors  to  the  Missionary  cause  to 
designate  the  particular  object  to  which  their  contributions  shall  be  applied. 

CANON  XVII. 
OF  convocations. 

Section  i.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  by  the  Bishop  into  Convoca- 
tional  Districts,  not  more  than  five  in  number;  and  the  clergy  within  the 
several  districts,  with  laymen  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  rectors  and 
missionaries,  from  their  parishes  or  mission  stations,  shall  meet  quarterly,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  each  Convocation  may  determine,  and  also  at  other 
times  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  Convocations  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  President  ex -officio,  in  his 
absence  a  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  clergy. 

Sec.  3.  The  objects  of  Convocation  shall  be  three-fold  :  ist.  It  shall  be 
recognized  as  a  centre  of  spiritual  life,  and  its  sessions  shall  be  specially  char- 
acterized by  services  for  public  worship  and  religious  conferences ;  2d.  To 
devise  plans  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  within  the  limits  of  the  Convoca- 
tion ;  3d,  To  accumulate  and  appropriate  funds  for  the  erection  of  Churches 
and  Rectories,  and  for  the  distribution  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts. 
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Sec  4.  Each  Convocation  shall  be  authorized  to  nominate  one  clergyman 
and  one  layman  to  the  Convention,  from  within  its  district,  to  be  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  Each  Convocation  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  its  doings  to 
the  Bishop,  through  its  Secretary,  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention. 

Sec  6.  The  offerings  at  meetings  of  Convocation  shall  be  at  its  disposal 
for  farthering  the  work  contemplated  by  Section  3  of  this  Canon  ;  and  the 
anMMnt  shall  be  reported  and  credited  to  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund. 

CANON   XVIII. 

OF  THE  EDUCATION   COMMITTEE. 

SicnoN  I.  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese,  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  and  Assistant  Bishop 
when  there  is  one,  of  the  Diocese,  ex-ofhcio,  and  four  other  members,  two 
clerical  and  two  lay,  who  shall  be  called  the  Education  Committee,  to  whom 
shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  collec- 
tion and  appropriation  of  funds  therefor,  and  all  other  business  belonging 
thereto;  which  Committee  shall  be  authorized  to  act  with  any  similar  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  joint  Committee  shall  enact,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
Caooo. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  contributors  to  the  Education  cause  to 
designate  the  particular  object  to  which  their  contributions  shall  be  applied  ; 
otherwise  all  contributions  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  this  Committee. 

Sec,  3.  At  every  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee  a  report  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  year  shall  be  submitt^  ;  which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Conven- 
tion, and  printed  in  the  Journal  in  whole  or  in  part. 

The  Committee  on  Canons  reported  a  resolution,  which  was 
adopted,  that  the  Canons  following  be  re-numbered,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Chairman,  and  Secretary  of  the  Convention. 

The  Bishop  gave*  notice  that  he  had  divided  the  Diocese  into 
four  Convocations,  as  follows  : 

CONVOCATION  OF  CLRVKLAND.

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The  Rev.  Dr.  Coleman,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Bishop's 
Address,  offered  the  following  report  on  the  same,  which  was 
received  and  adopted: 

REPORT   OF  THE  COMMITTEE   ON   THE    BISHOP'S   ADDRESS. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Bishop's  Annual  Address  beg 
leave  to  submit  their  second  report : 

They  cannot  withhold  the  expression  of  the  sentiments  of  joy  and  gratitude 
which  they  are  convinced  pervade  the  whole  Diocese  at  the  safe  return  of  our 
beloved  Father  in  God,  with  a  fair  measure  of  his  former  health  and  strength. 
He  has  been  welcomed  home  with  the  liveliest  satisfaction,  and  it  is  the 
earnest  prayer  of  us  all  that  bis  valuable  life  may  long  be  spared  to  his  Diocese 
and  the  Church  at  large. 

There  are  so  many  important  and  interesting  topics  discussed  by  the  Bishop 
in  his  address,  and  such  a  considerable  portion  of  them  has  already  by  action 
on  your  Committee's  first  report  been  appropriately  referred,  that  they  will 
now  content  themselves  with  asking  your  attention  to  but  a  few  of  the  subjects 
therein  presented. 

One  of  these  is  the  more  general  and  hearty  observance  of  the  Day  of  In- 
tercession for  Missions  which  has  been  appointed  now  fur  several  consecutive 
years.  Having  been  first  proposed  in  England,  it  comes  to  us  as  the  voice  of 
our  Mother  Church  confessing  the  need  of  more  earnest  prayer  in  behalf  of 
the  great  work  of  evangelizing  the  world.  Engaged  as  we  are  in  the  same 
blessed  labor,  we  cannot  but  feel  that  its  magnitude,  and  the  many  difficulties 
with  which  it  is  surrounded,  demand  on  our  part  the  most  devout  seeking  of 
thnt  Divine  grace,  without  which,  though  Paul  may  plant,  and  Apollos  water, 
there  will  be  no  increase. 

Daily  as  we  are  taught  to  pray  for  the  Kingdom's  advent,  and  frequently  as 
we  may  gather  at  local  missionary  councils,  yet  such  is  our  natural  lukewartn- 
ness  and  self-sufficiency,  that  we  ought  to  be  thankful  for  any  provision  where- 
by the  whole  Anglican  communion  is  brought  to  realize  in  a  more  solemn 
manner,  not  only  the  oneness  of  the  field,  but  the  too  indifferent  manner  in 
which  it  is  being  cultivated. 

Happy  results  have  already  followed  the  appointment  to  which  allusion  is 
made,  and  it  is  but  the  reiteration  of  our  faith  in  God's  promises  when  we 
express  the  belief  that  were  our  ministers  and  people  to  gi^e  to  it  more  earnest 
heed,  and  engage  in  the  devotions  thus  enjoined  more  commonly,  there  would 
be  much  less  necessity  for  the  lamentations  which  we  so  often  hear  over 
wasted  opportunities  and  unfruitful  toil.  The  more  conscious  we  can  be  made 
of  our  own  weakness  and  unfaithfulness,  the  more  dependent  we  shall  l»e 
made  upon  the  gracious  Lord  of  the  Harvest,  and  it  is  as  helping  to  bring 
about  this  more  intimate  communion  with  Christ  our  Head  that  all  our  con- 
gregations, great  and  small,  should  esteem  it  no  less  a  privilege  than  a  duty  to 
join  in  this  day's  observance. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  in  addition  to  the  notice  already  made  of  the  fact 
by  the  Bishop,  the  Convention  may  well  express  its  gratitude  for  the  presenta- 
tion to  our  Diocese  of  the  beautiful  Church  at  Hicksville  by  members  of  the 
neighboring  Diocese  of  Indiana,  a  most  pleasing  illustration  of  the  unity  of  the 
household  of  faith,  and  a  perpetual  memento  of  Christian  lil>erality. 

The  next  subject  to  which  the  Committee  would  allude,  is  that  of  the  action 
of  the  Centennial  Commission  in  clo.sing  the  International  Exhibition  in 
Philadelphia  on  Sundays.     They  would,  in  the  most  emphatic  manner,  express 
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their  acquiescence  in  the  solemn  protest  uttered  by  the  Bishop  against  the 
▼igorous  attempt  being  now  made  in  various  parts  of  the  country  to  induce  the 
Commission  to  reverse  said  action.  The  matter  having  l>een  already  so  gener- 
ally discussed,  we  assume  that  the  minds  of  the  great  majority  of  the  Conven- 
tion have  come  to  a  definite  conclusion  in  the  premises.  Your  Committee, 
therefore,  will  not  enter  upon  any  elaborate  argument  to  justify  the  opinion 
they  here  express,  but  they  cannot  forbear  urging  ujwn  the  Convention  the 
extreme  importance  of  the  questions  involved,  and  the  necessity  of  stripping 
the  subject  of  the  many  extraneous  points  which  some  have  sought  to  include 
in  this  controversy. 

It  is  not  a  question  of  the  rights  of  the  working-man.  That  is  too  much 
the  convenient  hobby  of  the  politician  to  find  a  place  in  the  deliberations  of  a 
religions  body.  It  is  not  a  question  of  pecuniary  profit.  That  were  to  impugn 
the  avowed  motives  of  many  who  are  faulting  the  Commission.  It  is  not  a 
question  of  physical  endurance  on  the  part  of  the  thousands  officially  connected 
with  the  Exhibition.  That  seems,  unaccountably  enough,  to  be  very  generally 
ignored  by  those  who  are  clamoring  for  what  they  claim  to  be  due  them. 

But  it  is  a  question  of  Religion  and  Morality.  Were  we  to  sanction  the 
opening  of  the  Exposition  on  the  Lord's  Day,  we  could  not  but  be  held 
accountable  for  much  evil  which  would  directly  and  indirectly  ensue.  We 
would  be  denying  before  the  world,  by  our  deeds,  the  faith  which  we  have 
professed  in  the  Word  of  God,  and  in  the  Church  of  God.  We  would  be 
dishonoring  one  of  the  cardinal  tenets  of  American  Christianity,  and  subject- 
ing ourselves  to  the  reproaches  of  foreign  nations  for  our  inconstancy  and 
inconsistency.  Such  nations,  in  accepting  our  invitation  to  participate  in  an 
Exhibition  held  on  American  soil,  would  surely  not  expect  it  to  be  conducted 
in  violation  of  our  fundamental  principles  and  statutes. 

The  whole  matter  resolves  itself,  therefore,  in  the  judgment  of  your.Com- 
mittee,  into  one  of  allegiance  to  our  Divine  Lord,  by  whose  rules  we  acknowl- 
edge ourselves  bound  by  every  consideration  that  can  move  a  reasonable  and 
conscientious  community.  In  view  of  the  compact  into  which  we  have  en- 
tered with  Him,  is  it  honest  thus  to  sanction  the  breaking  of  one  of  His  known 
commandments  ?  In  view  of  the  unnumbered  mercies  and  blessings  which  we 
have  received  at  His  hands,  and  over  which,  in  this  Centennial  year,  we  are 
especially  rejoicing,  is  it  not  most  ungrateful,  for  any  pretext,  to  even  appear 
to  desert  His  holy  cause? 

While  it  is  to  be  greatly  desired  that  every  citizen  should  have  the  opportu- 
nity of  visiting  this  World's  Fair,  and  enjoying  all  the  many  advantages 
undoubtedly  belonging  to  such  a  visit,  yet  it  is  not  necessary  for,  nor  required 
of,  any  class,  or  any  member  of  any  class,  even  on  other  days  of  the  week. 
To  do  so  on  the  Lord's  Day,  seems  to  your  Committee  to  demand  of  such  as 
go  a  wilful  disobedience  of  a  plain  and  most  reasonable  statute.  Therefore, 
we  ought  to  rejoice  that  notwithstanding  the  many  and  powerful  influences 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  Commission  aforesaid,  they  have  maintained  the 
sanctity  of  the  Christian  Sabbath,  and  thus  afforded  an  illustration  of  moral 
integrity,  which  of  itself  will  form  one  of  the  brightest  triumphs  connected 
with  this  magnificent  enterprise. 

In  concluding,  your  Committee  would  offer  the  following  Resolutions  : 
Kesolved^  That  the  attention  of  the  several  clergymen  and  congregations  of 
this  Diocese  be  earnestly  invited  to  the  propriety  of  a  more  general  and  hearty 
observance  of  the  Day  of  Intercession  for  Missions. 

Resotvedy  That  the  members  of  this  Convention  express  their  hearty  ap- 
proval of  the  action  of  the  Centennial  Commission,  in  closing  the  doors  of  the 
International  Exhibition  on  the  Lord's  Day.

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  take  under  consideration  so  much  of 
the  Bishop's  Address,  as  relates  to  the  powers  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese 
over  the  property  of  extinct  parishes,  respectfully  present  the  following  report : 

Your  Committee,  in  the  short  time  they  have  had  to  investigate  the  statute 
under  which  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  incorporated,  have  found  much  diffi- 
culty in  interpreting  the  same  to  their  perfect  satisfaction.  Although  doubting 
the  power  even  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  to  confer  upon  the  Board  of 
Trustees  authority  tu  take  possession  of  the  property  of  every  parish  that  may 
become  extinct,  still  your  Committee  think  that  the  statute  in  force  may  pos- 
sibly be  so  amended  as  to  render  it  much  more  effective  than  in  its  present 
form,  and  they  would  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved^  That  a  Committee  of  three  Counsel lors-at- Law  be  appointed  to 
consider  the  statute  with  the  view  of  determining  the  true  scope  and  meaning 
thereof,  and  if  they  think  it  advisable,  to  apply  to  the  Legislature  to  amend 
the  same,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Convention.

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In  presenting  this  Report,  the  Committee  desire  to  say:  That,  in  making 
the  assessments,  they  have  taken  into  consideration — availing  themselves  of 
the  best  light  and  knowledge  in  their  possession — all  the  elements  which  go  to 
make  up  the  condition  of  Parishes — treating  each  one  separately,  whilst  com- 
paring one  with  another — such  as  the  number  of  communicants,  the  salaries 
paid  to  Rectors,  together  with  other  incidental  and  current  expenses,  as  the 
value  of  church  property.  Your  Committee  do  not  find  this  matter  of  making 
and  equalizing  assessments  either  an  easy  or  a  pleasant  task;  and  whilst  they 
confess  to  the  difficulty  of  even  satisfying  themselves  in  all  cases,  how  can 
they  expect  or  hope  to  meet  the  wishes  of  all  others  ?  They  simply  submit  the 
Report  as  the  result  of  their  best  ability. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  recommend,  that  the  matter  of  an  endowment 
for  a  fund  from  which  to  pay  the  Bishop's  salary,  as  also  a  permanent  basis  for 
future  assessments  for  general  expenses,  be  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  of 
three  to  report  to  the  next  Convention.

REPORT  OF  VISITING  COMMITTEE  TO   INSTITUTIONS   AT  GAMBIER. 

Your  Committee  have  attended,  as  fax  as  possible,  to  the  duty  appointed 
them,  and  report — 

1.  They  have  visited  the  Institutions  on  two  occasions  :  once  just  before 
Commencement,  and  once  during  the  February  examinations.  It  seemed  to 
them,  from  their  observation  of  the  recitations  and  the  examination  papers 
submited  to  them,  that  the  diligence  of  the  students  and  the  attention  of  the 
Professors  was  very  commendable. 

2.  It  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  to  your  Committee  that  the  efforts  to 
obtain  a  suitable  head  for  our  Institutions  at  Gambier,  have  not  been  as  yet 
successful.  So  much  depends  upon  a  right  selection,  in  this  respect,  that  it 
is  to  be  earnestly  hoped  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  as  soon  as  possible  by 
some  one  possessing  the  ability  requisite  to  give  the  largest  efficiency  to  the 
Institution. 

3.  Your  Committee  very  much  regret  that  the  number  of  students  is  not 
greater ;  and  they  would  press  upon  all  friends  of  the  College  the  esp»ecial 
duty  of  directing  the  attention  of  young  men,  desiring  a  thorough  education, 
to  the  advantages  which  Kenyon  offers  them.

Rev.  Mr.  Farr,  for  the  Committee  on  Canons,  offered  the 
following  amendment  to  Canon  II,  Section  4,  which  was  recom- 
mitted to  the  Committee  on  Canons  : 

In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  any  Parish,  and  where  there  is  neither  disposition 
nor  desire  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  Vestry  to  supply  the  Parish  with 
clerical  services,  after  an  interval  of  three  months  following  the  death  or  the 
taking  effect  of  the  resignation  of  the  last  Rector  in  charge,  and  also  after  due 
notice  to  the  Vestry,  the  Bishop  or  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  may 
take  such  steps  as  shall  seem  necessary  to  supply  the  Parish  with  clerical 
services. 

For  the  same  Committee,  Rev.  Mr.  Farr  offered  the  following 

amendment  to  Canon  I,  Section  6,  which  was  adopted  : 

If  a  clergyman  accused  shall,  before  the  appointment  of  a  Court  for  his  trial, 
or  if  after  presentment,  he  shall,  before  the  appointment  of  said  Court,  confess 
the  truth  of  the  fact^  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop  may  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  pass  sentence.  If  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  shall,  if  accused  only 
and  not  presented,  be  liable  to  presentment  ;  but  if  already  presented  he  shall 
be  considered  as  pleading  "  Not  guilty. " 

Rev.  Mr.  Ganter,  on  behalf  of  Committee  on  Finance,  offered 
the  following  report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Special  Committee 
of  three  appointed  to  report  upon  the  same  subject  to  the  next 
Convention  : 

The  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  inquiry  :  *'  Whether  any,  and  if 
any,  what  improvement  can  be  made  in  our  manner  of  making  assessments  of 
parishes,"  beg  Wve  to  report : 

That  we  deem  it  important  that  the  assessment  be  made  on  definite  knowl- 
edge  of  the  relative  ability  of  parishes  to  respond  to  assessment,  and  that 
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measures  should  be  taken  by  this  Convention  to  secure  such  definite  infornia- 
tien.  To  this  end  we  propose  the  following  amendments  to  Canon  XV,  and 
ask  that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  Select  Committee  of  three  appointed  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  consider  the  subject  of 
assessments  during   the  recess,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Convention : 

PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS  TO  CANON   XV. 

Strike  out  the  following  words  from  Section  1  :  *'  According  to  the  number 
of  communicants  and  the  ability  of  the  Parishes  ; "  and  add  the  following  : 

•*  Sec.  2.  The  basis  of  such  assessment  shall  be  : — I.  The  total  number 
of  communicants.  2.  All  real  estate  and  buildings  of  every  kind,  owned  or 
held  by  the  Parish  as  a  religious  corporation.  3.  The  annual  income  of  each 
Parish  or  organized  Mission.  The  value  of  the  real  estate  and  buildings  shall 
be  estimated  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  ordinary  civil  taxation,  and  as  if  the 
property  or  realty  were  not  exempted  from  taxation  by  the  State.  But  all  the 
realty  of  each  Parish  shall  be  liable  to  this  assessment,  whether  exempt  or  not 
from  civil  taxation.  The  income  shall  be  held  to  comprehend  the  amount  of 
all  moneys  raised  and  paid  in  any  way  for  the  salary  of  the  Rector,  or  Minister 
and  Assistant,  as  also  of  Sexton,  Organist,  Choir,  and  others,  through  the 
year  ;  that  is  to  say,  the  full  amount  of  the  provision  for  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Church  or  Congregation.  This  shall  also  include  income  derived  by 
the  corporation  from  any  other  source.  All  liens  and  incumbrances  on  the 
real  estate,  liable  for  and  paying  interest,  shall  be  deducted  from  the  assessed 
value  of  the  same ;  and  the  tax  or  assessment  shall  be  imposed  on  the  net 
valuation  after  such  deduction.  The  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be 
allowed  in  all  cases  as  exempt  from  taxation  from  the  gross  amount  reported  as 
income  from  each  Parish  or  organized  Mission. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  corporation  in  union  with  the  Conven- 
tion, and  each  organized  Mission,  to  render,  at  such  time,  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  same  may  be  required  by  the  Convention,  or  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
a  true  and  faithful  account  of  the  real  estate  and  other  property  owned  or  held 
by  said  Parish,  or  organized  Mission,  with  its  fairly  estimated  value,  and  also 
the  statement  of  any  liens  or  incumbrances  on  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof, 
and  the  amount  of  interest  paid  in  consequence  of  such  lien  or  incumbrance. 
And  further,  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  each  Parish,  or  organized  Mission,  faith- 
fully and  truly  to  declare  the  full  amount  of  the  current  expenditure  of  the 
Parish,  or  organized  Mission,  and  of  all  money  expended  for  the  same,  in  any 
way  accruing,  including  salaries  and  all  other  expenses ;  and  this  amount  shall 
represent  the  taxable  income  of  said  Parish,  or  organized  Mission. 

Sec.  4.  All  applications  for  modification  or  remission  of  arrearages  to  the 
Diocesan  Fund  shall  be  in  writing,  directed  **  To  the  Finance  Committee,"  and 
shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  collections  taken  in  the  aggrieved 
Parish  during  the  preceding  year,  for  Diocesan  purposes,  and  the  results,  with 
the  grounds  upon  which  relief  is  asked,  and  the  reasons  for  the  failure  to  make 
the  regular  collections,  in  case  they  have  been  omitted. 

Sec.  5.  No  Parish,  which  shall  fail  to  pay  its  quota  of  the  assessments,  as 
herein  provided,  and  of  all  taxes  and  assessments  imposed  by  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  representation.  But  the  name  of  a  Parish, 
so  <leHnquent,  shall  be  read  in  the  appointed  place  in  the  Order  of  Business  of 
each  Annual  Convention,  and  the  delegate  or  delegates  from  a  delinquent 
Parish  may  be  admitted  to  a  seat,  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention,  upon  the  pay- 
ment in  full  of  all  dues. 
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Sec.  6.  The  Committee  of  Assessments  shall  be  composed  of  the  lay  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall 
make  the  assessment  as  soon  after  the  meeting  of  the  Convention  as  practicable. 

Sec.  7.  The  Assessment  Committee  shall  have  power  to  send  to  the 
Wardens  of  Parishes  for  informatiun,  and  on  neglect  or  refusal  to  furnish  the 
desired  information,  the  Committee  shall  inform  themselves  to  the  best  of  their 
atnlity,  and  add  fifty  p^  cent,  to  their  estimate. 

The  titles  of  Sections  2,  3  and  4,  of  Canon  XV,  shall  be  changed  to  suit 
these  propo!«d  amending  Sections.

St.  Peter's  Church  is  emphatically  a  Mission  ;  its  memlx;rs  are  all  compara- 
tively poor,  not  one  who  is  not  mainly  dei)endent  upon  his  daily  labor,  in 
some  mechanical  business,  for  his  daily  breati,  so  that  our  contributions  outside 
of  the  needs  of  the  Mission  must  be  small.  But  a  more  faithful  class  of  work- 
ing people  for  Christ  and  His  Church  I  have  never  known.  The  Holy  Com- 
munion is  celebrated  weekly,  as  well  as  on  all  the  principal  Festivals,  and  the 
Church  is  open  for  service  on  all  the  Holy  Days.  Not  a  dollar  is  paid  to  the 
choir-master,  organist  or  choristers,  for  their  services.  The  offerings  at  the 
Holy  Communion  are  for  the  support  of  the  Parish,  and  the  alms  for  the  poor 
are  collected  through  the  different  departments  of  Church  work,  into  which  the 
Parish  is  dividetl.  As  for  instance,  one  is  the  Relief  Department,  by  which  a 
a  Mission  Room  is  supportetl,  to  which  the  j)oor  apply  for  help  of  every  sort 
and  kind,  in  which  Night  Schools  for  working  people  are  maintained  iluring 
the  Winter,  and  an  Industrial  School  one  afternoon  in  the  week.  The  Rector 
ha.s  also  carried  on  a  course  of  Cottage  Lectures  from  house  to  house,  besides  a 
largely  attended  Bible  Class  once  a  week  in  his  own  house,  and  Friday  evening 
i^rvice  in  Church.

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In  the  early  part  of  neccm!)er,  extreme  distress,  amounting  in  some  instan- 
ces to  utter  destitution,  prevailed  extensively  in  the  Tarish — resulting  chiefly 
from  the  effects  of  a  previous  strike  among  the  operatives  at  the  mills — the 
closing  of  the  mills  for  three  months,  together  with  the  great  re*luction  in 
wage*,  and  the  general  depression  of  the  iron  interests.  The  very  limited 
resources  of  the  Parish  were  soon  exhaustetl,  which  obligecl  me  to  appeal  to 
the  sympathies  of  the  Church  in  Cleveland  on  behalf  of  my  suffering  people. 
The  appeal  was  most  kindly  and  generously  responded  to  by  the  following 
Churches :  St.  Mary's,  St.  Paul's,  Trinity  Church,  (irace  Church,  The 
Chni\:h  of  the  Good  Shepherd,  together  with  All  Saints'  and  St.  Mark's  on 
the  West  Side.  To  the  several  Rectors  and  their  Congregations  1  would  l>eg 
to  return  my  sincere  and  heart-felt  thanks. 

The  Congregation  is  fluctuating,  l)eing  composed,  with  the  exception  of 
fourteen  persons,  exclusively  of  ojHiratives  and  their  families,  whose  prosperity 
and  ability  to  support  the  Church  depend  upon  the  comlition  of  the  iron 
interest.  Some  of  the  best  and  most  active  memlicrs  have  removed,  and 
while  they  have  done  well,»their  best,  in  the  past  year,  their  financial  comlition 
at  the  present  time,  owing  to  reasons  above  state<l,  is  at  the  very  lowest  ebb.

Rev.  John  S.  Wallace,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  my  ministerial  acts  during  the  past  year.  I 
have  preached  regularly  in  the  Chapel  of  this  Institution  every  Sunday  morning, 
except  two,  on  one  of  which  I  was  sick,  and  on  the  other,  absent  at  Hunts- 
ville,  Alabama,  where  I  preached  twice  and  lectured.  On  Sunday  afternoons 
and  evenings  I  have  officiated  in  many  churches  of  the  city,  and  also  helped 
my  brother  ministers  in  protracted  services.  I  held  such  services  in  my  own 
Chapel  for  two  weeks,  at  which  I  was  in  turn  assisted  by  many  brother  clergy- 
men. There  was  much  interest  manifested,  and  I  «hope  some  conversions. 
A  large  choir,  from  the  Church  of  the  Apostles,  added  much  to  the  interest  of 
these  meetings,  singing  the  Hymns  which  Mr.  Sankey  has  made  so  acceptable 
throughout  the  land. 

This  Institution  is  an  Asylum  provided  by  the  Government  for  her  aged 
seamen,  with  which  a  general  Naval  Hospital  is  connected.  I  have  buried 
seventeen  in  the  last  year,  many  of  them  djring  in  the  faith  and  giving  good 
hope  of  a  joyful  resurrection.     I  usually  preach  on  funeral  occasions. 

A  thought  has  often  impressed  itself  upon  me  while  connected  with  this  be- 
nign  Institution.  Would  God  there  were  some  such  an  one  for  oiu-  aged,  and 
infirm,  and  poor  clergymen.  My  heart  weeps  for  them,  as  I  frequently  meet 
them  in  the  crowded  streets  of  the  city,  and  know  what  a  hard  lot  is  often 
theirs,  when  their  fight  is  over  and  the  end  is  but  too  slowly  approaching. 
How  differently  are  the  services  of  the  world*s  soldiers  and  those  of  Christ's 
appreciated  and  rewarded  ! 

U.  S.  Naval  Asylum,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Rev.  W.  E.  Wd>be,  New  York, 

For  the  entire  past  year  I  have  been  engaged  in  the  duties  of  the  Commis- 
sion of  Home  Missions  to  Colored  People,  officiating  on  Sunday  for  brethren 
who  required  my  services.  I  have  only  had  two  vacant  Sundays  during 
the  year,  and  those  caused  by  indisposition.  Our  work  among  the  Colored 
people  of  the  South,  I  am  thankful  to  say,  is  attended  with  most  encouraging 
results.  The  freedmen  are  advancing  in  all  that  appertains  to  their  h^est 
interests.  The  work  is  continually  extending  and  our  only  regret  is  that  our 
means  are  restricted  so  that  we  cannot  enlarge  the  work  as  its  highest  interests 
demand,  and  our  inclination  prompts.  Still  we  have  much  cause  for  devo«t 
gratitude.  "  Not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord 
of  Hosts."

Constitution  and  Canons 

OF 

THE     DIOCESE    OF    OHIO. 


The  Constitution. 


ARTICLE  I. 

This  Church,  as  a  constituent  part  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  United  States  of  America,  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  Constitution  of  that 
Qrarch,  aod  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE   II. 

There  shall  be  a  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  on  the  third 
Wednesday  of  May  in  each  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  previous  Con- 
^^tbn.  But  in  case  an  epidemic  disease  shall  prevail  at  the  place  appointed, 
<^  other  like  cause  shall  render  it  obviously  exp)edient,  the  Bishop,  or  in  case 
^  >  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  appoint  some 
?her  place,  and  send  special  notice  of  the  same  to  every  minister  and  vestry 
*  the  Diocese  at  least  three  weeks  before  the  time  of  meeting.  The  Bishop, 
*>th  such  clergymen  and  delegates  as  shall  at  any  time  be  duly  assembled  m 
^▼ention,  sluiil  constitute  a  quorum  ;  provided,  that  in  ca^e  of  vacancy  in 
the  Episcopate,  or  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop,  such  clergymen  and  lay  dele- 
i^tes  as  shall  duly  assemble,  constitute  a  quorum,  but,  in  the  latter  case,  only 
^  far  as  to  adjourn  to  the  next  day,  when,  if  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  con- 
t«ine,  the  business  of  the  Convention  shall  proceed. 

ARTICLE   III. 

Any  parish  may  be  suspended  from  the  right  of  representation  in  the  Con- 
''wtioii,  or  its  connection  with  the  Diocese  wholly  dissolved,  by  a  vote  of 
!*o-thirds  of  each  order,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  deemed  conducive  to  the 
«»terests  of  the  Church. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  clergymen  and  laymen.  The  Bishop, 
*^  every  minister  of  this  Diocese  canonically  resident  and  in  charge  of  a 
congregation  in  union  with  this  Convention,  or  employed  as  a  missionary 
?^er  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  or  regularly  engaged  as  an 
JJ^fuctor  in  any  incorporated  seminary  of  learning,  shall  be  members  of  this 
^vention,  provided  that  they  can  show  that  they  have  been  at  least  six 
ninths  in  the  Diocese,  as  above  required  ;  provided,  also,  that  no  clergyman 
who  has  been  a  member  of  this  Convention  shall  lose  his  seat  therein  by  reason 
Oi  age  or  of  bodily  infirmities  disqualifying  him  for  his  previous  position.  Each 
''Puarly  organized  church  or  congregation  in  canonical  union  with  this  Church, 
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shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  lay  delegates,  not  exceeding  three» 
unless  when  two  or  more  congregation  or  churches  are  united  under  one  vestry, 
when  delegates,  as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  from  each.  When  a  vote  by 
Orders  is  called  for,  the  delegates  of  each  congregation  or  church  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vole  only.  No  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or  process 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE   V. 

The  Bishop  shall  have  power  to  call  Special  Conventions,  when  he  may 
judge  it  important  to  the  good  of  the  Church,  or  when  applied  to  Tor  that 
purpose  by  the  Standing  Committee ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episco- 
pate, or  the  continued  absence  of  the  Bishop  from  the  Diocese  for  six  months, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a  Special  Convention,  aiid 
shall  do  so,  if  applied  to  for  the  purpose  by  any  five  Presbyters  or  Vestries 
of  the  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Bishop  shall  preside  in  the  Convention,  and  shall  open  or  cause  it  to  be 
opened  with  prayer.  If  there  be  no  Bishop  present,  the  Convention  shall  be 
called  to  order  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  elect  a  President  from  among  the 
Presbyters. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

At  every  Annual  Convention,  after  a  viva  voce  nomination,  a  Secretary  shall 
be  chosen,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  next  Annual  Convention.  His 
duly  shall  be  to  take  minutes,  and  record  all  proceedings  of  the  Convention ; 
to  attest  its  public  acts  ;  preserve  its  records ;  notify  the  parishes  of  the  tiroes 
and  places  of  all  stated  and  special  Conventions,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into 
the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  and  belonging  to  tha 
Convention  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

Officers  of  the  Convention,  delegates  to  the  General  Convention,  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  elected  by  joint  ballot  of  the  clergy 
and  laity,  and  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  required  for  an  election.  In  case  of 
a  failure  or  omission  to  elect  any  officers  or  annual  committee,  the  persons  last 
elected  shall  continue  to  serve  until  others  be  chosen.  Elections  by  ballot  may 
be  dispensed  with  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  each  Annual  Convention,  and 
shall  consist  of  three  clergymen  who  are  Presbyters,  and  of  three  laymen  who 
are  communicants  in  some  church  in  the  Diocese.  The  officers  of  said  com- 
mittee required  by  the  IVth  Canon*  of  the-General  Convention,  shall  be 
appointed  at  their  first  meeting.  Any  three  of  the  committee,  the  whole  being 
summoned,  provided  one  be  a  Presbyter,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  when  convened  at  ihe  rccjuesl  of  the  Bishop.  At  all  other  meet- 
ings, a  majority  of  the  members  shall  be  necessary  to  a  quonim.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  this  Committee  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  the 
|)n)cce< lings  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  ;  to  preserve  the  originals  of 
all   |)apers  or  letters  addressed  to  the  committee ;  to  attest  their  acts,  and  to

ddirertobis  successor  all  books  and  papers,  which  in  virtue  of  his  office  have 
hem  committed  to  him.  The  minutes  of  the  committee,  and  all  papers  in 
tlidr  hands  relative  to  the  Church,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  of  the 
Bishop  and  of  the  Convention.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  committee  shall  be 
supphed  by  vote  of  the  remaining  members. 

ARTICLE   X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  an  Annual  Con- 
wntion;  or  in  a  Special  Convention  called  for  that  purpose  at  least  sixty  days 
Wore  the  time  appointed,  the  object  being  stated  by  notice  in  writing,  and 
stttbytbe  Secretary  t)f  the  Standing  Committee  to  every  clergyman  and  vestry 
of  the  Diocese.  The  election  shall  be  conducted  as  follows :  The  clergy  shall 
▼ote  by  ballot  for  some  suitable  person  for  the  office  of  Bishop,  and  a  majority 
of  the  clergy  present  shall  determine  the  choice.  A  nomination  thus  made 
sWI  be  communicated  to  the  lay  members,  who  shall  proceed  to  vote  by 
Wlot  whether  to  receive  or  reject  it,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  necessary  to 
confirm  the  election. 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  clergy  and  lay  delegates  in  Convention  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and 
^  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  not  otherwise  provided  for ;  except  when  a 
vote  by  Orders  is  called  for  by  five  members.  In  such  case,  the  concurrence  of 
^"^  Orders  shall  be  necessary  to  give  validity  to  a  measure ;  and  on  every 
•Potion  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present,  or,  if  required  by  five,  the 
votes  of  a  majority  of  those  present  of  the  two  Orders,  respectively,  shall 
oedde. 

ARTICLE   XII. 

-The  mode  of  altering  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  follows  :  A  proposition 
^jjmendment  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  in  writing,  and  if  approved^ 
5^  lie  over  till  the  next  Annual  Convention,  and  if  then  approved  by  two- 
^^^  of  the  two  Orders  voting  separately,  the  change  shall  take  place,  and 
^^  institution  thus  altered  slwll  be  obligatory. 


The  Canons. 


CANON   I. 

OF  THE  TRIAL  OF  A  CLERGYMAN  NOT  BEING  A  BISHOP. 

u  ^  Action  i.  Whenever  any  Presbyter  or  DeaconTof  the  Diocese  shall  be 
>^^ght  to  be  guilty  of  any  misconduct,  for  which,  according  to  Title  II, 
[^J^on  2,  ^  I,  2,  of  the  Digest  of  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  he  is 
^*^i€  to  be  tried,  application  shall  be  made  in  writing,  with  the  name  of  every 
^^  engaged  in  the  application  subscribed,  to  the  Standing  Committee,  and,  if 
^  appear  to  them  that  the  evidence  is  sufficient  to  demand  a  trial,  they  shall 
^^hwith  present  the  clergyman  to  the  Bishop,  accordingly ;  the  presentment 
*^^ll  be  made  in  writing,  and  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee; 
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and  specifying  with  as  much  accuracy  as  possible  the  offense  or  offenses, 
particulars  of  time,  place  and  circumstances ;  and  eveiy  cleigypian  oJ 
Diocese  may,  for  himself,  request  of  the  Standing  Committee  the  inauiry 
vided  for  in  this  section,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  institute^f  and  shall  pn 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  by  the  Convention  of  the  Dio 
triennially,  from  the  Presbyters  who  shall  be  canonically  resident  in  the 
cese  and  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  from  the  Qerical  Profe 
in  the  Theological  Seminary  and  Kenyon  College,  and  in  any  incorpo 
Protestant  Episcopal  Seminary  of  learning  in  the  Diocese  (except  that  men 
of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  year,  and  which  members  of  the  Stai 
Committee  shall  alwa3rs  be  first  chosen,  shall  not  be  eligible),  five  of 
Presbyters  and  Clerical  Professors,  who  shall  constitute  the  Court  for  the 
of  clergymen,  during  the  period  for  which  said  members  of  said  Cour 
appointed.  Any  vacancies  occurring  in  said  Court,  may  be  filled  at  any  se 
of  the  Convention,  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  said  term,  and  in  the  ele 
of  members  of  said  Court  no  ballot  shall  have  more  than  three  names  thci 
and  the  five  persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  constitute 
Court. 

Sec.  3.  Said  members  of  said  Court,  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall,  for 
and  every  trial  or  case  that  may  be  brought  before  them,  appoint  some  pc 
learned  in  the  law,  and  who  is  a  communicant  of  this  Church  and  a  citiz 
Ohio,  their  legal  adviser,  who  shall  sit  with  them  on  any  such  trial  or  case, 
shall  advise  said  Court  upon  all  questions  of  law,  both  civil  and  ecclesias 
and  as  to  all  rules  and  forms  of  procedure ;  may  preside  at  the  request  o 
Court,  or  the  Court  may  at  its  option  elect  one  of  its  members  Pres' 
thereof ;  and  said  Court  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  trial  of  any  mini 
who  shall  have  been  duly  presented  for  trial  under  this  Canon,  or  pendipi 
such  trial,  and  with  the  approval,  in  all  cases,  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio 
be,  and  Uiey  are  hereby  authorized,  as  a  Court  of  Conciliation,  to  adjust 
dispose  of  the  matter  so  presented,  amicably,  and  without  ady  public  trii 
case,  in  their  judgment,  it  shall  be  advisable  so  to  do,  and  with  the  approi 
the  Bishop  as  aforesaid.  And  in  case  of  such  amicable  adjustment,  a  certii 
thereof,  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Court,  and  approved  by  the  Bb 
shall  be  sent  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec  4.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  meeting  o 
Court,  with  a  copy  of  the  presentment,  shall  be  served,  at  least  thirty 
before  such  meetmg,  on  the  accused  ;  and  also  notice  of  the  time  and  pla 
meeting  on  the  Standing  Committee,  who,  by  their  President,  or  one  of 
number  whom  they  may  appoint  for  the  purpose,  shall  prosecute  the  case, 
present  such  oral  or  documentary  evidence  to  substantiate  the  accusatio] 
they  may  be  able  to  obtain. 

Sec.  5.  If,  at  the  time  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Court,  the  whole  nui 
be  not  present,  then  those  present  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  ;  anc 
shall  appear  improbable  that  the  whole  number  will  attend  within  a  reasoi 
time,  Uiose  who  do  attend,  being  not  fewer  than  three,  shall  proceed  to 
and  a  majority  shall  decide  all  questions,  but  a  majority  of  the  whole  ( 
shall  be  required  to  render  final  judgment. 

Sec.  6.  If  a  clergyman  accused  shall,  before  the  appointment  of  a  C 
for  his  .trial,  or  if,  after  presentment,  he  shall,  before  tne  appointment  of 
Court,  confess  the  truth  of  the  facts  of  which  he  is  accused,  the  Bishop 
immediately  proceed  to  pass  sentence.  If  he  shall  not  thus  confess,  he  s 
if  accused  only  and  not  presented,  be  liable  to  presentment ;  but  if  air 
presented  he  shall  be  considered  as  pleading  ''Not  guilty." 
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Sic.  7.  In  case  a  clergyman  presented  and  notified  as  above  directed  shall 
pot  appetr  before  the  Court  appointed  for  his  trial,  the  Court  may  proceed  as 
if  he  vere  present,  unless  they  shall  see  fit  to  adjourn  till  another  day.  And 
if  die  accnsisd  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear  before  the  Court,  after  due 
PRKOtment  and  notification,  and  no  sufficient  reason  for  such  neglect  or  refusal 
be  given,  the  Court  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  and  sen- 
tooe  of  snspension  from  the  ministry  shall  pass  against  him  accordingly  ;  but 
the  senteoce  may  be  reversed  by  the  Bishop,  if,  within  three  calendar  months, 
thetccised  shall  tender  himself  ready,  and  accordingly  appear  and  receive  his 
trill ;  Imt  if  he  shall  not  so  tender  himself,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  acts 
tOeged  in  the  presentment,  shall  proceed,  if  he  think  proper,  to  pass  sentence 
of  dcgiadation  from  the  ministry. 

Sec  8.  At  their  first  meeting,  the  Court  shall  choose  a  Secretary,  who 
ihiO  be  from  their  own  number,  or  otherwise,  as  they  determine ;  and  before 
pnoeeding  to  trial,  they  shall  adopt  and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial 
dull  be  conducted  ;  provided,  however,  that  both  parties  may  employ  and  be 
lepretented  in  such  trial  by  counsel,  not  exceeding  two  for  each,  who  shall  be 
coounaaicants  of  this  Church,  and  citizens  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  9.  When  the  Court  proceed  to  trial,  they  shall  hear  such  evidence  as 
wy  be  produced  ;  which  evidence  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  Secre- 
tuy,  and  signed  by  the  witnesses  respectively  ;  and  some  officer  authorized  by 
hiw  to  administer  oaths,  may,  at  the  desire  of  either  party,  be  requested  to 
adniaister  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  the  witnesses  ;  and  the  examindtion  of 
vilnessesand  all  the  proceedings  of  the  trial  shall  be  in  public,  if  desired  by 
theiccnsed. 

Sec  la  Any  Presbyter  who  shall,  without  sufficient  excuse,  refuse  or  neg- 
lect to  act  as  Trier  or  Church  Advocate,  ur  any  clerical  or  lay  communicant 
*ho  slull,  without  sufficient  excuse,  refuse  or  neglect  to  testify  as  a  witness, 
vhen  duly  appointed  or  summoned  under  the  Canon,  shall  be  regarded  and 
ittj  be  dealt  with  as  any  other  violator  of  the  laws  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  II.  Application  being  made  to  the  Bishop  by  either  party,  setting 
farth,  satisfactorily,  that  any  material  witness  cannot  be  procured  upon  the 
trial,  the  Bishop  may  appoint  some  clergyman  or  layman  to  act  as  a  com- 
Bissioner  to  take  the  testimony  of  such  witness ;  and  the  party  applying  as 
•bofe  shall  ^ive  to  the  other  party  at  least  five  days'  notice  of*^  the  time  and 
P^  of  taking  the  testimony;  or  such  longer  notice  as  the  Bishop  may,  in 
^'riting,  direct.  And  both  parties  may  attend  and  examine  the  witness,  and 
tlte  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  signed  by  the  wit- 
■oii  and  shall  be  certified  by  the  commissioner,  and  enclosed  under  his  seal, 
■>d  transmitted  to  the  Court,  and  received  by  them  as  evidence.  A  witness 
Qamined  before  such  commissioner  may  be  sworn  or  affinned  in  manner  afore- 
laid. 

Sec.  12.  The  Court,  after  considering  the  evidence,  shall  declare,  in  a 
writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of  fhem,  their  decision  on  the  charges 
^tamed  in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the  accused 
Pfilty  or  not  guilty  of  such  charges,  respectively;  which  decision,  together 
with  the  evidence  and  an  attested  record  of  all  the  proceedings,  shall  be  de- 
livered to  the  Bishop,  accompanied  with  an  opinion  of  the  Court  as  to  what 
sentence  should  be  pronounced;  whereuj^n  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such 
*ntcnce  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be  proper;  provided  the  same  do  not  exceed 
®  severity  the  sentence  recommended  by  the  Court,  and  such  sentence  shall 
^  ftnal.  But  the  Bishop,  if  satisfied  that  justice  require  it,  may  gram  a  new 
M  to  the  accused;  in  which  case,  the  proceedings  shall  be  conducted  as 
before  provided.

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Sec.  13.  If  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  be  connected  by  consanguinity  or 
affinity  with  the  party  accused,  he  may  request  some  other  Bishop  to  expreis 
his  judgment  on  the  decision  of  the  Court,  to  which  judgment  the  Bishop  df 
the  Diocese  shall  conform  in  passing  sentence  or  granting  a  new  triaL  And  if 
the  Diocese  be  vacant,  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request 
the  services  of  such  Bishop  as  they  may  find  most  convenient,  for  the  perform- 
ance of  all  such  acts  as  are,  by  thu  Canon,  required  to  be  done  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese. 

CANON  II. 

OF  THE  VESTRY  OF  A  CHURCH. 

Section  i.  In  every  Church  of  this  Diocese,  after  prayer,  there  shall  be 
an  annual  election,  on  Easter  Monday,  of  a  Vestiy,  consisting  of  not  less  than 
five,  and  not  more  than  ten  members,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  appointed.  Two  of  these  vestrymen  shall  be  designated  on  the 
ballot  to  serve  as  Wardens;  one  ef  whom  shall  be  designated  the  Senior  War- 
den of  the  parish,  who,  in  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  shall  preside  at  meet- 
ings of  the  Vestry.  In  his  absence,  the  Junior  Warden  shall  preside.  The 
Vestry  shall  elect  a  Secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  and  record  the 
minutes  of  their  procr^ings,  attest  the  pubh'c  acts  of  the  Vestry,  preserve  all 
records  and  papers  belonging  to  the  parish,  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall 
be  legally  assigned  him,  and  faithfully  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  his  succes- 
sor all  books  and  documents  belonging  to  the  parish  that  may  be  in  his  pot- 
session. 

Sec.  2.  In  electing  a  Vestry,  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  has 
not  signed  the  Articles  of  Parochial  Association,  and  who  is  pot  a  holder 
or  renter  of  one  entire  pew;  and  when  two  or  more  persons  shall  hold  or  rent 
a  pew  they  shall  be  entitled  jointly  to  one  vote;  nor  shall  any  person  vote  in  a 
parish  of  which  he  is  not  a  bona  fide  member.  In  those  parishes  in  which 
there  are  no  pews  held  or  rented,  or  where  pews  are  held  subject  to  no  tax  or 
assessment,  no  individual  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a  contributor  to 
the  Church  to  such  an  amount  as  the  respective  parishes  shall  appoint;  pro- 
vided that  every  male  communicant  of  the  parish,  who  shall  have  been  such 
for  six  months  next  preceding  the  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  Vestryman  who  is  not  a  pew-holder, 
or  a  qualified  voter,  in  the  parish  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  a  bona  fide 
member  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  take  charge  of  the  property 
of  the  Church,  to  regulate  all  its  temporal  concerns,  to  elect  and  call  a  minis- 
ter and  provide  for  his  maintenance,  to  keep  order  in  the  Church  during  the 
celebration  of  Divine  worship,  and,  in  general,  to  act  as  helpers  to  the  minis- 
ter in  whatever  is  appropriate  to  laymen,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gos- 
pel; it  being  understood,  always,  that  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the  Church 
are  under  the  exclusive  direction  of  the  minister,  in  subordination  to  the  eccle- 
siastical authority  and  laws  of  the  Diocese.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  War* 
dens,  especially,  to  provide  the  elements  for  the  Lord's  Supper,  to  collect  the 
alms  at  the  administration  of  the  same,  to  keep  and  disburse  such  alms  in  case 
the  Church  is  destitute  of  a  minister,  and,  while  the  Church  is  destitute  of  a 
minister,  to  provide  for  the  celebration  of  public  worship,  and  the  instruction 
of  the  congregation,  by  occasional  clerical  services,  or  by  lay  reading,  as  the 
circumstances  may  permit.  Meetings  of  the  Vestry  may  be  called  by  the 
Rector,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  Senior  Waiden;  and  the  Rector,  or,  in  his 
absence,  the  Senior  Warden,  shall  call  meetings  at  the  request  of  two  mem- 
bers of  the  Vestry.  And  the  Vestry  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  at  their 
pleasure. 
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Sbc  5.  Vacancies  in  the  Vestry  may  be  filled  by  special  election,  to  be 
called  bj  the  Vestry,  or  at  the  instance  of  any  five  communicants  of  the  parish; 
of  whicn  due  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  usual  manner  of  giving  notice  for 
punk  meetings,  at  least  one  week  previous  to  the  time  fixed  for  holding  the 
ekdion.

CANON   III. 

OF  THE  ADMISSION   OF   A   CHURCH   OR    CONGREGATION    INTO    UNION  WITH 
THE  CHURCH    IN   THIS   DIOCESE.  ^ 

To  enable  a  Church  or  Congregation  to  be  received  into  union  with  the 
Qrarch  in  this  Diocese,  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Vestry  submit  to  the 
Convention  their  Articles  of  Association;  or,  if  incorporated,  their  Charter, 
Of  t  copy  thereof,  duly  authenticated,  according  to  law;  and  further,  it  is  to 
be  made  to  appear  that  such  Church  or  Congregation  has  acceded  to  the  doc- 
tnne,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Ihe  United 
^tes,  and  the  Constitutions  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese.  A  certificate  shall 
•Iso  be  produced  firom  the  Bishop  (or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  or  of  a  vacancy 
in  the  Episcopate,  from  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee),  that  notice 
*^  given  him,  or  them,  at  least  one  month  before  the  Convention,  of  the  or- 
Cviization  having  taken  place. 

CANON  IV. 

OF   DEFUNCT   PARISHES. 

Whenever  a  Parish  shall  so  far  fail  in  the  leading  objects  of  its  organization, 
**  to  be  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop  essentially  defunct,  he  shall  signify  the 
^?*«  to  the  Convention,  which  may  proceed  forthwith,  by  a  vote  of  two- 
™*tU,  to  dissolve  the  said  Parish,  agreeably  to  Article  III  of  the  Constitu- 

CANON   V. 

^'  ATTENDANCE  ON  CONVENTION,  AND  REQUISITES  FOR  THE  ADMISSION   OK 
LAY  DELEGATES. 

^t  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clergymen  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  to

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CANON  VL 

A    LIST   TO   BK   MADE  OF   THE   MINISTERS   IN   THE   DIOCESE. 

Section  i.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every  Convention  of 
this  Diocese,  the  Bishop  shall  cause  to  be  prepared  a  list  of  the  Ministen 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  annexing  the  names  of  their  respcctifc 
cures,  or  parishes,  or  stations  as  missionaries,  or  of  the  institutions  of  leyrmng 
duly  incorporated  in  which  they  are  eng.iged;  and  in  regard  to  such  as  are  not 
engaged  in  ptarishes,  or  missions,  or  institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their 
places  of  residence  only;  specifying,  at  the  same  time,  who  of  any  class  are 
Deacons;  but  no  clergyman,  while  susi)ended  from  the  ministry,  shall  have  a 
place  on  such  list;  and  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Convention  imme- 
diately after  it  shall  liave  l)een  called  to  order,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical 
members  called  therefrom.  The  same  shall  be  appended  to  the  Journal,  and 
sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  (leneral  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  When  the  right  of  any  clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention  is 
disputed,  it  shall  l)e  determined  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  aiti- 
cle  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his  name  be  inserted 
in  the  list  aforesaid,  or  be  omitted. 


CANON  VII. 

OF   PARISH    REGISTERS  AND   PAROCHIAL   REPORTS. 

Section  i.  Every  clergyman  of  the  Diocese  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  funerals  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his 
parish  by  any  other  Episcopal  Minister;  specifying  the  names  and  times  of 
birth  of  the  children  baptized,  together  with  the  names  of  parents  and  spon- 
sors; the  names  of  the  adults  baptized,  and  also  of  the  witnesses  of  the  oap- 
tism;  the  names  of  those  confirmed,  and  by  whom;  the  names  of  the  parties 
married,  and  of  |>ersons  buried;  and  also  the  time  of  such  rite,  resi>ectively. 
This  register  shall  be  kept  by  the  minister,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  belonging  to  the  vestry  of  the  church  which  he  serves,  which  book  shall 
be  called  the  Parish  Register,  and  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  records 
of  the  parish. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  Register  above  named,  the  minister  of  each 
parish  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  communicants  and  of  families  within  his  cure, 
specifying  the  time  when  the  former  became  communicants  of  the  church  un- 
der his  charge,  and  whether  by  removal  from  the  communion  of  some  other 
church,  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  3.  Every  minister  of  the  Diocese  shall,  on  or  before  the  day  of  every 
Annual  Convention,  present  or  send  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  parish, 
according  to  such  form  as  shall  be  furnished  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority  erf" 
the  Diocese.* 


CANON   VIII. 

OF  VACANT   CONGREGATIONS. 

Whenever  a  parish  becomes  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  im- 
mediately to  give  notice  to  the  Bishop.

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CANON  IX. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

The  Cinivention  shall  elect,  at  a  regular  Annual  Meeting,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Vlllth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  four  clergymen,  out  of 
presbyters  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  and  four  laymen,  who  shall  be 
in  good  standing  as  communicants  in  some  church  in  union  with  the  Diocese, 
to  act  as  Deputies  from  this  Diocese  to  the  General  Convention;  which  Depu- 
ties shall  coRtinue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  chosen.  Ami  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Deputies-elect  to  signify  to  the  Bishop,  on  some  day  at  least 
three  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  whether  they  will 
attend  or  not  to  the  duties  of  their  office.  In  default  of  which  signification,  or 
in  case  of  the  declining  of  any  to  attend  the  General  Convention,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  on  notification  from  the  Bishop,  shall  proceed  to  appoint  as 
many  Clerical  or  Lay  Deputies  as  may  be  necessary  to  constitute  «i  full  repre- 
sentation of  the  Diocese;  and  the  person  or  persons  so  delegated,  being  fur- 
nished with  the  certificate  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall 
have  all  the  rights  of  Deputies  elected  by  the  Convention.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  notification  on  the  part  of  the  Deputy-elect, 
above  required,  shall  be  made  to  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  X. 

OF  LAY    READERS. 

None  shall  be  co.isidered  as  authorized  to  officiate  as  a  Lay  Reader  in  this 
Diocese,  except  in  case  of  particular  emergency,  without  a  written  license 
from  the  Bishop;  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  from  the  Stand- 
ing Committee;  and  Lay  Readers  shall  in  all  cases  conform  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Xlth  Canon*  of  the  General  Convention. 

CANON  XI. 

OF   PREPARING   A   REPORT   ON    THE   STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  recommendation  contained  m  Canon  Lit  of 
the  General  Convention,  a  committee  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese  shall 
be  apuointed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  same,  next  before  every  stated  meet- 
ing of^  the  General  Convention,  to  draft,  with  the  advice  and  approbation  of 
the  Bishop,  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Church,  to  be  presented  to  the  General 
Convention. 

CANON  xn. 

OF   THE  SECRETARY    OF    THE    CONVENTION. 

Section  i.  In  addition  to  the  duties  assigned  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
vention in  the  Vllth  Article  of  the  Constitution,  it  is  made  his  duty  to  send  to 
the  minister,  or,  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to  the  wardens  of  each  parish  in 
nnion  with  the  Convention,  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Convention,  a  notification  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  said  meeting, 
together  with  the  form  of  a  parochial  report;  and  a  form  by  which  to  certiiy 
the  appointment  of  Lay  Delegates,  together  with  the  assessment  laid  upon  the 
parisn  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese.

CANON   XIII. 

OF  THE  TREASURER   OF  THE  CONVENTION. 

At  every  stated  Convention  there  shall  be  elected  a  Treasar^^ 
of  the  Convention,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  receive  and  disburse  all  iniiiii  p^ 
collected  under  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  and  of  which  the  coUectio^^ 
and  distribution  shall  not  be  otherwise  regulated.     His  accounts  shall  be  rec^^ 
dered  annually  to  the  Convention,  and  examined  by  a  committee  of  the  sam^ 

Sect.  2.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Treasurer,  it  shall  be  $u||_ 
plied  by  a  person  chosen  by  the  Standing  Committee,  who  shall  continiie  ^mm 
office  until  an  election  is  made  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XIV. 

OF   MISSIONS,    AND  OF   EDUCATION   FOR   THE   MINISTRY. 

Section  i.  The  Church  of  Christ  being  essentially  a  Missionary  institu- 
tion, and  every  part  thereof  pledged  by  the  Christian  profession  to  the  support 
of  the  missionary  work;  and  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  ministry 
being  absolutely  necessary  to  the  furtherance  of  the  (^pel  in  the  same  work, 
it  is  solemnly  urged  upon  every  member  of  the  Church  that  he  consider  his 
Christian  profession  as  involving  direct  obligation  to  promote  these  objects. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  minister  of  this  Diocese  to  instnict 
the  people  of  his  charge  in  relation  to  these  objects.  And  it  is  recommended 
to  every  member  of  the  Church,  to  lay  by  him,  on  the  first  day  of  the  week« 
in  store  for  these  purposes,  as  God  has  prospered  him,  according  to  the  apos- 
tolic direction:     i  Cor.  xvL   1. 

CANON    XV. 

OF   MISSION   STATIONS. 

Section  i.  A  Mission  Station,  when  adopted  by  the  Bishop  and  Mission- 
ary Committee,  shall  be  duly  organized  by  the  appointment  of  a  Missionary, 
who,  with  the  consent  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Committee,  shall  appoint 
two  persons,  who  shall  constitute  a  Committee  of  the  Mission,  chaiiged  with 
its  temporal  interests. 

Sec.  2.  The  Plan  of  Organization  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  follow- 
ing form  of  application  to  the  Bishop  :

^^C-  3.  Any  property  of  a  Mission  Station  may  be  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  until  the  Station  shall  be  duly  incorporated  as  a  parish, 
and  admitted  to  union  with  the  Convention,  when  the  said  property  shall  be

Section  i.  The  Diocese  shall  be  divided  by  the  Bishop  into  ConTOca- 
tional  Districts,  not  more  than  five  in  number;  and  the  clergy  within  the 
several  districts,  with  laymen  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  rectors  and 
missionaries,  from  their  parishes  or  mission  stations,  shall  meet  ouarterly,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  each  Convocation  may  determine,  and  also  at  other 
times  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  Convocations  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  President  ex>officio,  in  his 
absence  a  chairman  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  clergy. 

Sec.  3.  The  objects  of  Convocation  shall  be  three-fold  :  ist  It  shall  be 
recognized  as  a  centre  of  spiritual  life,  and  its  sessions  shall  be  specially  char- 
acterized by  services  for  public  worship  and  religious  conferences ;  2d.  To 
devise  plans  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  within  the  limits  of  the  Convoca- 
tion ;  3d.  To  accumulate  and  appropriate  funds  for  the  erection  of  Churches 
and  Rectories,  and  for  the  distribution  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts. 

Sec.  4.  Each  Convocation  shall  be  authorized  to  nominate  one  clei^gyman 
and  one  layman  to  the  Convention,  from  within  its  district,  to  be  elected  mem* 
bers  of  the  Missionary  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  Elach  Convocation  shall  make  an  annual  report  of  its  doings  to 
the  Bishop,  through  its  Secretary,  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  6.  The  offerings  at  meetings  of  Convocation  shall  be  at  its  disposal 
for  furthering  the  work  contemplated  by  Section  3  of  this  Canon ;  and  the 
amount  shall  be  reported  and  credited  to  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund. 


CANON   XVIII. 
of  the  education  committee. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  at  each  annual  Convention 
of  the  Diocese,  a  Committee  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  and  Assistant  Bishop 
when  there  is  one,  of  the  Diocese,  ex-ofhcio,  and  four  other  members,  two 
clerical  and  two  lay,  who  shall  be  called  the  Education  Committee,  to  whom 
shall  be  committed  the  appointment  and  regulation  of  beneficiaries,  the  coUec* 
tion  and  appropriation  of  funds  therefor,  and  all  other  business  belonging 
thereto  ;  which  Committee  shall  be  authorized  to  act  with  any  similar  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio,  under 
such  Tegulations  as  the  joint  Committee  shall  enact,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
Canon. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  privilege  of  contributors  to  the  Education  cause  to 
ilesignale  the  particular  object  to  which  their  contributions  shall  be  applied  ; 
otherwise  all  contributions  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  At  ever>'  annual  meeting  of  the  Committee  a  report  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  year  shall  be  submitted  ;  which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Conven- 
tion, and  printed  in  the  Journal  in  whole  or  in  part. 
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CANON  XIX. 

OF  THE   SUPPORT  OF  THE   EPISCOPATE. 

Skction  I.  At  each  Annual  Convention  an  assessment  shall  be  made 
ipojD  the  several  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  according  to  the  ability  of  the 
parishes,  of  an  amount  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  pecuniary  obligations  of  the 
Convention,  embracing  the  salaries  of  the  Bishop,  and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if 
there  be  one,  and  all  contingent  expenses. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  vestry  of  each  parish  to  provide  for  the 
collection  and  payment  of  such  sums  as  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Convention, 
as  aforesaid;  and  they  shall  transmit  the  same  in  semi-annual  instalments  to 
the  TrejBttrer  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  semi-annual  payments  referred  to  in  Sec.  2  shall  become  due 
'^sp^^y  ten  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Convention  and  six 
Months  thereafter. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  by  circular 
w  otherwise,  at  least  twenty  cUiys  before  the  semi-annual  payments  become 
dtte,  to  notify  the  vestry  of  each  parish  of  the  amount  of  its  assessment  and 
^  time  when  the  same  is  payable. 


CANON  XX. 

OF   CONTINGENT    EXPENSES. 

There  shall  be  annually  assessed  by  the  Convention,  upon  the  several 
P™'e  in  the  Diocese,  according  to  their  ability,  an  amount  sufficient  to  de- 
^y  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Church.  The  money  thus  raised  and  paid 
*Dto  the  treasury  of  the  Convention  shall  be  applied  to  the  following  objects: 

1.  To  defray  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Bishop  to  the  General  Convention. 

2.  To  pay  the  postages  of  the  Bishop.  3.  To  pay  the  quota  assessed  on  the 
'^'^  churches  in  the  Diocese  by  each  General  Convention,  for  the  contin- 
g«t  expenses  thereof.  4.  To  pay  for  publishing  the  Journals  of  the  Conven- 
tion, ancJ  such  other  documents  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Convention.  5.  To 
Py  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates  to  the  General  Convention, 
jy  exceeding  fifty  dollars  to  each  delegate.  6.  To  pay  the  traveling  expenses 
2  presbyters  attending  ecclesiastical  trials.  7.  To  pay  the  traveling  expenses 
w  examining  chaplains. 

CANON  XXI. 

OF   LAY   DISCIPLINE. 

.  ^^CTioN  I.  Any  communicant  who  shall  absent  himself  for  one  year  from 
^communion,  without  reasons  satisfactory  to  the  Rector,  may  be  suspended 
"°"» the  communion. 

j^l^X  2.  Upon  the  application  of  any  communicant  not  under  ecclesiasti- 
J^<*nsurc,  to  the  minister  of  his  parish,  or  in  case  there  be  no  minister,  to 
[^  senior,  or,  in  his  absence,  to  the  junior  warden,  for  that  purpose,  it  shall 
"*  the  duty  of  such  minister  or  warden  to  give  such  applicant  a  certificate  of 
P°^  standing  as  a  communicant.  And  no  communicant  of  one  parish  shall 
readmitted  to  reconj  as  a  communicant  in  any  other,  without  producing  satis- 
actory  testimonials  of  being  a  communicant  in  good  standing,  to  the  minister 
?  the  parish  with  which  He  or  she  may  wish  to  unite.  But  in  case  such  min- 
ister or  warden  shall,  in  consequence  of  the  applicant  being  under  censure, 
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refuse  to  give  such  certificate,  he  shall  give  to  the  applicant  the  reasons  for  hi 
refusal  in  writing.* 

CANON  XXII. 

OF   DIFFERENCES   BETWEEN    MINISTERS   AND   THEIR  CONGREGATIONS. 

Section  i.  Whereas,  it  is  provided  in  Canon  4  of  Title  II.  of  the  Diges 
of  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  that  when  a  minister  has  been  regularl; 
settled  in  a  parish  or  church,  he  shall  not  be  dismissed  without  the  concur 
rence  of  the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese;  it  is  hereby  provided  tha 
in  cases  of  controversy  between  any  rector  or  assistant  minister  of  any  chnrd 
or  parish,  and  the  vestry  or  congregation  of  such  church  or  parish,  which  can- 
not be  settled  by  the  parties  themselves,  the  said  parties,  or  either  of  them, 
may  make  application  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  shall  thereu{x>n  nom- 
inate four  presbyters  and  four  laymen  of  the  Diocese  entitled  to  seats  in  the 
Convention,  and  cause  a  list  of  their  names  to  be  served  upon  the  rector  01 
assistant  minister,  and  also  upon  the  vestry,  who  shall,  within  ten  days  aftei 
such  service,  return  their  respective  lists  to  the  Bishop,  each  party  having  the 
right  of  striking  off  the  name  of  one  clergyman  and  one  layman  ;  and  should 
this  right  not  be  exercised,  or  both  parties  strike  oflf  the  same  name,  then  the 
Bishop  shall  reduce  the  number  in  the  manner*above  prescribed  to  four,  three 
of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  ai 
the  Bishop  may  designate,  and  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  par 
ties  concerned,  in  order  that  the  grounds  of  the  controversy  may  be  rail] 
stated,  and  the  case  fully  heard. 

Sec.  2.  If  it  shall  appear  to  a  majority  of  the  Board  thus  summoned,  afte 
a  full  examination  of  the  case,  that  there  is  no  hope  of  a  favorable  terminatioi 
of  such  controversy,  and  that  a  dissolution  of  the  connection  is  necessary,  thr 
shall  recommend  to  such  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  to  relinquish  hisconnec 
tion  with  such  parish,  on  such  conditions  as  shall  appear  to  them  proper  an< 
reasonable. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  recommendation  shall  be  submitted  in  writing,  and  i 
duplicate,  to  the  Bishop,  who,  if  he  shall  clearly  disapprove  of  the  same,  ma 
set  aside  ipch  recommendation  .and  nominate  a  new  board,  which  shall  pre 
ceed  in  the  manner  herein-above  mentioned,  and  whose  recommendation  an 
finding  shall  be  final.  The  Bishop  shall  make  known  to  the  parties  the  sai 
recommendation,  if  not  set  aside  ;  or,  if  set  aside,  then  the  said  final  recon 
mendation,  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  same ;  and  he  shall  repo: 
all  proceedings  to  the  Convention  at  its  next  annual  meeting,  with  a  statemei 
of  the. grounds  of  his  action,  in  case  he  shall  have  disapproved  of  the  fir 
finding  in  any  case,  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  Should  the  Rector  or  Assistant  Minister  refuse  to  comply,  withi 
ten  days  after  the  decision  shall  have  been  made  known  to  him,  he  shall  I 
liable  to  suspension  from  the  exercise  of  all  ministerial  functions  until  he  sal 
mit  to  such  decision. 

Sec.  5.  And  if  the  Vestry  of  the  Church  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply,  c 
their  part,  with  the  decision  aforesaid,  the  said  Parish  shall  be  prohibited  fro: 
a  representation  in  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  until  they  shall  have  pe 
formed  their  duty  in  accordance  with  the  same. 

♦Canon  la,  §  i,  Title  II,  of  the  General  Convention,  reads:  "A  communicant  removii 
from  one  parish  to  another,  shall  procure  from  the  Rector(if  any)of  the  parish  of  hts  h 
residence,  or.  if  there  be  no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  certificate  stating  that  he 
she  is  a  communicant  of  good  standing,"  etc. 
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CANON  XXIII. 

OF   A    REGISTRAR   OF   THE    DIOCESE. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  Convention,  a  Registrar  of  the 
Diocese,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected. 

Sec  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Registrar  to  gather  and  preserve 
all  such  journals,  files,  papers,  reports,  catalogues  and  other  documents  as 
nay  be  nscful  for  reference,  or  furnish  materials  for  the  history  of  the  church 
in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  and  shall  hold  the  same  under  such  regulations  and 
restnctionsas  the  Convention  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

CANON  XXIV. 

OF  ALTERATIONS   IN   THE  CANONS    AND   ADDITIONS   THERETO. 

No  proposition  to  alter  or  add  to  the  Canons  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  con- 
swered  by  the  Convention,  except  at  a  stated  meeting,  and  after  one  day's 
notice  thereof  given  in  open  Convention;  nor  (unless  by  unanimous  consent) 
ontil  it  shall  have  l)een  reported  on  by  a  committee  of  at  least  two  clergymen 
•nd  two  laymen.  Nor  shall  such  alteration  or  addition  be  adopted  during  the 
^nie  Convention,  if  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  shall  not  concur 
^^^n:  but  in  such  case  the  same  (unless  negatived  l>y  a  majority  of  the  votes) 
snail  lie  over  for  consideration  till  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  XXV. 

OF    FORMER   CANONS.  *" 

AM  former  Canons  of  this  Convention  are  hereby  repealed.

WiiRREAs  John  McCorkle  and  Charles  Hammond,  a  committee  appointed  on  behalf  of  i 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Fpiscopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Oh'o,  have,  by  th 
Petition  to  the  General  Asserablv,  represented  that  a  Seminary  for  Theological  fcdu 
tion  has  been  established  by  said  Convention,  within  this  State,  and  in  order  to  the  m* 
convenient  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  Seminary,  and  to  the  permanency  of 
establishment  in  this  State,  have  prayed  that  the  Seminary  may  be  incorporated  :  the 
fore. 

Section  i.     Be  it  enacted  ky  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OM 
That  the  Right  Reverend  Philander  Chase,  now  Bishop  of  the  Protest. 
Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,   Roger  Searle,   Intrepid   Mor 
Ezra  B.  Kellogg,  Samuel  Johnston,  Bezaleel  Wells,  William   K.  Bond,  J« 
Johnston  and  Charles  Hammond,  the  present  Trustees  of  the  said   Semioa 
and  their  successors  appointed  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  CI 
stitution  of  said  Seminary,  as  now  established,  be  and  they  are  hereby  « 
stituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of 
**  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Dioce^ 
Ohio  ;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  succession,  and  be  capable  in  1a^ 
suing  and  being  sued,  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  pl^ 
and  in  all  manner  of  actions,  causes  and  complaints  whatsoever ;  and 
have  a  common  seal,  and  change  the  same  at  their  discretion  ;  and  by 
name  and  style  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity  of  taking  and  holding 
devise  and  otherwise,  or  of  purchasing,   holding  and  enjoying  to  them 
their  successors,  any  real  estate  in  fee-simple  or  otherwise,  any  goods,  chsti 
and  personal  estate,  and  of  selling,  leasing,  mortgaging,  or  otherwise  disp 
ing  of  said  real  and  personal  estate,   or  any  part  thereof,  as  they  may  t^ 
proper :     Provided,  that  the  clear  annual  income  of  such  real  and  perso 
estate,  exclusive  of  any  lands  or  tenements  that  may  be  occupied  by  the  ss 
Seminary  for  its  accommodation,  or  that  of  its  officers  or  professors,  shall 
exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  present  Trustees  of  said  Seminary  and  their  success- 
in  office,  under  the  Constitution  thereof,  as  now  established,  or  as  the  sa.. 
may  be  hereafter  altered  or  amended,  shall  have  the  care  and  management 
said  Seminary,  and  of  its  estate  and  property,  and  shall  have  power  frm 
time  to  time,  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  its  estate  and  property,  and 
apply  the  avails  thereof,  and  all  other  funds  of  said  Seminary,  for  its  ben« 
and  advantage,  as  they  shall  deem  it  expedient;  and  shall  also  have  power^ 
conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  said  Seminary,  to  ma 
by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  appointment  of  professors  and  other  offic- 
of  said  Seminary,  for  regulating  the  duties  and  conduct  of  the  professa 
officers  and  students  therein,  for  conducting  its  business  and  concerns,  a 
generally  for  the  good  government  of  the  same  :  Provided,  the  same  be  a 
mconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  t: 
State. 

Sec.  3.  That  this  act  be,  and  is  hereby  declared  a  public  act,  and  that 
same  be  construed  in  all  courts  and  other  places,  benignly  and  favorably 
every  beneficial  purpose  therein  intended. 

Sec.  4.     That  the  (General  Assembly  may  at  any  time  hereafter  modify 
repeal  this  act ;  but  no  such  ^^modification  or  repeal  shall  divert  the  real  s 
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personal  estate  of  the  Seminary  to  any  other  purpose  than  the  education  of 
Ministers  of  the  Gospel  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America.

An  Act  further  supplementary  to  an  act  entitled   **An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Theological

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
"Hiaf  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  shall  have  power  to  establish  in  connection 
with  said  Seminary,  a  Collie,  and  Halls  for  preparatory  education;  that  they 
^\  have  the  care  and  management  of  all  property,  which  has  been  or  may 
J^tteaftcr  be  given,  or  is  otherwise  possessed  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
«nie ;  and  to  appoint  a  President  and  Professors,  and  all  necessary  officers  for 
^  purposes  of  government  and  instruction  in  said  College  and  Halls. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  and  Professors  of  said  College  shall  constitute  a 
Faculty,  with  the  power  of  conferring  Degrees  in  the  Arts  and  Sciences,  and 
^  performing  all  such  other  acts  as  pertain  to  the  Faculties  of  Colleges  for 
the  encours^ement  and  reward  of  learning  ;  and  the  name  and  style  by  which 
the  said  Degrees  shall  be  conferred  shall  be  that  of  "The  President  and  Pro- 
fessors of  Kenyon  College  in  the  State  of  Ohio." 

Sec.  t^.  The  President  and  Professors  of  said  Theological  Seminary  shall 
"*>  constitute  a  Faculty,  with  the  power  of  conferring  Degrees  in  Theology, 
^  of  doing  all  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  such  Faculties  for  the  encour- 
*?*Uient  of  theological  learning,  and  the  name  and  style  by  which  said  De- 
SJ^  shall  be  conferred  shall  l^  that  of  "The  President  and  Professors  of  the 
''Geological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. "

ARTICLE  I. 


The  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of 
^hio,  do  hereby  establish  a  Seminary,  for  the  education  of  Ministers  of  the 
^^ospel  in  said  Church,  and  also  a  College,  for  general  instruction  in  Litera- 
1*3*"^  and  theJArts,  with  the  necessary  preparatory  Schools  ;  such  Seminary  and 
^^llege  to  W  founded  upon  donations  made  and  to  be  made  in  the  United 
^'pgdom  of  (jreat  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  in  America,  for  that  purpose. 
Said  Seminary  to  l>e  known  by  the  name  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
•rototant  Episcopal  Church,  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  in  accordance  with  the 
®"^nal  act  of  incorporation,  of  December  29th,  1824;  said  College,  for  in- 
**truction  in  Literature  and  the  Arts,  to  Ije  known  as  Kenyon  College,  in  ac- 
^r<lance  with  the  act  supplemental  to  said  original  act  of  incorporation, 
P^^*ed  March  16,  1839. 

•As  amended  by  the  Convention  of  1872. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

The  said  Institutions  shall  be  established  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese, 
at  such  place  within  the  same  as  shall  be  consistent  with  the  deed  of  donation, 
executed  by  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  in  England,  on  the  27th  day  of  November, 
1823,  and  when  once  established  shall  mrever  after  remain  in  the  same  place. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  direction  and  management  of  said  Institutions  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board 
of  Trustees,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  for  the  time 
being,  in  which  the  Seminary  may  be  situated;  the  Assistant  Bishop  of  said 
Diocese,  if  there  be  one  ;  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  any  other  Diocese  or  Dio- 
ceses which  may  be  taken  from  and  embrace  territory  now  within  the  limtts  of 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio  ;  the  President  of  Kenyon  College  ;  and  other  clerical 
and  lay  trustees,  as  follows,  to  wit:  four  clerical  and  lay  trustees,  who  shall 
remain  in  office  in  the  first  instance,  two  of  them,  to  wit,  one  clergyman  and 
one  layman,  for  the  term  of  two,  four,  six  and  eight  years,  resf>ectively,  and 
thereafter  their  successors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  ten  years, 
respectively.  Said  clerical  and  lay  trustees  shall  be  members  of  the  Protest- 
ant Episcopal  Church,  and  shall  be  chosen  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Conven- 
tion of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  ;  and  all  vacancies  that  shall  occur  in  said  number 
of  clerical  and  lay  trustees,  or  their  successors,  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise, shall  forever,  and  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur,  be  filled  by  the  re- 
maining members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  majority  of  the  members  so 
remaining  being  necessary  to  such  choice  ;  provided,  that  in  case  the  Diocese 
of  Ohio  shall  l^  divided,  all  vacancies  shall  be  so  filled  as  to  give,  as  far  as 
practicable,  an  equal  number  of  such  trustees  to  each  of  said  Dioceses.  And 
the  Board  of  Trustees  may,  in  its  discretion,  declare  the  office  of  any  trustee 
so  chosen  for  ten  years,  to  be  vacated,  whenever,  having  been  duly  notified, 
he  shall  have  failed  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Board  for  two  consecutive  years, 
and  his  place  shall  be  filled  by  the  remaining  members  of  the  Board,  as  herein* 
before  provided  for  filling  vacancies. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

There  shall  be  also  six  additional  members  of  said  Board,  to  wit,  three  cleri' 
cal  and  three  lay  trustees,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  as 
follows  :  At  the  first  election  occurring  under  this  amended  Constitution,  one- 
third  of  said  clerical  and  lay  trustees,  so  to  be  elected,  shall  be  designated  to 
hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  one-third  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
and  the  remaining  third  for  the  term  of  three  years  ;  and  subject  to  this  pro- 
vision, the  term  of  office  of  said  trustees  shall  be  for  three  years,  or  for  a  shorter 
period  in  case  of  an  election  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  before  the  expiration  of 
a  full  terra.  In  case  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  shall  hereafter  be  divided,  then,  as 
to  said  last  mentioned  six  trustees  and  their  successors,  all  vacancies  that  shall 
occur  thereafter  shall  be  so  filled  as  to  divide  said  last  mentioned  six  trustees, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  equally  between  an!  among  all  the  Dioceses  into  which 
the  present  Diocese  of  Ohio  may  b;;  so  divided,  in  the  order  of  seniority. 
But  if  said  Dioceses  shall  increase  to  four,  or  more,  then  each  of  said  Dioceses 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation  of  two  trustees  in  said  Board,  which  shall 
be  ipso  facto  enlarged  to  that  extent  for  such  purpose.  Said  trustees  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Conventions  of  said  Dioceses  by  ballot,  or  in  case  the  Conven- 
tion of  any  such  Diocese  shall  at  any  time  adjourn  without  filling  a  vacancy 
which  it  may  have  the  right  to  fill  as  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  all  such  cases 
vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  in  which  said  Semi- 
nary may  be  situated. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Four  additional  trustees  may  be  appointed  by  the  joint  vote  of  the  Alumni 
^  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  and  the  graduates  of  Ken- 
y^  College,  who  shall  be  graduates  of  three  years'  standing  respectively,  to 
^t :  two  clerical  and  two  lay  trustees  to  be  selected  from  said  Alumni  and 
K^aduates,  respectively  ;  said  four  trustees  to  be  elected  by  ballot.  The  vote 
^,  be  given  under  such  rules  and  regulations  to  secure  a  fair  expression  of  the 
Jill  of  said  Alumni  and  graduates,  and  as  to  time,  place  and  otherwise,  as  the 
Ycsidenis  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  Kenyon  College  for  the  time  being 
^  prescribe.  A  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice, 
**i  in  the  election  of  said  trustees,  in  the  first  instance,  the  ballots  shall  specify 
^  4s  elected  for  one  year  ;  one  for  two  years ;  one  for  three  years ;  and  one  for 
^  years ;  and  subject  to  this  provision,  the  term  of  office  of  said  trustees  shall 
^for  four  years,  or  for  a  shorter  period  in  case  of  filling  vacancies  occurring 
''efore  the  expiration  of  a  full  term. 

ARTICLE  VL 

?^ery  trustee  elected  under  Article  in  and  IV  of  this  Constitution  shall  be 
*  atizen  of  Ohio ;  and  if  such  trustee  shall,  during  the  term  for  which  he  was 
^ccted,  cease  to  be  a  bona  fide  resident  of  the  Slate,  his  office  shall  be  thereby 
T*^ted  and  his  place  shall  be  filled  as  in  other  cases  ;  and  no  officer  of  any 
^^^Jution  under  the  control  of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  except  the  President 
^^  Kenyon  College,  shall  be  eligible  to  said  Board. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

^_Tl4e  present  trustees  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  fourteen  new  trustees 
J*all  have  been  elected  by  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  under  this  amended  Constilu- 
^^^'^^  when  their  several  terms  of  office  shall  cease,  and  the  new  Board  of 
Jj***tees,  so  elected,  shall  take  their  place.  A  majority  of  the  members  of 
^''c  Board,  exclusive  of  ex-officio  members,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  VIIL 

1*bc  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  Seminary  may  be  situated,  shall  be 
'J'^idcnl  of  the  Board,  and  if  present  shall  preside,  and  in  the  absence  of  all 
the  Bishops  a  President  pro  tem.  shall  be  lappointed  by  ballot,  whose  office 
~J^ll  expire  on  the  final  adjournment  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  which 
t^c  appointment  was  made. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  Seminary  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  and  superintendence  of 
the  Bishop  who  may  be  President  of  the  Board,  and,  during  the  recess  of  the 
Board,  he  shall  be  the  Prudential  Committee,  in  all  secular  matters  of  said 
Seminary. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power  to  constitute  Professorships  and 
Faculties,  and  to  appoint  and  remove  the  Professors,  and  to  prescribe  courses 
oi  study,  and  to  make  all  rules  and  regulations  and  statutes  which  may  be 
necessary  for  the  government  of  the  Institutions,  or  either  of  them,  and  to 
secure  their  prosperity  ;  provided,  that  all  such  rules,  regulations,  or  other 
proceedings,  shall  forever  be  in  conformity  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  consti- 
tution and  canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
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America,  and,  in  res|)ect  to  the  Seminary,  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  or 
to  l>e  prescriliet!  by  the  Bishops  of  the  said  Church,  and  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Xlth  and  Xllth  Articles  of  this  Con^titution. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

If  at  any  time  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
in  the  United  Slates  of  America  shall,  by  resolution  entered  in  their  journals, 
declare  any  rule,  regulation,  statute  or  other  procce<lings  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees hereby  constituted,  to  be  contrary  to  the  doctrine,  discipline,  constitution 
and  canons  of  the  Church,  or  to  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Bish- 
ops, such  rule,  regubtion,  statute  or  other  proceeding,  shall  thenceforth  cease 
to  have  effect,  and  shall  be  considered  as  abrogated  and  annulled. 

ARTICLE  XIl. 

The  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  shall,  individually,  and  any  two  or  more  of  them,  be  visitants  of  the 
Seminary,  to  take  care  that  the  course  of  discipline  an<l  instruction  be  con- 
forma])le  to  the  preceding  provisions.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  of 
the  Bishops  aforesaid,  at  any  time,  to  institute,  in  his  own  name  and  character 
of  Bishop,  any  proper  legal  process  to  enforce  and  secure  the  administration 
of  the  Seminary,  according  to  the  foundation  herein  prescril>ed. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  having  heretofore  established  a  College  with  the 
necessary  preparatory  schools,  as  heretofore  in  the  1st  Article  hereof  •recog- 
nized, and  subject  to  the  Xlth  and  Xllth  Articles  of  this  Constitution,  and 
with  a  President  and  Faculty,  and  with  power  to  make  all  needful  by-laws, 
and  to  appoint  and  remove  all  Professors  and  other  officers  necessary  to  the 
government  and  prosperity  of  said  College,  it  is  hereby  declared  that  the  Col- 
lege and  preparatory  schools  mentioned  in  the  isl  Article  herein,  are  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  same  ;  and  it  is  hereby  provided,  that  the  President  of  said 
College  l)e  appointed  on  the  nomination  of  the  Bishop  who  may  be  President 
of  the  Board,  and  in  case  he  shall  not  so  nominate  within  two  months  after 
being  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  then  they  shall  proceed  to 
elect  a  President  without  such  nomination  ;  provided,  that  his  Episcopal  super- 
vision and  authority  be  understoo<l  as  embracing  the  spiritual  interests  of  the 
College  and  its  preparatory  schools,  and  thai  the  present  property  of  the  said 
Seminary,  whatever  use  the  trustees  may  permit  the  College  to  make  of  any 
part  thereof,  shall  always  remain  exclusively  the  property  of  the  Seminary. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  concurrent  vote  of  the  majority  of 
the  Bishops  who  may  be  members  of  the  Board,  a  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  a  majority  of  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  Semi- 
nary shall  be  situated  ;  provided,  that  no  alteration  or  amendment  whatever 
be  made  in  this  Constitution,  whereby  the  funds  of  the  Seminary,  raised  in 
England,  be  appropriated  to  any  other  use  than  the  education  and  theolo^cal 
instruction  of  students  for  the  ministry  in  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 
This  proviso,  however,  does  not  preclude  the  lawfulness  and  constitutionality 
of  establishing  a  College,  and  making  provision,  so  far  as  practicable,  for  the 
admission  of  other  students,  at  their  own  expense,  to  the  benefit  of  a  College 
education.

In  place  of  Article  V.  insert  as  follows  : 

V.  If  a  contributor  die  before  having  made  five  annual  payments,  his  widow 
and  children  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annuity  of  $5a^  If  ne  "should  die  after 
having  made  five  annual  payments,  and  less  than  teh|  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
an  annuity  of  $75.  If  he  have  made  ten  annual  payments  or  upwards,  they 
shall  receive  an  annuity  of  $100. 

In  Article  IX.  omit  all  after  the  words  "exceed  the  age  of  annuitants." 

Rules  I  and  5  to  be  changed  as  follows  : 

I.  The  annual  meetings  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  holden  alternately  dar- 
ing the  session  of  the  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio,  at  which  time  shall  be  chosen  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer  and  Secretary,  who  shall  remain  in  oflSce  until  their 
successors  are  appointed.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  if  he  be  a 
member,  shall  be  President  ex  officio^  and  the  Bishop  of  Southern  Ohio,  if  he 
be  a  member,  shall  be  Vice-President  ex  officio^  The  former  Bishop  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  office  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

5.  During  each  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of 
Ohio  and  Southern  Ohio,  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  Funds  of 
the  Corporation. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  last  year  were  re-elected,  after  which 
the  Society  adjourned  sine  die,

(3.)  The  Tresident  will  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  consisting  of 
one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  receive,  examine  and  re|>ort  iiiH>n  the 
credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  (Canon  V.) :  after  which  a  recess  may  be  taken. 
In  case  alternate  delegates  claim  the  right  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  the  fact 
nnist  l.»e  made  known  to  the  Committee  on  Creilentials,  who  shall  re|)urt 
thereon;  and  the  persons  rei>orted  by  that  Committee  as  entitletl  to  seatb  (not 
e\cee<ling  three  from  each  Parish),  whether  regulars  or  alternates,  shall,  if  the 
Convention  approve  such  reiHjrt,  be  cuteretl  upon  the  roll  of  the  Secretary  as 
properly  accredited  delegates. 

(4.)  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  as  the  same 
shall  have  lieen  re|>ortetI  by  the  Committee  and  a(lopte<l  by  the  Conveiitiun, 
and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes:  after  which  the  I'resi- 
dent  shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  buhiness. 

(5.)  The  Committee  on  Creilential.s  shall  next  rei>ort  (m  the  application 
(if  any)  of  New  Parishes  for  Admission  to  the  Convention  (Canon  III);  and 
when  receivcil,  the  Secretary  shall  call  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of 
the  I«iy  Delegates  representing  said  Parishes.

AND  BRETHREN  OF  THE  LAITY: 

'nr*lIE  past  year  has  l)cen  characlerizcvl  by  hard  work.  A  ^itcady  influence 
^  iif  the  Holy  Spirit  has  liecn  felt:  **cr>ntinual  dew  of  (lotl's  l>le?sinj;,"  as 
the  Collect  has  it;  often  unnotice<l,  Imt  refroshinj^  and  fruit -j»ivinj;.  The 
result.s  have  cheered  our  souls.  Our  Clergy  have  la])ore<l  with  ^rcal  dilijjcnce. 
Sc-ircely  any  one  has  l)cen  contented  without  <loinjT  some  extra  duty,  beyond 
the  !»<>un<l>  of  jwrochial  obligation;  some  of  the  (!Iergy  have  undertaken  a  large 
amount  of  such  duty,  caring  for  ('hurches  otherwise  unsupplied.  or  extending 
the  privileges  of  our  services  to  places  where  our  (.hurch  has  been  hitherto 
unknown.  Insomuch,  that  I  can  report  to  the  Convention  that  no  Church  or 
Missionary  station  in  our  Diocese  has  l)ecn  entirely  bereft  of  services  during 
the  past  year;  ami  that,  with  three  exceptions  (Salem.  Windsor  and  Kin^^man). 
every  1 'hurch  has  enjoyed  staled  ministrations  of  the  word.  To  .Salem  the 
offer  was  made  and  declined.  Windsor  and  Kinsman  are  so  much  isolated 
that  it  has  proved  impossible  to  arrange  for  a  stated  sui)j>ly. 

This  activity  has  necessarily  implied  a  corresj)on<nng  increase  of  labor  on 
my  jwirl.  Kvery  parish  and  missionary  station  (except  the  new  station  at  Van 
Wert)  has  been  visited  in  the  course  of  the  year-  several  of  them  several  times. 
I  have  met  the  Clergy  in  Convocation  eleven  times,  spending  generally  two 
.day.s  with  them  on  each  occasion.     1  closed  the  "Mission"  which  the  Kev. 
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Mr.  Farr  and  other  meml)crs  of  the  Northwest  Convocation  had  inaugurated 
at  Tiffin;  enjoy inj;  with  them  the  evident  !)lessed  results  of  their  labors.  And 
my  Hrethrcn  in  Cleveland  carried  on  with  me  a  joint  Lent  Service  at  Grace 
Church,  weekly,  during  that  holy  season.

I>ENNIS0N  AND  UiiRlCHSViLLE,  This  Mission  has  grown  steadily  under  the 
wise  and  patient  labor  of  its  I^y  Readers,  Col.  vSkalkr  and  Mr.  Hkach. 
Every  step  has  been  progress.  Their  movements  were  aideil  by  the  Rev.  \V. 
M.  PROUASCO,  who  until  his  death  evinced  deep  interest  in  the  Mi-^sion,  and 
helped  them  by  spiritual  oversight,  and  several  important  services.  The 
congregation  is  almost  wholly  composed  of  |>ersons  or  families  conncclcil  with 
the  two  railroads,  which  the  gentlemen  named  represent.  Their  elforls  h:ive 
l>een  directed  towards  placing  the  Mission  on  a  secure  basis.  Kunds  have 
been  gathered  for  building  a  church,  and  the  church  is  finishetl.  We  e.\|>cct 
to  consecrate  it  next  week.  A  system  of  support  for  the  Missionary  has 
already  been  atlopte<l,  and  is  successful.  Altogether,  this  Mission  manifesto 
the  good  results  of  judicious  Lay  labor  in  an  unpromising  field,  when  that 
labor  is  impelled  by  ardent  zeal  for  Christ  and  His  Church. 

1>KKIANCK.  Unexpectedly,  our  Church  in  this  place  has  revived.  We  had 
supported  that  it  was  living  only  in  the  undying  hopefulness  of  il>  remaining 
Wanlen,  Judge  Green;  but  a  sudden  turn  of  the  tide  of  commerce,  following 
the  new  Chicago  line  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad,  has  refreshed  the 
town:  and  with  it  a  body  of  Episcopalians  has  gathered  round  Judge  (jkkk.n. 
The  Rev.  A.  V.  Gdkrell,  our  Mi.ssionary  at  llicksville,  extended  hi.s  labor.^ 
to   Defiance,  and  ^mobt  immediately  develoj)ed  the  fact  that  there  were  a 
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dozen  families  attached  to  our  Church.  I  confirmed  eight  persons,  and  more 
lately  I  have  received  the  Mission  as  organized  under  the  new  Canon,  and 
containing  twenty-three  communicants.  This  experience  teaches  thai  in  iho.-e 
fwrts  or  our  State  where  the  fwpulation  is  growing,  and  where  a  sudden  inHux 
may  accompany  railroad  enterprise,  we  ought  not  to  despair  of  establishing 
our  Church,  although  some  early  efforts  may  have  seeme<l  discoura^mg.  We 
should  hold  fast  to  whatever  has  been  attained,  and  wait  hopefully. 

Xkw  Lisbon.  In  this  hope,  we  have  been  for  many  years  watching;  for 
the  growth  of  this  town;  but,  although  a  railroad  has  extended  to  it,  com- 
merce has  not  yet  been  much  increased.  It  lies  in  a  rich  mineral  region,  and 
the  religious  |>atience  and  determination  of  Judge  C'i.arkk,  ami  the  little  band 
of  Episcopal ian.s  around  him,  is  richer  than  the  mines.  They  are  holding  on. 
Lay  services  are  steadily  attended,  and  a  church  will  Vk?  built  and  sustained 
there  some  day. 

East  Livkrpool.  In  the  same  neighborhoo<l,  yet  separated  by  a  line  of 
high  hills,  so  that  communication  is  difficult,  lies  the  town  of  E^st  Liverpool. 
If  it  had  been  called  Staffordshire,  instead  of  Liverpool,  the  name  would  have 
been  more  suggestive  ;  for  it  is  sustained  by  potteries,  and  their  business  is 
large,  remunerative  and  increasing.  But  the  old  Episcopal  (.'hurch  has  been 
very  dead,  and  was  likely  to  be  buried  in  the  ruins  of  a  builiiing  which  had 
scarcely  strength  enough  in  its  old  walls  to  hold  itself  together.  Under  the 
successful  ministry  of  Rev.  Philip  McKim,  the  Church  has  revived  ;  and  I 
was  suddenly  surprised,  a  few  weeks  since,  by  receiving,  not  a  plea  for  a.ssi!>t- 
ance — that  would  not  have  been  a  surprise — but  a  copy  of  an  advertisement 
for  bids  for  the  construction  of  a  new  brick  church.  We  wi!»h  this  ancient 
parish  all  success  in  its  noble  enterprise. 

Mi  LI,  Crekk.  The  old  **Knob  Church"  in  Coshocton  County,  as  they 
prefer  to  call  it,  ha^^  survived  all  disasters  ;  and  after  seven  years  of  almost 
continual  silence,  its  walls  echo  again  to  the  voice  of  praise,  under  the  faithful 
laljors  of  Rev.  CIhkstkr  Adams.  The  Church  has  a  Christian  name,  but  the 
remarkable  physical  feature  of  the  landscd|)e  on  which  it  stands  will  prolxibly, 
through  all  generations,  signalize  it  as  the  '*Knob."  Around  it  are  gathered 
a  hotly  of  farming  families,  most  of  whom  came  originally  from  the  "old 
country,"  and  they  are  very  faithful  to  their  Church.

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The  two  striking  incidents  of  the  Winter's  Visitation  were  the  Laymen's 
Conference  in  Sandusky,  and  the  Consecration  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Cleveland. 

Sani>i;sky.  Grace  Church  was  the  scene  of  a  remarkable  effort  on  the 
prirl  of  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Farr,  to  develop  the  I^y  force  of  the 
Ltiocese.  That  it  was  in  a  measure  successful,  is  owing  to  his  devotion  nn<l 
energy.  That  it  was  not  more  successful,  is  owing  to  the  imlifference  of  Lay- 
men who  were  not  present.  Many  leading  Christian  men  agreed  to  attend, 
ami  nevertheless  were  prevented.  It  was  seriously  questioned  hy  some  gootl 
people  in  S.indusky  whether  the  world,  (i.  e.  l>usiness,)  or  the  interests  of 
Christ's  kingilom,  has  the  deeper  hold  on  the  affections  of  our  Lay  |)eople. 
The  question  is  a  fair  one,  although  perhaps  it  may  not  have  l)een  fairly  sug- 
geste<I  I»y  the  circumstance  alluded  to.  And  it  is  a  very  important  (|uestion. 
Ami  men  should  answer  it  to  their  own  consciences.  They  certainly  will  have 
to  answer  it  some  day  to  (lo<l.  In  what  manner  to  break  up  the  indif- 
ference of  Laymen  is  still  a  problem.  I  have  no  word  to  utter  as  to  Lay 
women.  Rev.  Mr.  Fark  tried  one  solution  of  the  problem.  I  nm  not  per- 
nuded  that  it  is  the  right  one.  To  separate  the  I^ity  from  the  rest  of  the 
Church,  in  onier  that  they  may  expend  their  precious  energies  in  speeches  and 
resolutions,  will  I  fear  not  accomplish  much.  We  have  a  sad  h.d>it  in  this 
country  of  wasting  our  superfluous  strength  in  public  gatherings ;  and  some- 
times wasting  energy  that  is  not  superfluous  and  might  l>e  more  usefully 
applierl.  The  example  of  Sandusky  leaches  wisely.  Not  its  unsuccessful 
L-aymen's  Conference,  but  its  wonderfully  successful  laymen's  work,  under 
the  guidance  of  its  indefatigable  Pastor.  Laymen-  I  say  it  boldly,  for  I  know 
that  I  am  right --1-Aymen,  except  in  a  few  remarkable  instances,  are  not 
competent  guides  in  spiritual  work.  If  they  were,  why  did  the  Lord  appoint 
a.  Ministry?  They  are  to  be  guided.  And  it  is  the  duty  of  their  Pastors  to 
guide  them.  And  it  is  a  special  duty  of  a  Pastor  to  ac<iuire  an  ability  to 
guide,  and  lead,  and  develop  all  the  Lay  force  of  his  parish.  It  is  just  as 
important  as  his  sermons.  The  living  parishes  are  those  where  the  pastors  are 
leaders  going  liefore;  and  the  I -ay  people  are  co-workers,  following  with — not 
after,  but  with  -the  Pastors.  Sandusky  has  settled  the  (]uestion  fortunately 
Uy  its  unsuccessful  Laymen's  (Conference.  Sandusky  has  taught  us,  by  its 
eminently  successful  parish  work  ;  its  strong  and  active  Mother  Church  ;  its 
Missions  on  the  North  side,  and  the  South  side,  and  the  West  side ;  its  extra 
labors  at  Port  (.'linton  and  Clyde  ;  its  eight  hundred  Sunday  scholars,  and  its 
ninety  teachers ;  and  its  ninety-eight  camlidates  confirmed — almost  one  hun- 
dred; ami  the  overflowing  of  charity  in  its  noble  Church  Hospital,  for  which 
there  was  not  room  enough  else.  Thfrc  is  Laymen's  work  and  I^y  women's 
work,  under  Pastors  who  do  not  spare  [themselves,  ami  who  lead — going 
before  the  flock.     That  is  the  practical  solution  of  the  problem. 

Cleveland.     St.  PauPs  Church.     This  Congregation  has  entered  on  the 
noblest  church   edifice  which  I  have  seen  west  of  the  great  cities  of  the 
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Atlantic  Iwinler.  Rare  good  management  of  property,  under  the  advice  of 
Pasti>rs,  who  were  as  wise  as  the  laymen  were  judicious,  inspired  by  the 
memory  of  one  (Brooks)  whose  name  hasl)ecomea  household  word  with  that 
appreciative  and  affectionate  })eople,  has  enabled  them  to  build  that  church. 
It  is  complete,  with  a  cha{>el,  rooms  for  lay  work  and  a  parsonage.  The 
Rev.  N.  S.  RuLisoN  had  entered  on  the  charge,  and  the  day  of  CoDsecration 
thus  became  the  happiest  of  their  eventful  history  as  a  Parish.

In  saddening  contrast  to  the  happiness 
f)f  Si.  Paul's,  the  building  which  St.  Peter's  occupied  fell  in,  and  is  destrojred. 
We  do  not  yet  know  what  will  l)e  the  immediate  fate  of  this  Parish,  on  which 
our  dear  friend  Dr.  Bom.ks  has  expended  so  much  faithful  labor,  and  so  many 
earnest  prayers. 

Wkli.incton.  a  Mission  at  Wellington,  of  a  very  promising  character, 
has  resulte<l  from  the  steady  six  months'  work  of  the  Cleveland  Convocation. 
Rev.  Mr.  Jrnn  assumeil  the  spiritual  oversight  of  the  movement ;  Rev.  Mr. 
I1a!.i,»  the  Secretary,  look  the  onerous  charge  of  arranging  for  and  maintain- 
ing the  Services.  The  Clergy  entered  heartily  on  their  terms  of  work.  And  a 
Mission  has  been  formeil  under  the  new  Canon,  representing  twenty-nine 
persons.  The  town  is  growing  ;  thecoimtry  well  to  do  ;  and  by  the  extinction 
of  old  paiishfs  at  Columbia,  I'enfield  and  (irafton.  Churchmen  enough  have 
gathered  rouuii  Wellington  to  insure  fmal  .success  to  our  efiort.     It  was  the

Coi.LcMjUK,  the  Clergy  of  both  the  Central  and  Cleveland  Convocations  met. 
The  presence  of  fifteen  Clergymen  with  the  Bishop  in  that  ancient  town,  all  <»f 
them  full  of  thought  and  prompt  to  express  it,  stirred  the  community.  We  at 
least,  the  Clergy  I  mean,  were  so  much  aroused  by  the  effort,  that  we  shall 
repeat  the  exj)eriment  in  other  places,  if  the  Lonl  will. 

Natolfon.  Our  Church  has  been  closed  in  Napoleon  for  years.  But 
meanwhile,  the  town  has  been  growing.  Where,  when  we  withdrew,  there 
were  only  two  Episcopal  families,  now  there  are  several,  and  a  dccide<l  desire 
is  evinced  for  the  re-establishment  of  our  services.  Neighboring  Clergymen 
have  it  in  charge  to  maintain  services  there  on  every  Tuesday  night  :  and  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Carstensen,  of  ("Jrace  Church,  Toledo,  has  consented  to  guide  the 
plan. 

Port  Ci.in'Ion.  Our  first  experiment  of  a  new  Itinerancy,  under  Rev.  Mr. 
KiMP,  was  made  at  Port  Cinton.  We  expect  tlhit  its  first  permanent  result 
will  be  iheir  purchase  of  a  Church,  and  their  settlement  in  it,  this  week.

His  son,  an  architect  of  merit,  gave  them  the  plan  of  a  suitable  church.  An 
honest  builder  undertook  the  work  without  entering  into  any  written  contract. 
The  ladies  were  not  to  be  outdone  in  fidelity.  When  the  building  was  ready 
they  paid  for  it.  And  in  the  presence  of  the  North  East  Convocation  I  conse- 
crated it  to  the  worship  of  Gcd.     If  a  right  man  should  accept  the  Mifsionary

charge,  we  shall  have  a  strong  Church  in  Jefferson.  For  it  is  a  county  town, 
full  of  thinking  people,  where  every  sort  of  heresy  ami  infidelity  has  had  full 
pUiy,  and  where  a  community  ^>earching  for  truth  arc  at  last  prepared  to  find 
It  in  Dur  Church. 

K  tN TUN.  Wonders  will  not  cease.  A  few  years  ago  there  was  no  Kpiscopal 
Church  at  Kenton,  except  one  faithful  man,  Judge  Hkn  ruN.  loiter,  one  or 
two  came  to  his  help.  Last  year  the' few  had  hired  a  hall,  and  were  satislie<l 
with  Services  once  a  week  on  Tuesdays,  and  Services  proniise<l  once  a  month 
on  Sunday,  which  failed  every  other  month.  But  there  was  unsus^K'cled  vitality 
in  the  little  hand.  It  kept  on  growing.  And  this  year,  without  waiting  to  be 
tncourajfefl,  they  purchased  a  lot,  whereon  was  an  old  log  house,  claplN>arde<l. 
It  wx*»  twenty-eight  feet  in  length,  in  two  rooms.  They  took  out  the  parti- 
tion, introfluceil  a  chancel,  and  besides  have  accommoJation  for  eighty  people. 
Beautifying  their  humble  surroundings  by  fervent  charity  and  honest  economy, 
fhey  worship  in  their  own  cheap  church  with  a  devotion  not  e\hauste<l  by 
exfienditures  beyond  their  means.     I  commend  them  heartily. 

tj.xiJoN.  The  last  visitation  of  the  year  was  made  to  (ialion,  where  I 
>pent  last  Sunday.  For  the  present  this  Church  is  satisfactorily  served  by  one 
of  our  theological  students,  any  necessary  clerical  services  l)eing  supplied  by 
the  Kev.  Mr.  ^JLIJ.VN,  their  neighbor  at  Maritm.  Kvidences  of  spiritual 
pro9|>erity  cheered  me.  Kvidences  of  the  growing  influence  of  our  Church  upon 
the  communiiy  refreshetl  me.  And  the  pleasure  of  worshiping  in  a  church  so 
complete  and  elegant,  where  both  res|K>nscs  and  mu.sic  were  so  hearty  and 
joyoUj»,  was  a  perfect  delight.  1  speak  adviseilly.  Tliey  have  worked  out 
one  of  Lloyd's  plans,  at  a  cost  t»f  $2,300,  and  furnishe<l  it  with  finely  carveil 
!)lack  walnut,  car|>eting  the  whole  church,  putting  in  stained  glass  windows, 
anil  making  it  the  most  re(iiie<l  and  elegant  little  church  in  Ohio.  It  >cats  350 
pe4>ple.  I  advise  our  feebler  parishes,  who  may  l>e  alnnit  to  build,  to  send 
committees  to  visit  this  church  at  Galion.      My  words  will  l>e  verifieil.

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DKKKSAN    MISSIONS. 

The  working  of  our  new  Canon  on  Diocesan  Missiions  has  afforded  great 
satisfaction.  Although  comparatively  a  new  system,  it  has  moved  on  from  the 
beginning  without  a  jar,  ami  with  fair  success. 

I  refer  you  to  the  Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Committee  for 
detailed  information  as  to  the  operations  of  the  year. 

DtAK    MUTES. 

I  have  entered  cordially  into  the  plans  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  (iALLAUDbT  of 
New  York  for  the  religious  care  of  Deaf  Mutes.  We  were  long  associated 
in  the  Asylum  for  Deaf  Mules  in  that  city;  he  as  an  aMe  Instructor,  and  1  as 
one  of  the  Trusitjes.  I  know  his  wisdom  and  zeal  :  and  thoroughly  appn>ve 
Ins  plans,  by  which  a  large  number  of  these  unfortunate  children  of  silence  m 
various  parts  of  our  country  arc  brought  under  the  l)enign  influence  of  our 
Church.  Our  liturgical  service  an«I  Hook  of  Common  Prayer  afford  sf^ecial 
facility  for  their  worship  of  God  :  and  whilst  these  give  us  a  peculiar  hold  on 
their  aHections,  they  lay  a  six^cial  responsibility  on  us  for  the  religious  culture 
of  this  class.  Acconlingly  1  ordained  ArsTiN  W.  .Mann,  a  Deaf  Mute,  to 
the  Holy  Order  of  Deacims,  restricting  him  to  thisol^ce:  ami  have  placed  him 
under  the  general  guidance  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gallal'DK  i ,  with  whom  he  has 
l)een  long  associated,  and  under  the  ailvice  of  the  Secretary  of  our  Diocesan 
Missions,  lie  has  entered  on  the  duties  of  the  Diaconate  with  great  /.eal. 
Our  Missionary  Committee  have  adopted  him  as  a  Mis:»ionary ;  bearing 
part  of  his  salary  and  expenses  in  his  extended  sphere  of  labor,  which 
includes  several  dioceses.  lie  is  laboring  in  each  by  permission  of  the 
Diocesan  thereof. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  reconling  that  special  facilities  are  affonled  to  him 
by  the  railroad  authorities  in  the  districts  which  he  serves.  Indeeil,  were  it 
not  for  their  thoughtful  generosity,  it  would  hanlly  be  possible  for  him  to 
pursue  this  labor  of  love. 

1  invite  your  co-operation  in  this  very  peculiar  mission  :  and  as  prece<lent 
thereto,  I  invite  your  special  attention  to  the  admirable  report  which  he  has 
rendered,  and  which  will  be  published  in  full  among  the  (Clerical  Reports. 

IIIK   CON  VOCATIONAL   SYSTEM. 

I  have  had  intense  comfort  and  delight  in  the  meetings  of  Convocations 
during  the  year.  Twelve  meetings  have  been  held  since  the  last  Convention. 
From  one  of  them  I  was  detained  by  illness. 

Kach  of  the  four  Convocations  has  met  within  the  l>ounds  of  its  district: 
once  during  the  autumn,  the  winter,  and  since  Lent.  These  meetings  have 
l>een  note<l:  first,  by  the  fmnctual  atteiulance  of  parochial  clergy. 

Of  the  Cleveland  Convocation,  only  two  of  the  parochial  Clergy  have 
been  absent  from  all  the  meetings. 
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Of  the  Central  Convocation,  only  one  has  been  absent  from  all  the 
iiieeting«k 

Of  the  Northwest  Convocation,  only  two  have  l>cen  absent,  one  l>eing 
abroad. 

Of  the  Northeast  Convocation,  no  one  has  been  absent  from  all  the  meet- 
ings. 

I  doubt  whether  a  more  encouraging  record  of  attendance  on  Convocations, 
by  Clergy  actively  engaged  in  parish  lalwr,  has  ever  been  given.  In  no 
instance,  even  in  the  smallest  Convocation,  has  the  attendance  of  Clergy  been 
lc!»  than  six  besides  the  Bishop.  (Generally  it  has  numbered  ten;  in  une 
instance  thirteen,  and  in  another  fifteen.  The  influence  of  the  coming  together 
of  such  bodies  of  the  Clergy,  moved  by  the  sole  purpose  of  furthering  the 
spiritual  interests  of  the  people,  can  hardly  t>e  measured  by  won.ls.  Hoth 
Clergy  and  people  of  the  parishes  so  visited,  have  felt  the  imprcssiim  of  this 
sacned  sympathy,  and  have  assured  me,  in  warmest  term^,  of  their  gratitude 
and  gratification. 

This  influence  would  have  been  greatly  increased  had  Laymen  representing 
the  Convocations  more  generally  responded  to  our  earnest  invitations,  and 
helped  us  by  their  presence  and  counsel. 

Of  the  Cleveland  Convocation,  seven  laymen  has  been  the  largest  official 
attendance,  and  that  was  in  the  City  of  Cleveland,  which  re«|uired  little 
isacrilice.  At  parishe!»  outside  of  the  city,  three  laymen  only,  out  of  the 
hnndreds  of  our  Cleveland  communicants,  helped  us  by  their  presence  and 
counsel,  and  word  of  exhortation. 

At  the  meetings  of  the  Central  Ccmvocation,  the  oflicial  attendance  uf  1  fly- 
men has  been  about  the  same,  averaging  eight,  but  most  of  them  belonging 
to  the  parish  visited. 

At  the  meetings  of  the  Northeast  Convocation,  the  Lay  aflcndancc  has 
avrrageii  two. 

.\t  the  meetings  of  the  Northwest  Convocation,  the  official  attcni lance  of 
the  I^ity  has  been  even  le.ss. 

I  give  these  figures  for  two  pur^K)se>.  First,  to  set  «it  rest  the  erroneous 
idea  that  the  I^ity  of  our  Church  have  been  only  waiting  for  opportunities  of 
exerting  their  influence  publicly,  and  that  they  arc  motionless  under  a  sort  of 
ecclesiastical  repression,  of  which  we  have  heard  a  great  deal  in  Ohio  during 
this  last  year.  Second,  to  impress  up<m  our  l>eIoved  Hrethren  of  the  l^iity 
the  fact  that  a  wide  door  is  open  to  them,  and  to  l>esecch  them  to  occupy  with 
us  all  the  op|K)rtunitics  of  usefulness  affordetl  by  these  Convocation^.  \\y  the 
i|uiet  influence  of  their  presence;  by  the  potent  influence  of  their  counsel  on 
i|uvstions  of  religious  and  practical  moment  as  they  occur;  by  the  outspeaking 
influence  of  their  exhortations,  they  can  give  to  the^e  meetings  a  new  weight 
and  (xiwer.     Will  they  not  help  us? 
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Con  vocal  ional  ineclint;^  have  been  held  at 

Cleveland,  Medina,  Warren, 

P^lyria,  Tole«lo,  Youngstown, 

Obcrlin,  Norwalk,  Ashtabula, 

Wooster,  Nfonroeville,  East  Plymouth, 

Canton,  Milan,  Jcflerson. 

At  all  of  these  meetings,  except  at  Cleveland  and  Tole^lo,  lar^c  conf«regii- 
tions  have  attended.  At  all  of  them  the  attendance  and  prayers  of  the  earnest 
women  of  our  Church  have  l>een  a  chief  and  helpful  feature. 

The  second  notable  feature  of  these  Convocations  has  been  an  intellectual 
stirring,  and  deep  spiritual  movements  of  thought  in  the  speakers,  and  an 
earnest  missionary  fervor  which  both  Clergy  and  I^ity  have  exhibited.  Nni 
of  us  who  were  present  at  Canton  will  forget  the  warm  expostulations  on  th^ 
subject  of  missions  which  fell  from  the  lips  of  Mr.  Kknt  Jarvis.  It  was  hi^ 
last  speech  in  public.  In  five  days  afterwanls  his  work  was  done.  But  Ike 
could  not  have  l)een  more  earnest  had  he  realized  that  it  was  his  last  oppor> 
tunity. 

The  third  notable  feature  has  been  a  gradual  disappearance  of  supposed 
discrepancies  of  views,  and  a  perceptible  approaching  of  religious  sympathies 
as  the  result  of  l)etter  acquaintance,  of  comparison  of  ideas  and  methods,  and 
of  sharing  the  amenities  of  Christian  fellowship.  It  is  not  an  unexpected 
result ;  but  it  is  none  the  less  gratifying.  And,  so  far  as  I  know,  there  are  not 
now  any  such  differences  among  us  in  the  Diocese,  as  would  lead  touncharita> 
ble  critici>ms  of  any  one's  rightful  liberty  of  doctrinal  opinion  or  practice. 
Men  differ,  and,  I  suppose,  always  will.  But  a  blessed  point  in  Christian 
fellowship  ib  attained  when  the  conscientiousness  of  divergencies  is  respected  ; 
when  Brethren  in  Christ  consent  to  work  in  peace  whilst  pursuing  different 
methods  sidc<4)y  side,  and  when,  all  the  while,  mutual  love  and  admiration 
grow  by  recognition  of  the  blessing  which  God  l»estows  on  each.  Tliank 
(rtxl  !  We  have  reached  that  point.  The  Holy  Crhost  has  been  moving 
among  us  as  the  Spirit  which  **  niaketh  men  to  l>e  of  one  mind  in  an  house  ;*' 
and  perhaps  I  am  not  too  sanguine  in  affirming  that  it  may  rightfully  he  5;aid 
of  us,  **  See  how  these  Christians  love  one  another."  At  least  I  know  that 
t<»  attain  this  result  has  been  the  object  of  my  daily  prayers,  atid  of  my 
steadily  directetl  efforts.  So  far  as  it  has  been  reache«l,  it  is  due  to  the  gracious 
influences  of  the  love  of  Go«l  the  Holy  Ghost.  I.et  us  still  agree  to  "study 
the  things  which  make  for  |)eace,  and  things  whereby  one  may  edify 
another."  My  own  heart  has  Ixien  made  very  light.  It  has  been  the  happiest 
year  of  my  Kpiscopate,  and  I  trust  I  am  not  alone  in  the  deep  feeling  which 
it  engenders. 

MISSIONARY    CATIIKDRAI.    SYSTKM. 

Singularly  enough,  considering  the  prejudices  which,  in  common  with  many 
nf  my  brethren,  I  have  entertained  tnward>  the  mo<lem  (.'athedral  system,  I 
find  that  we  have  l)een  unconsciously  drifting  into,  and  actually  working  upon. 
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the  ancient  and  true  Cathedral  Missionary  system.  I  commend  to  your  atten- 
tion a  late  pamphlet  by  the  Reverend  Francis  (jIranckr,  M.  A.,  from  which 
I  have  gleaned  several  important  suggestions. 

Many  persons  have  looke<l  upon  a  Cathe<lra1  as  only  a  comfortable  chair  for 
a  Bishop  to  rest  in,  with  a  roof  over  it,  and  a  Temple,  where,  amongst  singing 
nMn  awl  l»oys.  ami  the  grand  sweep  of  ecclesiastical  music  and  ceremony,  he 
Buy  sit  as  the  central  figure  of  a  ix)miK>us  worship. 

bishop  Armitauk  thoroughly  broke  in  u|K)n  this  idea.  I  lis  ix>licy  returned 
to  the  ancient  missionary  system.  And  since  his  hrst  attempt  to  realize  a  true 
(^^thedial,  this  noble  idea  has  l)een  continually  receiving  helpful  suggestions 
'nn  practical  thinkers,  and  intensely  practical  Hishops,  by  whom  our  Church 
isUet^ed. 

A  roof,  and  a  church,  and  a  chair,  {Cathedra)  are  desirable— no  doubt  are 
OKBtial  to  a  realization  of  the  full  idea  ;  but  the  system,  so  far  as  missionary 
«wk  is  concerned,  can  have  a  being  without  either.  And  if  the  seat  is  to 
^ttomc  only  a  Sec  place  (an  outlook)  for  a  luxurious  Hishop,  the  system  will 
I*  bdler  without  it.  Certainly  we  have  actually  entered  on  the  real  system, 
IS  I  understand  it,  and  without  those  addenda. 

The  true  idea  is,  that  there  shall  be  a  central  positicm  for  the  Bishop  of  a 

Wwse,  himself  a  Missionary  :  where  he  is  surrounded  by  the  chief  promoters 

arfflipporters  of  missions  in  his  Diocese  ;  where  he  takes  counsel  with  them  ; 

whence,  with  their  advice,  he  sends  Missionaries  out  to  neetly  points ;  from 

wWch,  as  occasion  requires,  portions,  or  the  whole  College  of  Clergy,  go  out, 

with  the  Bishop,  to  revive  the  spiritual  life  in  Parishes,  or  quicken  it,  or  to 

imognnite  new  missions.     Associate   Ixxlies  of  the   Clergy,   having  similar 

fiUGtions,  assemble  at  the  Bishop's  call  in  adjoining  districts  of  the  Diocese  ; 

in  the  Bishop's   absence  watching  over   the  mission  work   in   their  several 

districts ;  and  at  times  going  out  with  him  for  missionary  oversight  and  revival. 

These  several  associate  bodies  have  representation  at  the  central  council :  and 

the  working  officers  of  each  are  the  Bishop's  hands.     Thus  all  are  bound  in  one. 

Here  you  perceive.    First,  the  ('ollege  of  Clergy  surrounding  the  Bishop  at 

CJe\*eland,  whose  churches  are  the  mainstay  and  supporters  of  Missions,  and 

who  have  gone  out  with  me  gladly,  and  mo^l  efruienlly,  in  this  year's  work. 

Next,  the  three  adjoining  Convocations,  which  have  served  the  same  good 

purpose,  and  have  done  a  like  gootl  work,  in  all  the  remainder  of  the  Diocese. 

Next,  you  observe,  is  the  Missionary  Council  sitting  at  Cleveland,  formed  by 

representatives  of  all  the  Convocations,  together  with   representatives  of  the 

Diocesan  body. 

Next,  are  the  executive  officers  of  each  :  efficient  men,  Secretaries  and 
Treasurers,  to  whom  I  here  give  the  meed  of  thanks  and  approbation  which 
is  due  lor  the  good  working  of  the  system  during  the  last  year. 

First,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  the  Reverend  J.  \V. 
Brown. 
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Second,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Cleveland  Convocation,  the  Reverend 
I'RANK  M.  IIai.l,  who  has  **hel|^>ed  me  much  in  the  Loni." 

Third,  to  tlie  Secretaries  of  the  three  Convocations  :  the  Reverend  R.  B. 
Halcom.  the  Reverend  \V.  \\.  Frknch,  and  the  Reverend  A.  J.  Warnkr. 

Next  to  the  Treasurers,  Mr.  S.  L.  Matiikr,  of  the  Missionary  Committee, 
and  Messrs.  Tiikodork  Simmons,  A.  II.  Moss,  Anthony  \Vri(;iit  and 
JOHN  Thomas,  Treasurers  of  Convocations. 

Secretaries  of  Convocations:  In  other  countries  they  call  them  Deans  w 
Rural  Deans;  hut  a  rose  hy  any  other  name  may  discharge  its  fragrant,  duty 
(|uite  as  well,  and  our  Missionary  Cathedral  will  work  as  well  under  Secre- 
taries as  under  Deans.  So  that  we  have  realized  the  whole  substantive 
organization  of  a  Cathedral,  so  far  as  concerns  the  Missions  of  the  Diocese, 
neetling  only  some  minor  additions  to  the  working  force  ;  some  persons  whom 
you  may  call  Canons  and  Minor  Canons,  if  you  think  l)est,  but  who  wcnild 
not  work  less  effectively  if  we  name<l  them  Assistant  Ministers  and  Deacons. 
And  the  interesting  feature  is  this,  that  all  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  and  all  the 
parishes,  in  their  measure,  are  comi>onent  parts  of  this  Cathedral  system.  I 
should  certainly  be  glad  to  see,  adde<l  to  it,  a  Central  Home  in  Cleveland  for 
the  working  Missionary  Clergy,  and  a  Home  for  the  Hishop,  and  a  Mouse  of 
(lOil  where  he  might  gather  the  people  for  worshi])  and  to  hear  the  Cvospel — 
all  these  so  endowed,  or  provide<l  for,  that  those  who  come  to  share  the  benefit 
shoulil  l>e  under  no  obligation  to  contribute  to  support  these  Houses.  And  I 
should  l>e  glad  to  see  the  reality  of  a  House  of  Hospitality  connecteil  with 
this  Cathedral,  such  as  has  already  been  alluded  to,  where  all  the  poor  and 
afflicted  of  Christ  should  have  a  right  to  fmd  the  sweet  mercies  of  the  Church's 
fellowship:  such  an  institution  to  l>e  under  the  general  oversight  of  the  Bishop, 
and  under  the  particular  management  of  the  executive  officers  referred  to— 
the  Secretary  of  the  Central  College  of  Clergy,  and  the  Treasurers  appointed. 

The  (.Charitable  Houses  would  almost  necessarily  call  for  the  organization  of 
lirotherhoods  and  Sisterhoods.  It  has  now  l)een  sufficiently  proved,  that  both 
these  organizations  may  exist  in  complete  efficiency  without  a  requirement  of 
vows,  and  not  liable  to  any  of  the  evils  incident  to  the  monastic  and  conven- 
tual systems. 

IJut  until  these  addenda  of  Houses  and  Officers,  and  a  working  force  of  Lay 
l>coplc  shall  be  given,  we  may  rejoice  in  our  unconscious  attainment  of  so  good 
a  «legree  of  the  time-worn  and  time-tcste<l  Cathetlral  system  of  Missions.  We 
accept  our  cx|)erience  of  its  l>eneficent  results,  and  are  grateful  for  the 
ciViciency  with  which  it  has  already  l)egun  to  Ik;  worked. 

COMMITTKK   ON    CANONS. 

AH  the  topics  suggested  for  your  legislaticm  by  my  last  address  were  referred 
tt)  the  Committee  on  Canons,  which  will  report  to  this  Convention. 

The  >ubstancc  of  their  intcndtil  rep«»rt  has  already,  veiy  wisely,  been  pob- 
lishcil,  in  order  to  facilitate  your  action  upon  it.     I  commend  the  patient  labor 
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especially  of  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  ami  the  delil)eration  which  the 
whole  Committee  has  expemleil  on  the  subject. 

1'articularly  to  l>e  noticetl,  and  I  trust  adopteil,  is  the  systematic  re-arrange- 
ment of  the  Canons,  which  we  owe  to  the  Chairman.  It  is  a(hiiirably  dune. 
The  consecutivencss  of  the  new  arrangement  is  i^eculiarly  logical. 

This  Committee  has  l)ccn  obligeil  to  encounter  expenses,  for  which  no  prior 
ap|>n)priation  had  Iteen  made.  It  will  \yt  incuml>ent  on  the  Convention  to 
discharge  this  obligation. 

COMMnTER   ON    LAW   OF    TRUSTEKS. 

The  Committee  charged  with  obtaining  such  Stale  legislation  as  would  be 
nece>saiy  to  enable  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  discharge  their  duty,  has 
rflWcted  a  desirable  amendment. 

1  trasi  that  no  impeiliment  will  now  arise  to  the  immediate  entrance  of  the 
Trustees  on  their  important  functions. 

THE   LITANY. 

Immediately  previous  to  Ash-\Vednes<lay  of  this  year,  1  addressed  the 
CletiQrand  Lay  meml>ers  of  our  Parishes  on  the  metho<l  of  saying  the  Litany. 
It  WM  not  a  Pastoral  letter,  nor  intendeil  to  have  any  such  weight.  The 
UDUsual  informality  of  employing  a  postal  card  was  adopted  purposely,  in 
order  to  convey  the  idea  of  a  mere  recommendaticm. 
The  recommendation  has  been  generally  adopted. 

It  is  certainly  de.sirable  that  our  mode  of  saying  the  Litany  should  be  uni- 
fonn.  llesiring  to  effect  this  goo<l  end,  I  was  prompted  to  issue  the  card  : 
for  1  had  learned  that  the  custom  recommendetl  was  gradually  creeping  in. 
unauthorixed,  and  was  likely  to  produce  a  serious  divergence  in  our  habit  as  to 
ibLs  most  solemn  supplication. 
The  recommendation  was  as  follows  : 

•*  Let  those  portions  of  the  Litany  which  are  repetitions  of  the  same  words 
in  consecutive  sentences  l)e  said  by  the  Minister  and  the  |>eople  together.  We 
follow  this  rule  in  the  shorter  Litany— in  the  sentences,  **  O  Christ,  hear  us," 
etc.  Analogy,  propriety  and  economy  of  lime  suggest  that  we  should  a<lopl 
lh«  >ame  rule  throughout.  1  refer  especially  to  the  four  sentences  of  Invoca- 
tion at  the  opening  Litany,  and  to  the  sentence,  **.Son  of  (IckI,  we  beseech 
Thee  to  hear  us."  It  is  recommended  that  these  live  sentences  l>e  said  by  the 
Minittei  and  the  jieople  simultaneously." 

SEMI-CKNTKNNIAL   OF    KENYAN   (.'OLLECE. 

It  is  hoix!<l  that  the  memlxirs  of  the  Convention  will  accept  the  op|>ortunity 
to  attend  the  Semi-Centennial  Commencement  of  Kcnyon  (.College,  which  will 
Like  place  at  Gambier  on  Thursday,  June  28th.  Circumstances  have  called 
.special  attention  to  the  College  during  this  last  ytar,  as  an  institution  where  men 
may  be  well  fitted  for  positions  of  highest  influence.    Although  the  institutions 
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at  Ciambier  arc  no  longer  exclusively  under  Diocesan  control,  it  is  hopeil  that 
the  niemliers  of  our  Church,  and  the  Convention  representing  them,  will  feel 
none  the  less  their  responsibility  and  privilege  1o  foster  and  sustain  these 
valuable  schools.  I  mention,  with  no  little  satisfaction,  that  the  Trustees, 
during  the  last  year,  have  accomplished  a  purpose  cherished  ever  since  the 
death  of  President  Andrkws.  They  have  placed  all  the  institutions  under 
the  actual  management  of  one  com|K'tent  Clergyman:  having  electetl  the  Rev. 
William  U.  Hodink  President  of  Kenyon  College,  and  l>canof  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

1  also  present  to  the  Convention,  and  desire  to  place  on  its  reconl,  a  report 
of  the  Hnanccs  of  the  institution  made  to  the  Trustees.  It  was  not  intended 
for  publicity,  but  has  l)ecome  public.  It  is  a  very  gratifying  report.  It 
exhibits  the  wise  care  of  the  Trustees,  part  of  whom  are  appointees  of  the 
Convention.  It  shows  a  gradual  increase  of  investe<l  funds;  and  altogether, 
it  warrants  the  confidence  which  has  l»een  placed  in  the  management  of  the 
Cambier  institutions.  1  trust  that  the  members  of  our  Church,  and  all  friendii 
of  high  education  in  the  Central  States,  will  without  delay  furnish  to  these 
institutions  everything  needetl  for  their  complete  efficiency. 

DIOCESAN    HISTORY. 

It  was  deemed  important  to  take  advantage  of  the  Centennial  Aunivetiiary 
of  our  country's  life,  in  order  to  secure  materials  for  the  Mistory  of  our  own  Dio- 
cese.  Accordingly,  on  last  Thanksgiving  Day,  in  compliance  with  my  request, 
a  number  of  the  Clergy  delivered  Parochial  H  istorical  1  )iscourses.  Copies  have 
been  sent  to  the  Registrar,  ami  they  are  to  l)e  lx>und  in  volumes  and  placed  in 
our  Theological  Seminary  Library.  A  list  of  the  Discourses  thus  far  received 
is  here  given.  I  hesitate  to  bind  these  until  assured  that  all  have  been 
received  which  have  been  or  will  be  prepared.  I  shall,  therefore,  wait  until 
the  4th  of  July  of  this  present  year,  to  learn  whether  other  Discourses  will 
be  furnished,  after  which  date  we  shall  feel  at  liberty  to  proceed  with  the 
binding.

The  la.st  year's  experience  has  confirmecl  my  opinion  that  a  permanent 
provision  for  the  support  of  the  Rpiscopate  is  an  immediate  neces.sity. 

Under  the  present  system  many  parishes  have  feU  burdened.  Hut  the 
mnment  the  Kpiscopacy  begins  to  be  regardetl  as  burdensome,  it  begins  to  lose 
if.5  influence  and  moral  power;  and,  as  in  a  {>ure  state  of  the  Church,  the  tnie 
power  of  the  Epi.scopal  office  is  derived  from  its  hold  on  the  moral  sense  and 
affections  of  the  people,  its  greatest  .strength  is  thus  ri.sked.  It  will  not  l)e 
safe  to  place  sole  reliance  on  the  affectionate  regard  of  the  people  for  the 
person  of  the  Bishop. 

I  have  experienced  marked  evidences  of  personal  attachment,  for  which  I 
am  very  grateful  to  the  All  Good  Disposer  of  hearts;  so  that  the  remarks 
which  follow  must  be  understo<Kl  as  based  on  general  {)rinciples,  and  not  on 
anything  in  my  personal  experience. 

THK  Kri.s<:orAL  n)EA. 

The  Bishop  is  an  officer  of  the  Church,  and  is  to  be  so  regarded  and  sus- 
tained, irreNjiective  of  personal  (jualities.  l.'nle.ss  his  support  results  from 
obedience  to  principle,  it  will  be  variable  and  subject  to  caprice.  If  a  Bishop's 
popularity  is  an  element  in  the  deci.sion  as  to  hi.^  .suj)i;)orl,  cither  |iecuniary  or 
moral,  his  indef>cnilence  as  an  executive  officer  i.-^  liable  to  be  sacrificed.  The 
Bi.-«hop  is  the  Kxecutive  of  the  Church.  Under  our  sy.stem,  he  is  the  .si>le 
Kxtfcuttve  :  .ind  he  combines  in  his  {.)t:ison  both  the  chief  administrative  and 
judicial  functions  of  a  Diocese  :  he  is  }>oth  a  judge  and  an  administrator  of 
law.  His  functions  cover  relations  to  l.X)th  Clergy  an<l  Laity,  to  the  Tarishcs 
to  Mis.si(ms,  to  the  conduct  of  the  Clergy,  to  the  official  acts  of  Wanlens,  in 
>ome  ca-ses  of  Vestries,  ami,  in  cases  of  appeal,  to  the  ciuuluct  of  individual 
Communicants. 

The  iiuestion  as  to  the  source  of  this  weighty  executive  authority  is  therefore 
important,  as  it  bears  upon  the  reverent  acceptance  i>f  it  by  the  i)ei)j>Ie.  The 
acknowledgment  uf  thui  authority  is  of  the  essence  of  the   Kpiscopal  i<lea. 
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No  one  who  disregards  it  is  an  Episcopalian,  however  truly  in  other  respects 
he  may  be  accounted  a  incml)er  of  that  ecclesiastical  b«xly.  For  the  distinction 
between  the  Episcopal  Church  and  others  lies  precisely  in  this,  that  the  execu- 
tive and  judicial  functions,  which  in  other  Churches  reside  in  a  Presbytery,  or 
in  a  Congrejjation,  in  the  Episco|>al  Church  reside  in  the  Bishop. 

This  principle  is  the  liasis  of  our  organization  and  of  all  canonical  regula- 
tions, and  is  necessarily  professed  by  all  who  unite  with  our  Church. 

If  the  Episcopate  lie  regarded  merely  as  a  voluntary  arrangement  by  a  body 
of  Christian  people,  uniting  themselves  together  as  a  (Church,  the  authority 
derived  therefrom  should  lie  sufticient  for  all  practical  purposes  of  the  admin- 
i>trati(m  by  Bishops.  But  if,  to  the  force  of  this  voluntaiy  arrangement,  be 
ad<led  the  idea  that  the  Church  has  so  existed  from  Apostolic  days,  amid.<«t  all 
convulsions  of  the  ages,  retaining  this  Episcopal  form,  the  impri.v>iun  of  the 
reverence  due  to  it  can  hanlly  fail  of  lieing  dee|^netl. 

Amongst  all  rcvolutiims  of  secular  government,  the  Church  of  Christ  has 
maintained  itself  under  the  Episco}xil  form,  using  all  governments  alike;  and, 
whilst  conforming  to,  and  conceding  to  all  sorts  of  secular  authority,  has  not 
lo.^t  a  jot  of  its  spiritual  autcxTacy.  It  has  retaineil  its  Episcof>al  regimen  as 
well  l)eneath  the  iron  rule  of  the  Empire,  as  Ix-nealh  the  cruel  dominion  of 
Mohammedanism,  or  umler  the  brutal  ignorance  of  Itarlnrian  chiefs.  It  retained 
Episcopacy  even  through  the  dark  ages,  under  the  crushing  weight  of  the 
Papacy.  It  never  lost  its  Bishop.s,  although  a  Vice-(.Jo<l — Anti-i'hrist — strove 
continually  to  annul  their  distinctive  office,  and  did  destroy  their  indefxendence. 
It  maintained  Episcopacy  whilst  the  Reformat  ion  was  securing  unlrammeled 
lil>erty  to  religious  thought,  and  even  when  nations  l>egan  to  govern  themselves 
in  secular  aflfairs  by  |>ower  derived  directly  from  the  i>eople.  So  that  Episco- 
pacy stands  forth  l»efore  the  worl^,  to-day,  the  only  form  of  authority  which 
has  survive<l  the  wrecks  of  all  other  governments,  without  change  and  without 
a  fracture.  Its  record  of  cc^ntinuity  is  traceil  through  every  age  up  to  the 
times  of  the  Apostles. 

The  force  of  this  historical  argument  shouhl  contribute  adflitional  weight  to 
the  inlluence  of  Episcopal  government,  even  in  the  opinion  of  those  who  liase 
Its  authority  simply  u|)on  the  choice  of  the  |>eople  ;  and  it  elevates  the  office 
of  a  Bishop  alMive  that  of  offices  which  popular  will  can  make  and  unmake 
at  pleasure.  The  argument  from  historical  precetlent  and  consent  elevates 
I'.piscopacy  to  a  religious  idea,  in  the  opini<m  of  those  who  esteem  unbroken 
practice  of  the  C-hurch  as  a  law. 

Hut  there  is  a  class  of  minds  anumg  us  capable  of  realizing  a  diviner 
thought :  and  their  prejudices,  or,  if  you  will,  their  subtler  sentiment,  or  (if  you 
will  not  object)  their  jieculiar  reading  of  Scripture,  should  not  lie  altogether 
tlisregarded.  They  see  the  linger  of  ( io<l  in  this  remarkable  historical  fact. 
What  A])ostles  institute<l  when  acting  under  the  acknowle<lged  guidance  of  the 
Holy  (ihost,  they  consider  to  be  divinely  ordained  ;  and  an  institution  which 
comes  to  them  through  every  age  of  history  iiarallel  with  the  two  Sacraments, 
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and  equally  with  them  the  usage  of  Apostles,  they  conclude  to  have  l^ecn  ins(i~ 
tuieii  by  Christ. 

Conacr|uently,  in  addition  to  the  idea  ihat  Kpiscopacy  is  a  form  of  human 
gOTemment  arranged  by  the  choice  of  the  Christian  people,  and  in  addition  to 
the  Mea  that  its  existence  is  to  be  traceti  through  cvciy  aj;e  of  the  Cliri>tian 
Church  back  to  the  usages  of  Apostles,  these  persons  hold  that  Kpiscopal 
regimen  is  divinely  ordered  for  the  Church,  and  that  Bishops  hold  their 
paternal  authority  in  the  Christian  l)rotherhood  by  Divine  light. 

It  is  indisputable  that  reverence  for  the  ofhce  will  increase  in  pro|)ortion  as 

a  Christian  people  grow  up  to  the  admission  of  the  successive  steps  of  this 

consecutive  argument.     Yet  the  Christian  who  may  chotwe  to  stop  at  either 

step  of  it,  should  so  far  reverence  the  otTice,  as  conscientiously  to  maintain  it. 

But,  as  the  world  is,  the  moment  such  an  office  is  found  to  l)e  a  i)ecuniary 

burden  to  any  one,  in  that  moment  its  claims  to  respect  and  ol>edience  l)egin  to 

be  questioned.     As  a  Church  we  should  endeavor  to  prevent  that  result.     The 

iystem  of  annual    taxation  of   parishes,    however  skillfully  guarded,  tends 

directly  to  promote  that  evil  result.     Kvery  year  some  parish  judges  itself 

hardly  dealt  with,  because  its  peculiar  circumstances  are  not  regarded.     The 

fceUer  parishes  of  a  Diocese  are  especially  burdened,  because  the  sup|>ort  of 

the  regular  services  of  religion  strain  their  ability.     Vet  I  may  be  permitted  to 

■ote  my  observation,  that  this  class  of  parishes  are  more  prompt  than  any  other 

in  discharging  their  obligations,  taking  honest  pride  in  self-sacrifices  for  the  sake 

of  principle.     But  nevertheless  the  strain  upon  the  principle  is  felt.     And 

tp*wpacy  docs  not  grow  readily  in  communities  where  every  dollar's  expense 

wst  necessarily  be  counted. 

Further  than  this,  it  is  obviously  of  prime  importance,  that  an  olficcr, 
boMing  such  delicate,  and  difficult,  and  intricate  relations,  should  be  inde- 
pfinlnii  of  biases  arising  from  pecuniary  obligation.  Absorbed  in  his 
"tol  character,  it  should  l)e  rendered  impossible,  that  he  could  be  reminded, 
*^i  in  dealing  with  a  Rector  who  has  influence,  he  may  be  periling  his  own 
Mppwt ;  or  that  in  reproving  a  Vestry  for  error,  he  may  cut  off  their  volun- 
^  contribution  to  his  salary.  A'bsolute  impartiality,  and  absolute  inditVcr- 
•ncCi  arc  necessary  to  the  perfection  of  his  administration.  I  doubt  if  any 
conceivable  system  of  arranging  annual  oflTerings  can  accomplish  such  a  sufficient 
inriependence  of  the  Episcopate ;  or  can  so  free  a  Pari>h  from  personal  biases 
fhat  they  will  act  wholly  on  the  principle  of  reverence  for  the  office. 

METHOD   OF    RAISING    A    Fl'ND. 

In  past  ages,  these  funds  have  lieen  largely  provided  by  those  who  held  the 

Kpisco^^  ofTfice  in  special  esteem.     And  I  suppose  it  will  be  so  in  the  future. 

Those  will  contribute   most  generously  to  the  Kj)iscopal  fuinl,  who  have  the 

<lce|ieit  sense  of  its  historical  or  actual  value.     Hui  there  arc  other  methcMis 

of  gathering  such  a  fund  which  may  bear  e(|ually,  or  at  least  pro{)ortionately, 

on  every  Parish  and  on  every  conscientious  individual.     The  Committee  which 
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you  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  have  had  this  subject  under  advisement, 
and  will  reix>rt. 

ANNCAL   SKRMONS    AND   OFFKRIN(;s. 

I  recommend  to  the  ("onventiou  that  it  shall  urge  upon  its  Clergy  to  preach 
once  in  each  year,  on  the  subject  of  the  Episcopal  form  of  government,  and 
on  its  relation  to  the  good  order  and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  Church  ;  showing  its 
claim  upon  the  respect  and  attachment  of  Christian  people  :  and,  on  that 
occasion  making  an  offertory  for  an  Episcopal  fund.  I  recommend  that  the 
sums  so  gathereil  be  invested  and  accumulate,  as  a  sacred  de|)asit,  not  to  be 
touche<l  for  any  purpose  until  an  amount  of  princifial  shall  have  lieen  reached 
previously  Kxetl  by  the  Convention.  The  accumulation  would  ere  long  become 
a  Fund  :  whilst  the  instniction  so  given  would  l)e  an  essential  factor  in  the 
growth,  stability  and  re).HUation  of  our  Church.  Certainly  once  a  year  will  be 
a  sufficiently  nKNlcrale  inculcati(m  of  a  rloctrinc  which'  lies  as  closely  as  docs 
Protestantism  to  the  foundation  of  our  policy.  I  think  once  a  year  would  be 
often  enough  for  this  distinct  instruction. 

Our  own  people  need  it.  It  is  time,  too,  that  the  communities  amidst  which 
we  are  living  should  be  able  to  apprehend  the  reasons  for  our  distinct  existence 
as  a  Church.  It  will  gratify  them  to  know  that  we  arc  a  C'hurch,  not  simply 
because  we  choose  to  Ix!,  but  because  we  were  so  created  by  the  wise  and  good 
r.ord  :  and  they  will  l»e  l>etter  satisfie<l  when  we  address  ourselves  to  their 
reason,  and  do  not  seem  to  thrust  oui-selves  neeillessly  ujKin  their  prejudices. 
I  think  the  time  has  fully  come,  when  our  Church  may  cease  to  ajx>logi5e  for 
being  as  it  is ;  and  may  claim  the  res{>ectful  attention  of  thoughtful  and  studious 
minds  in  every  community.  If  a  day  were  set  apart  for  this  annual  sermon — 
1  suggest  the  third  Sunday  in  Octol>er  -the  Clergy  would  thereby  be  annually 
reminded  of  the  duty,  and  many  would  be  thereby  assisted  in  performing  it. 

THK    I'RUTFSTANT    I  UFA. 

By  a  natural  association  of  ideas,  I  am  led,  in  this  connection,  to  speak  of 
the  Protestantism  of  our  Church;  for  our  Church  is  not  less  Protestant  than 
Episcopal,  nor  is  the  one  idea  more  inil>edded  in  the  principles  of  our  people 
than  is  the  other. 

Protestantism  originated  many  centuries  ago:  far  back,  at  the  moment  when 
the  C!hurcli,  having  rescuwl  what  remnine<i  of  civilization  from  the  wreck  of 
the  Empire  by  northern  barbarians,  its  ministry,  presuming  upon  their  con- 
servative ofiice,  assumed  for  themselves  imperial  functions,  and  for  the 
Christian  body  secular  control.  Thenceforth  Protestantism  existeil  wherever, 
either  at  the  East  or  West,  a  ('hurch  or  an  individual  protested  a^^ainst  those 
doctrines  out  of  which  grew  the  arrogance  of  Episcopal  authority,  and  its 
final  consummation  in  the  Papacy.  In  projxjrtion  as  the  Pai>al  idea  became 
formulaterl  and  aggressive,  the  Protestant  idea  became  distinctive  and  defen- 
sive.    And  now  the  term  Protestantism  has  l>ecome  a  necessary  adjunct  of  the

t€fm  Episcopacy,  whenever  one  would  name  and  define  that  Church  which, 
possessing  an  Episcopal  government  more  ancient  than  the  Papacy,  protests 
against  all  the  errors  of  faith  and  practice  which  made  a  Pa{xicy  possible. 

PROTESTANT   KPISCOPAL. 

The  name  Protestant  Episcopal  is,  therefore,  not  only  distinctive  of  our 
national  Church,  but  is  necessary  in  order  to  af)irm  our  separation  from  Papal 
eiTOis,  and  it  has  become  very  dear  to  many  of  us. 

I  speak  of  this  topic  because,  as  you  have  heard,  it  has  been  gravely  pro- 
posed to  agitate  the  question  of  changing  this  Name  and  Title  of  our  Church. 
I  deplore  the  proposed  agitation  liecause  it  will  necessarily  revive  dissensions, 
vliich  were  hushed  by  the  calm  and  wise  action  of  the  last  General  Con- 
vention. 

If  the  agitation  could  succeed  in  its  pur{)ose,  a  schism  in  our  Church  would 
Wlow,  the  proportions  of  which  would  l>e  at  least  as  great  as  the  number  of 
tht^sewho  favor  the  change.  For  those  of  us  who  shouM  continue  to  be,  as 
*e  now  are,  members  of  the  "Protestant  Episcopal  Church,"  could  not  be 
shaken  m  that  allegiance,  and  would  not  waver  in  it,  although  a  new  Church, 
^h  another  new  name  and  title,  might  be  formed  on  every  side  of  us,  by 
*l>«e  who  were  once  of  us. 

"A  name  of  a  corporation,"  says  HIackstone— and  the  same  may  be  affirmed 
^  tChnrch — "a  name  is  of  the  very  being  of  its  constitution:  the  name  is  the 
taof  its  combination;"  or,  as  Sir  Edward  Coke  says,  **it  is  a  proper  name, 
*nimeof  baptism." 

TV  name  of  our  Church,    therefore,  is  a  sacred   thing,   which  cannot  be 
'riHed  with  or  changed  by  mere  whim,  or  at  the  caprice  of  a  few.     It  is  a  part 
^^\  Constitution,  and  stands  so  recorded  in   its  first  article.     Although  it 
'* possible,  that,  as  a  point   in   law,  the  name  of  a  Church  may  be  changed 
■*fer  the  same  formalities  which  are  requisite  to  alter  any  other  part  of  the 
^lilution,   it   might  be  well   for  these  agitators  to  consider  that  such  a 
'""^position  is  certain  to  re-open  some  vexed  and  very  grave  questions,  now 
^W  in  abeyance.     For  example,  these  questions: 
*5  the  Constitution  a  compact  ? 
^*  the  Church  an  aggregation  of  Dioceses? 

^*  the  Diocese,  or  the  confederate<l  bo«ly,  the  normal  form  of  the  Church? 
"^'as  the  name  which   was  assumed  in   1789  in   such  sense  a  part  of  an 
^^'ttmenl  between  Dioceses,  that  a  change  made  without  unanimous  consent 
"  all  parties  would  free  them  from  all  obligations  of  the  agreement? 

As  all  church  property  is  held  un<lcr  the  title  of  the  Protestant  E'piscopal 
^-hnrch,  might  not  a  change  of  title,  if  not  unanimously  assented  to,  expose 
**« Church  to  inconvenient  litigation? 

^  that  I  cannot  assent  to  the  propriety  of  even  considering  such  a  topic  in 
«c  General  Convention.  The  grave  consequences  of  dissensions  which  would 
follow  should  be  carefully  weighed  before  the  .subject  should  be  introduced. 
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The  discussion  will  extend,  l)eyond  doctrinal  (juestions,  to  the  nature  of  our 
association  as  a  Church,  and  the  rights  of  independent  Dioceses.  So  that  1 
earnestly  deprecate  the  projwsed  movement.

I  have  given  my  canonical  assent  to  the  consecration  of  the  Reverend 
William  Stkvkns  Pkrry,  D.l).,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Iowa. 

To  the  consecration  of  the  Rcvereml  Sami'kl  I.  J.  SciferesciiewsivY, 
D.I).,  as  Missionary  Bishop  of  Shanghai  in  China. 

To  the  consecration  of  the  Reverend  C.  Clifton  Pexfck,  D.D,,  as 
Missionary  Bishop  of  Cape  Pal  mas  and  parts  adjacent  on  the  West  Coast  of 
Africa. 

AMKNDMKNTS    PROPOSED   TO  THE   (.GENERAL   CONSTITUTION. 

On  page  29,  of  the  Journal  of  1875,  you  will  find  a  record  of  certain  amend* 
ments  to  the  "Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,"  proposetl  to  he  acteil  upon  by  the  next  (reneral  Conven- 
tion :  and  the  report  of  a  Committee  of  our  Convention  of  1875  calling  the 
attention  of  the  mcmliers  thereto. 

The  projiosed  amendment  to  Article  V.  is  in  these  words:  "Insert  at  the 
end  of  the  Article  the  words :  *  The  General  Convention  may,  upon  the 
application  of  the  Bishop  and  Convention  of  an  organized  Diocese,  setting 
forth  that  the  territory  of  the  Diocese  is  too  large  for  the  Episcopal  supervision 
by  the  Bishop  of  such  Diocese,  set  off  a  portion  of  such  Diocesan  territory, 
which  shall  thereupon  l)e  placed  within,  or  constitute,  a  missionary  jurisdiction, 
as  the  House  of  Bishops  may  detennine.'  " 

This  pro|V)sed  amendment  seems  to  be  wise. 

The  proposed  amendment  to  Article  VIII.  is  in  these  words:  "To  be  added 
at  the  end  of  the  Article  as  it  now  stands,  to  wit,  the  words:  *  Provided,  That 
the  Genera]  Convention  may,  by  Canon,  arrange  and  set  forth  a  shortened 
form  of  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  to  be  compiled  wholly  from  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer.' '' 

Tliis  proposed  amendment  seems  to  me  unwise.  It  introduces  a  novel 
principle  in  our  legi.slation.  It  would  allow  Forms  of  Prayer  which  are  to  be 
used  by  the  whole  Church,  to  Ikj  provided  by  Canons  alone,  and  therefore  by 
a  mere  majority  of  members  present  at  any  Cieneral  Convention;  whereas  the 
Constitution  provides  that  Forms  now  in  use  may  not  be  changed  without  the 
same  formalities  as  are  necessary  to  change  the  Constitution.  I  hold  the  end 
to  be  attained  very  desirable.  Inuring  my  late  absence,  I  worshipped  many 
times  with  congregations  at  Mission  Stations  in  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa, 
y,  hich  were  using  the  shortened  Forms  authorized  by  the  Church  of  England, 
ami  1  fduul  thim  always  gically  edifying.  But  such  Forms,  if  adopted  by 
our  Church,  being  intended  for  common  use  in  every  Diocese,  should  net  be 
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authorized  except  after  examination  l>y  every  Diocese,  and  with  the  explicit 
coni«cnt  of  every  Diocesan. 

1  recommend  action  by  this  Convention  in  accortlance  with  this  opinion. 

An  acKlitional  pniiH>sed  Amendment  to  the  V Tilth  Article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion is  a^  follows:  **  Provided,  however,  that  the  General  Convention  shall 
have  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  amend  the  I^ctionary;  but  no  act  for  the 
puriM»se  shall  Ik?  valid  which  is  not  vole<l  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  numl>er 
of  i'>i^ho|>s  entitlc<1  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Bishoj^s,  and  by  a  majority  of  the 
IHixreses  entitletl  to  representation  in  the  lIou.se  of  Deputies." 

On  the  same  principle,  and  for  the  same  reason  as  in  the  former  case,  and 
with  ad<litional  earnestness,  I  recommend  this  Convention  to  express  its  disa- 
^eenient  to  this  proposed  amendment. 

HOFFMAN   ON    LAW   AND    POMTY. 

The  Convention  is  aware  of  the  high  estimate  which  I  place  upon  the 
acumen,  learning  and  wisdom  of  Judge  Hoffman,  of  l^ng  Island  ;  and  how 
greatly  he  has  aided  us  by  judicial  opinions  on  controverted  points  of  Ca- 
nonical Law  and  of  Ritual.  It  is  with  peculiar  satisfaction,  therefore,  that  I 
announce,  as  his  latest  contribution  to  Ecclesiastical  literature,  the  preparation 
of  a  volume  on  the  "Law  and  Polity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church." 
It  should  l>e  in  the  hands  of  all  of  us  who  arc  entrusted  with  the  administra- 
tion of  I  Jiw  in  the  Diocese,  or  with  the  guidance  of  the  Policy  and  Polity  of 
onr  Church;  and  it  will  serve  important  uses  in  the  Pastoral  care  of  a  Parish. 
The  topics  treated  arc  the  following:

2.  Doctrine  —  Worship  —  Oflfices. 

3.  The  Ministry. 

4.  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers.

TRAYKR    BOOK    SOCIKTIKS. 

It  has  been  cu.stomary  at  Whitsuntide  for  the  New  York  Bible  and  Common 
Prayer  Book  Society  to  issue  its  annual  appeal  to  the  Church. 

As  however,  in  conjunction  with  a  number  of  the  Bishops,  1  asked  that 
collections  might  be  made  on  \Yhitsunday  in  behalf  of  the  Centennary  Mission 
Fund  to  discharge  the  Missionary  debt  of  the  Church,  it  seems  only  proper 
that  on  some  other  occasion,  a  collection  should  l>e  made  in  our  Parishes  for 
this  and  kindred  Societies. 

1  >uring  the  past  year  this  Society  has  gratuitously  distributed  30,000  volumes, 
and  twice  this  number  could  be  donated  without  meeting  the  demands  made 
upon  (hem.  1  add,  gratefully,  that  a  large  number  of  these  donations  have 
come  U)  the  Dioce.se  of  Ohio. 

The  '*  Bishop  While  Prayer  Book  Society"  of  Pennsylvania,  has  also  aided 
us  generously,  and  destiTts  to  be  cordially  rtmembertd  by  generous  Parishes 
in  the  Diocese. 
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DKATHS. 

This  year  will  be  noted  in  our  annals  for  the  number  of  our  Brethren  who, 
having  finished  their  earthly  labors,  have  entereil  into  rest. 

CLKRi;YMKN    DKCKAbKD. 

OctoJ»er  22d,  the  Reverend  Wii.liam  B.  Thomas,  of  the  Dioce.^e  of  New 
York,  for  several  years  a  resident  in  Cleveland  in  this  Diocese,  was  suddenly 
removed  in  the  midst  of  Ial)ors  voluntarily  rendere<l.  He  had  finished  a 
habbath*s  work  at  Ravenna,  and  laid  down  to  repose.  The  Master  called  him 
in  his  steep.  He  waked  in  his  Saviour's  presence.  A  peculiarly  gentle,  holy, 
Christ-like  life  was  ended  by  a  most  fitting  departure  intij  rest. 

Of  our  own  Clergy,  the  following  have  departe<l  in  quick  succession  :  The 
Reverend  AnsoN  Clark  of  Medina,  on  November  19th  ;  the  Reverend 
At  VAN  H.  Washburn,  D.D.,  of  Grace  Church,  Cleveland,  on  December 
3<-rth  ;  the  Reverend  Ai.frkd  Blake,  D.D.,  of  (lambier.  on  January  30th  ; 
tbc  Reverend  W.  M.  Probasco  of  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Massillon,  on 
March  2isl ;  and  the  Reverend  Hknry  F*aynk  of  Mt.  Vernon,  on  May  26th. 
The  first  of  these,  the  Reverend  Anson  Clark,  was  one  of  our  early 
>liss>tonaries.  His  chief  labors  had  l)een  given  to  laying  foundations  for 
churches  in  the  counties  neighboring  to  that  which  was  the  scene  «)f  his  latest 
mini-i^try.  So  long  as  any  strength  remained  he  used  it  for  his  belovetl  Master, 
especially  during  later  years  supplying  St.  Paul's  Church,  Medina,  during 
vacancies. 

The  death  of  the  Reverend  Dr.  Washburn  gave  such  a  ^hf>ck  to  the  com- 
munity a.s  is  seldom  realized  in  the  life  of  a  busy  city  ;  and  the  circumstances 
were  so  (xrculiar  that  they  became  widely  known.  It  is  not  necessary,  there- 
fore, to  repeat  the  harrowing  details.  After  excessive  labor  and  mental  excite- 
ment, he  left  home  for  a  day's  refreshment  in  the  society  of  an  oM  college 
friend.  On  his  return  in  the  evening  he  passc<l  away  from  earth,  by  the  wreck 
of  a  train  :  insomuch,  that  no  trace  of  his  l>o<iy  has  ever  lx?en  found.  But  the 
hmling  of  certain  articles  which  he  carrietl  on  his  person,  sufticiently  a.ssure  un 
that  he  too  has  entered  into  rest. 

The  dejiarture  of  the  Reverend  Dr.  Blakk  was  from  the  midst  of  a  watching 
family  circle,  who  had  long  anticipated  this  fatal  en<ling  of  disease,  llis  life 
faded  away  with  very  little  diminution  of  the  faculties,  and  no  diminution  of 
those  deep,  warm  sympathies,  and  of  that  loving  nature  which  had  always 
characterized  him. 

The  death  of  the  Reverend  W.  M.  Probasco  was  another  of  those  terrible 
disasters  which  startle  and  oppress  a  community.  The  nervous  excitement 
incident  to  a  .successful  Mission  in  his  Parish  unfitted  him  to  withstand  an 
attack  of  snia'1-pox  of  the  worst  type,  communicated,  we  know  not  how.  He 
rfieil ;  and  was  hastily  buried  in  the  morning  twilight  by  the  Health  authori- 
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ties,  without  the  knowledge  of  his  Parish  or  uf  Chri>tian  friends  and  brethren 
in  the  ministry.  Our  feelings  were  paineii ;  but  the  prudent  course  of  the 
1 1calth  authorities,  on  whom  a  heavy  r&s{H>asibility  rests,  was  vindicated  liy 
the  fact  that  the  fearful  disease  si)read  no  further  in  Massillon. 

The  Reverend  IIknky  Paynk  died  suddenly  at  his  residence.  Since 
October,  1835,  he  had  l>een  in  the  Ministry  of  our  Church,  and  constantly 
active  as  a  Pastor  or  Missionary,  until  the  infirmities  of  age  overtook  him. 
He  was  a  student,  a  discriminating  reatler  of  (IikI's  word,  an  industrious 
l.ilK)rer,  a  diligent  and  earnest  Preacher,  a  devoted  man  of  faith  :  patient 
under  many  trials,  grateful  for  every  kindness,  trustful,  and  rejoicing,  to  the 
end. 

•*  Their  works  do  follow  them  ;  "  and  have  left  on  the  memory  of  the  Church 
an  impression  of  their  devoutness  and  devotedness.  The  firet  of  these  tivc  was 
characterizetl  hy  patient  endurance  :  the  second  by  conscientious  Jidtiity  ;  the 
third  by  loving  helpfulness  ;  the  fourth  by  retiring  studiousness  ;  the  fifth 
>)y  quiet  trustfulness  in  labor  ;  each  liltefl  for  the  work  that  (jod  had  given. 
and  each  filling  his  measure  of  duty.  Two  of  them,  the  Reverend  Dr. 
Hi.AKK,  and  Reverend  Dr.  \VAsinu:KN,  had  held  the  resiK)nsiblc  ]>osition  of 
Judges  in  our  Kcclesiastical  Ctmrt  ever  since  its  inauguration.  They  were 
somewhat  remarkable  for  ix>sitiveness  of  view,  an<l  not  able  conscientiousness,  in 
rliH'erenl  schools  of  ecclesiastical  thought.  Hut  it  was  pleasant  to  observe  how 
thoroughly  the  Church  trusted  their  honesty  of  judgment  and  relied  on  the 
rightness  of  their  decision,  should  an  occasion  unfortunately  occur  to  test  it. 

As  these  six  brethren,  with  whom  the  Providence  of  Goil  has  made  us 
familiar,  have  successively  passe<l  into  the  ex|.>eriences  of  eternity,  we  have 
l)ecn  deeply  impres»Hxl  with  two  thoughts. 

How  separate,  and  yet  how  com])ensative  of  each  other,  is  our  several  work 
in  the  grand  scheme  of  the  (.ios|>el ;  each  laboring  at  his  own  post ;  each 
successful  acconling  to  God's  will  ;  each  impressive  in  his  own  part  ;  and  all 
combining  to  accomplish  what  neither  <i.lone  could  have  worked  out. 

And  this  other  thought.  How  marveUous  will  l)e  the  melting  of  our 
religious  dilTerences  into  one,  when  ai  our  meeting  in  the  presence  of  the  Lord. 
we  get  the  proper  solvent  from  our  unbiassed  conception  of  His  love. 

There  is  strength  and  consolation  in  these  reflections,  for  us  who  remain. 

I.AYMKN    IJKCEASED. 

We  have  also  mournecl  the  death  of  some  devoted  Laymen  during  the  past 
year  :  among  them  Ken  r  Jakvis,  Kscjuire,  of  Massillon,  who  has  been 
prominent  in  the  Councils  of  our  Church.  He  has  l)een  one  of  the  main 
stay>  of  our  Diocese,  ami  of  our  Diocesan  Institutions:  a  man  who  was 
rcmarke<l  for  keen  judgment,  grave  discretion,  patient  attention  to  details,  and 
a  prevailing  devotion  to  the  Church.

tiic  General  Convention.  lie  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Canons. 
•  was  a  member  of  the  Legal  Committee,  lie  has  been  a  Trustee  of  our 
titittions,  ami  an  efficient  member  of  its  Executive  Committee  since  its 
>S:uration.  We  regret  the  loss  of  so  faithful  a  counsellor  and  .so  true 
ciid.  He  passed  away  in  the  comfort  of  a  reasonable  hojK:  in  Christ,  an<l 
remarkable  tranquillity!  Scarcely  fifteen  minutes  notice  was  given  him  ; 
a.11  his  afiairs  were  in  order,  and  he  "  addressetl  himself  to  the  crossing" 
^  tJNYAN  would  say)  and  passed  out  of  mortal  into  immortal  life,  with  con- 
*t.  composure.

^»>«  Diocese  will  sympathise  with  me  in  painful  regret  in  the  sundering 
^«  last  family  link  which  bound  us  to  our  great  Bishop  McIlvaink.    Mrs. 

-  I.-VAINE  died  on  the  19th  of  February  after  a  brief  illness :  during  which 
^shibitetl  those  studious  habits,  and  that  devout  faith,  which  had  charac- 
-^sd  her  life.  The  Hishop  of  the  Southern  Diocese  of  Ohio  united  with  me 
*^ying  the  last  tribute  of  respect  to  her  memory.  We  committed  her  body

^o  unusually  full  a  record  of  deaths  reminds  us  of  the  importance  of  making 

-  and  reasonable  provision  before  our  death  for  persons  who  are  dependent 
Our  life,  and  for  interests  which  have  a  rightful  claim  on  our  support. 

-  would  therefore  earnestly  advise  the  Clergy  to  share  in  the  benefits* of  the 
ciety  for  the  Relief  of  Widows  and  Children  of  Deceased  Clergymen  of  the 
^testant  Episcopal  Church  of  Ohio.  The  subscription  is  trifling  ;  too  small 
^ced.  The  benefits  are  disproportionately  large.  They  have  been  a  great 
^ort  to  those  who  have  been  committed  to  its  kindly  charity.  The  Society's 
ids  have  been  husbanded  with  commendable  foresight,  and  have  steadily 
reased  :  so  that  now  they  present  a  reliable  basis  for  a  Clergyman's  hope, 
len  he  is  leaving  his  family  to  the  brotherly  care  of  the  Church.  But  these 
ids  should  be  greatly  increased  in  two  ways.  First,  by  an  annual  collection* 
every  Parish.  This  was  often  urged  by  Bishop  McIlvaine,  and  I  have 
sn  pleaded  that  our  Christmas  OflTertory  in  each  Parish  should  be  devoted 
this  purpose.     I  commend  this  custom  again,  l)^ging  that  all  the  Clergy 

1  bring  this  particular  charity  before  their  parishioners  on  that  happiest  of 
>tivals.  When  can  our  thoughts  turn  more  keenly  towards  this  charity  than 
that  day,  when  the  commemoration  of  God's  best  gift  to  man  is  stirring  the 
»p  fountains  of  our  own  benevolence. 

Mcxt.  It  would  seem  rcasonalile  that  this  Fund  should  draw  large  gifts 
m  benevolent  persons  in  every  Parish.  Its  treasury  ought  to  be  constantly 
reased  by  donations  ;  and  remembered  in  wills. 
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r.Hjl'KSTS. 

Another  topic  t>f  which  we  arc  forcibly  reminded  by  this  lonj;  record  of 
deaths,  is  the  importance  of  makinj;  provision  by  Will,  for  interests  which  have 
a  right  to  look  to  us  for  maintenance. 

The  reconi  of  this  year  is  unfortunately  not  remarkable  by  its  entire  silence 
a>  to  bc(|ucsts  received  for  relij;ious  or  charitable  purposes ;  or  for  any  of  our 
Church  Institutions. 

Probably  most  of  the  Christian  men  and  women  who  have  died  during  the 
past  year  in  our  Diocese,  have  left  Wills  ;  but  it  does  not  appear  that  in  the 
distribution  of  wealth  they  have  heedeil  the  claims  of  the  Christian  or  Church 
fellowshifi. 

Perhaps  our  Clergy  may  be  somewhat  in  fault  for  not  preaching  <m  this 
double  topic  :  namely,  the  religious  duly  of  making  a  Will  ;  and  the  oblijja- 
tions  of  making  U  rightly.  Let  us  not  l)c  derelict  in  exhortalion>.  in  this 
regard.  Our  Church  presses  it  on  us  in  wise  and  weighty  wonU.  In  the 
Visitation  of  the  Sick,  Inrsides  other  advice,  the  Church  instruct.^  the  Minister 
that,  '*  if  the  sick  person  hath  not  before  dis|K>sed  of  his  goods,  he  slmuld  then 
be  adnionishe<l  to  make  his  Will,  and  to  declare  his  debti»,  wliat  be  owclb, 
and  what  is  owing  unto  him,  for  the  better  discharging  of  his  conscience  and 
the  ({uieting  of  his  executors."  And  **  the  Minister  shall  not  cmiit  earned ly  to 
move  such  sick  persons  as  aie  of  ability,  to  be  liberal  to  the  j)oor."  **  Kut  " 
— and  these  are  the  words  t<i  which  I  wish  to  call  special  attentiim  -  *  men 
should  often  be  put  in  remembrance,  to  take  order  for  the  .settling  <jf  their 
temporal  estates,  whdst  they  are  in  health." 

And  therefore,  to-day,  whilst  you  are  *' in  go<Hl  health,"  bn  bid<len  by  my 
office,  and  as  pres.ved  by  much  ex|)erience,  1  earnestly  urge  upon  you,  Hiisthren 
of  the  Clergy  and  l^ity,  to  take  order  for  settling  your  tenifxiral  estate.*^  a» 
becometh  the  responsibility  resting  on  yr)U  as  ( 'hrislians  and  Churchmen. 

First,  let  me  advi-e  that  you  avail  yourselves  of  the  liest  legal  c«uin>el.  in 
drawing  a  paper  so  critically  imixirt.mt  a.s  every  Will  nmsl  ])e,  renieml»ering 
th.it  it  bv^hooves  you  to  bring  tpiiet  to  "your  executtirs,"  and  to  save  your  heirs 
from  discortl,  and  the  f>ecuniary  lo>v.  which  accompanies  it.  Ks|>ecially,  it  is 
^o  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  State,  in  all  ages,  has  >ln)wn  itM  If  jealous  of 
mortuary  gifts  to  charity,  or  for  Church  purp<.>ses :  and  th.^n,  theiefotf,  every 
legal  form  in  respect  to  the^e,  is  to  be  scrupulously  obM.ivcd.  *

!-tenth  is  the  least  proportion  that  can  meet  the  divine  rule.  But 
I  removes  that  limit ;  and  suggests  that  earnest  devotion  to  Christ 
atisfy  itself  with  a  measure  that  was  intended  primarily  to  gauge 
if  the  Jews.  Christian  love  —  when  making  gifts  during  life,  or 
for  legacies  payable  after  death  —  will  not  content  itself  with  less 
nerous  j>erccnlage  on  income  or  estate.  This  percentage  should 
i^l  by  a  sense  of  obligation  to  Christ,  and  of  each  one's  bounden 
ieve  the  sorrows  and  needs  of  that  distressed  humanity  which  Christ 
with  His  precious  blood  ;  for  Christ  has  left  the  amelioration  of

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treasures,  libraries,  schools,  universities,  are  chiefly  results  of  legacies.  Some 
few  i">ersons  in  our  own  day  have  set  a  noble  example,  by  such  endowments 
while  living.  Great  souls!  They  ennoble  their  generation.  But  this  is 
seldom  possible.  In  the  Providence  of  Clod,  our  age  and  our  Church  must 
wait  until  its  children  pass  from  this  stage,  before  we  shall  see  great  charitable 
or  educational  foundations  firmly  and  generously  laid.  It  must  result  from 
Bequests. 

OUJKCTS    FOR    BEi^HESTS. 

Besides  the  great  and  well  known  religious  foundations  common  to  all  who 
love  Christ,  such  as  the  American  Bible  Society,  1  remind  you  of  the  claims 
of  our  general  Church  charities,  such  as  the  Domestic  an<l  Foreign  l>epart- 
ments  of  our  Hoard  of  Missions;  the  Missionary  Bishojis*  P'und  ;  the  Fund 
for  the  aid  of  Infirm  Clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  ;  and  for  the 
Widows  and  Children  of  Deceased  Clergy, — the  Trustees  of  all  of  which  arc 
located  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

But  Iwsides  these  general  charities,  1  remind  you  that  this  Diocese  needs 
some  provision  for  the  i>oor,  and  the  suffering,  and  the  sick,  in  each  of  its 
great  cities  :  not  too  many  Ilospitils,  lest  our  strength  of  charity  be  frittered 
away  ;  not  too  few,  least  the  claimants  l>e  prcventetl  from  enjojring  the  benefit 
by  distance  ami  inconvenience  of  travelling. 

The  Diocese  neetis  constant  bequests  to  enlarge  the  Fund  for  its  Disabled 
Clergy,  and  the  Fund  for  the  Widows  and  Children  of  Deceased  Clerg3rmen. 

The  Diocese  needs  a  fund  for  its  missionary  work:  and  a  fund  for  the 
equalization  of  salaries  in  the  feebler  parishes  ;  and  a  fund  for  Church  build- 
ing.    The  Diocese  needs  a  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

Antl  the  Dioce^se  neetls,  in  its  great  city,  in  Cleveland,  a  concentration  of 
these  charitable  and  missionary  operations,  under  the  eye  of  the  College  of  the 
Clergy  and  the  Bishop  ;  a  great  centre  from  which  lx)th  the  charities  and  the 
heraMings  of  the  Ciospel  can  go  out,  with  that  increased  power  which  comes 
from  concentration  of  material  ami  men,  and  the  economy  of  force  provided 
by  unity  of  direction  and  oversight.  In  other  words,  the  Diocese  needs  at 
(ileveland  a  Cathedral  for  missionary  operations,  and  a  House  of  Christian 
Hospitality  under  its  shelter,  and  part  of  it,  for  the  sick  and  the  friendless,  and 
the  homeless,  and  the  infirm  :  for  aged  men,  and  aged  women,  and  aged 
desolate  marrie<l  couples,  and  for  orphans. 

The  Diocese  neetls  in  its  principal  cities  Church  (Grammar  Schools  prepara- 
tory to  Kenyon  College  ;  and  the  I  )iocese  neetls  a  concentration  of  its  means 
for  higher  education,  and  the  interest  of  every  Episcopalian,  on  Kenyon  Col- 
lege antl  our  Church  Institutions  at  Clambier.  Those  foundations  are  already 
noble,  hut  they  are  only  foundations  ;  and  they  have  l)een  laid  chiefly  by  the 
generosity  of  English  friends  and  friends  of  our  Church  outside  of  Ohio.  Our 
own  Church  in  this  State  has  as  yet  done  little  to  build  upon  these  foundations. 
And   if  we    are  to  >ce  at   (inmbitr,  an  Institution  of  sound,  and  high,  and 
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Semral  learning,  which  will  meet  the  intellectual  neeils  of  the  central  section 
of  <wr  Union,  an  Institution  protected  by  religion,  and  guided  by  the  <K)und 
thought  of  the  Protestant   Kpiscopal  C'hurch,  our  Churchmen  and  Church- 
vomen  whom  (lOtl  has  made  custodians  of  wealth,  must  appreciate  the  oppor- 
tunity, and  establish   the  Institutions  at  Oambier  by  present  gifts,  and  by 
\cgacic<i. 

AH  these  objects  and  many  another  will  present  themselves  to  your  generous 
thought^  when  you  are  devising  lil)eral  things  in  the  making  of  a  Will.  All 
persons  may  not  be  able  to  provide  legacies  for  all  of  these.  But  no  man  or 
woman  who  leaves  any  property  can  be  unable  to  provi<le  for  some  of  them  by 
be(|UKts. 

MUHLENKKRc;. 

One  oian  has  passed  from  earth  to  Paradise  during  these  last  few  months, 
who  belonged  to  all  Dioceses  alike,  to  the  whole  Church  of  Christ,  and,  l)e- 
yood  all  ties  of  family,  l)elonged  to  the  Itoys  whom  he  educated,  and  in  whose 
loring  memories  he  will  always  live.  William  Augustus  Muhlenberg 
*3K  a  minister  of  this  Church  ;  and  he  was  a  Doctor  in  Divinity,  winning  the 
tillr  deservedly  by  his  skill  in  Divine  things,  and  by  that  wonderful  i)ower 
vHidi  he  manifested  for  instilling  large  thoughts  of  (kkI -knowledge  into  many 
■3»(ers  in  theology,  who  were  hardly  conscious  that  they  were  taking  lessons 
^  hu  lips. 

But  beyond  these  titles  and  the  work  which  they  represent,  he  was  first  a 
todier  of  boys  and  last  an  instructor  in  charity.  For  many  years  l>efore  he 
■oved  to  New  York,  whilst  he  was  in  1  Lancaster,  and  in  Philadelphia,  he 
loweil  to  have  l»ys  around  him,  and  to  be  their  guide  and  guardian.  Then, 
ihroi^rh  nine  or  ten  years,  he  was  the  Father  of  a  school  at  Flushing,  Long 
Islawl.  It  is  so  long  ago  that  most  of  his  biographers  have  forgotten  it.  And 
then,  for  four  or  five  years  more,  he  was  the  head  of  St.  Paul's  College,  not 
far  fmm  Flushing.  And  during  those  years,  he  laid  the  impress  of  his  char- 
acter upon  some  800  lx)ys.  Those  who  survive  are  now  men.  Most  of  them 
are  in  positions  where  they  touch  the  very  springs  of  society,  and  <lirect  the 
forces  that  are  moving  this  age.  One  has  played  his  pari  well  in  diplomacy, 
an»l  still  is  wielding  political  influence.  Another  stands  to-day  among  the 
chiefs  in  our  commercial  metroix>lis,  and  lately  welcomed  the  President  into 
that  greai  company  which  controls  the  finances  of  our  land.  Another  -the 
^weet  l)oy-singer,  leader  of  our  school  choir— is  now  heard,  through  his 
hjrmnal,  in  hundreds  of  our  churches,  and  leads  the  devoti<mal  music  of 
thousamU  of  souls,  as  he  learne<l  to  do  when  we  were  lioys  ti^cther  at 
flushing.  Another  stands  prominently  among  critics  of  the  English  tongue. 
^^thcrs  lea<l  at  the  liar,  or  in  medical  life.  Many  are  clergymen.  Three  are 
Hishops-^of  Northern  New  Jersey,  Pittsburgh,  an<l  Ohio.  When  two  of 
^*^  Hishops  were  consecrated  together  on  an  occasion  of  (peculiar  interest. 
'  Wrote  a  paternal  address  to  us-  Hishop  Odi-nkhmkr  and  myself— thus, 
*""  his  soul  was  so  full  of  music  that  he  often  wrote  in  rhyme  : 
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M.in  m.iy  ipake  Bishops ;  Christ  alone 
Makes  those  whom  He  voiichKafes  to  own. 
Spning  of  pure  apostolic  race. 
The  sure  succession  of  His  grace. 

His  blood-bought  flock  your  charge  to  keep. 
Forth  in  green  pastures  lead  the  sheep. 
Carr>'  the  lambs,  the  weak  upbear, 
'I*hc  meaitcht  not  l>eneaih  your  care. 

Faithful  dispense  the  Master's  word, 
I^t  no  uncertain  sounds  lie  heard  : 
Christ's  gospellers,  all  rightly  tell 
His  saving  grace  from  sin  and  hell. 

The  Chun:h  needs  Kishops  who  can  preach. 
As  well  as  rule  their  flocks  and  teach. 
Like  Paul,  then,  preach,  nor  aught  beside 
Christ  Jesus,  ami  Him  crucified. 

How  shall  it  |je?     Uy  prayer,  by  prayer  - 
Prayer  instant,  always,  everywhere 
Created  in  His  Son,  to  stand 
The  workmanship  of  His  own  hand. 

So  be  con.plete  >our  con.secration. 
In  your  eternal  coronation  ! 

And  so  Mr.  MriiLKNBURr,,  as  we  always  called  him,  has  perpetuated  his 
influence  in  the  character  and  work  of  those  whom  he  trained. 

Vou  have  known  him  as  an  ecclesiastic,  somewhat  errant,  hut  a! ^'ay.s search- 
ing for  ways  that  would  make  the  Church  more  lar^re-hearted  and  far-reaching ; 
or  as  a  mover  of  charities,  wonderfully  {^cioiis,  beneficent  and  successful  But 
I  have  known  him  as  a  guide  of  youth,  and  almost  a  father ;  loving,  patient, 
forbearing,  watchful,  honest,  plain-spoken,  frank,  but  then  so  loving  ! 

I  chance<l  to  go  into  a  butcher's  stall  in  a  market  in  New  York  a  year  or  two 
ago,  and  casually  dropped  Dr.  Mi'HLKNUKkg*s  name  while  speaking  to  my 
companion.  The  butcher  laid  dr>wn  his  knife,  and  asked,  "  Do  you  know 
him?"  I  replieil.  An<l  then  he  said,  **  I  once  went  to  school  to  him  for  a 
year.  How  I  would  love  to  see  him  !  Do  you  think  I  might  call  on  him  ?  ** 
I  met  the  Doctor  that  day,  and  told  him  the  incident.  The  next  morning, 
scarcely  had  the  butcher  opened  his  stall  when  his  old  master — nearly  eighty 
years  of  age — stood  l)eside  him,  and  the  hard  hand  of  toil  was  clasped  within 
the  loving  grasp  of  one  to  whom  every  scholar  was  a  dear  child,  never  for- 
gotten.

The  order  of  business  was  suspended  to  hear  reports  of  two 
Committees. 

I  St  Mr.  D.  L.  King  presented  the  following  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Endowments,  of  last  Convention  : 

The  Special  Committee  of  last  Convention  on  Endowment  and  Assess- 
inents,  and  to  whom  was  referred  the  proposed  amendment  to  Canon  XV., 
bave  hid  several  meetings  and  have  addressed  inquiries  to  all  of  the  parishes 
f*>  secure  the  necessary  information  to  guide  their  deliberations. 

No  replies  have  been  received  from  a  number  of  the  parishes,  and  in  many 
aw  loll  information  has  not  been  given. 

After  a  careful  consideration  of  the  information  gained,  the  Committee 
Wild  respectfully  report :  •  ♦  ♦ 

That  an  uniform  and  permanent  basis  for  assessment  cannot  satisfactorily  be 
■■de  with  the  materials  furnished  in  reply  to  the  circular  of  the  Committee. 

From  calculations  made  by  the  Committee  an  uniform  liasis  of  assessment 
woM  increase  the  amount  to  be  collected  from  weak  parishes  and  decrease 
llw  paid  by  the  strong. 

Should  church  property  at  any  time  hereafter  Ik;  subject  to  taxation,  so  that 
fflnnifonn  valuation  thereof  could  be  found  on  the  tax  duplicate,  a  permanent 
•nd  uniform  basis  for  assessments  could  more  readily  l)e  made. 

Until  such  times  the  Committee  recommend  the  continuance  of  the  plan  now 
panwed. 

MosJ  of  the  {uirishes,  in  response  to  the  circular  of  the  Committee,  expressetl 
^»&ction  with  the  present  method. 

"hile  favoring  the  proiwsctl  amendment  to   Canon  XV.,  the  Committee 
Wieircthat  the  provisions  cannot  be  carrietl  out  without  some  means  of  securing 
^*"*ct  and  fair  estimates  of  the  value  of  the  church  proj^erty  in  the  Diocese.

^'^mittce  on  the  same  subject : 
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MINORITY   REI'ORl. 

Whilst  the  undersigneti,  in  common  with  his  colleagues  in  the  Committee  on 
Endowment  and  on  a  permanent  ljasi:>  of  Assessments,  fully  recogni/cs  the 
difficulty  of  devising  any  scheme  for  levying  the  latter  which  shall  l>e  any  more 
just,  equitable  and  satisfactory  than  the  mo*le  heretofore  pursueil,  still,  if  th« 
system  of  annual  assessments  is  to  be  continucil,  he  is  so  anxious  to  introduce 
some  system  which  shall  incor[)oratc  the  feature  of  a  iixed,  permanent  basis 
in  the  nature  of  an  et]ualized  capiuli/ation  of  the  Parishes,  so  that  the  simple 
fixing  a  percentage  on  a  formulated  schedule  of  sums,  (the  sums  representing 
the  Parishes,)  shall  be  the  only  labor  of  making  an  annual  or  special  assess* 
ment,  that  he  has  made  the  subject  one  of  diligent  and  anxious  inquiry. 

The  effort  has  Iwen  to  devise  a  scheme,  the  operation  of  which  should,  as 
nearly  as  possible,  bear  equally  ujxjn  all  the  Parishes  ;  a  scheme  which  should 
recommend  itself  for  its  justness  and  aptness  ;  a  scheme  by  which  the  Parishes 
should  l)e  the  authors  of  their  own  assessment.-*,  by  themselves  cbtablishing  the 
data  ;  a  scheme  which  shall  divest  the  Convention  of  the  necessity  for  a  Com- 
mittee whose  honest  though  unwelcome  and  thankless  laliors  are  charged 
with  a  playing  at  the  game  of  ''^"w^j,"  of  unjust  discrimination  and  favoritism 
— although  there  In;  no  occasion  for  such  a  motive  to  ever  enter  such  a  Com- 
mittee-room ;  a  scheme  which,  taking  the  assessments  themselves  out  of  Con- 
vention, takes  aw<iy  all  nece>sity  for  debates  upon,  or  wrangling  over  them,  aad 
saves  a  labor  of  love  from  immolation  ;  a  scheme  nia<le  so  easy  as  to  economise 
time,  and  l^ecome  self-|>er{>etuating  ;  a  scheme  which  in  its  operations  is  cal- 
culated to  promote  growth  in  grace  and  a  love  for  gtxxl  works ;  a  scheme  which 
will  come  the  nearest  ]>ossil>le  to  a  much  neede<l  though  impracticable  Canon 
in  the  C'hurch  -a  C^anon  which  shall  work  a  willingness  in  the  people  to  pay 
the  Rector,  anil  in  the  people  and  clergy  to  i>ay  the  Bishop  ! 

To  attain  these  desirable  ends,  it  is  recommendetl  that  the  salaries  paid  by 
Parishes,  respectively,  to  their  Rectors,  be  ma<le  the  l>asis  of  assessments  for 
paying  the  Bishop,  ami  for  defraying  the  other  expeiLses  of  the  Dioc^ese. 

To  adjust  anil  etiuali/e  the  system  as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  comiMirattve 
and  relative  ability  of  the  Parishes,  it  is  suggesteil  that  : 

The  Parish  which  pays  its  Rector  less  than  $800  be  assessed  on  one-half 
the  amount  paid. 

The  Parish  which  pays  its  Rector  $Soo  and  over,  but  less  than  $2,000,  on 
an  amount  e<|ual  to  salary. 

The  Parish  which  pays  its  Rector  $2,000  and  over,  on  one  and  one- half  \h% 
amount  of  salary  |»aid.  ^ 

Except  that  no  Sarish  shall  l>c  assessed  at  less  than  $10,  and  if  a  Parish 
pay  over  $4,000  salary,  the  50  jxir  cent,  aildition  shall  be  added  to  the 
amount  of  $4,000  only,  and  the  excess  over  $4,000  be  assessed  ujKjn  such 
excess  simply. 

To  formulate  the  scheme  into  a  working  system  wouKl  simply  reipiire  of  the 
Rectors,  in  making  their  Annual  Partxrhial  Re|)orts,  to  emlKxly  the  amount  of 
the  salary  receivetl  from  th«»  direct  efforts  and  ability  of  the  Parish  proi>cr ; 
and  for  the  Treasurer  of  the  1  )icK:ese  to  make  such  a  jHircentage  assessment  on 
the  Parishes  rcsi)ectively,  as  wouUl  prtxluce  the  sum  re«iuired  for  the  yeailjr 
expenditure.  An  assessment  of  S  i>er  cent,  thus  ailjusled  and  equalized 
on  aggregate  of  present  salaries  would  yield  a  sum  e<iual  to  about  $5,000 
— or  the  amount  needed  for  the  present  yearly  working  of  the  liiocees.

THE   ENDOWMENT    SCHEME. 

But,  as  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  was  to  consider  the 
question  of  "Endowment'  as  well  as  of  "a  permanent  basis  for  assess- 
ments,"  the  undersigned  l)egs  leave  to  submit,  as  supplementary  to  his  Report 
on  Assessments,  the  following  suggestions  in  relation  to  an  Endowed  Episco- 
pate Fund : 

Would  it  not  be  well,  and  proper,  and  desirable  for  the  Diocese,  to  put 
itself  vigorously  at  work,  at  once,  to  raise  a  permanent  Endowment  Fund  of 
Sixty  Thousand  Dollars^  an  amount  really  equal  to  the  aggregate  sum  paid 
for  Rector's  salaries  : — the  basis  for  the  apportionment  for  raising  this  sum  to 
be  precisely  that  of  the  foregoing  Report  on  As.sessment.s.  Whenever  a  Parish 
is  able,  and  willing,  and  ready  to  i>ay  its  allotte<l  amount,  it  shall  receive  a 
certificate,  setting  forth  such  ])ayment,  and  reciting  that,  by  virtue  thereof,  it 
shall  l)e  released  and  relieveil  from  any  further  assessments  thereafter. 

The  undersigned  urgently  recommends  as  a  substitute  for  the  yearly  assess^ 
mcnt  plan  such  endowment  .scheme,  notwithstanding  that,  to  the  questions  pro- 
posed, for  information  of  the  Committee,  it  was  found  that  out  of  71  Parishes 
.addressed,  29  Parishes  vouchsafed  no  answer  at  all  to  the  endowment  ques- 
tion, whilst  34  Parishes  returned  an  unfavorable  answer,  and  only  8  Parishes 
positively  favored  the  ])roi>osition.  Nevertheless,  it  is  deemed  neither  improper, 
nor  ininKxlcst,  nor  unwise  to  rcs]>ectfully  and  seriously  ask  the  non-answering 
and  non-favoring  Parishes  to  reconsider  their  inattention  in  the  one  case,  anu 
their  unwillingness  in  the  other  :  Therefore 

Resolved:  That  the  Convention  adopt  the  foregoing  recommendations  as  a 
basis  for  future  assessments. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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Mr.  King  afterward  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  withdraw 
those  portions  of  the'  Committee's  Report,  which  object  to  any 
scheme  of  Endowment,  and  the  report  so  appears  on  the  minutes. 

2d  Mr.  C.  Delano  presented  the  following  Report  of  the 
Committee  of  last  Convention  on  securing  additional  legislation 
to  enable ^he  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  to  take  possession  of  the 
property  of  extinct  parishes  : 

For  the  Committee  ap))ointed  at  the  Convention  for  1876,  and  charged  with 
the  doty  of  "applying  to  the  I^islature  to  amend  the  statute  under  which  the 
Bo»nI  of  Trustees  are  appointed,  and  to  report  to  the  next  Convention  ;  " 

The  undersi|rned  respectfully  reports  to  this  Ixxly,  That  an  Act  of  the 
Ceneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio  has  been  i)rocureil,  amendatory  of 
ud  supplementary  to  **An  Act  to  enable  Trustees  of  Religious  Denominations 
to  become  incoporated  and  defining  their  ]X)wers.'' 

A  copy  of  the  Act  so  procure<l  is  hereto  attached.    It  conUiins  three  sections. 

Its  most  imi)ortant  provision  is  contained  in  the  first  secticm,  which  provides 
*B»ng  other  things  :  **  That  whenever  any  (xirish  or  congregation  or  society 
slttll  by  reason  of  the  death  or  dispersion  of  its  members  l>e  declareil  to  l>e 
cjtinct  by  the  body  representing  the  denomination  to  which  such  parish,  con- 
pEgaiion  or  society  belongs,  the  Trustees  of  such  denomination  shall  have 
power  to  lake  possession  of  the  proi^erty  of  such  parish,"  &c.,  &c.  The 
ofttt  provisions  of  the  law  referred  to  are  intendeil  to  carry  out  and  make 
efficient  the  power  granted  in  the  clause  quoted. 

It  U  known  to  this  Convention  that  one  of  the  meml>ers  of  this  Committee 
Jtts  depirted  this  life  since  his  a])pointment.  I  allude  to  our  lamented  friend 
Md  brother,  the  late  Mr.  Jarvis,  of  Massillon. 

The  other  meml)er  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Hoardman,  of  Cleveland,  is 
■avoidably  prevented  from  attending  this  meeting,  and  hence  I  am  charged 
*ith  making  this  report. 

To  Mr.  HuAKDMAN  is  due  the  credit  mainly  of  obtaining  the  passage  of  this 
"BOHlatory  law,  and  he,  I  think,  is  of  opinion  that  it  accomplishes  what  was 
deireiL    At  least  he  l)elieved  it  was  all  that  couM  at  the  time  be  obtained. 

I  cannot  say  that  I  fully  concurre<l  with  him  in  regard  to  what  was  necileil, 
Of  as  to  what  might  have  l>een  |>rocurc<l. 

J  cheerfully  unite  however  in  api^robation  of  what  has  l)een  done,  and  1 
'^ollat  the  pro[>er  time  projiose  an  amendment  to  the  Canon,  which  is  deemed 
advisalile,  if  not  necessary,  to  carry  out  ami  put  in  opcraticni  the  provisii^ns  of 
^he  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  before  referred  to.

S^TioN  I.     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  0/  the  State  oj  Ohio,    Tlial  section 

**"  <*  an  art  entitled  an  act  to  enable  trustees  of  religions  denominations  to  become  incor- 

^'*'**'.  and  defining  their  powers,  lutssed  April  jo,  1874,  l>e  so  amended  as  to  read  as 
Wlo»i; 

***  *nistee-i  are  chosen  to  take  charpe  of  and  manaue  any  other  pro|>erty  that  may  be 
•  ur  in  any  manner  acquired,  by   such    religious   denomination,  ihcy  >hall    have  full 
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power  to  hold,  invest,  control  and  manage  the  same,  for  the  benefit  of  the  deno  mination 
within  the  presbyter>',  synoil,  conference,  diocese,  or  other  ecclesiastical  territorial  limits 
represented  by  said  trustees,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  proper  representati\-e  body  of  such 
ilenoinination.  within  such  territorial  limits  as  aforesaid  ;  and  whenever  any  parish,  congre- 
gation or  society  shall,  by  reason  of  the  death  or  dispersion  of  its  members  l*e  declared  to 
be  extinct,  by  the  i>ody  representing  the  denomination  to  which  such  parish,  congpregation  or 
society  belouKs,  and  which  representative  iKxly  shall  have  elected  tnistees  under  thU  act, 
the  trustees  of  the  denomination  to  which  such  parish,  congregation  or  society  belongs,  shall 
have  p<»wcr  to  take  possevsion  of  the  properly  of  such  parish,  congregation  or  society. 
whether  real  or  personal,  and  rent,  lease,  sell,  invest  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  denomination  represented  by  such  tnistees,  within  the  territorial  limits 
reprevented  by  the  Ixxly  appointing  such  trustees,  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  said 
b<Mly  may  prescrilw  :  Provided,  that  all  property  held  by  trustees  created  untler  this  act,  and 
the  proceeds  ibercof.  shall  lie  applied  to  the  use  and  lienefit  of  the  proper  denomination 
within  this  State. 

Ski  .  2.  That  whenever  any  ]iarish,  congregation  or  society  shall !«  ileclared  to  be  extinct, 
under  and  in  accordance  with  said  section  four,  as  so  amended,  it  shall  lie  lawful  for  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  in  which  any  real  property  of  such  extinct  parish. 
cont^rcKation  or  society  is  situated,  upon  the  petition  of  the  trustees  of  the  denomination  to 
which  such  extinct  parish,  congregation  or  s<K:iety  lielongs,  to  make  an  order  fur  the  sale  c4 
such  pro}>erty,  whether  the  same  shall  have  been  built  upon,  or  otherwise  improvetl,  or  not,

This  section  shall  not  l>e  so  construed  as  to  limit,  or  in  any  degree  restrict,  the 
powers  cnuiferred  by  the  preceding  se«:tions  of  this  act,  upon  trustees  elected  under  the  fame. 

Sfc.  {.  That  when  any  {tetition  shall  l>e  filed,  as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  all 
persons  who  in.iy  have  a  vested,  <ir  contingent  or  reversionary'  interest  in  such  real  estate, 
sh^ll  l>e  made  }>arties  to  >iaid  |M:iition.  and  be  notified  of  the  filing  and  pendent  y  theneof.  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  or  may  l»c  provided  in  case  of  paniticm  of  real  estate  ;  Provided,  thafc 
said  court  sh.ill  have  power  to  make  such  order  as  to  costs,  as  shall  be  deemed  just  and  proper.

report   t)F   THE   CO.MMITTEE  ON   CANONS. 

The  Committee  appointed  at*  the  la-st  Convention  to  report  to  this,  some 
amendments  to  the  Canons,  report  as  follows : 

A  sad  part  of  their  report  is,  that  early  in  the  year  one  of  their  number,  the 
venerable  and  estimable  Kent  Jarvis,  Es(|.,  was  called  to  a  higher  service  in 
the  Church  triumphant.  IMiough  it  was  his  eternal  gain,  it  was  our  loss 
personally  and  as  a  ('ommittee. 

The  work  undertaken  by  your  Commit  lee  li.is,  |>erhaps,  been  more  extended 
than  was  anticipated.  Much  time  and  thouj;ht  have  been  devoted  to  it,  and 
yet  it  is  capable  of  being  imi>roved.  Both  the  Constitution  and  the  Canons 
have  l)een  growing  for  nearly  sixty  years,  and  it  is  not  surprising  that  there 
should  l)e  some  incongruities.  We  find  matter  in  the  Constitutitm  that  should 
]>e  in  C'anons,  and  several  {lernianent  ofiices  of  the  Diocese  have  l>een  created 
for  which  there  is  no  warrant  in  the  Constitution.  These  your  Committee 
have  cndeavore<l  to  rectify. 

They  also  suggest  an  extension  of  the  right  of  Clerical  Memljership  of  the 
Convention  an<l  a  change  in  the  basis  of  l^y  representation.  V*our  Com- 
mittee could  not  |)erceivc  that  any  evil  would  be  likely  to  arise  from  extend- 
ing the  right  to  a  seal  in  the  Convention,  to  all  the  C'lergy  canonically  resident 
in  the  DitKese.  To  do  so  seems  l)oth  equitable  and  politic  ;  efjuitable  that  their 
rights  .should  de[>end  u|)on  official  stan<ling,  rather  than  upon  parochial  rela- 
tions ;  and  politic,  because  it  would  tend  to  keep  up  the  interest  of  such  C'lergy- 
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men  in  the  affairs  of  the  Church.  It  also  avoids  the  necessity  of  sundry 
exceptions  that  now  appear  in  the  Constitution,  and  also  of  deciding  whether 
a  Su|ierinteiHlent  of  Public  Schools  establishe<l  by  law  is  or  is  not  a  teacher 
in  an  incoriiorated  Institution. 

It  seems  also  to  be  more  equitable  to  make  the  number  of  I^y  delegates 

somewhat    proportioned  to   the   membership  of  a  Parish,   than  to  give  each 

Parish  the  same  number.     This  may,  it  is  true,  somewhat  diminish  the  |>ossi- 

ble  numl)er  of  l^y  delegates  to  the  Convention,  but  it  is  prolable  quite  as 

many  would  atteml.     The  number  j^jssible  now  is  232,  this  pro|)osition  will 

reduce  it  to  102.  The  time  may  come  when  such  a  reduction  will  l>e  desirable. 

^  When  we  undertook  our  task  and  openetl  u[X)n  Canon  1,  the  Trial  of  a 

Clergymen,  it  seemed  so  out  of  place  to  lake  measures  for  discipline  in  advance 

of  all  others  that  it  was  thought  l)est  to  propose  a  change  in  the  order  of  the 

Canons.     It  will  !«  obser\'^  that  according  to  the  propose<l  arrangement, 

the  first  seven  Canons  are  upon  the   organization  of  the  Convention  and  its 

element<i,  ihe  next  eight  up<m  duties  and  powers,  then  six  upon  Diocesan  work, 

ami  live  upon  discipline  and  legislation.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bronson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  to  whom  was  referred  certain  proposed  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  and  Canons,  offered  the  following  proposed 
amendment  to  Article  II  of  the  Constitution,  which  was  so  far 
approved  as  to  lie  over  for  the  final  action  of  the  next  Conven- 
tion : 

PROPOSED    AMENDMENT    APPROVED. 

In  Article  11,  strike  out  the  words  after  "  the  "  in  line  11,  to  "adjourn  "  in 
line  12.  and  insert  these  words:  "absence  of  the  Hishop,  if  he  be  withm 
the  bounds  of  the  Diocese,  unless  he  shall  have  signified  his  desire  to  the  con- 
trary', such  quorum  shall." 

The  Committee  then  proposed  the  following  substitute  for 
Article  IV  : 

♦'  The  members  of  the  Convention  shall  be  :  i.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
and  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one.  2.  All  Presbyters,  and  all 
Deacons  canonically  resident  in  the  diocese  during  the  six  months  preceding. 
3.  One  lay  delegate  from  each  mission  station  :  one  from  each  parish  in  union 
with  the  Diocese,  but  having  le*;S  than  oite  hundred  communicants  ;  two  from 
each  parish  having  one  hundred  to  two  hundred,  and  three  tn^m  tach  pari^h 
having  more  than  two  hundred.  No  person  under  ecclesiastical  censure  or 
process  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention." 
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Mr.  E.  T.  Tappan,  offered  the  following  amendment : 

"Strike  out  from  proposed  new  Article  IV,  all  with  reference  to  proportionate 
representation  of  laity,  and  restore  the  language  of  the  Article  as  it  now  is." 

Mr.  S.  N.  San  FORD  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the 
amendment  proposed  by  Mr.  Tappan  : 

*'  One  lay  delegate  from  each  mission  station,  and  three  delegates  from  each 
parish  in  union  with  the  Diocese." 

On  motion  the  proposed  new  Article  IV  with  all  amendments 
and  substitutes  was  laid  on  the  table. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee,  Rev.  Dr.  Bronson  then  offered 
the  following  amendments  to  Articles  VII  and  IX  of  the  Con- 
stitution which  were  so  far  approved  as  to  lie  .over  for  the  action 
of  the  next  Convention  : 

Art.  VII.  There  shall  lie  :  I.  A  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  to  record  the 
proceetlings  of  the  Convention,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
requireil,  to  be  elected  annually.  , 

2.  A  Treasurer  for  the  collection  and  disbursement  of  funds  for  current 
expenses,  to  be  electetl  each  year. 

3.  A  Hoard  of  five  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to  hold  their  office  five  years, 
who  shall  t)e  a  txxly  cor|)oratc  to  receive  and  hold  in  trust,  invest,  change 
investment,  and  care  for  all  the  i)ermanent  funds  of  the  Diocese. 

4.  An  I'-ccltrsiastical  Court  of  five  Presbyters,  for  the  trial  of  offences  and 
the  settling  of  dilVcrences,  to  be  electetl  for  the  term  of  three  years. 

5.  A  Standing  Committee  of  three  Presbyters  and  three  Laymen,  to  act  as 
the  Kcclesiastical  Authority  if  the  Diocese  be  vacant  or  the  Bishop  unable  to 
act,  to  l>e  electetl  ajmually. 

0.  A  Registrar  of  the  Diocese  for  the  preservation  of  documents,  to  hold 
his  tiftice  three  years,  antl  until  a  successor  be  chosen. 

All  the  aforesaid  officers  to  hold  their  offices  till  successors  are  chosen. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  shall,  except  in  the  election  of 
a  lUshop,  delil)erate*  in  one  IkhIv,  and  vote  as  such  on  all  questions  and  in  all 
elect it>i)s,  and  a  majt^rity  of  the  meml)ers  present  shall  be  rec|uired  for  a 
ilecisit^n  ;  but  when  a  vote  by  ortiers  is  called  for  by  five  members,  a  majority  of 
those  ]>iesent  of  each  onler  shall  decide.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless 
ilisiKMisctl  with  l»y  a  unanimtius  vote. 

Article  \I  is  hereby  stricken  out.  and  X  is  to  be  numbered  IX,  and  Xll 
Ikvimucs  \.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON   THE    ItISHOr*S   ADDRESS. 

The  Gnnmittee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Bishop's  Address  beg  leave  to 
PRsentthe  following  rejx)rt : 

They  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  to  all  the  mcml>ers  of  this  Convention  a 
cuse  of  thankfulness  to  the  Good  Shephenl  and  Bishop  of  us  all,  that  our 
Wofcd  Diocesan  was  able  to  say  in  his  annual  Address,  "  the  past  year  has 
Ixcn  the  happiest  in  my  Episcopate."  ....  We  are  also  glad  to  find  that 
fhechicf  cause  of  the  happiest  year  in  the  Episcopate  of  the  Bishop  of  Ohio 
B  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  the  last  year  has  been  a  year  of  increased  unity 
of  parpose  and  harmony  of  action  among  the  clerical  and  lay  memlHjrs  of 
ikCliurch  in  this  Diocese.  That  Divine  charity  which  is  not  only  the  Ixjnd 
rf  peace  and  of  all  virtnes,  but  also  covereth  a  multitude '  of  faults,  has  l)ecn 
opericnced  and  exercised  by  the  raeml>ers  of  this  Convention,  so  that  men 
Wdinp  different  opinions  anil  using  different  administrations  have  by  the 
operation  of  the  one  Spirit  been  brought  close  to  the  cross  of  Christ,  and 
t»»ghl  to  see  in  every  loveful  and  loyal  brother  the  very  image  of  God.  Where 
Ais  is  seen;  where  it  is  known  that  men  have  got  hold  of  the  essence  of 
Christianity,  and  recognize  the  fact  that  that  essence  is  more  precious  than  the 
c^et  that  holds  it,  and  the  means  used  to  diffuse  it,  there  men  of  different 
shades  of  thought  and  schools  of  ecclesiasticism  may  well  be  content  to  love, 
^  pray,  and  work,  each  in  his  own  way,  if  only  tliat  l)e  not  contrary  to 
Wsway.  Your  Committee  think  that  something  like  this  is  the  lesson  of 
tile  last  year,  and  of  our  Bishop's  allusion  to  it,  and  they  beg  the  Convention 
to  hetd  it  As  a  subject  closely  allied  to  the  thought  just  hinted,  your  Com- 
mittee beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  C'onvention  to  that  i>i)rtion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  which  relates  to  wliat  he  has  styled  the  Missionary  C^alhedral 
System.  It  is  plainly  hinte<l  by  the  Bishop,  that  if  there  be  any  reason  for 
*l*siring  the  establishment  of  this  system  among  us,  it  is  to  be  found  in  the 
ttpericnce  of  those  Dioceses  which  have  fairly  trieii  it,  and  in  the  hof)e  bom 
oi  that  experience,  that  in  this  Diocese  it  would  prove  a  means  of  enlarging 
Ae  Church's  work,  and  of  making  the  Church's  workers  more  effective.     As 
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to  the  wisdom  of  cslablishiii{>[  such  a  system  here,  there  may  be  among  hon 
and  loyal  Churchmen  differences  of  opinion.  But  as  to  the  desirableness  a 
wisdom  of  having  a  well-articulated  organization  of  all  the  elements  of  po« 
and  usefulness  in  the  Diocese,  there  will  probably  be  no  difference  of  opmic 
Confessedly,  one  of  the  principal  needs  of  the  Church  in  this  age  and  lanct 
organization. 

Your  Committee  believe  that  it  is  possible  to  establish  a  Cathedral  synUs^ 
in  this  Diocese,  divested  of  certain  addenda  of  foreign  growth  not  indigena 
to  the  soil  of  American  thought,  but  not  necessary  to  the  reality  of  the  fijrstctf 
which  would  be  in  harmony  with  the  genius  of  American  institutions  afl| 
which  might  l>e  made  a  lever,  by  which  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  could  Hi 
what  are  called  the  masses  of  society  to  a  higher  and  better  life.  Unless 
would  serve  this  purpose,  unless  it  could  be  used  as  a  means  of  saving  men 
we  neither  wish  or  want  it.  l$ut  if  it  can  be  used  as  a  means  to  this  end,  eithe 
<Hrecily  or  indrectly,  we  are  in  great  need  of  it,  and  ought  to  desire  it  eamestl) 
In  any  event  your  Committee'are  of  the  opinion  that  the  establishment  of  sue 
a  system  should  l>e  a  work  of  time,  and  that  careful  consideration  should  t 
given  to  the  subject  itself  and  to  the  Bishop's  wonls  resiKSCting  it.  We  are  < 
the  opinion  the  subject  is  so  important  that  it  would  l)e  well  to  appoint 
special  committee  for  its  consideration,  and  we  have  therefore  appended  to  th 
report  a  resolution  to  that  effect. 

That  portion  of  the  address  which  deals  with  the  office  and  proper  suppo 
of  the  Kpisco))ate  is  not  the  least  imi>ortant  part.  The  Committee  haTU 
already  considered  the  question  of  endowment  we  do  not  feel  it  our  duty  to  i 
your  attention  on  this  point  again.  But  the  words  of  the  address  seem  to 
so  wise,  and  its  recommendations  so  reasonable,  that  w«  venture  to  ask  the  Co 
vention  to  ponder  them  ;  es|)ecially  the  recommendation  as  to  preaching  on  t' 
subject  of  Episcopacy.  We  are  living  in  times  when  what  is  called  the  sde 
tihc  spirit,  growing  in  intensity  and  extent,  demands  of  men  who  present  claii 
such  as  our  Church  presents  that  they  he  sure  of  the  facts  on  which  th< 
claims  are  founded.  Just  because  this  is  so,  and  because  the  question  betwe 
us  and  other  Christian  denominations  is  a  question  of  facts  not  fancies,  ai 
because  that  question  can  be  studied  fairly  and  decided  correctly  only  by  t 
historic  metho<1,  that  being  the  only  method  of  determining  such  a  questi* 
with  any  approach  to  scientific  accuracy,  we  think  the  present  time  affords 
favorable  opportunity  for  presenting  the  subject  of  our  Episcopacy  to  t 
attention  of  men.  We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  fact  that  many  of  t 
large  religious  denominations  about  us  obligate  their  pastors  to  present  at  let 
once  a  year  the  distinctive  features  of  their  respective  systems,  contains  a  lesa 
that  we  might  study  with  profit ;  and  we  therefore  press  on  the  Convention  ti 
Bishop's  suggestion  on  this  subject. 

To  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  relates  to  the  Educational  intere: 
of  the  Diocese,  and  to  the  Institutions  at  Gambier,  your  Committee  would  a 
of  the  Convention  a  thoughtful  remembrance.  They  would  have  you  c 
freshly  to  mind  the  wish  expressed  by  the  Bishop,  tluit  the  delegates  attei 
the  Senii-Centennial  Commencement  exercises,  on  the  morrow  ;  and  while 
Gambier  spend  some  i»art  of  their  time  in  visiting  the  different  buildings  erect 
there,  that  they  may  go  away  with  an  intelligent  idea  of  the  treasures  whi 
the  Church  possesses  in  those  Institutions. 

They  would  then  further  recommend  that  the  matter  suggested  in  regard 
the  establishing  of  (iramnuir  Schools  in  the  Diocese,  as  feetlers  to  this  Instil 
tion,  l>c  heeded,  and  every  influence  |Kjssible  fx:  exerted  to  further  this  en 
Also,  where  this  is  impracticable,  that  the  advantages  of  the  Grammar  Schc 
at  Gambier,  already  established,  be  urged  upon  those  who  are  wishing  to  pi 
pare  for  entrance  upon  a  coUqjiate  course.

A  Hojird  of  five  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  to  hold  their  office

In  compliance  with  the  unanimous  invitation  of  the  Vestry,  I  accepted 
temiwrary  charge  of  All  Saints'  Parish,  to  perform  such  voluntary  service  as 
shall  consist  with  full  <luty  in  that  of  St.  Mark's.  Since  the  first  of  May,  I 
have  made  about  sixty  )>astoral  visits  ;  held  service,  preached,  and  administeied 
the  lioiy  Communion  on  the  second  Sunday^  in  May  and  June;  and  held 
service  and  lectured  twice  on  week-day  evenings  :  and  have  felt  encouraged  by 
tho  goful  attendance.  I  have  l^aptiseil  one  chdd.  I  have  also  met  once  the 
Veslry  and  the  Women's  Society,  an<l  twice  the  Voung  Men's  Association. 
The  lay  services  every  Sunday  morning  and  evening,  when  the  HKM:tor  is 
unable  to  be  present,  are  encouraged  by  an  attendance  of  from  35  to  65  at 
each  service.  The  Sunday  School  is  a  hopeful  feature  of  Parish  work.  AH 
seem  conlially  united,  in  aim  and  w(»rk,  to  free  the  Parish  from  debt. 

The  Parish  being  entirely  out  of  debt,  and  nee<ling  full  services,  the  Vestry 
called  their  late  Rector,  who  commenced  work,  September  1st,  1875,  under 
most  favorable  auspices,  with  a  pledged  salary  of  $850.  The  salary  was  paid, 
in  the  main,  monthly,  until  the  Sunday  School  building  was  undertaken.  On 
last  Easier  Monday,  the  Parish  was  found  to  be  in  debt,  on  salary  to  the  Rector 
and  for  improvements,  in  the  sum  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars.  The  footings 
for  the  year  show  that,  if  the  building  had  not  been  undertaken,  the  ordinary 
current  expenses  could  have  been  readily  met. 

In  view  of  the  many  worthy  people  and  zealous  workers,  male  and  female, 
in  thi^  Parish,—  in  connection  with  the  good  beginnings,  and  the  future 
promise  of  the  field,  — it  is  confidently  anticipated  that  AH  Saints*  Parish, 
before  many  years,  will  take  rank  among  the  i:trong  and  prosperous  Parishes 
of  the  Diocese.

The  ineml)crs  of  the  Conj^regation,  with  few  exceeptions,  are  entirely  com- 
po.seil  of  the  working  hands  in  the  Kollin*;  Mills  with  their  families,  and  are 
in  conso(|ucnce  tluctuatinj;  in  their  movements— which  has  been  especially  the 
CISC  within  the  last  year-  owing  to  the  depression  in  the  irt»n  trade.  The  cen- 
se* juent  revluction  of  wages  and  the  retluced  numl>er  of  hands  employed  in 
the  partial  closing  of  |K)rtions  of  the  mills,  the  "strike*'  an<l  ** lock-out," 
with  other  matters,  causeil  some  of  the  Ixrst  and  most  active  mcml»crs  to 
lomove  ti>  other  |H^rtions  of  the  Uniletl  States.  Taking  into  consideration 
this  feature  of  the  Cimgregntion,  it  was  a  great  mistake,  the  erection  of  Ncw- 
burgh  into  an  inde|ienclent  Parish,  as  Crrace  Church  is  emphatically  missionary 
in  her  oiierations  ;  yet  nevertheless  a  most  im[)ortant  {KXaition,  as  there  are 
ninety-one  families  attached  to  the  Church,  numl)ering  in  the  aggregate  seren 
hundretl  and  thirty-one  souls, 

.\s  a  natural  conse^iuence  of  such  a  state  of  things,  and  that  many  of  those 
whit  removcil  were  unable  to  discharge  their  indebtedness  to  the  Church — 
.inuuinting  to  $474  -the  linancial  condition  of  the  Parish  has  made  no  im- 
provement, while  the  tone  of  it>  spirituality  has  greatly  advanced.

$Jyx\  1  lad  it  not  l»een  for  the  kind  assistance  generously  granted  by  SL 
Paul's,  of  Cleveland,  the  doors  of  the  Church  must  have  been  closed.

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My  report,  this  year,  in  behalf  of  Christ  and  His  Church,  is  to  me  painfully 

meagre,  not  through  any  negligence  in  preaching  the  Word,  nor  want  of  zeal 

in   administering  the  Sacraments,  nor  failure  to  meet  the  other  duties  in  the 

line  of  my  profession.       Though  disappointed  in  one  thing,  it  has  pleased  (iod 

ihe    Holy  Spirit   to  bless  me  in  another  thing,   viz  :  the  renovation  of  our 

chnrch  edifice,  which  took  some  time  to  eflect,  and  necessarily  threw  me  into 

other  places  to  preach.     It  gives  me,  however,  great  pleasure,  and  reason  to 

thank  Ciod,  that  I   am  able  to  embody  in  my  report,  the  change  which  has 

been    made  in   our  church   edifice  during  the  past  year.      Kvery  part  of  the 

church,  but  the  walls,  was  either  torn  down  or  pulled  up.       A  brick  tower  in 

which  is  a  room  for  the  organ  and  choir,  has  taken  the  place  of  the  >teeple  ; 

the  ceiling  has  been  tastefully  frescoed  ;  the  walls  kaKomineil ;    and  back  of 

the  chancel,  upon  the  wall,   are  three  tablets,  on   one  of  which  is  the  Lord's 

Prayer,  in  the  second  is  the  monogram  **  I.  H.S."  with  the  words  underneath, 

•*  L>o  this  in  remembrance  of  me,  '  and  then  follows  the  picture  of  a  wine  cuj), 

the  third   contains  the  Apostles'  Creed.      Upon  entering  the  front  door,  the 

imut  ensemble  impresses  the  beholder  at  once  with  its  cheerful  but  churchly 

appearance.     Much  praise  is  due  to  the  workmen,  and  the  gentlemen  under 

whose    supervision   the   work  was  so  piously  begun  and  linisheil.      There  is 

reason  to  hope  that  a  brighter  sun  has  dawned  upon  th'e  Church  in  Huron,   in 

conse(}uence  of  a  new  rail  road  making  it  a  terminus,   which  we  hope  and 

believe  will  add  greatly  to  the  number  of  our  imputation.

Report  of  Rev.  Austin  W.  Mann,  Missionary. 

[See  Biiihop's  Address,  page  24. 1 


As  the  commencement  of  the  operations  of  this  division  of  the  Church 
Mission  to  Deaf  Mutes  has  been  dated,  in  the  past,  from  the  ist  of  Jnly,  this 
report,  required  at  this  time,  may  be  understood  to  embrace  the  labors  dT  tlie 
past  eleven  months,  beginning  July  ist,  1876. 

Most  of  the  work  here  reported  was  done  under  a  lay  reader's  license 
received  at  your  hands.  With  this  authority  I  held  services,  with  as  much 
regularity  and  frequency  as  circumstances  would  permit,  at  Milwaukee,  Clii- 
cago,  Detroit,  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Delaware,0.,  Jackson  and  Flint,  Mich. 

Shortly  after  my  reception  into  the  ministry  last  winter,  1  made  my  first 
visit  to  Pittsburgh,  deciding,  after  the  first  service,  and  the  interest  exhibited* 
to  place  it  in  the  list  of  my  Mission  stations.  It  is  possible  to  still  further 
enlarge  the  held,  and  take  in  places  of  the  size  of  Youngstown,  Akron.  Toledo^ 
and  others,  and  have  services  on  week-days, —  reserving  the  larger  points,  six 
or  seven  in  number,  for  Sunday  services.  This  arrangement,  to  be  carried  out 
in  full  in  the  course  of  time,  will  enable  the  Missionary,  working  alone,  as  at 
present,  to  do  a  larger  amount  of  work. 

Inquiries  have  come  from  points  unvisited,  to  ascertain  when  it  will  be 
possible  to  ex(^)cct  services ;  and  the  interest  in  this,  the  Church's  special 
labor,  really  continues  to  increase.  Of  course  this,  among  others,  is  a  most 
encouraging  matter.  Kut  the  interest  is  not  wholly  limited  to  the  deaf  them- 
selves. From  their  hearing  and  speaking  friends,  (who  clearly  recognize  the 
fact  that  a  great  want  so  long  experience<l  is  l>cing  filled,)  have  come  material 
assistance,  and  many  a  hearty  C]iod  s])€ed.  '  Many  such  manifestations  of  good 
will  have  come  from  members  of  other  religious  denominations.  The  idea 
seems  spontaneously  to  enter  their  minds  that  the  admirable  Liturgy  of  the 
(!hurch  is  si^ecitilly  adapted  to  the  wants  of  their  silent  friends,  and  they 
encourage  them  to  attend  the  services. 

Resides  holding  services  1  have,  within  the  i>ast  few  weeks,  assisted  die 
Rectors  at  several  points  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  to  the 
rleaf  mute  communicants,  and  on  special  occasions  have  read  |iarts  of  the 
confirmation  service,  in  signs,  at  the  instance  of  the  Hishop.  On  occasions, 
l)efore  and  after  my  ordination,  I  have  also  similarly  read  the  Baptismal 
service. 

In  some  of  the  ]>arishes  it  has  not  been  tjuite  i)ossible  to  have  more  than  one 
service  on  Sundays ;  but  recently,  consent  was  obtained  of  the  Rector  of  St. 
James'  Church,  Chicago,  to  the  use  of  its  Cha^iel  for  a  morning  as  well  as 
evening  service.  Ana  I  hope  to  be  able  to  obtain  similar  consent  from  other 
Rectors. 
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1  most  not  omit  to  mention  the  assistance  received  at  the  hands  of  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Galuudet,  General  Manager  of  the  Church  Mission  to  Deaf  Mutes. 
He  has  visited,  during  the  year,  the  following  points,  and  addressed  the  Church 
people,  thus  introducing  to  their  especial  notice  this  effort  of  the  Church : 
Gnnd  Rapids,  Mich. ;  Milwaukee,  Delavan,  and  Racine,  Wis.  ;  Chicago,  111. ; 
Drtwit,  Jackson,  and  Flint,  Mich.  ;  and  Cleveland,  O.  Another  visit  to 
tbe  Western  Mission  is  expected  from  him  this  month  (June).  Pittsburgh, 
Defawarc,  Columbus,  Dayton,  Cincinnati,  Newport,  Louisville,  Indianapolis, 
and  Cleveland,  are  on  the  visiting  list  this  time.

In  the  work  of  laying  the  foundations  for  future  Church  work,  many  diffit 
ties  have  been  met  with, — some  of  them  of  a  nature  to  thoroughly  perpl 
But  the  results  which  have  followed, — the  fruition  of  faithful  persistent  labo 
exhibit  the  blessed  presence  and  help  of  God.  Trials  and  difficulties  are,  a 
all.  His  means  of  strengthening  and  teaching  us.  We  learn  to  distrust 
own  abilities,  and  turn  to  the  true  source  of  all  strength.

9n»pBthy  and  liberal  support,  not  only  of  the  Dioceses  and  towns  which  he

jT^^'^Tils  to  them  continually  new  and  inviting  fields  for  active  operations,  yet 
for  ^  are  utterly  unable,  through  the  lack  of  financial  supix>rt,  to  meet  the 
J^^er,  or  to  respond  to  the  latter  as  they  desire  to  do. 

.  *  ^e  expressed  policy  of  the  Committee  is  to  meet  energy,  enthusiasm  and 
Pj^^is  zeal  with  encouragement  and  lil)erality.  It  prefers  to  enlarge  appm- 
^rji^^'ons  in  the  direction  of  new  and  live  interests,  to  doling  out  a  pittance  to 
iT*  and  dead  dependencies,  which  only  have  a  name  to  live.  When  these 
^^^^  show  a  spirit  of  awakened  life  the  Committee  respond  with   like 
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I'radc  interests  and  commercial  improvements  are  constantly  bringing  to  ^^w 
notice  of  the  Bishop,  and  the  Committee,  new  centers  of  work  which  migh%^  \^ 
mmediately  occupied,  were  the  treasury  furnished  ^th  necessary  funds. 

The  expediency  of  receiving  pledges  at  the  bq^nning  of  the  year  has  ha^eu 
suggested  as  a  method  of  relief, —  as  aflfording  a  hnancial  promise  to  pay,  aud 
thus  giving  the  Committee  a  foundation  for  the  work  in  the  jrear  to  cone: 
This  plan,  in  distinction  from  the  present  nominal  quarterly  offering,  doubtlea 
has  its  merits  and  should  receive  the  consideration  of  this  Conventiot. 
Whether  the  change  l>e  made  or  not,  the  Committee  are  free  to  say  that  eadi 
Parish  and  Station  should  pledge  itself  to  make  the  stated  quarterly  collectioi; 
and  that  it  is  l>est  to  fix  the  date  at  the  lieginning  of  the  year,  and  the  qnarler, 
not  only  for  the  convenience  and  timely  notice  of  the  parishioners  but  also  far 
the  accommodation  of  the  Treasurer,  in  order  that  he  may  promptly  pay  the 
Missionary  stipend. 

The  Committee  sincerely  trust  that  the  imixirtance  and  needs  of  the  Diocoft**  .^ 
work  will  receive  the  attention  it  deserves  from  the  Clergy,  that  they  naaydaW, 
impress  the  laity  with  their  duty  to  provide  a  lil)eral  support  in  its  befa*^ 
during  the  year  to  come.  ^^ 

To  meet  existing  obligations,  and  ordinary  expectations  of  growth,  SSiOQj^^^ 
will  Ikj  required  ;  and  $10,000  ought  to  be  given,  and  is  necessary  for  thefii^^^ 
and  proper  demands  of  the  work. 


Reports  of  Secretaries  of  Convocations. 


Cleveland  Convocation — Rev.  Frank  M.  Hall,  Secretary. 


The  meetings  held  by  the  Cleveland  Convocation  during  the  present  Con- 
ventional year,  have  been  as  follows : 

Thursday,  Sept.  7th,  1876  -In  the  C:ha|iel  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Cleveland. 
Present  -thirteen  clerical  and  seven  lay  delegates. 

Thursday,  Jan.  4th,  1877— In  J^t.  Andrew's  Church,  Elyria.  Present — 
seven  clerical  and  fbur  lay  delegates. 

Thursday,  May  24th,  1877— In  Christ  Church,  Oberlin.  Present — eight 
clerical  and  four  lay  delegates. 

Each  of  these  meetings  occupied  the  time  of  one  day  only. 

The  order  of  exercises  was  substantially  the  same  at  the  three  mectingiiy  viz : 

In  the  morning — Morning  Prayer  and  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, with  an  address  or  sermon. 

In  the  afternoon  --Consideration  of  plans  for  Missionary  work  and  Church 
extension  within  the  bounds  of  the  Convocation,  and  the  discussion  of  some 
topic  set  forth  for  that  purpose  by  the  Bishop. 

In  the  evening — A  general  Missionary  meeting. 

These  exercises  were  in  every  instance  of  an  interesting  and  pn^fitable  char- 
acter, and,  except  at  the  first  meetine,  were  attended  by  lat^ge  numbers  of 
jK'opIe  resident  in  the  Parishes  where  the  meetings  were  held. 

The  only  work  in  the  direction  of  Church  extension,  whose  prosecution  is 
traceable  to  influences  imparted  by  the  meetings  of  this  Convocation,  has  been 
that  at  Wellington.     The  initiation  of  this  mission  is  largely  due  to  the  Rei^. 
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Henderson  Judd.  At  the  first  meeting  he  called  the  attention  of  the  Con- 
JJ**tion  to  Wellington  as  an  inviting  field  for  Missionary  lal)or,  and  proposed 
Jj5^  an  effort  should  be  made  for  the  maintenance  of  Church  services  there. 
Hjs  suggestion  was  heartily  endorsed  by  the  Convocation  and  was  promptly 
*^*mcd  out  into  an  effort  that  has  proved  to  be  steady,  efficient  and  thoroughly 

*nc  plan  adopted  for  the  conduct  of  the  Mission  was,  that  such  clergymen 
J^ould  offer  their  services  should  officiate  in  turn,  on  Tuesday  evening  of 
acii  Week  until  the  work  should  be  sufficiently  advanced  to  warrant  the 
'PP^tment  of  a  Missionary.  This  plan  was  faithfully  carried  out  during  a 
*"oa  extending  from  September  I2th,  1876,  to  May  1st,  1877,  by  the  clergy- 
J*"  who  shared  this  voluntary  lal)or,  namely :  The  Rev.  Drs.  Boli.es, 
•yRToN,  and  Washhurn,  and  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Brown,  Burton,  Hail, 
*''^Var,  Hyde,  Ji;r>L),  and  Noakes.  The  result  has  been  the  establish-

id  proceeded  further  to  organize  by  the  election  of  the  Rev.  A.  J.  W.xrner 
ecretary,  and  Mr.  John  Thomas  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  first  regular  session  of  the  Norlh-Eastern  Convocation  was  held  pur- 
lant  to  a  call  of  the  Bishop  to  meet  with  him  in  Christ  Church,  Warren,  on 
ic  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  Septeml)er  27th,  1876. 

Present :  of  the  Clei^— Rev.  N.  P.  Charlot,  Rev.  A.  R.  Kiekfer, 
lev.  Philii'  McKim,  Rev.  James  Moore,  D.D.,  Rev.  Thomas  D.  Pitts, 
lev.  A.  J.  Warner.     Of  the  Laity— Thomas  Aignsworth,  of  Niles. 
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The  session  opened  at  2  p.  m.  with  Divine  Service,  followed  by  discuss 
and  resolutions.  The  Bishop,  being  in  the  Chair,  spoke  at  some  length 
"Itinerancy."  Next  came  up  the  question,  "How  best  to  reach  the  se 
troubles  or  true  spiritual  state  of  the  timid  and  inexperienced  ?"  This  led 
some  suggestions  on  the  use  that  might  be  made  of  Lay  Beaders. 

The  only  resolution  of  general  application  was  an  approval  of  the  Bisho 
purpose  to  re<|uire  of  all  his  Clergy  **A  Historical  Centennial  Sermon,  on  l

The  third  and  last  meeting  of  this  session  was  held  at  7  a.  m.,  on  Thured 
September  28lh.  After  the  Holy  Communion,  with  ,an  address  by  1

in  number, )  and  preached  the  sermon.

Call 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Wells  to  the  Chair,  the  Bishop  took  his  seat  among 
members. 

The  Reports  presente<i  elicited  many  ini)>ortant  comments  with  refereno 
the  most  feasible  plan  for  supplying  Stations  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lai 
Parishes. 

The  Treasurer's  rejwrt  showed  a  l)alance  of  $19.22  in  the  Treasury.

EXPLANATORY   STATEMENT. 

i  January,  1872,  a  full  examination  of  finances  was  made  by  a  Committee 
he  Lay  members  of  the  Board,  and  it  appeared  that  the  ordinary  income 
never  equaled  the  necessary  expenses.  Occasional  appeals  for  means  to 
an  annual  deficit  had  been  made  and  responded  to,  but  could  not  be  relied 
Q  as  a  resource.  A  careful  consideration  of  the  sources  of  expenses  satisfied 
3oard  that  Bexley  Hall,  Kenyon  College  and  Milnor  Hall  could  not  be 
I  open  and  at  work  without  consuming  ''  principal."  Such  consumption  of 
rincipal"  would  in  a  few  years  expend  everything  except  the  special 
owments. 

I  appeared  that  under  the  oral  or  written  terms  of  most  of  the  Seminary 
lowments,  their  income  could  temporarily  be  used  for  general  purposes  in 
S8  of  emergency;  and  Bishop  Bedell,  incumbent  of  one  of  the  chairs, 
•ated  the  income  of  that  chair  for  general  purposefL  Resolved  not  to 
«id  "principal,"  the  Trustees  temporarily  suspended  Bexley  and  Milnor 
Us,  ana  requested  the  College  Faculty  to  instruct  the  Grammar  School. 
Uiwhile,  an  appeal  was  made  for  an  additional  endowment.  Outside  of 
itributions  made  by  the  Bishop,  some  of  the  Trustees  and  their  friends,  no 
cess  was  had. 
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In  January,  1876 — faithful  to  their  obligations  to  the  Seminary  endowme 
— the  Board  ordered  the  re-opening  of  Bexley  and  Milnor  Halls  ;  but  as  I 
would  create  again  expense  beyond  income,  they  requested  the  Bishops  s 
the  College  Faculty  to  send  out  appeals  for  contributions  towards  the  nee« 
increase  of  income.  It  will  recjuire  at  least  $22,000  a  year  to  work  all 
Schools  effectively  without  using  any  principal.  If  $75,000  more  can  be  | 
cured,  no  College  in  the  region  west  of  the  Alleghanies  will  be  in  such  g 
financial  condition  as  Kenyon  ;  and  as  her  standard  of  scholarship  is  no^^^ 
high,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  this  moderate  increase  of  endowment  will  insure  i 
a  century,  if  not  for  centuries,  the  furnishing  of  a  thorough  education  to  yc»«aj 
men  on  Gambier  Hill,  and  exert  a  vast  influence  for  good.

thereon  ;  and  the  persons  reported  by  that  Committee  as  entitled  to  seats  < 
exceeding  three  from  each  Parish),  whether  regulars  or  alternates,  shall,  if 
Convention  approve  such  report,  be  entered  upon  the  roll  of  the  Secret  ar 
properly  accredited  delegates. 

(4.)  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates,  as  the  s: 
shall  have  been  reiK)rted  by  the  Committee  and  adopted  by  the  Convent: 
and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes ;  after  which  the  Pi 
dent  shall  declare  the  Convention  organized  for  business. 

(5.)  The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  next  report  on  the  applical 
(if  any)  of  New  Parishes  for  Admission  to  the  Convention  (Title  II.,  Cano 
§  4,  of  the  Digest) ;  and  when  received  the  Secretary  shall  call  and  entci 
the  minutes  the  names  of  the  Lay  Delegates  representing  said  Parishes. 

(6. )  The  election  by  ballot  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  app 
an  Assistant.

The  Church,  both  ministers  and   peopl 
parents  and  sponsors  and  spiritual  guides,  teachers  and  the  taught,  nnust 
found  on  their  knees  before  God,  bewailing  and  repenting  of  their  violatioo 
their  vows  of  self-consecration.     Then  may  we  hope  to  see  again  the  ranks 
our  ministry  replenished,  and  the  banners  borne  by  stalwart  men  at  the  b^ 
of  an  advancing  Church. 

CHANGES. 

It   is  a  subject  of  congratulation  that  so  few  of  our  Clergy  have  left 
Diocese  during  the  year,  for  other  fields.     Only  three  of  these  were  iDtinii^.i 
associated  with  our  work  for  any  im(>ortant  length  of  time;  while  we  hail 
accession  of  a  number,  which,  when  added  to  the  ordinations,  more  than   ^ 
plies  the  blank.     Changes  in  position  within  the  Diocese,  have  been  rem^a 
bly  few — only  seven;  showing  a  fixedness  of  purpose,  a  patience  of  endur^un 
and  a  quiet  confidence  among  our  Clergy  which  is  hopeful  and  full  of  promt 
It  is  reasonable  also  to  conclude  that  our  people  are  forming  attachments 
their  pastors,  have  learned  to  appreciate  their  character  and  fidelity,  hare  coi 
firmed  the  bond  of  mutual  obligation,  and  learned  how  precious  is  a  faiCA/k 
pastorate.     Consecjuently,   I  can  report  to  you  that  only  one  self-supportiB 
Parish  has  been  vacant  during  the  year — and  that  one  only  for  one  month;  a0 
that  every  Missionary  Station  which  under  our  present  circumstances  \\ 
|)ossible  to  fdl,  except  one,  is  tilled. 

THE   CONVOCATION    SYSTEM. 

Convocational  Meetings  have  been  an  agreeable  and  useful  feature  of  th« 
year.  Hut  the  system  will  not  work  by  its  own  force.  Unless  the  members 
make  it  their  duty  to  attend,  and  exert  themselves  to  give  effect  to  the  meet- 
ings, the  system  must  fail.  I  suggest,  that  each  member  should  regard  aa 
appointment  to  duty  as  an  honorable  office,  ami  a  duty  to  l>e  attended  to  witli 
as  much  outlay  of  power  as  can  possibly  be  Ixrstoweil  on  it.  Wherever  this 
has  l>een  the  case,  the  meetings  of  Convocation  have  been  successful,  ami 
eminently  helpful,  both  to  the  parishes  where  they  have  h&ki  held,  and  to  the 
clergy  and  laymen  who  have  met  for  counsel. 

DIOCESAN    MISSIONS. 

1  wish  that  a  more  hopeful  report  could  be  rendered  of  our  Diocesan  Mis 
sionary  work.  The  able  and  diligent  Secretary  of  the  Missionary  Committer 
will  present  the  details  of  it.  It  is  my  jxirt  only  to  offer  some  general  observa 
tions. 

In  the  first  place,  we  are  making  very  few  advances;  indeed,  we  have  com 
menced  only  one  new  Mission  during  the  past  year:  not  because  opportunitie 
do  not  offer,  but  because  we  do  not  dare  to  incur  the  necessary  pecuniar 
obligations.  So  much  difficulty  has  been  found  in  maintaining  our  presen 
meagre  force  that  it  would  have  been  unjustifiable  imprudence  to  involve  our 
selves  by  an  increased  expenditure. 
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:he  next  place,  the  Diocese  ought  to  recognize  the  (act,  that  no  large 
ce  in  our  work  outside  of  the  great  cities  can  be  made  unless  there  shall 
very  general  increase  of  liberality  among  the  churches  outside  of  the 
cities.  Whilst  there  is  no  question  that  our  chief  drpendcnce  must 
be  on  the  liberality  of  the  wealthier  members  of  our  Church  who 
Ily  gravitate  towards  the  centers,  and  towards  the  stronger  churches, 
:h  are  the  multitude  of  calls  upon  them  that  we  learn  to  reckon  only  on 
ual  contribution  which  averages  alx)ut  the  same  year  by  year.  It  is  to 
temhered  to  their  credit,  that  each  of  them  is  engaged  in  city  Missionary 
nvolving  large  expense,  which  is  not  counted  among  their  offerings  to 
an  Missions.  Their  Parochial  Reports  will  show  on  the  part  of  the 
city  churches  in  Clevelan<l,  Toletlo  and  Sandusky,  an  amount  of  city 
nary  work  probably  et^ual  in  each  case  to  what  the  whole  Diocese  is 
for  its  Missionary  work.  Besides,  these  churches  are  depended  on  to 
bier  parishes  in  church  building.  So  much  ought  to  be  said,  to  explain 
t  that  their  contributions  through  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Treasury  do 
^ease  as  rapidly  as  we  should  desire.  Certainly  these  parishes  cannot 
icy  have  reachetl  their  measure  of  duty  or  responsibility  as  to  Church 
on  in  this  great  Diocese.  But  they  have  a  right  to  feel  that  they  are 
X  large  burdens,  and  should  share  the  gratitude  of  their  Bishop,  and 
rethren.  Consequently,  as  I  have  said,  our  hopes,  for  a  rapid  increase 
ability  to  extend  Missions,  rely  upon  the  strong  parishes  in  the  smaller 
and  upon  a  general  interest  in  the  work  throughout  the  rural  parishes 
the  Diocese  at  large  exhibits  this  sense  of  respvonsibility,  our  more 
i  city  parishes  will  no  doubt  find  their  sense  of  ability  (]uickened. 
the  credit  of  the  smaller  Missions  and  parishes  it  is  to  be  recorded  that 
[oarterly  contributions  have  come  in  with  commendable  regularity, 
ty  and  promptness. 

he  next  place,  our  Church  may  well  inquire  into  the  causes  of  the  de- 
in  our  Missionary  means,  and  the  general  apathy  which  has  seized  our 
.     It  shows  itself  lamentably  in  respect  to 

(;enkkal  missions. 

special  committee,  appointed  by  our  General  Board  of  Missions,  has 
rganized,  and  has  put  forth  a  strong  argument  and  ap|x.*al  to  the  parishes 
lurchmen  of  the  Diocese.  It  is  so  important  a  paper,  and  so  intimately 
ited  with  our  year's  work,  that  1  have  made  it  a  part  of  this  address, 
ace  it  among  our  permanent  documents.  Some  of  our  churches  do  not 
ittempt  to  make  a  collection  for  Domestic  or  Foreign  Missions,  or  for 
ise  of  Education  for  the  Ministry.  On  what  ground  a  Parish  can  ven- 
call  itself  a  Church  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  does  not  even  try 
;nd  his  Gospel  to  others,  or  ol)ey  his  last  command,  is  to  me  inexplicable. 
a  body  may  be  an  ecclesiastical  society  or  brotherhood,  a  social  club,  a 
igational  association,  meeting   for  religious  culture.;  but  beyond  that, 
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nothing.  It  recognizes  no  bonds  to  the  great  household  of  faith,  no  oU 
tion  to  the  grand  Militant  Church  which  is  fighting  the  battles  of  the  L 
I  cannot  see  how  its  members  dare  to  say,  "Our  Father!  Thy  kingi 
come!"  But  even  where  the  form  of  an  offertory  for  these  general  puip 
exists,  the  offering  is  often  so  meagre  as  to  indicate  that  the  members  have 
heart  for  it.     Consequently  the  cause  of

also  suffers  at  their  hands.  For  no  man  or  woman  will  give  liberally  wii 
true  spirit  to  the  extension  of  the  Church  in  Ohio,  who  does  not  feel  the 
pulse  of  Christian  love  calling  out  a  charity  for  Missions  in  our  West i 
South,  and  to  the  ends  of  the  earth,  wherever  ignorance  of  the  Gospd 
found,  or  unpardoned  sinners  are  perishing  for  lack  of  the  knowledge  of  Qu 
the  Saviour.  Of  course  the  primary  cause  of  this  apathy  in  respect  to  M 
sions,  is  a  loss  of  spiritual  vigor,  a  dulled  conscience,  a  heart  beating  1 
slowly  in  response  to  the  love  of  Jesus. 

but  there  are  also  secondary  causes.  Among  these,  necessarily,  we  co 
the  hardness  of  the  times.  Much  more  blame,  however,  is  laid  on  this  mo 
tary  stringency  than  needs  be.  It  must  diminish  the  gifts  of  many ;  hi 
little  self-sacrifice  would  increase  the  gifts  of  mure. 

There  is  a  secondary  cause  which  I  am  inclined  to  think  is  still  more  potc 
As  I  am  not  yet  prepared  to  give  a  positive  opinion  on  this  point,  I  will  o 
throw  out  the  tliought  by  way  of  suggestion,  and  beg  you  to  accompany 
during  the  next  year  in  a  thorough  investigation  of  it.  1  have  observed  t 
this  diminution  of  our  Missionary  resources  has  been  conteniporaneous  « 
the  adoption  of  what  is  called  the 

ENVELOl'K  SYSTEM. 

This  is  a  system  of  supporting  Church  expenses  and  raising  the  minist* 
salary  by  weekly  offerings  inclosed  in  envelopes,  and  placed  on  the  I/m 
Table  as  if  it  were  a  charity.     It  is  intended  that  offerings  on  the  plates, 
inclosed  in   envelopes,   shall  be  devoted  to  Missions,  and  other  charita 
work. 

■  So  far  as  I  have  examined  the  working  of  the  system  it  succeeds  w 
under  the  impulse  of  novelty,  during  the  first  year.  Then  begins  a  recessi 
As  the  gifts  decrease  it  l)ecomes  necessary  to  devote  more  and  more  of  the  1 
will  offerings  outside  of  the  envelopes  to  the  support  of  the  Minister ;  ; 
general  charities  naturally  suffer.  If  they  do  not,  then  the  Minister  suif 
And  not  a  few  of  our  noble- hearted  Brethren  do  thus  suffer  silently  for 
sake  of  the  Gospel.  So  far  as  I  have  observed,  the  exceptions  to  this '. 
tory  of  the  working  of  the  system  have  been  rare,  and  have  occurred  only  w 
the  Minister  exhibits  sufficient  magnetism  in  himself  to  compel  a  contiii 
flow  of  the  charitable  current. 

Now  the  questions  which  I  think  it  worth  while  for  you  to  examine  i 
reflect  upon,  are  these  :     Are  the  diminution  of  missionary  resources  and 
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l^ion  of  the  envelope  system  in  a  parish,  after  the  novelty  has  worn  oflf, 
BBporaneous  ?  If  so,  is  there  a  connection  of  cause  and  effect  between 
two?    And  if  so,  why? 

UkI  I  will  venture  further  to  suggest  two  possible  causes : 
"he  envelope  system  is  based  on  an  erroneous  principle,  which  the  other 
i  principles  of  its  foundation  are  not  strong  enough  to  counteract.  It  rep- 
int-  the  salary  of  a  minister  as  a  charity.  )t  renders  him  a  beneficiary.  It 
Boes  a  congregation  to  suppose  that  its  offertory  for  such  a  purpose  is 
spted  before  God  as  a  gift  of  love  for  Christ.  It  is  not  so.  Under  our 
intaiy  system  the  salary  is  what  a  congregation  owes  and  pays  to  its  minis- 
for  its  spiritual  education,  for  pastoral  care,  and  for  its  religious  privileges, 
•t  it  might  be  under  an  ideal  state  of  the  church,  is  nc^  the  question.  At 
•ent  it  is  not  a  charity  in  any  sense.  And  the  clergy  who  yield  to  such  a 
t»,  or  encourage  it,  will,  in  the  end,  suffer  for  it ;  whether  they  deserve

"he  second  possible  cause  is,  that  it  violates  a  Canon,  which  itself  is  the 
It  of  long  experience,  and  founded  on  true  Church  principles : 
^  sibstitutes  the  minister  tor  the  vestry  in  the  management  of  the  temporal 
>Tt  of  the  church  ;  and  this  even  when  the  minister  passes  the  envelopes 
mediately  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer.  For  it  makes  the  minister  the 
cctor  of  his  salary  ;  it  brings  the  whole  weight  of  his  ofhcial  and  personal 
iQice  to  bear  on  the  collection  of  his  stipend  ;  it  induces  an  unpleasant 
"%  between  delinquent  subscribers  ami  the  minister,  for  it  is  understood 
-  the  state  of  the  subscription  comes  weekly  t>efore  the  minister's  eye  ;  and 
^es  the  vestry  of  their  obligation,  and  takes  out  of  their  hands  the  duly 
*oviding  for  all  the  pecuniary  wants  of  a  parish.  It  reverses,  or  rather  it 
'"^ys,  our  ecclesiastical  system  of  dividing  responsibility  between  rector 
^'estjy. 

^  impossible  to  hold  either  of  them  to  a  strict  accountability.  The  min- 
^l^Nild  confine  himself  to  a  spiritual  charge ;  and  the  vestry  should  have 
^tire  responsibility  of  the  financial  concerns  of  a  parish. 
^  inevitable  alternative  result  will  follow  :  either  the  vestry  will  disappear 
^'pful  assistants  to  the  minister  in  pecuniar)'  matters  ;  or  they  in  their 
^iU  intrude  upon  their  Rector's  spiritual  functions. 

*  am  not  very  much  mistaken,  the  increase  of  the  envelope  system  is  one 
'^^vy  cause  of  the  diminution  of  all  our  offerings  for  general  missions,  for 
^*5on,  for  the  disabled  clergy,  and  for  other  usual  charitable  objects.

^^mld  earnestly  urge  upon  my  brethren,  both  clerical  and  lay,  the  im- 
^Vloe  of  giving  sufficient  support  to  this  valuable  Society.  Even  with  the 
^  metns  at  its  disposal,  its  l>eneficial  results  are  already  widely  felt. 
Worthy  Secretary  reminds  me  that  "  no  collection  was  taken  up  last  year 
'^  Goinreiitioii,  and  regrets  to  state  that  the  principal  Churches  in  Cleve- 
'  Inre  ooatribated  nothing  to  our  funds,  while  we  have  been  paying  out 
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annuities  to  the  families  of  two  of  the  deceased  clergy  of  that  city."  ^ 
would  seem,  therefore,"  he  continues,  "that  an  opportunity  should  be  a0bn 
to  the  Churchmen  of  that  city  to  do  something  for  an  institution  which  c3 
not  forget  its  obligations  to  their  widows  and  orphans." 

Entirely  and  warmly  sympathizing  in  the  object  which  he  has  at  hea-r 
have  directed  that  an  offertory  for  this  object  shall  be  made  this  evening*  t 
I  beg  the  brethren  of  the  Convention  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  make  i 
contribution  worthy  of  its  noble  purpose. 

THE   EPISCOPATE   FUND. 

The  suggestions  made  in  my  last  Annual  Address  seem  to  have  imprem 
some  members  of  the  I^iocese.  I  trust  that  they  will  be  re-read  and  weight 
again  ;  for  I  am  persuaded  that  they  were  true,  and  that  action  in  accordoM 
with  them  is  an  immetliate  necessity.  Whilst  waiting  for  the  action  of  tl 
present  Convention,  I  determined  to  test  the  opinion  of  the  Clergy  as  to  tl 
method  of  raising  an  Episcopate  Fund  l>y  annual  oflferings  after  sermons  c 
the  subject  of  Episcopacy.  The  idea  of  preaching  the  sermons  was  genenl 
acceptable  ;  and  the  Clergy  informed  me  that  the  subject  excited  much  interei 
and  they  proposed  to  continue  them.  Collections  were  made  in  many  of  tb 
smaller  Parishes,  and  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $140, — which  is  a  nucleus  < 
our  Endowment  Fund  for  the  Episcopate.  As  this  sum  comes  from  twent 
one  Parishes,  and  none  of  the  larger  Parishes  have  contributed,  the  infercni 
is  that  we  cannot  depend  upon  this  method  for  a  speedy  endowment.  Whib 
therefore,  I  hope  this  plan  will  be  continued,  believing  it  important  as  1 
adjunct,  I  trust  that  the  present  Convention  will  devise  some  efficient  schen 
for  the  immediate  Endowment  of  the  Episcopate. 

WORLDLY    AM  USKM ENTS. 

The  C  hurch  has  fallen  upon  evil  times.  That  current  of  worldliness  whi 
always  follows  laxity  in  doctrine,  has  swept  over  our  communion.  Its  trac 
are  seen  in  a  relapse  of  many  communicants  into  unholy  practices,  and  conc^ 
sions  to  the  spirit  of  worldly  society  ;  in  the  adoj)tion  by  many  Churches 
means  for  rendering  themselves  popular,  and  methods  for  raising  money,  wh 
belong  wholly  to  the  worhl :  and  the  introduction  into  our  worship,  under  "fl 
plea  of  cultivating  an  ivsthetic  sentiment,  of  customs  as  abhorrent  to  good  tas 
as  they  are  foreign  to  our  usages  and  obnoxious  to  a  pure  Gospel.  I  need  1 
enumerate  them.  Hut  alongside  of  scenic  shows,  and  concerts,  and  danc= 
and  lotteries,  (I  am  ashamed  to  utter  it),  for  the  support  of  the  ChurcH 
Christ,  place  the  simplicity  of  the  Gos|)el,  its  purity,  unselfishness,  self-sa« 
flcing  spirit  and  consecration  to  holiness;  alongside  of  scenic  exhibitions  in  ' 
chancel,  and  vocal  exhibitions  in  the  choir,  and  the  religion  of  sensation,  pi 
the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God,  the  Gospel  which  tells  of  the  saving  of  a  fl 
sinner,  throuj^h  the  unmerited  love  and  sacrifice  of  the  only  begotten  Sora 
G««i,  the  saving  which  is  not  from  penalty  alone,  but  from  the  power  of  * 
which  is  not  from  death  alone,  but  which  is  unto  and  into  a  life  lived  ^i» 
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Christ  and  wholly  following  in  the  spirit  of  Christ :  place  these  two  side  by 
ade,  and  the  incongruity,  the  utter  incompatibility,  the  impossibility  of  recon- 
cOiDgthe  two  ideas,  will  manifest  how  sadly  true  are  my  words.  Instead 
of  stemming  the  torrent,  the  Church  yields  to  it.  Instead  of  protest- 
ing and  suflfering,  some  ministers  encourage  it.  The  example  is  conta- 
gioiis;  and  some  very  faithful  servants  of  God  are  hurried  away  likewise  by 
tie  evil  example.  There  is  no  remedy  in  regrets.  Youi-  Bishops  have  spoken 
feuikly,  earnestly,  and  without  reserve.  What  further  remedy  can  be  applied, 
I  do  not  know.  There  have  been  times  in  the  history  of  the  Church,  when,  all 
aioral  influences  from  within  having  failed,  the  gracious  Saviour  has  applied  His 
cbstenings ;  and  then  mercifully  with  no  sparing  hand. 
In  oar  Diocese,  circumstances  have  led  me  to  express,  in  an  informal 
r,  my  opinion,  on  a  portion  of  this  subject.  The  principles  involved, 
;  cover  the  whole  range  of  worldly  conformities.  I  issued  a  letter  to 
•  picsbjrter ;  and  a  copy  of  it  is  hereto  appended  and  made  part  of  this 
*Urea,  and  is  now  formally  set  forth.  * 

It  is  proper  to  explain  that  my  official  opinion  was  requested  by  a  presbyter, 
*^  foond  himself  somewhat  perplexed  by  questions  which  had  arisen  in  his 
Parish ;  and  that  almost  at  the  same  moment  another  presbyter,  among  the 
•^  and  most  experienced  of  our  brethren,  made  a  similar  request.  The 
*tttt  written  in  reply  to  these  requests  has  been  sent  to  every  clergyman  in  the 
I^Moese ;  and,  I  am  happy  to  say,  has  met  the  approval  of  a  large  number, 
•■d  been  read  to  many  congregations. 

As  upon  other  subjects  which  bear  upon  discipline,  it  is  right  that  my 
^oions  should  be  known,  as  well  as  the  principles  on  which  my  decisions 
BDst  be  based.  As  was  said  on  another  occasion,  **  I  desire  in  this,  as  in 
^^r  important  issues',  to  prevent  evils  by  a  wide  and  sufficient  forecast  and 
P'tvbion.*' 

I  take  the  opportunity,  therefore,  to  explain  one  phrase,  which  occurs  in  the 
**ter  portion  of  that  letter.  **  It  is  not  easy  to  draw  the  line  which  separates 
P**^Uc  from  private  amusements  ;  or  objectionable  from  those  which  are  per- 
***«8ible.  But,  *  gaming,*  *  horye-racing,'  *  public  balls,'  and  *  theatres,'  have 
"*ci»  declared  by  the  Church  to  be  objectionable,  and  are  forbidden  to  com- 
municants ;  and  as  to  others,  a  communicant,  and  especially  a  young  commu- 
'^Cmnt,  will  do  well  to  keep  within  the  safeguards  of  home  life,  and  of  that 
•^^al  circle  which  is  frequented  and  adorned  by  a  parent's  presence." 

I  have  said  that  in  my  opinion,  gaming,  horse-racing,  public  balls  and 
'■^eatres,  have  been  declared  by  the  Church  to  be  objectionable,  and  are  for- 
^•^den  to  communicants.  That  is  my  understanding  of  the  state  of  the  law 
^*Hler  which  communicants  are  bound.  There  is  no  canon  on  the  subject.  There 
'Honl^  never  be  a  need  of  one.  When,  on  questions  of  religious  practice  and 
"^^^  morals,  the  clergy  and  other  communicants  of  the  Church  shall  need  the 
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government  of  canon  law,  the  Church,  as  a  spiritual  household,  may  we 
declared  a  failure.  The  law  is  that  of  Christ  and  His  Apostles,  plaini 
forth  in  His  word.  It  has  been  expounded  by  the  voices  of  the  hij 
authorities  of  the  Church.  And  it  is  often  enforced  by  common  sentimen 
particular  Church  community;  then  expressed,  under  the  Rubric,  by  the  1 
*'  givinp;  offence  to  the  congregation."  But  neither  such  common  sentii 
(for  it  may  be  wholly  erroneous),  nor  the  authorities  of  the  Church,  (for  the) 
be  silent),  make  the  law  on  this  subject.  The  Church's  law  is  the  Serif 
Rule.  After  stating  what  is  the  "Rule  of  Scripture,"  I  conclude  tha 
Rule,  "  as  ex[x>unded  by  the  Church,  should  be  accepted  by  all  commmiic 
as  forbidding  their  attendance  on  public. balls  and  theatres." 

THE   TRUSTEES  OF  THE   DICX:ESE. 

This  body  entered  on  its  important  functions  at  the  earliest  moment  afti 
organization  by  the  last  Convention.  It  has  been  very  industrious.  It  is  air 
evident  that  its  appointment  was  timely,  that  its  labors  will  be  heavy,  and 
the  interests  committed  to  it  are  of  serious  moment  to  the  prosperity  ol 
Diocese  ;  for  portions  of  Church  property  are  scattered  through  various  c 
ties,  in  many  cases  having  no  guanlians.  The  Bishop  was  supposed  t 
competent  in  law  to  act  as  sole  trustee  ;  but  it  is  certain  that  he  has  no 
power,  except  when  a  donation  gives  to  him  a  special  trust  ;  and  in  that 
it  is  very  doubtful  whether  he  has  legal  succession.  In  all  cases  it  is  impo 
that  church. pro|)erty,  unless  it  be  in  the  hands  of  a  vestry,  shall  be  placed  i 
the  guardianship  of  these  Diocesan  Trustees.  All  funds  contributed  toi 
the  foundations  of  the  Diocese  are  safest  in  their  hands  ;  such  as  contribu 
towards  an  Episcopal  Fund,  for  a  Missionary  Cathedral,  for  Church  Bail 
for  a  Missionary  Fund,  for  the  Disabled  Clergy   Fund,  and  the  like  purp 

As  it  is  doulHfuI  whether  our  scattercil  Missionary  organizations  can  ao 
or  hold  a  title  to  property,  it  is  important  that  these  Trustees  shoal 
permitted  to  act  as  their  guardians  for  any  funds  they  gather,  or  church  \ 
ings  which  they  erect,  until  such  time  as  they  shall  be  organized  as  pari 
The  terms  of  the  several  trusts  can  be  so  stated,  as  to  further  bind  the  ' 
tees  (already  bound  by  the  law  which  creates  them)  to  deliver  the  pro; 
whenever  the  parish  shall  require  it.  They  act  only  as  guardians  of  a 
and  have  no  power  to  alienate  the  property  placed  in  their  hands.  Whe 
1>enevolent  and  beneficial  purpose  of  this  creation  is  understood,  I  han 
doubt  that  many  missions  and  individual  churchmen  will  avail  themseli 
its  provisions.

St.  Philip's  Church,  Strongsville,  is  also  merged  in  St.  Thomas*  Church, 
BwM:  their  buildings  having  been  moved  t<>  Berea,  and  given  to  the  new 
cwporation  of  St.  Thomas. 

Christ  Church,  Penfield,  is  in  like  manner  merged  in  the  Mission  Church 
^  St  James  at  WeUington. 

The  only  two  surviving  members  of  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Perry,  have 
""^'ttl  to  Gambier,  and  become  members  of  Harcourt  Parish. 

If  these  are  declared  extinct  it  will  devolve  upon  our  Diocesan  Trustees  to 
•oilttire  whether  these  corporations  are  owners  of  property,  and  if  so,  to  enter 
«  possession. 

St.  Loke's  Church,  Columbia,  did  once  own  a  good  lot  and  a  comfortable 
•*rfen  church. 

St  Matthew's  Church,  Perry,  owns  the  crumbling  walls  of  what  was  once 
*PX)d  brick  church.  They  stand  in  the  midst  of  a  neglected  burial  ground 
^nere  the  sacred  bodies  of  what  was  once  a  living  church  are  now  moulder- 
"•8-  It  is  a  serious  question  whether  the  Diocesan  Church  ought  not  to  act 
^^rdiansof  the  sacred  bodies  of  its  dead,  when  thus  commended  to  its 
'*^dencc  by  the  extinction  of  a  corporation. 

St   Peter's   Church,    Rome,  is  one  of  the   oldest  churches  in  the  State, 

*^*^cd  by  Father  Hall,  of  Ashtabula.     It  never  had  an  active  life,  and  for 

^caty  years  has  Existed  only  in  name.     It  owns   the  frame  of  a  fine  old 

^*<Hlen  Church;  a  marvelously  strong  oak  frame,   builded  in  honest  times. 

^  Uib  case  only,  of  those  now  mentioned,  do  I  entertain  any  doubt  as  to  the 

■^'icy  of  declaring  the  corporation  extinct:    for  while  there  is  no  probability 

iU  revival,  there  is  still  a  possibility  that  a  church  may  at  sonic  time    be 

^ed  ii)  that  neighborhood.     I  have  waiteil  until  railroad  routes  in  that 

^^'Uity  were  settled ;  and  now  that  a  railroa  1  has  passed  on  each  side  of  it, 

^^'  iiot  through  Rome,  the  question  of  any  large  increase  of  an  KpiscopaJ 

^tUinunity  in  that  township  seems  to  be  determined  in  the  negative.     The 

^^^Uvention,  however,  will  pass  its  judgment  in  the  case.

The  Bishop  read  the  following  paper,  placed  in  his  hands  h  ^ 
the  Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  Missionary  to  Deaf  Mutes,  and  con*^- 
mended  its  object  to  the  favorable  regard  of  the  members  of  th  -^ 
Convention  : 

As  the  operations  of  the  Church  Missions  to  deaf  mutes  are  l>ecomia^^ 
more  generally  known  among  the  Church   people,  it  may  be  important  to  caL    - 
attention  to  one  means  of  helping  fv)rwani  the  work  begun  not  much  over 
({uarter  of  a  century  ago.     Small  is  the  numl^er  of  missionaries  ei^aged  ir    - 
extending  the  Church's  services  to  deaf  mutes  in  the  large  cities  East  ao^ 
West.     The  utmost  that  can  l>e  done  at  present  is  to  give  occasional  serviced 
to  each  point — jierhaps  seven  or  eight  a  year — lo  certain  places  only,  a  fcwi^ 
more.      The  day  slowly  but  surely  comes  when  the  force  of  missionari^^ 
devotetl  to  this  new  and  greatly  neetled ,  lal)or  of  faith  will  be  enlarged.     W^* 
can  then  count  upon  l>eing  able  to  give  to  each  principal  city  the  ministration^  — 
of  ;i  settled  pastor.     At  the  present  it  seems  to  be  the  duty  to  ask  all  clergy  — 
men  to  help  in  a  way  that  is  scarcely  imagined  possible.     It  will  be  an  eas^^ 
matter  to  show  to  the  mutes  that  we  are  all  interested  in  their  spiritual  welfare. 
Let  the  objixt  be  to  lead  them  to  the  regular  services  where  they  will  be  sure 
of  finding  friends  to  shi>w  them  the  places  in  the  Prayer  Book.     This   help 
given  will  assist  them  greatly.     They   will  soon  become  so  familiar  with  boti 
Morning  and  Kvening  Service  as  to  be  able  to  find  all  the  places  withoot 
more   help.       In  some  Churches  where  there  are  deaf-mute  commuDi<ants, 
the  rector  leaves  in  their  jkiw  the  number  of  the  hymns  to  be  sung.     Many  of 
these  people  should  l>e  le^l  into  the  Sunday  Schools.     It  would  not  be  a 
dithcult  matter  to  intere>t  them.     (Questions  can  be  put  in  writing.     Some 
will,  with  giKxl  reason,  regard  this  as  a  slow  mode  of  communication.      But  it 
is  Itciter  than  nv>thing  at  all.     For  those  who  may  desire  to  learn  the  manual 
alphabet  for  the  purpose  of    communicating   with   those  who  of   necessity 
iie}H.>nd  upon  it,  it  will  he  enough  to  state   that  it  is  learned  in  a  few  minutes, 
.md  maile  very  available  after  a  few  weeks  of    practice.     With  the  desire  of 
]>rinj^ing  the  new  enterprise  of  faith   more  to  the  notice  and  interest  of  the 
deaf  mutes  of  the  DivKese.  the  missionar>'  asks  if  the  brethren  of  the  clei|»y 
and  laity  present  cannot  make  such  inquiries  in  their  respective  places  as  will 
lead  to  the  finding  out  of  all  mules  within  reach,  and  to  put  forth  such  means  as 
an  interested  heart  will  devise  to  lead  them  to  the  communion  of  the  Church. 
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The  missionary  holds  himself  in  readiness  to  respond  to  all  calls  to  assist,  and 
respectfully  invites  correspondence  in  relation  to  the  work  to  which  he  has 
boi  specially  assigned.

The  committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  to  visit  the  Cleveland 
Female  Seminary,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  performed  that  duty. 
The  proprietors  of  the  Seminary  gave  the  committee  every  facility  for  exami- 
BBtioii,  and  the  committee  are  fully  satisfied  that  the  Church  has,  in  this 
Seminary,  for  the  education  of  her  daughters,  an  institution  worthy  of  her 
confidence  and  patronage.  The  buildings  are  large,  well  preserved,  and 
dionNighly  appointed.  The  grounds  are  ample  and  beautiful.  The  teachers 
are  educators  who  have  had  large  experience,  and  are  possessed  of  distinguished 
ability.  The  classes  examined  gave  indications  of  careful  training,  and  the 
csmmination  papers  of  three  classes,  which  we  were  permitted  to  study,  were 
among  the  best  we  have  ever  seen.  This  institution  was  founded  in  the  year 
1853*  and  since  that  time  has  been  doing  a  work  of  Christian  education  for 
which  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  ought  to  be  grateful.  We  commend  the 
Cleveland  Female  Seminary  to  the  members  of  this  Convention,  and  to  the 
whole  Church  in  this  Diocese,  as  a  school  where  their  daughters  may  receive 
thorough  intellectual  culture,  and  a  home  in  which  they  may  live  safe  from 
the  temptations  of  this  naughty  world.

In  the  summer  of  1877  the  Rector  held  services  at  St.  Matthew's  Chun 
East  Plymouth,  for  four  months,  on  Sunday  afternoons,  which  increased  1 
duties  to  three  services  each  Sunday.  This  he  cheerfully  did,  however,  I 
the  purpose  of  holding  together  the  congregation  until  they  could  have 
minister  of  their  own,  which  was  at  last  happily  arranged  by  the  Bishop^ 
sending  the  Rev,  G.  S.  May. 

The  Vestry  of  St.  Peter's  Church  made  some  changes  in  the  matter  of  rei 
nue.  They  do  not  rent  out  the  pews,  as  htretofore,  but  take  pledges  **for  t 
support  of  the  Church  ; "  and  they  assign  sittings  to  all  who  desire  to  atte 
public  worship,  and  give  a  pledge.  The  present  indications  do  not  enconnij 
us  to  hope  that  the  change  will  be  for  the  better ;  and  it  is  probable  that, 
the  end  of  the  present  year,  we  shall  have  to  return  to  the  former  system. 

The  Rector  would  also  say  to  the  Bishop,  that,  it  so  happenf^  at  present,  \ 
is  unable  to  form  a  proper  class  for  confirmation.

The  Mission  of  St.  James'  Church,  Wellington,  at  the  expiration  of  Mr. 
Hillyar's  engagement,  was  in  a  prosperous  condition,  but  by  being  without 
a  minister,  for  various  reasons,  lost  heart  and  at  one  time  was  almost  beyond 
hope.  It  was  suggested  that  before  giving  wp  our  good  Bishop  should  be  asked 
to  come  down,  and  then  to  see  what  could  be  done.  He  kindly  consented  to 
be  with  us  on  (>ood  Friday  last,  and  his  appearance  created  a  new  interest  and 
more  determination  to  succeed.  We  are  now  enj(»ying  morning  and  evening 
services,  with  preaching  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  every  alternate  Sunday.  We 
have  started  a  Sunday  School  with  much  brighter  prosi>ects  than  were  looked 
for,  commencing  last  Sunday  with  eighteen  (18)  scholars  and  a  strong  and  de- 
termined corps  of  teachers.  A  Bible  cl;«ss  for  the  more  advanced  members 
will  be  formed  next  Sunday,  with  Mr.  Davis  as  leader,  and  in  his  absence  one 
of  the  Church  Memliers  will  take  his  placv.  We  are  unable  to  give  a  full  re- 
port of  all  that  has  l)een  done  during  the  past  year,  as  no  records  have  been 
kept,  or  if  kept  cannot  be  found.  The  room  occupied  by  the  Mission  is  neatly 
fitted  up,  and  the  use  of  it  is  kindly  given  by  Mr.  K.  Wklls,  one  of  our  lead- 
ing members.  Besides  the  expenses  given,  there  were  the  following  that  were 
not  learned  in  lime  to  go  in  with  the  rest  :  Or^an  costing  $165,  and  room  fur- 
niture $85,  making  a  total  ol  $250,  of  which  $205  has  been  paid,  leaving  a 
balance  due  on  the  organ  of  $45,  which  will  be  paid  in  monthly  installments 
of  $5  per  month.

^  the  Rectors^  Missionaries  and  Parishes  in  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  : 

Brethren — Having  liecn  appointed  a  Special  Committee  on  General 
MtesJons  for  tlie  Diocese  of  Ohio,  bythe  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Domestic 
*>^  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  at  their 
kneeling  m  October  last,  we  respectfully  address  you  this  letter. 
.  V^e  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  promoting  the  interests  of  General  Missions 
^  tliis  Diocese,  and  of  fostering  a  Missionary  spirit,  and  we  enter  hopefully  on 
^  duties,  knowing  that  we  shall  meet  a  warm  response  from  our  co-laborers 
"» tbc  Parochial  lield. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  that  body  became  and  is 
Ijffeaftcrto  be  known  as  the  Board  of  Missions.  Two  or  more  days  in  each 
'ncnnial  Meeting  of  the  General  Convention  are  to  be  given  to  the  consider- 
5°^  of  Missions ;  the  two  houses  sitting  together  or  separately,  as  may  then 
■J^  Jctcrmincd.  During  the  interim  between  two  Conventions,  the  ordering 
<"  Missionary  affairs  is  conuniiied  to  a  ** Board  of  Managers."  This  Board 
^^'^sisis  of  the  Bishops,  ex  ojicioy  and  fifteen  Clergymen  and  fifteen  Laymen, 
'^J^'^illy  selected  by  the  General  Convention. 

.  * '^^se  thirty  Managers  have  divided  themselves  into  two  Executive  Com- 
'^^ces,  one  for  Domestic  and  one  for   Foreign   Missions.     The   Domestic 
^^"nittee  is  presided  over  by  the  Right  Rev.  A.  N.  Littlejohn,  D.  D., 
^the  Foreign  Committee  by  tlie  Right  Rev.  Horatio  Potter,  D.  D. 
J  J.*^    Domestic    Committee   has   organize<l  a  Special    Committee   for   the 
j/['***»s,  and  one  for  the  Freedmen.     The  Foreign  Committee  has  assumed 
jj?  charge  of  the  Mexican  work,  and  has  recognized  the  American  Church 
•piJ^^'onaiy  Society  and  the  Mexican  League  as  its  special  agents  in  that  work. 
??**    sub'Committees  are  reponsible  foi   the  work  committed  to  them,  and

Looking  over  the  neld  with  whose  cultivation  we  are  charge* 
among  the  many  Parishes  of  the  Diocese  not  a  few  whose  bra 
*'  fruitful  boughs,  running  over  the  walls"  that  lx>und  the  Parish  anc 
cese,  and  extending  into  other  lands.  But  we  also  see  some  whose 
show  no  sign  of  a  tendency  to  overpass  parochial  boundaries,  and  wb 
fruitful  enough  to  supply  sufficient  ''bread  for  the  eater,*' do  not. 
Divine  pattern,  yield  in  addition  "seed  for  the  sower." 

The  record  of  last  year  shows  that  in  comfiarison  of  the  whole  r 
Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  a  few  only  have  made  offerings  of  money  for 
Missions,  and  that  a  still  smaller  numl^r  have  given  money  for  th( 
Foreign  fields. 

We  express  our  grief  in  recording  this  sad  fact. 

Believing  that  every  one  who  has  heard  and  heeded  the  Divi 
obligated  to  bring  his  brother  to  Jesus  ;  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  sav 
others  ;  that  the  saving  of  the  world  depends,  under  God,  on  the  pi 
offerings  and  activity  of  the  Church  in  her  Parishes  and  individuals 
of  the  sweet  memories  of  Christ's  first  Advent,  and  of  solemn  expo 
His  coming  again  to  judge  our  work;  hearing  the  ringing  cf|r  of 
Advent  preacher,  "Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,"  and  knowin; 
must  have  some  jjart  in  I  he  work  of  that  preparation,  or  Christ's  a 
be  our  fearful  condemnation,  we  express  our  opinion  very  earnestly 
Rector  and  Missionary  is  under  obligation,  by  the  law  of  Christ 
affonl  His  people  an  opportunity  to  give  to  the  Domestic  and  For 
sioiiary  work  of  the  Church. 

We  resjKJCtfully  recommend  that  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  oJ 
be  adopted  in  this  Diocese,  and  that  the  subject  of  Domestic  M 
presented  in  our  churches  annually  during  the  Advent  season,  and  t 
of  Foreign  Missicms  annually  during  the  season  of  the  Epiphany. 

It  is  possible  that  some  objections  may  l)e  made  to  our  recomm 
It  may  Ik?  said  that  this  plan  will  interfere  with  the  support  of  the 
of  Diocesan  Missions.  A  sufhcient  reply  is,  that  it  is  according  to( 
that  Missions  shall  have  prominence  among  the  charities  of  the  Ch 
every  soldier  of  the  I^rd  may  safely  trust  in  his  Divine  Commandei 
etlge  and  |)ower,  and  ought  to  have  courage  to  follow  where  He  lead 

But  we  make  further  answer.  We  point  to  the  fact  that  (loil's  W( 
the  blessedness  of  giving,  and  declares  that  as  a  nile  the  means 
liberal  will  increase  in  proportion  to  the  increase  of  individual  libera 

And  we  a<ld  our  testimony  to  what  we  reganl  as  the  teachi 
Christian  experience,  viz:  that  altout  in  the  proportion  that  a  Parisl 
charities,  its  financial  ability,  or  at  least  its  benevolence  become* 
that  the  surest  way  for  a  Parish  to  grow  weak  is  to  cease  its  contri 
objects  beyond  its  l>orders,  to  hinder  expansive  charity,  and  to  1 
money  for  itself;  and  that  the  only  way  for  a  Parish  to  grow  really 
to  grow  in  the  grace  of  giving  sonwthing^  even  it  l)e  only  a  /////<•,  I 
the  departments  of  Missionary  work  in  the  Church. 

It  may  be  said  that  in  some  quarters  it  is  |wssible  a  Vestry  ma; 
congregation  from  exercising  their  inherent  right  and  duty  of  almsgi^ 
Church,  by  forbidding  the  use  of  the  Offertory  for  this  pui|Kise.  1 
for  granted  thai  this  would  be  of  infitqucnt  occurrence.  But  inasr 
ha>:  happened,  this  Committee,  witli  the  concurrence  of  the  Bishop, 
its  head,  respectfully  but  positively  affirms  that  no  Vestry  possesses 
to  forbid  an  Offertory  for  the  Missionary  voik  of  the  Church. 

The   giving  of  money  in  Gt)d's  house,  for  Citjd's  woik,   is  quit< 
a  spiritual  act — just  as  much  an  act  of  worship  as  is  the  offering 
and  Praises.      And  the  direction  of  this  act,  and  the  cultivation  ol 
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vhich  prompts  it  and  makes  it  habitual,  is  wholly  within  the  province  of  the 
Minister. 

Our  Vestrymen  ought  to  encourage  and  promote  all  efforts  to  cultivate  the 
^bit  of  almsgiving  as  a  part  of  public  worship,  and  we  think  that  whenever 
'hey  are  rightly  informed  in  this  matter  they  are  accustomed  so  to  do. 

Accordingly,  we  recommend  to  all  Pastors  to  give  their  congregations,  at 
Jeast  one  op{.K>rtunity  in  each  year  to  contribute  to  Domestic  and  to  Foreign 
Misoons,  and  we  earnestly  beg  all  Vestrymen  to  encourage  their  Rectors,  in 
this  good  and  necessary  work. 

As  the  missionary  idea  is  (Kirt  of  the  teaching  of  the  Epiphany,  and  as  the 
Feast  of  the  Epiphany  in  this  ecclesiastical  year  falls  on  a  Sunday,  wc  venture 
to  arge  that  every  Minister  make  Missions  the  topic  of  at  least  one  of  his 
sermons  on  that  day,  Sunday,  January  6th,  and  that  a  strong  and  uniie«l 
cfHoft  be  made  on  that  occasion  in  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese  to  develop  the 
M  isKionary  spirit.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  our  i)eople  neetj  sometiiing 
naore  than  generalities  or  appeals  on  this  subject.  We  think  they  need 
mCormation  about  geographical,  historical,  ethnical  and  individual  facts;  and 
tbat  explanations  of  the  location  and  peculiarities  of  each  of  the  Missions  of 
our  Church  would  be  both  acceptable  and  useful.  For  this  purpose,  the 
^euial  Office,  Nos.  22  and  23  Bible  House,  New  Vork,  will  furnish  inform  i- 
tioo  on  application.      Write  for  fcu'is. 

We  recommend  further  that  some  earnest  layman  or  some  elTicient  woman 
J**  employed  by  every  Rector  in  the  work  of  securing  subscriptions  to  the 
** "Spirit  of  Missions.  For  it  is  hardly  possible  that  great  interest  will  l>e 
shown  in  our  efforts  for  Missions  unless  our  people  become  acquaintetl  with 
the  actual  facts  of  the  history  and  progress  of  Missionary  work. 

We  also  recommend  to  the  Domestic  and  Foreign  Committees  that  they 
prepare  large  Canvas  Maps  of  all  our  missionary  territory,  giving  the  location 
of  all  our  Missions,  and  in  such  details,  and  on  so  large  a  scale  that  a  congre- 
S^tion  can  see  them  when  they  are  exhibited  in  a  Chapel  or  a  Sunday  School 
*^oom,  or  even  in  a  Church,  when  the  subject  of  Missions  is  presented  ;  these 
Maps  to  be  sold  or  loaned,  as  re(}uired  by  the  Pastors  or  congregations. 

Finally,  we  would  urge  upon  all  our  lay  people,  the  great  tniths  that  the 
chief  business  of  men  on  the  earth,  is  the  I^rd  s  Business  ;  that  this  Business  has 
for  its  object  the  salvation  of  immortal  souls  ;  that  this  is  the  Business  not  of 
conununicanLs  only,  but  every  man  and  woman  who  has  sworn  allegiance  to 
Christ  in  Baptism,  has  l)een  signed  with  the  sign  of  the  Cross,  has  been  a<l- 
mittedto  a  partnership  in  that  business,  and  that  every  ])artner  is  boun  1  by  the 
/aw  and  compact  of  his  and  her  partnership  to  be  diligent,  earnest,  and  ferveut 
"*  this  grand  work. 

Happy  are  they  who  have  voluntarily  accepted  this  obligation,  for  their's  is

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Worldly  Amusements. 


To  a  Presbyter  who  D.sires  an  AtUhorUnth'e  Statement  of  the  Church"  s  Rule  «r 
to  the  Attendatue  of  Commimkants  at  Public  Balls  and  Theatres  ; 

Rev.  and  Dear  ]{rotiier  :— The  Church's  rule  in  all  things  is  based  upoit 
Scripture,  and  is  derived  from  it     The  Scriptural  rule,   which  covers  theory 
particulars,  is  given  by  St.  Paul  in  Romans  12  :  2,  to  wit :  'Be  not  conformed^ 
to  this  world,  but  be  ye  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  minds.'    And  in 
Titus  II  :   11-14,  to  wit :  '  The  grace  of  God  that  bringeth  salvation  hath  ap- 
peared unto  all  men,  teaching  mj,  that  denying  ungodliness  and  worldly  Insts, 
we  should  live  soberly,  righteously  and  godly  in  this  present  woiid,  looking  fo^ 
that  blessed  hope,  and  the  glorious  appearing  of  the  Great  God  and  our  Savtou^r" 
Jesus  Christ ;  who  gave  Himself  for  us,  that  Pie  might  redeem  us  from  all  ini — 
quity,  and  purify  unto  Himself  a  peculiar  people,  zealous  of  good  works.' 

The  point  of  this  Scriptural  rule  is,  that  it   teaches  '  us'  />.,  communicants^ 
that  we  should  live  'godly,'  /.  e.^  for  God,  *in  this  present  world,'  'not  con.— 
formed  to  this  world,' but  as  'a  peculiar  people,'  as  the  same  Apostle  writes, 
Kphes.  11:2,  thereby  enabling  us  to  define  what  he  means  by  the  term  'tnuis- 
formed,'  and  showing  that  the  transformation  extends  to  practices  as  well  as  to 
disposition ;  to  wit,    '  in  times  past  ye  walked  according  to  the  course  of  thzs 
world,  according  to  the  Prince  of  the  power  of  the  air,'  /.c?.,  the  devil.    It  is  a 
transformation  \xo\\\  a  '  course  of  life  in  'this  world,'  which  was  under  the  gen* 
eral  guidance  of  evil  principles,  and  conformed  to  worldly  customs,  to  a  course 
of  life  under  the  guidance  of  Christ,  and  conformed  to  the  '  peculiar '  customs 
of  His  'people,'  who  are  'zealous  of  good  works.* 

In  other  woixls.  Christians  have  ceased  to  follow  the  habits  of  'the  world' 
in  those  particulars  which  display  worKlliness  of  spirit,  and  have  conformed  to 
habits  which  exhibit  spiritual-mindedness.  What,  then,  did  the  Apostle  meao 
by  the  term  *  the  world  ? '  He  has  not  left  us  in  doubt.  And  his  definition 
will  show  the  bearing  of  this  scriptural  rule  u^^on  the  particular  customs  in 
question. 

The  Apostle  frequently  si^eaks  of  the  *  world '  in  contrast  with  the  Church  of 
Chri>t,  in  his  Epistles  to  the  Corinthians  ;  and  it  is  not  doubted  that  he  means 
by  this  term,  '  the  world,'  to  characterize  that  dominion  which  is  opposed  to  the 
dominion  of  Christ  over  the  affections  and  conduct,  and  out  of  which  one  psisses 
into  the  Christian  kingdom.  Every  classical  student  and  every  person  familiar 
with  Grecian  history,  and  especially  with  Corinthian  customs,  knows  that 
'public  balls'  and  'theatres'  were  associated  with,  and  were  part  of,  that  iiiola* 
trous  and  ungodly  system  which  is  characterized  by  St.  Paul  as  '  the  world,' 
and  the  spirit  of  which  is  described  as  'worldliness.'  These  two  particular 
customs  were  considered  as  belonging  to,  and  significant  of,  the  authority  of 
*  the  Prince  of  the  power  of  the  air'  over  those  who  were  habituated  to  or 
adopted  them.  Therefore,  it  was  with  reference  to  these  practices,  among 
others,  namely  :  'public  balls'  and  'theatres,'  that  the  Apostle,  in  his  second 
Kpistle  to  the  Corinthians  6  :  17,  lays  down  this  rule,  namely  :  'Wherefore, 
come  out  from  among  them  and  l>e  ye  separate,  saith  the  Lord,  and  touch  not 
the  unclean  thing.'  Such  is  the  Scriptural  rule  as  to  Communicants.  The)' 
are  to  separate  themselves  from,  not  to  be  conformed  to,  'worldliness,'  which 
is  the  spirit,  and  'the  world,'  which  is  the  practice  renounced  by  them,  when 
in  baptism  they  renounced  'the  devil  and  all  his  works.' 

If  *  public  balls' and  'theatres'  have  ceased  to  ))e  what  they  were  in  the  Apos- 
tles' days,  are  now  to  lead,  nottodemorali/.ati«)nan(Iunspiritual-mindedness,  but 
to  virtue,  godliness  and  purity,  nodoubl  the  Apostolic  rule  has  ceased  to  apply 
to  them.  L'ntil  they  shall  be  transformed  in  their  customs  and  tendencies, 
these  two  worldly  practices  must  ))e  considereil  to  lie  under  the  Aj)Ostolic  pro- 
hibition. Upon  this  Rule  the  Church's  Law  is  framed,  and  is,  of  course,  coo- 
sonant  with  it. 
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.T'hc  liaptistaal  Rule  is  renunciation  *of  the  devil  and  all  his  works  ;'   and  it 

"J^H  be  difficult  to  give  a  full  cataloj^ue  of  all  that  tends  to  lead  the  mind  and 

'^•s^ions  away  from  God  and  the  life  of  relij^ion  back  afj.iin  to  the  world,  unless 

^^    two  customs  in  question  arc  included  in  it.     The  Confirmation  Rule  implies 

''^vs  separation  ;  for  it  is  neither  reasonable  nor  possible  to  conceive  that  the 

i*'^"a^yer can  be  answered,  'that  he  may  daily  increase  in  the  Holy  Spirit,*  if,  on 

*-^>.'  day,  the  confirmed  indulge  in  these  practices.     It  is  notsuppose^l  that  any 

C'l^ristian  regards  'public  balU'  or  *  the  theatre'  as  mi^ans  of  grace. 

The  Rule  of  Holy  Communion  re^juires  this  separation,  and  the  being  *not 

*^«:>«iformed  ;*  for  in  the  invoc  ition,  *  we  offer  and  present  unto*  the  *  L  ml '  *  our- 

^^slves^  our  souls  and  bodies  to  be  a  reasonable,   holv  and  living  sacrifice.'     It 

i.^     not  supposable  that  we  could  include  in  the  idea  of'^our  'living  sacrifice'  ofTer- 

^s«i.  to  God,  the  idea  of  participating  in  those   particular  customs  which  were 

V» ambits  of  idolatrous  sacrifices.     Accordingly  the  Bishops  of  our  Church  and  the 

^^ inventions  of  our  Dioceses  have  stated  the  Rule  for  Communicants  in  siuii- 

l5S.r  terms.     The  House  of  Bishops,  in  a  resolution  Nfay  27,  1817,    'solicitous 

'^r  the  preservation  of  the  purity  of  the  Church  and  the  piety  of  its  members, 

"^^'"ani  the  people  of  the  danger  of  indulging  in  those  worldly  pleasures  which 

^«iid  to  withdraw  the  aflficlions  from  spiritual  things.     Especially  on  the  sub- 

J*=^  of  gaming,  of  amusements  involving  cruelty  to  the  brute  creation,  and  of 

^^tatrical  rvpr<'scntatwHs^  they  express  their  unanim:)us  o|>inion,  that  from  their 

'■oentious  tendency  and  the  strong  temptations  to  vice  which  they  afford,  th^y 

^*«irht  not  to  l>e  frequented. 

,  Again,  in  their  Pastoral  Letter  of  181 7,  the  Bishops  say  oi thi' theatre^  'that 
'^  is  a  foul  source  of  very  extensive  corruption.'  Similar  language  is  held  in 
**>^eral  subsequent  Pastoral  I^ctters.  ^ 

In  1868  the  Bishops  say:  'In  former  Pastoral  Letters  we  have  warned  you 
Concerning  worldly  amiiSi'nwnts^xiiS.  <.)f  the  tendency  of  many  forms  of  them  to 
create  a  distaste  for  pure,  simple  and  domestic  pleasures,  innocent  enjoyments 
"^nti  especially  for  the  stem  duties  and  elevated  sympathies  of  a  holy  life. '  '  In 
our  day  there  is  a  licentiousness  and  grossness  in  theatrical  and  like  entertain- 
■nenis  which  would  have  been  shocking  to  even  the  least  refined  in  the  days  of 
our  Others.  We  exhort  you  to  llee  these  things ;  and  above  all  to  separate 
^roiQ  all  contact  with  their  pollutions  the  young  and  precious  souls  for  whom 
you  have  answered  in  Holy  Baptism.' 

•And  in  1871,  the  Bishops  'renew  the  warnings,' -against  those  public  amuse- 
n&^ts,  from  the  sight  and  lessons  of  which  any  true  morality,  to  say  nothing 
*^*  tme  religion,  ought  to  mal.e  good  men  and  women  withdraw  themselves, 
a-ndtnost  scrupulously  keep  their  children. 

^Q  the  last  General  Convention,  the  House  of  Bishops  passed  a  resolution, 
^^''ich,  although  not  enacted  into  a  canon  by  the  House  of  Deputies,  is  an  ex- 
I**"f«rion  of  the  opinion  of  the  Bishops  on  the  general  subject.  The  particular 
I>=>iiit5  in  question,  arc  included  under  tlie  injunction  'to  exhibit  to  the  world 
J5*  ^he  membership  of  the  Church,  a  peculiar  people,  called  out  to  be  separate 
1  wPT*  *^^  ^"  pomps  and  glories,  and  all  things  which  imperil  spirituality  of 
ilj**:  and  in  the  warning  against  'attendance  at  places  frctiuented  by  evil  livers.' 
-*  «e  expression  of  opinion  is  as  follows  : 

,      *  Ministers  shall  also  be   continually  diligent  in  the  inculcation  of  Christian 

^   uoliness  of  life  in  luch  following  of  the  example  of  our  Saviour  Christ  as 

^  »naU  exhibit  to  the  world  in  the  membership  of  the  Church  a  peculiar  people 

^  called  out  to  be  separate  from  all  vain  pomps  and  glories,  covetous  desires, 

^  Vraudulent  dealings,  and  all  things  which  imperil  spirituality   of  life;  and 

^  Tnore  specifically,  as  occasion  shall   recjuire,  shall  warn  their  people  against 

^  habits  of  gaming,  intemperance,  the   criminal  destruction  of  ante-natal  life, 

^  attendance  at  pUces  frequented  by  evil  livers,  and  si)orts  abuseil  to  purposes 

^  of  licentiousness  or  fraud  ;  exhorting  to  the   maintainance  of  family  worship 

^  and  the  due  observance  of  the   Ix)rcrs  Day  ;  and   calling  upon  parents  and 

^sponsors  to  train  their  children  and   god-children,  both  by  precept  and  exam- 

PlCr  ^'thfully  to  observe  their  baptismal  vows.' 
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In  the  Pastoral  Letter  of  1877,  the  Bishops  assume  that  '  associations  wi 
\\\^ play-house  are  inconsistent  with  Christian  Character.'  individual  Bishc 
have  given  similar  expression  to  their  opinions. 

Archbishop  Seckkr,  commenting  on  the  renunciation  in  Baptism,  write 

*  Not  only  the  heathen  world  had  its  idolatrous  pomps  and  immoral  vaniti> 
which  were  meant  by  this  renunciation  at  the  first,  but  that  which  calls  its 
Christian  is  full  of  things  from  which  a  Christian  most  abstain  ;  all  divenio- 
entertainments  and  acquaintances,  that  have  a  tendency  to  hurt  our  monlv 
our  piety.' 

Bishop  Daniel  Wilson  (whose  unblemished  character  and  consistent  pi 
give  weight  to  his  opinion)  remarks  :  '  The  Christian  renounces  all  vain  ■ 
foolish  mis- employment  of  time ;  stage  plays,  operas  and  oihti  hniucittg  amsi 
menis.* 

Bishop  IIensiiaw  says,    *  Those  pleasures  which  inflame  the  pas^ons ; 
those  trifling  and  corrupting  pleasures  which  are  fondly  pursued  by  the  woe 

It  would  not  be  possible  to  make  an  enumeration  of  customs  which  are  ft 
characterized,  without  including  '  public  balls*  and  'theatres.' 

Accordingly,  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  Virginia  in  1818,  at  that  t. 
combining  such  social  influences  as  to  be  rightly  capable  of  giving  tone  to 
moral  sentiment  of  our  Church — containing  then,  and  speaking  by  the  moi 
of,  such  men  as  William  H.  Wilmer,  Bushrod  Washington  and  £ 
MUNI)  I.  Lee, — defining  the  prohibition  of  the  Bishops'  Pastoral  Letter 
181 7,  declares  its  *  opinion,  that  gaming,  attending  on  theatres,  public  Mi 
horse  racing,  should  be  relinquish^!  by  all  commuhicants  of  this  Church.' 

Finally,  as  very  definitely  establishing  the  interpretation  of  the  Rule  by  th: 
Diocese,  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  in  182 1,  declared  that  */^ 
ru(il  amusements  ought  not  to  be  frequented,  especially  by  communicants 
and  in  1825,  declared,  that  '  whereas  the  practice  of  mixing  in  the  fashiooab 
amusements  of  the  world  is  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  Christianity,  u 
has  a  direct  tendency  to  check  the  progress  of  vital  religion,  it  be  earnest 
recommended  to  the  members  of  this  Church,  to  abstain  from  frequenting  baL 
and  other  places  of  vain  amusement. 

The  rule  of  Scripture,  thus  expounded  by  the  Church,  should  be  accept 
by  all  our  communicants,  as  forbidding  their  attendance  on  '  Public  Balls'  ai 

*  Theatres.' 

Common  sentiment  sufficiently  defines  the  amusements  which  are  thus  name 
Publicity,  and  indiscriminate  attendance,  are  associated  with  the  idea.  Tho 
amusements  arc  especially  obnoxious  to  the  rule  which  separate  young  peof 
from  the  safeguards  of  home,  and  from  the  protection  of  the  conventionaliti 
of  that  social  life  to  which  their  parents  or  guardians  are  accustomed.  Shoe 
a  communicant  ever  feel  a  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  joining  in  an  amusem< 
tu  which  he  or  she  is  invited,  it  will  be  wise,  as  well  as  safe,  to  abstain  from  tl 
which  is  questionable. 

It  is  not  easy  to  draw  the  line  which  separates  public  from  private  amu: 
ments ;  or  objectionable  from  those  which  are  permissible,     out,  *  gamin 

*  horse-racing,'  *  public  balls,'  and  'theatres,'  have  been  declared  by  the  Chui 
to  be  objectionable,  and  are  forbidden  to  communicants ;  and  as  to  others 
communicant,  and  especially  a  young  communicant,  will  di>  well  to  keep  witl 
the  safeguards  of  home  life,  and  of  that  social  circle  which  is  frequented  a 
atlorneil  by  a  jjarent's  presence. 

And  thou,  man  of  God, 

*  Speak  thou  the  things  which  become  sound  doctrine,'  '  that  the  aged  is 
be  sol)er,  grave,  temperate ';  *  the  aged  women  likewise,  that  they  be  in  1 
havior  as  becometh  holiness,'  *  that  they  may  teuch  tlie  young  women  to 
discreet,  chaste,  keepers  at  home.'  Young  men  likewise  exhort  to  be  sol 
minded.'  *  In  all  things  showing  thyself  Si pattern  of  good  works.'

Marriage  and  Divorce. 


Pastoriil  iMtcr  to  the  Cleri^y  and  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
the  Diocese  of  Ohio  ; 

Brethrkn  : — I  hereby  publish  for  your  information  the  changes  in  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  our  Church,  which  were  enacted  by  the  General  Con- 
vention assembled  in  the  city  of  Hoston,  in  Massachusetts,  during  the  month  of 
October,  1877.  These  changes,  with  one  exception,  do  not  affect  the  interests 
or  welfare  of  our  Parishes;  being  changes  only  in  Ecclesiastical  details.  But, 
one  of  them  is  so  intimately  related  to  the  moral  health  of  our  Churches,  to  the 
social  purity  of  our  communities,  and  to  the  discipline  of  our  members,  that  I 
call  your  special  attention  to  its  provisions.  It  is  of  such  a  character,  and  so 
important,  that  I  request,  and  enjoin  on,  all  Rectors,  Missionaries,  and  I^y 
Readers,  to  read  the  Canon  referred  to,  together  with  this  Pastoral  Letter,  to 
their  respective  congregations  on  some  occasion  of  public  worship,  as  soon  as 
may  be  possible. 

According  to  our  law  this  Canon  took  effect  on  the  first  of  January  in  this 
year  of  our  Lord,  and  is  now  operative.  It  does  not  apply  to  cases  which 
nave  occurred  before  January  ist,  1878  :  but  it  is  the  law  of  our  Church  for  the 
future. 

In  their  late  Pastoral  letter  your  Bishops  portrayed  the  serious  social  evils 
which  have  arisen  from  erroneous  and  loose  notions  concerning  the  sacredness 
of  marriage,  and  the  sinfulness  of  divorces,  not  authorized  by  the  law  of  Christ. 
The  following  Canon  has  been  enacted  to  enforce  the  views  thus  uttered  :  as 
well  as  to  be  the  solemn  protest  of  this  Church  against  that  false  moral  senti- 
ment which  encourages  unchristian  marriages  and  divorces.  The  evil  can  Ik: 
remedied  only  by  means  of  distinct  and  frank  instructions  and  exhortations  on 
the  part  of  the  clergy,  and  other  leaders  of  public  opinion  in  our  Church,  and 
by  a  strict,  impartial,  and  unwavering  discipline.  Accordingly  I  call  upon 
Ministers  to  read  to  their  several  charges,  and  I  call  on  the  Pe-^ple  to  hearken, 
to  the  terms  of  the  law  on  this  subject,  which  is  hereafter  to  be  enforced,  as 
follows : 

Of  Marriage  and  Divorce.^ 

§  i.  If  any  persons  be  joined  together  otherwise  than  as  God's  Woril  doth 
allow,  their  marriage  is  not  lawful. 

§  ii.  No  Minister,  knowingly  after  due  inquiry,  shall  solemnize  the  marriage 
of  any  person  who  has  a  divorced  husband  or  wife  still  living,  if  such  husband 
or  wife  has  been  put  away  for  any  cause  arising  after  marriage  ;  but  this  Ca:ion 
shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  the  innocent  party  in  a  divorce  for  the  cause  of 
adultery,  or  to  parties  once  divorced  seeking  to  be  uniteil  again. 

§  iiL  If  any  Minister  of  this  Church  shall  have  reasonable  cause  to  doubt 
whether  a  person  desirous  of  being  admitted  to  Holy  Baptism,  or  to  CtMifirma- 
tion,  or  to  the  Holy  Communion,  has  been  married  otherwise  than  as  the  Word 
of  God  and  discipline  of  this  Church  allow,  such  Minister,  before  receiving 
such  person  to  these  ordinances,  shall  refer  the  case  to  the  Bisho|)  for  his  godly 
judgment  thereupon.  Pro7'idedy  h^i^u-i^er^  that  no  Minister  shall,  in  any  case, 
refuse  the  Sacraments  fo  a  penitent  f)erson  in  imminent  danger  of  death. 

§  iv.  Questions  touching  the  facts  of  any  case  arising  under  Section  ii.  of 
this  Canon  shall  be  referred  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  Juris- 
diction, in  which  the  same  may  occur  ;  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop  of  such  Dio- 
cese or  Missionary  jurisdiction,  then  to  some  Bishop  to  be  designated  by  the 
Standing  Committee ;  and  the  Bishop  to  whom  such  (juestions  have  been  so  re- 
ferred shall  thereupon  make  inquiry  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  deem  expedi- 
ent, and  shall  deliver  his  judgment  in  the  premises. 
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§  V.     This  C'anon,  so  far  as  it  affixes  penalties,  does  not  apply  to  cases 
ing  before  it  takes  effect  according  to  Canon  4,  Title  IV. 
Commending  you  to  the  grace  of  God,

The  other  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  need  not  be  read  in. 
hearing  of  the  People,  and  need  not  be  given  here  in  detail.     I  recced  Che    s 
stance  and  intention  of  them. 

Art.  VI 1 1  of  the  Constitution  was  altered  so  as  to  allow  the  General  Comr> 
tion  from  time  to  time  to  amend  the  Lectionary  of  our  Church. 

In  Title  1,  Canon  15  was  amended  so  as  to  secure  the  jurisdiction  of  a  2M 
sionary  Bishop  over  his  Clergy,  and  to  provide  for  the  trial  of  his  clergy, 
such  a  case  should  occur)  without  the  aid  of  neighboring  Dioceses. 

In  Title  II,  Canon  4  was  amended  so  as  to  render  its  provisions  more  clou — ' 
case  of  diHcrenccs  l^tween  ministers  and  their  congregations,  and  of  thedis^ 
lution  of  a  Pastoral  connection.  These  changes  do  not  affect  this  Diocese,  i  ^ 
asiiiuch  as  as  it  is  expressly  excepted  from  their  operation,  because  of  our  exi^ 
ing  Diocesan  Canons  on  the  subject. 

In  Title  II,  Canon  5  was  amended  so  as  to  simplify  the  action  in  caseoT^ 
Clergyman  renouncing  the  ministry  of  this  Church,  and  allowing  for  a  certi^ 
cate  of  character. 

In  Title  II,  Canon  6,  Section  ii.  was  amended  by  simplifying  the  process. 

In  Title  II,  Canon  10,  Section  ii.  was  amended  without  any  substantial  alietf 
ation. 

In  Title  II,  Canon  11,  Section  ii,  was  an\^nded  by  specifying  the  conditiar 
and  details  of  process  by  which  a  sentence  of  deposition  may  tw  terminated. 

In  Title  III,  Canon  i,  Section  ii..  Clause  [3],  a  slight  amendment  was  map*s 
as  to  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  in  attesting  Consecrations. 

In  Title  III,  Canon  5  was  amended  as  to  the  relations  of  Ministers 
Churches  in  foreign  lands  to  the  Vestries  of  those  Churches,  and  to  the  Bislu-i 
in  charge. 

In  Title  III,  Canon  9  was  amended  so  as  to  enable  the  General  ConventS 
to  I>ecomethe  Board  of  Missions,  and  to  place  the  general  guidance  of  DomM 
tic  and  Foreign  Missions  in  the  hands  of  a  Board  of  Managers. 

In  Title  IV,  Canon  2  was  amended  so  as  to  regulate  the  mode  of  number —

*^^  the  date  of  my  last  report  I  have  held  services  at  the  following  new 
^-  Gajesburg,  Rockford  and  Jacksonville,  Illinois;  Minneapolis,  Minn.; 
■**^fc. polls  and  Michigan  City,  Indiana ;  Newport,  Kentucky ;  St.  Louis, 
Portsmouth,  Ohio ;  and  Coopersville,  Michigan.  Letters  have  been 
''^^  from  other  points  asking  for  services,  and  it  is  the  intention  to  meet 
'^s»c  calls  as  soon  as  possible.  Sunday  and  week-day  services  are  given  to 
^*^iicipal  points,  seven  or  eight  in  number,  and  week-day  services  only  lo 
**^aUlcr.  We  hope  some  day  to  be  able  to  make  these  services  more  fre- 
^  than  in  the  past. 

tHe  Diocese  of  Ohio  the  work  has  been  confined  thus  far  to  Cleveland. 
J^^e  way  begins  to  open  for  an  extension  of  the  Church's  services  to  places 
jj«  size  of  Akron,  Snelby,  Marion,  Toledo,  and  others.

kson  and  Niles,  Michigan;  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  Jacksonville  and  Chicago,  lUi- 
I,  and  Cleveland,  Ohio.  These  services  were  well  attended,  thus  enabling 
o  bring  into  more  general  notice  this  new  enterprise  of  faith. 
n  regard  to  the  pecuniary  support  of  the  past  a  little  might  be  said.  It  has 
n  insufficient,  and  maybe  so  for  a  while  yet.  Of  the  need  of  a  comfortable 
port  it  is  probably  unnecessary  to  speak  at  length.  It  ought  to  l>e  large 
ugh  to  leave  a  good  margin  for  the  support  of  a  family  after  paying  all  ex- 
ses  incident  to  an  extensive  travel  and  correspondence.  In  order  to  meet 
expenses  of  the  latter  much  self-denial  has  been  practiced.

I  take  pleasure  again  in  referring  particularly  to  the  kindness  of  the  ndlwaj 
managers  in  renewing  the  special  favors  of  the  previous  year,  by  means  of  whidi 
it  has  been  possible  to  get  around  from  Mission  to  Mission  without  hindrance, 
The  extent  to  which  these  favors  are  an  assistance  can  be  most  readily  compre- 
hended.    Their  v^lue  I  con  most  thoroughly  appreciate. 

The  idea  of  specially  remembering  "The  Church  Mission  to  Deaf  Mates" 
on  the  TwKi.KTii  Sunday  aftkr  Trinity,  September  8th,  meets  with  a  hearty 
concurrence  from  all  to  whom  it  ha^  been  mentioned.  The  day  may  sooo 
come  when  the  aggregate  offerings  of  that  day  will  furnish  the  means  of 
sending  out  a  larger  missionary  force.  Our  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Uiiy 
are  a-.ked  to  rememl)er  this  work  on  that  day.  Its  active  maintainance  appean 
very  necessary  in  view  of  the  rapid  increase  of  the  numl)er  of  graduates  froo 
the  different  State  Institutions  now  scattered  over  the  Union.  Our  object  is 
to  take  them  up  where  the  schools  leave  them  and  continue  their  religious  in- 
struction. 

In  devout  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God  for  the  privilege  of  engaging  in  this 
work  of  love,  and  for  the  signal  blessings  it  has  been  His  will  to  bestow  upon 
the  labors  of  the  past,  the  work  of  the  next  year  will  l)e  taken  up.

Report  of  the  Secretary. 


Fo  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio : 

The  Missionary  Committee  respectfully  submit  ihe  following  report  : 

The  worl  in  detail  has  been  carrietl  on  without  change  from  the  usual  order. 
Five  met  tings  have  been  held,  but  in  no  instance  was  there  an  attendance  of  all 
the  memlxjrs.  The  iiuml)er  of  Missionaries  employed  at  present  is  15.  The 
Rev.  F.  W.  Tayix'K  and  Rev.  C.  F.  Adams  have  resigned  theii  appointments. 
The  Rev.  Ldwaku  1^.  Kemp  has  been  changed  from  Mill  Creek  to  Toledo. 
Rev.  J.  M.  HiLLVAR  from  Berea  and  Wellington  to  Dennison.  Rev.  W.  H. 
CAPKRshas  lx;en  ap})ointed  to  Willoughby  and  (ieneva,  and  the  Rev.  Gko.  S. 
May  u;  East  Plymouth  and  Jefr«  rson,  with  Kinsman  additional.  One  new 
station  has  been  received,  Madison,  v/ork  at  Van  Wert  has  '.xjen  temporarily 
•"uspended.  For  the  Slatio'-.s,  and  the  ^latislics  respecting  them,  the  Commit- 
tee refer  to  the  Journal  of  the  Convention.  The  si)ecial  Mi.ssion  to  Deaf  Mutes 
continues  to  receive  the  anluous  and  self-den) ing  labors  of  our  Missionary,  the 
Rev.  A.  W.  Mann,  and  is  increasing  in  results  and  interest. 

The  Committee  refer  to  the  Treasurer's  Report  for  a  detailed  account  of  the 
funds  receiveil  and  expended,  and  regret  that  it  presents  such  an  evident  lack  of 
interest  from  different  parts  of  the  DitKcse.  The  Missionaries  have  lalK>red 
earnestly  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  but  do  not  receive  the  sympathy  and 
hearty  supjwrt  they  desci  vc.  The  special  needs  and  peculiar  claims  of  this 
home  work  certainly  should  commend  it  to  the  whole  Diocese. 

The  amount  required  for  the  present  quarter,  ending  May  31st,  is  $900. 

'I  he  experience  of  the  C'ommittee  warrants  the  suggestion  that  new  Mission 
work  should  not  l)e  jeopardize<l  by  any  large  Hnancial  risks,  but  develope  as 
the  necessities  of  the  field  re<iuire. 

They  have  found  that  the  association  of  neighlx)ring  Stations  with  some  strong 
central  Parish,  under  the  directing  care  of  an  individual  member  of  the  Board 
has  worke«l  to  advantage. 

The  Committee  sincerely  trust  that  during  the  next  year  each  Parish  and 
Station  with  every  communicant  of  the  Church,  will  be  earnestly  related  to  this 
most  important  woik.

The  Secretary  of  the  Central  Convocation  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  would  re- 
spectfully report  to  the  convention  that  this  Convocation  has  hel<l  two  meet- 
ings, at  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop,  since  the  last  report,  viz  :  in  Crace 
Church,  Mansheld,  Decemljer  4th,  1S77,  and  in  St.  Timothy's  Church.  Ma<- 
sillon.

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RULES  OF  ORDER. 


FIRST  DAY. 

The  Convention  shall  meet  in  the  evening  for  the  purpose  of  Divine  Wor- 
sliip,  in  connection  with  the  Convention  Sermon. 

SECOND  DAY. 

Rule  I. — After  Divine  Service,  includinjj  the  Lord's  Supper,  the  President 
sliall  take  the  Chair,  and  call  the  Convention  to  order,  when  the  Order  of 
Proceeding  shall  l)e  as  follows  : 

(i.)  The  Secretary  of  the  preceding  Convention,  if  present — if  not,  some 
other  person  appointed  by  the  Chair — shall  call  the  names  of  Clergy  entitled 
to  seats  (Const.,  Art.  IV.),  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  cf  those 
present. 

(2.)  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  parishes  entitled  to  reprc- 
.sentation  ;  and,  as  caUed,  the  certificates  of  the  Lay  Delegates  of  the  parishes 
represented  shall  be  laid  on  his  table. 

(3.)  The  President  will  appoint  a  Committee  on  Credentials,  consisting  of 
one  clergyman  and  two  laymen,  to  receive,  examine  and  report  upon  the 
credentials  of  I>ay  Delegates  (Canon  V.):  after  which  a  recess  may  be  taken. 
In  case  alternate  delegates  claim  the  right  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  the  fact 
must  be  made  known  to  the  Committee  on  Cie<lentials,  who  shall  report 
thereon  ;  and  the  persons  reported  by  that  Committee  as  entitled  to  seats  (not 
exceeding  three  from  each  Parish),  whether  regulars  or  alternates,  shall,  if  the 
Convention  approve  such  report,  be  entered  upon  the  roll  of  the  Secretary  as 
properly  accredited  delegates. 

(4.)  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  l^y  Delegates,  as  the  same 
shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  and  adopted  by  the  Convention, 
and  enter  the  names  of  those  present  on  the  minutes  ;  after  which  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Convent itm  organized  for  business. 

(5.)  The  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  next  report  on  the  application 
(if  any)  of  Xew  Parishes  for  Admission  to  the  Convention  (Title  II.,  Canon  I, 
§  4,  of  the  Digest);  and  when  received  the  Secretary  shall  call  and  enter  on 
the  minutes  the  names  of  the  I^y  Delegates  representing  said  Parishes. 

(6.)  The  election  by  ballot  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
an  Assistant. 

(7.)     Appointment  by  the  President  of  five  Standing  Committees  : 

I.  A  Committee  on  I'nfmished  Business,  consisting  of  one  clergy- 
man and  one  layman. 

II.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  to  consist  of  seven  laymen,  to  whom 
shall  lie  referretl  the  Treasurer's  report,  the  assessment  of  the  Parishes, 
and  all  matters  of  a  financial  nature  not  specifically  referretl  to  any 
other  committee. 
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III.  A  Committee  on  Canons,  to  consist  of  two  clergymen  and  two 
laymen,  to  whom  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  and  all  matters  of  law,  shall  be  referred. 

IV  A  Committee  on  Missions,  to  consist  of  four  clergymen  and 
four  laymen,  to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  reports  of  the  Missionary 
and  Education  Committees  of  the  Diocese,  and  all  other  matters 
pertaining  to  these  subjects. 

V.  A  Committee  on  the  Next  Convention,  to  consist  of  two 
clergymen  and  two  laymen,  representing  different  sections  of  the 
Diocese,  to  whom  all  propositions  respecting  the  place  of  holding  the 
next  Convention  shall  be  referred  without  debate.

— No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  House, 
unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  tu  attend. 

Rule  IV. — When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any- 
matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and,  with  due  resj^ect, 
address   himself,   in  an   audible   voice,  to  the  President,   confining    himself 
strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

.  Rule  V. — No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate^ 
without  leave  of  the  House. 

Rule  VI. — While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shalj 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  VII. — Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is  put, 
unless  excused  by  the  Convention  ;  and,  on  a  vote  by  orders,  the  name  of  the 
Presiding  Officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  VIII. — When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be 
made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  postpone 
it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it ;  and  motions  for 
any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named. 

Rule  IX. — A  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  X. — A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and,  if  unqualified, 
shall  lie  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  XL— No  motion  shall  he.  considered  as  before  the  House  unless  it  be 
seconded,  and  reduced  to  writing  when  required. 

Rule  XII. — A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment 
of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  be  again  consi  lered  during  the  same  session  ; 
but,  a  question  being  decided,  may  be  reconsidered,  with  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that  purpose  by  one  of  the 
majority  on  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XIII. — All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XIV. — The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If  recommending  or 
requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  they  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for  its  consideration. 

Rule  XV. — All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  in 
the  first  instance  ;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision,  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the^ 
Convention. 

Rule  XVI. — Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  not  entitled 
to  seals,  and  candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admited  to 
the  sittings  of  the  Convention,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  journal,  on 
reporting  themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  of  taking  any 
part  in  the  proceedings. 

Rulk  XVII. — Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  necessar)',  and  approved. 

Rule  XVIII. — The  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended  on  a  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Rui.K  XIX. — The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Conven- 
tions, unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  j>ublished  in  the  Journal  of  each 
Convention.

The  roll  of  Clergy  entitled  to  seats, 
as  prepared  by  the  Bishop,  was  called  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
previous  Convention,  and  the  names  of  those  present  were  entered 
on  the  minutes.

AND  brethren  OF  THE  LAITY- 

THE  |>ast  year  has  not  been  marked  by  striking  events  within  our  Diocese. 
We  have  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  our  way,  without  molestation  from 
abroad,  and  without  disturbance  from  within  ;  in  quietness  and  peace  minis- 
tering in  the  word  and  sacraments,  and  receiving  by  means  of  them  rich 
blessings  from  the  Grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  For  this  tranquillity,  and  for 
this  measure  of  Divine  Grace,  we  are  devoutly  thankful. 

We  shall  not  be  ungrateful  if  at  the  same  time  we  regret  that  the  evidences 
of  God's  favor  have  not  been  more  discernible  ;  because  it  will  have  been  due 
in  a  great  degree  to  want  of  special  earnestness  of  labor.  And  this  again  has 
been  occasioned,  if  not  caused,  by  the  general  depression  of  the  times,  and 
that  heart  sickness  of  hope  deferred  which  has  followed  continual  political 
agitations,  and  a  consequent  unsettled  state  of  business.  The  Church  suffers 
with  the  nation.  The  Church's  pulse  beats  in  unison  with  the  life  of  the 
Sute.  In  the  midst  of  national  atHiction  Christian  principle  rouses  itself 
against  despair,  and  days  of  actual  trial  are  days  of  religious  activity  and  pro- 
gress. But  in  the  midst  of  artificial  troubles,  for  which  human  passions  are 
alone  responsible,  and  for  which  no  man  can  devise  a  remedy,  and  of  which 
no  man  can  see  the  end,  the  Church  is  sorely  tempted  to  wait  with  folded 
hands,  if  not  in  despair,  at  least  in  perplexity.  As  when  an  earthquake  is 
threatening  a  city,  men  fear  equally  to  fly  or  to  sit  still ;  so  the  Church,  in 
these  days.     It  is  the  most  paralyzing  of  all  conditions.    Yet  the  privilege  of 
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prayer  is  left  to  us.  And  our  duty  is  to  work  and  to  pray  with  what  m«ans 
and  instrumentalities  we  can  command,  and  with  what  hopefulness  our  unfail- 
ing faith  in  Christ  can  engender. 

The  spiritual  results  of  our  last  year's  work,  so  far  as  they  arc  represented 
by  statistics,  are  not  especially  encouraging. 

Having  hastened  the  annual  ordinations  last  year,  in  order  that  they  might 
occur  at  the  time  of  the  last  Convention,  I  have  no  ordinations  to  report 
to-day.

I  also  took  the  opportunity  to  present  at  each  a  sketch  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Lambeth  Conference,  the  Farnham  consultation,  and  the 
Sheffield  Congress. 

East  Liverpool.  Here  the  people  are  straining  every  nerve  to  erect  a 
comfortable  church.  They  have  been  signally  successful  thus  far.  Both  their 
pastor,  Rev.  Mr.  McKiM,  and  the  congregation,  have  been  indefatigable.  I 
hope  to  be  soon  called  to  consecrate  their  building.

Christ  {German)  Church,  At  my  visitation  the  Rector 
adopted  a  novel  expedient  to  satisfy  his  people  on  certain  topics  which  had 
caused  some  debate  among  them.  After  I  had  categhised  and  confirmed  the 
children,  he  catechised  me  as  to  the  structure  of  the  Church,  its  scriptural  au- 
thority, its  relations  to  the  Romish  system,  the  opinions  of  the  Fathers  as  to 
confirmation,  and  the  opinions  of  the  Continental  Reformers  as  to  that  Rite. 
He  has  stated  that  the  results  of  this  series  of  answers  to  his  questions  have 
proved  to  be  very  satisfactory  in  settling  the  minds  of  his  people.  If  it  were 
not  always  easier  to  ask  than  to  answer  questions,  a  similar  course  might. 
possibly  be  recommended  at  some  other  visitations,  where  a  Bishop  might  be 
happily  useful  in  solving  problems  ;  especially  if  he  could  be  informed  before- 
hand what  are  the  doubts  or  queries  moving  in  people's  minds. 

Cleveland.     St.  Mark^s  Church,     Subsequently  to  the  date  of  this  risita- 
tion,  on  the  day  before  the  Feast  of  the  Ascension,  I  was  called  to  consecrates^ 
this  neat  and  appropriate  church.     It  is  the  third  church  which  the  Rev.  Dr.^ 
Burton  has  finished  and  offered  to  God  in  this  Diocese.     It  has  required  hi^ 
constant  labor  for  years  and  many  sacrifices  ;  but  at  last  he  has  completed  tl 
task  assigned  to  himself  in  establishing  a  new  center  of  influence  for  the  chui 
of  his  affections  in  the  outskirts  of  the  growing  population  of  the  West  Sid< 
We  offer  him  our  hearty  thanks,  and  rejoice  with  him,  before  God«  in  hc^ 
success.

EA.ST  Rockport,  Cuyahoga  County.  Ascension  Church,  The  land  on 
which  this  Church  is  erected  was  donated  by  a  liberal  member  of  Trinity 
Church,  Cleveland,  and  the  building  itself  erected  partly  by  contributions 
from  Trinity  parish  and  partly  by  gifts  of  families  living  in  the  neighborhood. 
A  few  years  ago  it  would  have  seemed  idle  to  think  of  building  a  house  of 
God  for  our  uses  in  that  sparsely  peopled  district.  To-day  it  seems  like  wise 
forethought;  for  since  the  erection  of  the  noble  viaduct  across  the  Cuyahoga, 
population  is  flowing  rapidly  to  that  beautiful  portion  of  the  county.  The 
Church  is  only  five  miles  from  the  Public  Square,  and  before  long  will  be 
within  the  city  limits.  The  building  is  tasteful  and  tastefully  decorated.  At 
present  the  congregation  worship  under  the  lead  of  a  lay  reader.  His  work 
has  been  much  blessed ;  and  at  my  first  visitation,  not  only  was  the  Church 
consecrated,  but  I  .was  privileged  to  confirm  a  class  of  twelve  persons.  It  is 
under  the  wholesome  care  of  Rev.  Dr.  Brown,  of  Trinity. 

Sandusky.  Grcue  Church.  The  loss  of  Rev.  Mr.  Farr  has  been  sup- 
plied by  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne.  Entering  on  his  work  with  youthful  zeal  and 
energy,  tempered  by  discretion,  the  Parish  is  evenly  increasing  in  usefulness. 
Among  their  latest  outsets  is  the  Mission  of  St.  Luke's.  They  are  hardly 
mdy  to  report  it  as  an  established  fact ;  yet  among  the  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  Sunday  scholars  who  gathered  in  Grace  Church  at  the  Easter  Festival, 
the  largest  school  was  that  of  St.  Luke's. 

Clyde.  About  fifteen  miles  south  of  Sandusky  lies  Clyde,  a  railroad  town 
which  has  grown  up  at  the  crossing  of  two  roads.  Until  two  earnest  Church 
women  moved  there  from  a  Western  diocese,  we  had  no  movement  of  Church 
work  in  that  place.  But  now  a  congregation  is  being  gathered  under  the 
stimulus  of  their  patient  faith  and  persistent  labor.  Rev.  D.  W.  CoxE,  of 
Fremont,  has  accepted  the  charge  of  it.  He  is  assisted  by  Rev.  MosE.s 
Hamilton  and  Rev.  R.  L.  Cihitknden.  By  their  joint  efforts  one  service 
is  given  to  Clyde  every  Sunday.  The  outlook  is  hopeful.  It  is  now  an 
organized  Mission,  and  a  Delegate  is  in  attendance  at  this  convention. 

THE  LAMBETH  CONFERENCE. 

On  the  day  previous  to  the  Festival  of  the  Ascension  my  visitations  were 
6nished  for  the  season,  and  the  interval  was  devoted  to  the  duties  of  the  Con- 
icfence  at   Lambeth.     My  purpose,  God   willing,  to  attend   this  important 
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ecclesiastical  council  was  announced  at  your  last  Convention.  Your  cordial 
acquiescence  and  prayerful  encouragement  added  strength  to  my  intention  and 
constantly  aided  me  in  fulfilling  it. 

Of  the  incidents  attending  the  meeting,  perhaps  I  have  said  enough  in  pub- 
lished papers ;  and,  especially,  in  the  memorial  of  that  visit — the  little  book 
which  I  have  called  **  The  Canterbury  Pilgrimage,"  after  Chaucer's  quaint 
conceit.  I  mention  it  here  because  it  was  intended  to  memorialize  this  mo- 
mentous series  of  events  in  the  history  of  our  Church,  and  because  it  is  an  au- 
thentic record  of  them,  so  far  as  my  testimony  may  be  accepted  as  authority. 
With  the  exception  of  the  address  of  the  Bishop  of  Pennsylvania  to  certain 
of  his  clergy  and  laymen  of  his  Diocese  on  the  same  subject,  it  is  the  only 
record  of  those  events  which  I  am  able  to  lay  before  you.  By  his  permission 
I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  to  this  Convention  a  copy  of  that  address.  I 
present,  also,  a  copy  of  my  record  of  occurrences  at  the  Lambeth  Conference 
and  Sheffield  Congress;  and  request  that  these  two  papers  may  be  preserved 
among  the  permanent  documents  of  this  Diocese. 

An  assemblage  of  one  hundred  Bishops  affiliated  under  the  general  name  of 
Protestant  Episcopal,  would  at  any  time  be  considered  an  event  of  moment 
When  those  hundred  come  together  at  great  inconvenience  from  all  quarters 
of  the  earth,  representing  the  Church  of  Christ  and  missions  of  that  Church 
'*  scattered  abroad  everywhere,"  on  all  continents  and  from  the  islands  of  the 
sea,  the  event  has  still  greater  signiBcance  ;  for  some  grave  necessity,  or  some- 
marked  unity  of  purpose,  must  have  existed  to  induce  the  sacrifice  and  labor^ 

Moreover,  when  the  conditions  of  national  intercourse  have  so  changed,  that 
it  becomes  ]x>ssible  for  these  Bishops  thus  to  meet,  with  reasonable  expedition, 
it  must  be  evident  to  all  thinking  men  that  we  are  entering  on  a  new  era. 
Nations  and  peoples  have  been  brought  into  close  contact.  Commerce  has 
bound  their  interests  into  one.  In  a  sense  which  once  was  figurative,  but  now 
real,  the  human  race  is  a  family  of  nations.  Each  feels  the  movements  which 
affect  the  others,  commercially  and  financially,  and  in  morals  and  religion; 
consequently,  the  possibility  of  the  meeting  of  such  a  council  heralds, — nay, 
is  the  present  witness  to, — the  fact,  that  all  missionary  movements  are  assum- 
ing new  features;  that  the  progress  of  the  religion  of  Christ  has  parted  forever 
with  its  isolations  ;  that  the  Church  of  Christ  is  rapidly  becoming  one  body  in 
intimacy  of  relations,  and  neighborhood  of  membership  ;  and,  in  consequence, 
that  new  methods  must  be  found  for  actualizing  its  mutualness  in  working;  and 
ecclesiastical  ties  are  to  be  recognized  in  a  manner  not  heretofore  practiced. 
It  no  longer  waits  for  reasoning,  because  now  it  is  a  visible  fact,  that  the 
churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion,  (as  we  term  it  for  want  of  a  better 
name),  are  one  throughout  the  world. 

But  »(ill  further,  when  the  coincidences  of  these  conferences  at  Lambeth  are 
noted,  no  thoughtful  reader  of  history  can  fail  to  count  them  among  the  most 
significant  occurrences  in  the  religious  movements  of  this  era. 

At  the  moment  when  the  temporal  power  of  the  Papacy  was  being  de- 
stroyed in  1866-7,  sixty  Bishops  of  this  Church  assembled  for  the  first  confer- 
ence at  Lambeth.     Their  purpose  was  to  confer  together  on  the  interests  of

^'rist's  Kingdom;  but  they  had  no  pre -determined  nor  pre-arranged  plan  of 
*<^tion.  Yet  before  they  separated,  they  took  steps  for  the  development  and 
Concentration  of  the  Christian  power  of  the  Church  which  they  represented, 
''iose  steps  could  not  have  .been  more  wisely  conceive<l,  had  the  authors  of 
^«ie«vi  known  that  the  Roman  Church  was  about  to  transfer  itself  from  reliance 
^o    States  to  reliance  on  herself. 

^o  also  at  the  moment  when  the  Mohammedan  Power  was  beginning  to  be 

'"■^fd  up  in   1878,  and  the  second  great  obstacle  to  the  universal  proclamation 

^he  Gospel  was  beginning  to  be  taken  away,  again  a  conference  of  Bishops 

^^     ^his  Church  was  held  at  Lambeth.     On  that  occasion  they  were  assembled 

'^        greater  numbers,  for  greater  interests   were   at   stake;  and  all   were  im- 

^•"^^sscd  with  the  idea  that  a  critical  period  in  the  history  of  the  world  and  the

^^^jaty  was  opening  a  way  for  the  Church  of  the  Reformation  to  reach  the 

^^^^cient  homes  of  Christianity  in  Asia  Minor,  by  planting  il  as  an  ally  in  Mo- 

"^^^ramedan  Cyprus,  the   Lambeth  Conference,  working  more  wisely  than  it 

^"^  new,  was  affirming  principles  and  adopting  a  policy,  which  will  enable  the 

-^^^nglican  Communion  to  meet  those  churches  of  Asia  with  brotherly  sympathy, 

^^nd  perhaps  to  touch  the  heart  of  Mohammedanism  itself. 

At  this  critical  moment — no  less  critical  in  prophetical  history  than  in  the 
fulfilment  of  it — this  Conference  of  I^mbeth  enabled  our  Church  to  measure  its 
Worces,  and  realize  its  strength,  under  the  grace  of  God.     If  such  a  realization 
should  lead  us  to  humility,  seeing  the  opportunities  that  we  have  lost  and  the 
little  that  we  have  done  for  Christ's  glory,  no  one  will  deny  that  the  assem- 
blage of  these  Bishops  was  an  event  of  transcendant  importance.     For  on  true 
humbling  of  oneself  before  God,  depends  the  gaining  of  real  strength  for  (xod's 
service.     The  fable  was  truer  than  he  who  put  it  into  classic  song  supposed. 
Hercules  strove  in  vain  against  Antaeus,  so  long  as  he   fell  prostrate  on   his 
mother  earth  after  each  blow,  for  no  sooner  had  he  touched  the  ground  than 
he  was  enabled  to  spring  up  again,  a  giant  refreshed.     A  Church  upon   its 
knees,  is  a  Church  assured  of  strength  from  God. 

Bat  if  such  a  realization,  as  a  second  result,  leads  us  to  understand  as  we 
have  never  done  before,  the  elements  of  our  united  power,  every  observer 
must  confess  that  this  assemblage  at  I^ambeth  became  an  era  in  our  Church 
progress. 

Those  hundred  Bishops  represented  one  hundred  and  eighty  working  Dio- 
ceses in  every  part  of  the  world.  The  organization  is  flexible,  suiting  itself 
to  every  national  character,  capable  of  indefinite  expansion,  and  ready  for  it. 
These  Bbhops  move  in  the  same  line  of  Gospel  teaching  with  other  true 
followers  of  Christ  ;  and  the  Church  is  prepared  for  the  hour  when  consolida- 
t-ioQ  shall  be  demanded  by  all  the  churches  of  Christ ;  and  under  her  ancient 
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banners,  one  front  shall  be  presented  by  the  whole  of  Christendom  against  the 
last  assault  of  infidelity. 

This  Church  extends  over  the  whole  Continent  of  North  America,  from  a 
line  drawn  across  from  I^brador  on  the  east  to  Ice  seas  on  the  west,  and  down 
to  Mexico  ;  and  even  there  this  Church,  having  already  two  Bishops  elect,  is 
preparing  to  take  possession.     It  has  Dioceses  in  the  West   Indies,  in    Haiti, 
at  the  Falkland   Islands,  and  jurisdictions  at  points  on  both  coasts  of  South 
America.     Its  Dioceses  stud  the  islands  of  the  Pacific  ;  the  Sandwich  Islands, 
the    Melanesian   groups.    New  Zealand   and    Australia.     Know  ye  that   the 
Kingdom   of   God   is   represented    in    New  Zealand  by  six  Dioceses  of  this 
Church  ;  and  in  Australia  (which  in  my  recollection  was  a  mere  penal  colony 
without  any  church  except  that  of  the  garrison)  by  ten  Dioceses,  and  so  thor- 
oughly organized  is  it,  that  both  in  New  Zealand  and  Australia,  these  Dioceses 
are  presided  over  by  metropolitans, and  have  Ecclesiastical  Councils  of  their  own. 
Japan   has  two  Bishops  having  jurisdiction,   working  in  harmony  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  Gospel.     China  has  four  ;  three  English  and  one  American. 
India  and  Ceylon  is  a  Christian  province,  with  a  Metropolitan  and  six  Dioceses. 
An   English  Bishop  is  found  at  Jerusalem,    Alexandria,     Cairo  ;    another  at 
Cyprus,  Malta  and  Gibraltar  ;  and  both  American  and  English  Bishops  min- 
ister at  all  the  prmcipal  English  speaking  colonies  on  the  Continent  of  Europe. 
The  whole  of  South  and  Central  Africa,  south  of  a  line  running  from  Mad- 
agascar on  the  east  to  St.   Helena  on  the  west,  including  both  those  Islands, 
is  covered  by  our  Dioceses ;    ten  in  number,   having  a  metropolitan  at  Cape 
Town.     An  American  Bishop  and  an  English  Bishop  minister  on    the  west 
coast  of  Africa.     And  then,  when  we  add  to  this  enumeration  the  Bishoprics 
of  the  powerful  Church  of  England,  with  the  Irish  and  Scotch  Church  on 
either  side  of  it,  we  may  realize  the  extent  of  this  Church,  whose  mission  is  as 
wide  as  the  world.     The  sun  never  sets  on  its  churches  ;    nor  do  its  prayers 
and   hymns  of  praise  ever  cease ;    for   (adopting  our  great  statesman's  noble 
figure  of  speech,  truer  even  for  our  purpose  than   in   his,)  the    even   song 
of  one  church  has  not  died  away,  before  the  matin  hymn  of  another  takes  up 
the  sacred   strain.     And   so  the   evening   and   the  morning   worship  of  the 
Anglican  Communion  carries  the  Gospel  with  the  sun,  continually  round  the 
world. 

Results. — This  conference  at  Lambeth  settled  three  great  principles  which 
concern  us  as  a  Diocese.  These  principles  are  now  settled  so  far  as  its  decisions 
can  avail.  The  final  settlement  is  indeed  left  to  that  tribunal,  at  whose  bar  Christ 
and  his  apostles  left  all  truth  and  order.  They  appealed  not  to  constitutions 
or  canons,  but  to  the  ultimate  arbitration  of  enlightened  Christian  conscience, 
and  to  the  educated  sentiment — or  shall  we  say  the  public  opinion — of  the 
Church.  This  conference  has  in  the  same  spirit  proposed  that  its  action  shall  be 
assented  to  by  all  the  members  and  all  the  authorities  of  the  Church.  If  the 
Church  shall  act  accordingly  the  action  will  have  the  effect  of  law. 

In  the  first  place,  the  conference  recognized  the  autonomy  of  Dioceses.  It 
addresseil  itself  to  individual  Diocesan  Bishops  throughout  the  Anglican  Com- 
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'^Junion.     Accordinglyt  I  lay  before  you  a  report  of  the  doings  of  the  confer- 

^''ce  in  which  I  took  part  as  your  Diocesan   Head,  and  which  has  been  trans- 

''^'ticd  to  me  as  Bishop  of  this  Diocese.     It  is  fitting  that  these  transactions 

s'lotjld  be  open  to  your  consideration;  for  it  will  be  my  duty  in   1880,  prcvi- 

oii^s^ly  to  the  assembling  of  the  next  General  Convention,  to  invite  you  to  re- 

9**^st  your  representatives  in  that  body  to  give  effect  to  the  recommendations 

"^^"Tein  contained.     I  therefore  include  that  report  in  this  address,  and  direct 

'**^^t  the  essential  portions  of  it  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal   for  your  in- 

'^•■'roation  and  reflection. 

In  the  next  place,  the  Conference  expressed  concurrence  with  a  principle 
^^^unciated  by  our  House  of  Bishops  in  1877,  concerning  the  construction  of 
^— %turgies  by  Churches  which  shall  be  formed  in  foreign  nations,  under  our  in- 
^Xacnce. 

The  history  of  this   subject  is  curious   and  interesting  :     The    Missionary 
-^^fcishop  of  Yeddo,  in  Japan,  reported  to  the  House  of  Bishops  as  follows: — 
^Especial  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  missionaries  of  the  Church  of 
^^ngland  and  of  our  own  Church  are  working  side  by  side  here,  in  the  same 
^liitics,  but   kept  separate  by  the  use  of  diflPerent  Prayer  Books.     We  are  not 
^3ere  to   plant  a  branch  of  the    Protestant    Episcopal   Church  in  the  United 
States,  and  a  branch  of  the  Church  of  England,  but  to  lay  the  foundations  of 
^he  future  Church  of  Japan  ;  and  it  seems  most  unwise  to  introduce  the  differ- 
ences of  our  national  churches,  which  will  prove  a  serious  barrier  to  the  future 
union  of  the  Christians  of  one  united   Church.     An  effort  has  been  made  to 
get  a  common  translation  of  those  parts  which  are  the  same  in  the  two  Prayer 
Books;  but  it  is  feared  that.it  will  fail,  so  long  as  there  are  an  English  book 
and  an  American  book  to  be  translated.     In  view  of  the  approaching  Pan- 
Anglican  Conference,  it  is  respectfully  asked,  cannot  the  General  Convention 
take  some  steps  to  procure  for  us  a  common  Prayer  Book  ?     Anything  which 
may  be  done  towards  this  end  must  be  done  at  home." 

The  committee,  of  which  your  Diocesan  was  chairman,  upon  considering 
these  suggestions  reported  as  follows:  *' Your  committee  sympathize  in  the 
view  thus  expressed  by  the  Bishop  of  Yeddo.  They  feel  that  all  such  hin- 
drances to  harmony  in  organizing  the  National  Church  of  Japan  should  be 
removed;  and  especially  that  the  churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  shall 
unite  in  an  effort  to  lead  that  ancient  nation  (when  it  shall  become  a  Christian 
people)  to  adopt  primitive  and  catholic  usages,  undisturbed  by  the  divisions  of 
western  Christianity.  They  recommend,  therefore,  that  our  Church  shall  in- 
dicate to  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Yeddo,  that  it  does  not  impose  upon  the 
National  Church  which  is  to  be  formed  under  the  labors  of  his  mission  the 
necessity  of  adopting  our  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  but  only  insists  that  it 
shall  adopt  the  Catholic  Creeds,  administer  the  Sacraments  in  all  things  neces- 
sary to  a  rightful  administration  as  taught  by  our  Church,  and  in  worship  shall 
conform  as  far  as  possible  to  Catholic  usage,  as  interpreted  by  our  Prayer 
Book.  Your  committee  believes  that  this  Church  confides  in  his  fidelity  and 
wisdom,  under  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  therefore,  while  expressing 
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Church,  will  be  able  rightly  to  interpret  the  fact  that  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
community  offers  to  them  two  Bishops  in  the  same  capital  ? 

So  our  Bishop  in  Japan  was  fir.>t  in  residence  there;  as  indeed  our  Church 
service  was  the  first  Christian  utterance  of  worship  on  the  shores  of  that  great 
nation,  during  the  present  century.  But,  now,  it  is  rumored,  that  the  English 
Missionary  Societies  are  preparing  to  send  a  Bishop  to  reside  in  those  Islands. 
Under  the  decisions  of  the  I^ml>eth  Conference,  it  is  hoped  that  if  an  English 
Bishop  should  be  appointed,  (as  is  probably  desirable),  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
two  will  be  so  adjusted,  terntorially.  that  the  evils  which  have  existed  in  the 
relations  of  our  churches  in  China,  will  not  re-api>ear  in  the  Empire  of  Japan. 

These  illustrations  will  explain  the  practical  importance  of  maintaining  the 
principle  alluded  to.  I  need  not  say  that  it  is  also  both  Scriptural  and  ancient; 
and  lies  at  the  root  of  our  attachment  to  Diocesan  Episcopacy.  And  you  will 
perceive  the  necessity  of  wi>e  action  by  all  our  Dioceses  in  the  General  Con- 
vention of  1880,  to  give  effect  to  the  suggestion  of  the  Lambeth  Conference, 
namely,  that  a  joint  commission  representing  all  our  Anglican  Churches  shall 
be  appointed,  to  which  shall  l)e  given  authority  to  adjudge  such  relations. 

The  Diocese  is  not  particularly  interested  in  the  other  decisions  of  the  Lam 
beth  Conference,  nor  is  it  necessary  for  me  to  invite  action  on  your  part  in 
reference  to  them.     Therefore,  I  shall  not  further  speak  of  them  in  this  ad- 
dress.    But  no  pait  of  the  determinations  of  so  grave  a  council  will  be  unim- 
portant— to  the  individual  members  of  our  Church.     And  the  results,  if  fairly 
weiglied  by  the  communities  in  which  w^e  live,  will  be  a  formation  in  the  public 
mind  of  a  sense  of  the  unity,  power,  liberality  and  conservativeness  of  our 
church;  an  opinion  of  its  adaptability  to  all  national  habits  and  all  modes  oP 
government;  an  impression  of  its  ability  for  effective  co-operation  when  occa- 
sion demands;  and  a  realization  of  its  stability  as  the  uncorrupted,  and  I  trust 
it  may  be  said  the  incorruptible,  defender  of  the  truth.     It   is   Evangelical, 
Protestant    and    Episcopal,  because   in   all    its  teachings,  organizations,  and 
ritual,  it  is  both  Scriptural  and  Apostolic. 


Rev.  Thomas  B.  Fairchild,  A.  M.  On  the  8th  of  March,  1879,  Rev. 
Thomas  B.  Fairchild,  A.  M.,  one  of  the  eldest  of  our  faithful  co-workers  in 
the  Diocese  was  taken  to  the  rest  of  Paradise.  He  had  given  many  years  of 
labor  to  this  diocese,  between  1837  and  1848,  interrupted  by  a  brief  period  of 
lalx)r  in  Iowa  and  Indiana.  He  was  for  eight  years  Rector  of  Christ  Church, 
Hudson,  having  also  charge  of  Bethel  Church,  Peninsula;  and  since  1872  had 
been  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church,  Cuyahoga  Falls.  Through  the  whole  of 
the  district  which  I  am  accustomed  to  call  our  (Quadrilateral,  containing  the 
four  parishes  of  Hudson,  Kent,  Cuyahoga  Falls  and  Akron,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
FAlRCHiLn's  name  has  been  a  household  word  for  nearly  twenty  years.  His 
teachings,  and  those  of  his  predecessor  at  Cuyahoga,  the  Rev.  L.  L.  Holden, 
gave  a  tone  to  the  religious  views  of  our  church  members  in  that  district  which 
outlived  the  ministry  of  the  latter,  and  we  earnestly  hope  will  long  outlive  the 
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services  of  Mr  Fairchild.     He  was  eminently  faithful  to  the   Evangelical 
Wem,  technically  so  called,  whilst  equally  faithful  to  the  Ecclesiastical  sys- 
tem which  is  embodied  in  our  Liturgy  and  Orders.     He  was  rightly  charac- 
terized, and  may  well  be  remembered,  as  a  Conservative   Evangelical  Church- 
^"^UL     His  doctrines  were  those  which  centre  at  the  cross  of  Christ,  recognized 
iQ  that  act  of  self-sacrifice  as  an  atoning  Saviour.     He  preached  that  "whole- 
some doctrine,  and  very  full  of  comfort,"  as  our  Xlth  article  has  it,  *'that  we  are 
iostified  by  faith  only;"  not  forgetting   the  kindred   truth  which  the  Xllth 
*ticle  defines,  that  "  good  works  follow  after  justification  and  are  pleasing 
snd  acceptable  to  God  in  Christ,  and  do  spring  out  necessarily  of  a  true  and 
lively  faith."    His  teachings  were  very  full  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Holy  Com- 
forter's  presence  in  the  Church,  and  of  his  work  by  the  Word,  and  by  the  Sac- 
"^ments,  in  believers'  hearts.     Nor  did  he  ever  hide  or  veil  the  truth,  that  a 
Visible  Church  of  Christ  is  as  the  body  to  the  soul  of  believers;  necessary  to 
**^^ir  life;  necessary  to  its  manifestation;  necessary  to  its  vigorous  growth. 
^^^r  did  he  consider  as  a  Church  fully  organized,  and  thoroughly  Scriptural, 
^^^  body  that  was  not  both  Protestant  and  Episcopal.     He  was  not  afraid  to 
^^([matize.     In  the  spirit  of  a  strong  address  to  which  many  of  us  lately  lis- 
^^*icd,  (at  the  late  Delegate  Missionary  Meeting   in  Cleveland),  seeing  clearly 
*^^s  doctrines  which  Holy  Scripture  and  our  Church  teach,  and  holding  them 
^  ^■^aJy,  and  being  able  to  state  them  distinctly,  he  preached  them  boldly  and 
^^^^thont  reserve.     I  attribute  to  this  feature  of  his  ministry,  the  respect  which 
^^«s  paid  to  his  opinions  and  the  influence  which  they  exerted.     Men  knew 
^^"kere  to  find  him.     What  he  taught  in  1837  he  taught  in  1879. 

The  truths  which  were  the  substance  of  his  long  ministry   were  the  comfort 
^^W  his  dying  hours.     He  had  not  many  days  in  which  to  look  death  in  the  face. 
^^^ut  he  saw,  beyond,  the  form  of  that  servant  of  Jesus,  the  Master,  whom  he 
^^>ved  and  in  whom  he  trusted;  and  his  end  was  peace.     Tenderly  watched 
^^▼er  by  his  nearest  clerical  brothers,  the  Rev.  Mr.   Gantkr  and  Kev.  Mr. 
^jARRETT,  who  were  assiduous  in  rendering  every  attention,   beyond  those 
>rhich  could  be  rendered  by  his  devoted  wife,  his  last  hours  were  tranquilly 
^ven  to  arranging  for  the  brief  passage  from  mortality  into  immortality.     And 
at  the  moment,   in  quietness,  and  confidence  of  a   certain  hope,  in  the  com- 
munion of  the  Catholic  Church,  he  rested  from  his  labors. 

Rt.  Rev.  J.  P.  B.  Wilmer,  D.D.  The  Church  has  been  called  to  mourn 
the  death  of  the  Bishop  of  Louisiana.  On  the  2d  of  December,  1878,  the 
Right  Reverend  J.  P.  B.  Wilmkr,  D.D.,  was  very  suddenly  removed. 
Whilst  the  whole  Church  suffers  from  the  shock,  our  diocese  may  well  feel 
and  express  a  particular  grief,  for  he  graduaded  at  Kenyon  College,  our  Dio- 
cesan Institution,  and  therefore  we  may  congratulate  ourselves  in  having  been 
permited  to  instil  the  rudiments  of  that  learning  and  perhaps  to  lay  some 
fMmdatioos  of  that  character,  which  were  afterwards  so  useful  to  the  Church. 
His  sphere  of  duty  was  so  far  distant  from  us,  that  we  knew  little  of  the  intri- 
eacies  of  his  relations  to  his  Diocese ;  but  we  do  know,  from  the  universal 
tatiBooy  borne  by  his  clergy,  that  they  honored  his  fidelity  to  truth,  and 
wjoiced  in  cnltivating  the  most  cordial  and  affectionate  friendship  with  him. 
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()nr  coIKj^c  of  lli>lu)ps  has  lo^t  a  very  i;cnial  mcniher.  His  iinaltt-ctcvl 
humor  often  relieved  the  tedium  of  our  debates;  and  his  suggestions,  Hashing 
on  us  out  of  bright  clouds  of  wit,  were  often  like  inspirations  of  wisdom.  Few 
men  have  made  for  themselves  truer  friends  than  he.  His  very  eccentricities 
were  so  warm-hearted  that  they  bound  men  to  him;  whereas  in  almost  all 
other  cases  they  sever.  But  such  was  his  kindliness  and  gentlemanly  lovea- 
bleness,  that  every  day's  experience  of  the  value  of  his  society  added  to  his 
happy  influence.  He  was  taken  from  his  Diocese  almost  without  a  warning, 
but  he  passed  to  the  presence  of  the  Great  Bishop,  tranquilly  and  in  steadfast 
faith. 

DIOCKSAN    MISSIONS. 

Our  Diocesan  Missionary  work  has  been  much  injured  by  want  of  sufficient 
pecuniary  support.  We  have  l>een  barely  able  to  sustain  the  present  stations, 
have  made  no  new  ventures,  and  should  have  been  obliged  to  diminish  some 
appropriations,  had  not  one  or  two  very  important  missionary  fields  been  de- 
prived of  their  laborers  very  much  against  our  wishes.  I  can  hardly  supp 
that  the  Diocese  will  permit  the  continuance  of  this  inaction.  I  find  the  cur 
rent  of  public  opinion  in  such  a  manner  turning  toward  the  Church,  that  it  ir  ^  -^ 
very  painful  to  realize,  that  my  hands  and  my  heart  must  be  restrained  froir-*- ^--^j^ 
any  movement  to  take  advantage  of  it.  I  am  quite  persuaded  that  the  chi^^^^j^f 
evil  lies  in  want  of  systematized  effort  towards  this  object  among  our  parishe-^^^^^g,;^ 
Wherever  a  system  has  been  adopted  in  a  Parish,  I  find  no  lack  of  missionas-.^^^j^fy 
contributions  from  it.  Any  system  is  l)etter  than  none,  but  it  would  be  w^  '^^wwell 
at  such  a  conference  as  this  for  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity,  by  comparing  the».«~^  \^^[J 
exi>eriences,  to  recommend  to  each  other  the  best  system.  I  venture  to  ho^zr^^^^^pg 
that  the  subject  will  not  be  ignored  in  the  deliberations  of  this  Convention.       ^.m%

*X^hc  object  we  have  in  mind  is  twofold.     We  desire  to  develop  the  mission- 

*'"^r  spirit  of  the  women  of  the  Church,  and  also  to  increase  the  force  of  it  by 

^^^^"•ubination.     The  object  is  indisputably  good  and  desirable  ;  the  means  are 

**  *^^plc  and  unobjectionable.     We  lake  it  for  granted  that  under  each  pastor,

^he  methods  of  it,  and  the  amount  of  it. 

Next,  we  desire  to  increase  the  force  of  all  by  combination,  not  disturbing 
^ny  parochial  organization  in  the  least  degree,  but  merely  combining  our 
forces  by  two  simple  methods.  First,  by  obtaining  reports  from  each  paro- 
chial association.  These  are  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  secretary,  and  pub- 
lished by  her  in  the  Standard  of  the  Cross.  These  reports  are  annually  combined 
in  one  report  to  the  Bishop,  and  by  him  presented  to  the  Convention  (as  will  be 
done  at  our  annual  missionary  meeting),  and  published  in  the  Journal.  A 
portion  of  this  report  (that  part  of  it  which  actually  covers  the  missionary  work 
outside  of  parish  work)  is  annually  reported  to  the  General  Secretary  for 
Women's  Work  at  the  Bible  House,  New  York,  and  becomes  an  element  in 
those  documents  which  are  there  prepared  to  stimulate  the  zeal  of  other  affili- 
ated associations  throughout  the  country. 

An  incidental  advantage  to   the  Diocese  will  l)e,  that  we  shall  gather  up 
*'  many  baskets  full  of  fragments  "  of  woman's  labor  in   our  several  parishes, 
the  record  of  which  would  otherwise  be  lost  to  the  Church.     For  it  is  intended 
that  our  parochial  societies  shall  report  to  us  not  only  what  they  do  in  strictly 
missionary  work,  but  that  which  they  accomplish  in  building  up  and  strength- 
ening their  own  parishes  ;  the  help  they  render  in  paying  off  church  debts,  in 
beautifying  their  sanctuaries,  in  aiding  the   Sunday  schools,  in  clothing  the 
poor,  in   ministering  to   the  sick   and  sorrowful,  the  widows,  fatherless   and 
strangers.     An  immense  amount  of  work  is  done  by  the  women  of  our  Church, 
of  which  I  have  long  desired  to  have  a  separate  and  accurate  reconi,  not  for 
mere  curiousness,  but  that  my  own  heart  and  yours  may  l)e  stirred  with  grati- 
tude to  God ;  and,  that  in  the  midst  of  oftentimes  much  depression,  we  may 
see  that  the  undercurrent  of  the  Church's  charity  is  still  helping  to  swell  the 
fbw  of  that  great  river  of  God— the  Church's  love  to  Christ  manifeste<l  by  her 
vori(^ — which  is,  like  His  own  love  to  the  Church,  a  living  river,  never  dry, 
but  always  full  of  water. 
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The  second  method  of  combination  will  be  an  annual  delegate  meetiiig,  held 
at  the  time  and  place  of  the  Annual  Convention.  Such  a  meeting  (for  ladies 
only)  is  to  be  held  to-morrow.  It  is  proposed  to  continue  them  annuaUj. 
The  delegates  are  to  represent  each  parish  association  which  reports  to  the 
Bishop  through  our  secretary.  When  such  reports  of  women's  work  are  made 
to  the  Bishop  to  be  included  in  the  Diocesan  statistics,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
clergy  must  carefully  exclude  those  amounts  from  their  reports  ;  otherwise 
those  items  will  be  credited  twice.  I  hope  that  the  clergy  will  unite  cordially 
with  me  in  giving  effect  to  this  effort.  Its  success  necessarily  depends  on 
them.  They  will  encourage  and  give  life  to  it  in  their  several  parishes,  or, 
by  inaction  or  discouragement,  prevent  its  living.  In  many  instances  I  hope 
they  will  find  it  advisable  to  receive  the  visits  of  our  secretary  to  the  associa- 
tions in  their  several  parishes,  for  I  believe  fully  in  the  power  of  personal  en* 
thusiasm  to  communicate  itself  by  personal  presence. 

In  many  Dioceses  there  has  resulted  from  success  in  these  efforts  an  in- 
crease of  spirituality  among  those  engaged  in  them .  We  may  well  hope  for 
such  an  effect  always,  for  those  who  do  the  Lord's  will  get  quickest  insight  of 
His  character,  and  by  familiarity  with  His  loving  ways  become  quickened  in 
His  spirit.  I  pray  God  that  this  gracious  effect  may  follow,  and  follow  quick- 
ly on  the  instrumentality  we  now  put  in  motion,  humbly  trusting  on  His  . 
promises,  and  earnestly  praying  for  His  blessing. 

SOCIETY  FOR  RELIEF  OF  WIDOWS  AND  CHILDREN  OF  DECEASED  CLERGYMEN 

Again  I  commend  thb  most  worthy  object  to  your  thoughtful  consideration. 
Every  congregation  should  make  an  annual  offering  to  this  fund,  and  every 
clergyman  in  the  Diocese  should  be  a  member  of  the  association.      It  would 
serm  as  if  the  interests  of  the  clergy  and  their  families  would  sufficiently  impel 
attention  to  its  claims,  but  it  singularly  happens,  that  at  every  Convention  the 
Bishop  finds  it  necessary  to  recall  the  subject  to  your  minds.     He  does  it 
gladly,    but   longs  for  the  time  when,  every  parish  showing  itself  as  inter- 
ested as  he  is  for  this  noble  fund,  he  shall  be  able  to  consider  this  part  of  his 
duty  accomplished. 

SERMONS  ON    EPISCOPACY. 

I  renew  my  suggestion  that  my  Brethren  who  are  Pastors  make  the  Epis- 
copal office  the  subject  of  a  sermon  annually,  on  the  third  Sunday  in  October. 
Our  people  are  strangely  ignorant  of  the  nature  and  authority  of  this  office. 
While  there  is  no  lack  of  affectionate  regard  to  him  who  holds  the  office,  there 
is  too  little  regard  to  its  rightful  influence  as  of  the  Lord's  appointment.  This 
can  be  due  only  to  want  of  information  as  to  its  apostolic  character,  its  scrip- 
tural and  historical  authority,  its  actual  duties,  and  its  necessity  to  a  well 
ordered  Church. 

If  it  is  not  thought  best  to  use  that  opportunity  for  gathering  such  contri- 
butions as  may  be  the  foundation  for  an  Episcopal  Fund,  I  hope  that  some 
other  occasion  will  be  employed  for  that  purpose  in  every  parish.  A  resolution 
of  our  last  Convention  recommends  that  course.     This  method  of  raising  a 
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fiiod  by  annual  collections  has  been  successful  in  other  Dioceses.  There  is  no 
reason  to  assume  a  want  of  success  in  ours.  Certainly  the  necessity  for  de- 
pending on  the  income  of  such  a  fund  for  at  least  a  portion  of  the  Bishop's 
salary  is  becoming  more  apparent  as  each  year  passes. 

LEGISLATION. 

The  case  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Cleveland,  is  placed  before  you  again  for 
final  action,  under  Canon  4,  Title  II.  of  the  Diocesan  Digest. 

The  Parish  did  not  elect  a  Vestry  on  last  Easter  Monday.  The  resignation 
of  the  Rev.  James  A.  Bolles,  D.  D.,  as  Rector  was  not  recalled  ;  and  is  un- 
derstood to  be  final.  The  congregation  has  been  taken  under  the  care  of 
Trinity  Church,  Cleveland,  and  reported  to  me  by  the  Rector  as  a  Chapel  of 
that  Church  ;  and  will  be  so  recognised  as  soon  as  the  Convention  shall  con- 
sent to  declare  the  Parish  to  be  extinct. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Bolles  has  been  elected  assistant  minister  of  Trinity  Church . 
Considering  the  relations  he  has  held  for  so  many  years  to  the  church  which 
he  has  lately  resigned,  after  taking  counsel  with  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of 
Trinity  Church,  I  have  accorded  to  him  the  title  of  Rector  Emeritus  of  St- 
Peter's  Parish.     It  is  a  title  of  honor  only,  but  of  honor  well  earned. 

In  this  case  no  property  is  dependent  on  the  act  of  extinction. 

I  report,  in  accordance  with  Canon  4,  Title  II.  that  St.  Peter's  Parish, 
Cleveland,  has  failed  in  the  purposes  of  its  organization  as  an  organization  ; 
and  that  to  accomplish  those  purposes  fully  it  is  advisable  to  declare  the  or- 
ganization to  be  extinct.  It  may  then  become  a  Chapel  of  Trinity  Church, 
and  may  be  made  efficient. 

I  also  report  that  the  following  Parishes  have  failed  in  the  purposes  of  their 
organization;  and  I  refer  to  the  statements  made  concerning  them  at  the  last 
Convention  : 

St.  Luke's  Church,  Columbia. 

SL  Philip's  Church,  Strongsville. 

Christ  Church,  Penfield. 

St.  Matthew's  Church,  Perry. 

St.  Peter's  Church,  Rome. 

election  of  vestrymen. 
I  invite  the  attention  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  to  the  language  of  Canon 
2,  Title  II,  already  alluded  to.  I  suppose  that  it  was  intended  that  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen  should  be  bona  fide  members  of  the  Parish  which  they  serve. 
But  under  the  terms  of  this  canon,  if  the  Vestrymen  be  laymen  of  the  Church 
(baptized,  as  \  understand  that  term),  and  the  Wardens  be  communicants,  it  is 
noC  necessary  that  they  shall  attend  the  services  or  have  any  connection  with 
the  parish  which  they  serve,  provide<i  they  be  electe<l  by  those  who  are  bofta 
fUU  members  of  that  parish.  Delegates  to  the  Convention  must  be  members 
of  the  Parish  which  they  represent;  but  Vestrymen  and  Wardens  need  not  be 
members  of  the  parish  whose  property  they  manage.  Certainly  this  arrange- 
\  iiMiomalnafc 
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RECTORS  OF  TWO  PARISHES. 

Three  cases  exist  in  the  Diocese  of  Rectors  not  being  Missionaries  who  are 
canonically  in  charge  of  two  independent  Parishes.  The  policy  of  such  a  con- 
nection may  in  most  cases  be  questionable;  not  indeed  in  these  particular  in- 
stances, for  in  each  of  these  cases  the  relation  has  been  assumed  at  a  cost  of 
additional  labor  and  responsibility  for  the  sake  of  the  interests  of  the  Church. 
But  if  such  relations  are  to  be  cherished,  it  will  be  well  to  determine,  and 
express  the  opinion  of  the  Diocese,  as  to  the  proportionate  vote  which  shall  be 
given  to  such  rectors  in  the  general  legislation  of  the  Diocese  ;  and  at  the  same 
time  to  determine  the  vote  which  missionaries  may  give  who  are  also  rectors  of 
two  or  more  independent  Parishes. 

CHAPELS  AND  MISSION  STATIONS. 

A  similar  question  arises  as  to  the  relation  of  these  two  classes  of  organiza- 
tions to  the  legislation  of  the  Diocese. 

At  present  a  chapel  of  any  Parish  is  recognized  by  the  Bishop,  whenever  it* 
is  reported  to  him  by  the  rector  of  the  Parish  as  existing  with  a  regular  con- 
gregation, and  maintaining  regular  services,  separate  and  distinct  from  those 
of  the  mother  Church.  These  rules  of  recognition  are  confessedly  undefined, 
and  subject  to  the  caprice  both  of  rectors  and  uf  the  Bishop.  I  do  not  advise 
that  this  condition  be  continued. 

But,  supposing  the  rule  to  be  admitted,  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  chapef 
may  represent  a  congregation  not  comparable  in  importance  to  that  of  a  mis- 
sion station.  The  organization  of  the  chapel  is  dependent  solely  on  the  will 
of  a  rector  and  the  decision  of  the  Bishop,  whilst  the  organization  of  a  mission 
is  conducted  under  the  solemnities  and  guardianship  of  a  canon,  and  the 
united  action  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  the  Missionary  and  the  Bishop. 
Nevertheless,  the  chapel  is  entitled  not  only  to  a  vote  but  to  a  full  vote  on  all 
questions,  through  the  vestry  and  delegates  of  the  parish  which  sustain  it; 
whilst  the  mission  station  is  represented  only  by  one  delegate,  who  is  not  en- 
titled to  any  vote.  Is  there  not  some  inequality  here;  and  may  there  not  be 
some  impolicy  in  this  arrangement  which  might  be  wisely  corrected,  before 
serious  questions  shall  become  involved  by  it  ? 

TRAVELLING  EXPENSES  OF  CLERICAL  DELEGATES. 

I^islation  is  required  to  enable  some  of  our  clergy  to  comply  with  the 
stringent  demand  of  Canon  2,  Title  I.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  the  clergy,  to  at- 
tend the  meetings  of  the  several  Conventions.  But  some  of  our  brethren  are 
so  restricted  in  pecuniary  means  that  they  cannot  endure  the  expense  of  the 
journey,  and  therefore  are  compelled  to  violate  the  law.  I  recommend 
that  provision  be  made  to  relieve  certain  of  our  brethren  from  this  dilemma, 
by  allowing  them  to  draw  on  the  Convention  B'und  for  their  expenses  in 
attending    the    Annual   Convention.      It   might    be   advisable    to  restrict   the 

privilej^e  to  those  whose  salaries  do  not  excee<l dollars.     The  necessity 

of  some  such  provision  is  obvious,  otherwise  the  attendance  at  our  Conven- 
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lions  will  be  necessarily  confined  to  those  whose  means  are  ample ;  and  the 
poor  among  our  brethren,  althoogh  they  may  be  very  rich  in  faith,  will  be 
excluded  from  our  legislative  assemblies. 

ANNUAL    OR   TRIENNIAL   CONVENTIONS. 

A  suggestion  incidentally  made  in  the  course  of  debate  at  the  last  meeting 
of  Convention  deserves  more  than  casual  consideration.  It  is  a  question 
whether  the  meetings  of  our  Diocesan  Convention  are  not  more  numerous 
than  is  necessary.  It  is  hardly  advisable  to  call  our  Clergy  and  Laity 
together  from  all  parts  of  such  a  Diocese  merely  to  elect  officers,  especially 
when  in  general  the  only  result  is  a  renewed  declaration  that  those  who  were 
elected  in  a  previous  year  have  served  the  Church  well,  and  deserve  to  be 
burdened  again.  It  would  be  easy  to  provide  that  each  committee  should  fill 
vacancies  that  might  occur  in  its  own  number  during  a  recess.  The  other 
principal  object  of  meeting  is  to  perfect  our  canons — as  if  any  instrument 
.which  is  the  work  of  mortal  hands  could  be  perfected !  The  effort  often  pro- 
duces two  evils  for  every  one  that  is  remedied. 

Compulsory  meetings  such  as  these  should  have  some  great  end  in  view. 
Perhaps  the  clergy  who  fail  to  attend  the  Annual  Convention  are  not  aware 
that  by  violating  Canon  2,  they  are  liable  to  presentation.  Absence  is  there- 
fore a  serious  matter,  and  it  would  be  advisable  not  to  impose  a  duty,  unless 
its  discharge  is  of  such  importance  as  to  impress  itself  on  the  conscience. 

Any  other  possible  inconvenience  which  might  result  from  the  infrequency 
of  conventional  meetings,  might  be  avoided  by  another  device  to  which  I  may 
allude.  The  Church  is  gradually  reaching  the  idea,  that  her  Bishops  may  be 
safely  trusted  with  larger  discretion  than  is  generally  allowed  them  under  our 
constitutions  and  canons.  They  art  now  so  hampered  by  restrictions,  and  so 
much  of  their  responsibility  is  assumed  by  their  Dioceses,  that  the  authority 
of  the  office  has  very  much  passed  out  of  sight.  I  shall  be  the  last  to  com- 
plain of  it,  for  thereby  a  Bishop  attains  much  relief,  in  many  respects.  But 
by  this  process  it  has  come  to  pass,  that  a  Bishop's  godly  judgment  is  no 
longer  possessed  of  the  qualities  of  godliness  in  the  eyes  of  the  Church,  until 
he  shall  have  proved  that  speech  is  permitted  to  him  by  a  Constitution,  and 
required  of  him  by  some  Canon,  and  the  burden  of  proof  is  thrown  on  him. 
The  conclusion  of  which  is,  that  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  might,  if  it  should 
choose,  make  larger  use  than  heretofore  of  the  discretion  of  its  Bishop  in  sup- 
plying any  deficiency  in  legislation.  Frequent  meetings  of  the  Clergy  and 
Laity  with  each  other  are  very  desirable.  But  it  remains  questionable,  whether 
more  useful  and  happier  results  will  not  l)e  reached,  if  some  of  those  meetings 
should  be  voluntary  instead  of  compulsory,  and  should  take  the  shape  of  con- 
vocations, or  conferences,  rather  than  annual  conventions. 

DELEGATE   MISSIONARY    MEETING. 

Among  the  delightful  and  inspiring  events  of  this  year,  I  record  the  occur- 
rence of  a   delegate  missionary  meeting  held  during  the  month  of  May  in 
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Cleveland,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  our  Church.  We  were  favored  by  the  pres- 
ence of  the  domestic  and  foreign  secretaries,  the  Rev.  Dr.  .TwiNO  and  Rev. 
Joshua  Kimber.  They  gave  all  needed  information  as  to  the  work,  and 
replied  to  all  inquiries  concerning  it.  Besides  their  satisfactory  statements, 
eloquent  and  refreshing  addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Smith,  of  As- 
cension Church,  New  York;  Rev.  Dr.  EccLESTON,  of  Newark,  New  Jersey; 
Rev.  Dr.  Harris,  of  Detroit;  Rev.  Mr.  Anstick,  of  Rochester;  Rev.  Dr. 
CoLKMAN,  of  Toledo;  and  Rev.  Dr.  Riley,  Bishop  elect  of  the  Valley  of 
Mexico;  and  a  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Mills,  of  Erie,  Penn- 
sylvania. This  latter  was  so  peculiarly  discriminating  and  forceful,  that  the 
clergy  present  requested  its  publication.  The  meeting  lasted  two  days,  under 
the  presidency  of  the  Bishop,  and  during  the  whole  time  was  crowded  with 
interest.  Large  congregations  attended  the  services,  especially  in  the  even- 
ings. My  own  gratification  was  enhanced  by  the  presence  of  a  large  body  of 
the  clergy  of  the  diocese,  for  the  chief  object  of  the  meetings  was  thereby  ac- 
complished. I  record  the  names  of  those  present  for  the  encouragement  it  • 
affords,  and  as  I  read  them  over  you  will  perceive  how  large  a  proportion  of 
our  clergy  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity:

The  Bishop  responded  with  haarty  thanks  for  the  prayers  and 
sympathy  of  the  Diocese  for  himself  and  his.

Resolved^  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  to  inquire  into  the 
expediency  of  so  amending  Canon  2,  Title  IL,  §8,  as  not  to  require  in  filling 
any  vacancy  occurring  to  the  vestry  of  a  parish,  that  the  congregation  shall 
assemble  for  that  purpose. 

Rev.  Dr.  Brown  offered   the  following  resolution,  which  was 

referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons: 

Resolvfdy  That  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  refers  to  certain  defunct 
and  extinct  parishes  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons.] 

On  motion  of  Rev.  Mr.  Rulison,  the  following  resolution  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons : 

Resolved^  That  the  following  amendment  be  made  to  Canon  I,  Title  IIL,  §ii. : 
After  the  first  period,  inseit,  '*And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Rector  and 
Missionary  in  the  Diocese  to  cause  to  be  made  in  the  Parish  or  Mission  station 
under  his  charge,  four  collections  for  Diocesan  Missions  annually."  Also  add, 
in  Canon  4,  Title  IV.,  §i.,  after  sub-section  3,  the  words,  **A  failure  to  take 
the  collections  prescribed  by  Canon  i,  Title  II.,  §ii." 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  till  9:30  to-morrow  morning.

MoRKiNG  Prayer  in  Trinity  Church  at  9:30,  after  which  Conven- 
tion met  for  business  in  Trinity  Chapel. 

The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order,  and  announced 
the  138th  Hymn  of  the  Hymnal,  after  the  singing  of  which,  seve- 
ral collects  were  said,  and  the  Convention  proceeded  to  business. 

The  roll  of  clergy  and  laity  delegates  was  called  by  the  Secre- 
tary, and  the  minutes  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials,  Rev.  Mr.  Backus,  Chairman, 
reported  that  they  had  examined  the  papers  relative  to  the  organi- 
zation of  the  parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Coshocton,  and,  finding 
them  all  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  the  Canon,  recom- 
mended that  said  parish  be  received  into  union  with  this  Conven- 
tion. The  report  was  adopted,  and  the  parish  was  accordingly 
received  into  union.* 

The  order  of  business  was  suspended  at  the  request  of  the 
Committee  on  Canons.     Whereupon, 

Rev.  Y^u  Bronson,  on  behalf  of  that  Committee,  then  read  the 
following  report  on  certain  matters  referred  to  the  Committee : 

The  Committee  on  Canons  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  referred  to  them  by  the  last  Convention, 
(see  Joamal,  page  33, )  and  referred  again  yesterday  by  this  Convention,  and 
recommend  that  §  iv.,  Canon  9,  Title  1.,  be  repealed,  and  the  following  be 
substituted  : 

••  §  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance  are  hereby  empowered,  and  it  shall  be 
their  daty,  to  base  their  assessments  on  the  salaries  of  the  clergy,  graded  as 
follows : 

Parishes  paying  to  rector  $200  per  annum,  or  lesvs,  to  be  as.ses.Ned  $.s.tx>. 

Parishes  paying  to  rector  over  $200  and  not  exceeding  $4m),  to  l)e  assessed  $io.tx>. 

Parishes  paying  to  rector  over  $400  and  not  exceeding  $gvxj,  to  be  assessed  on  50  per  cent, 
or  ooe-half  the  amount  of  salary. 

Pluridieft  paying  to  rector  over  $600  and  not  exceeding  $800,  to  be  assessed  on  75  per  cent., 
or  three-fcwrths  the  amount  of  salary. 

P^uishes  paying  to  rector  over  $800  and  not  exceeding  $1,200,  to  be  assessed  on  an  amount 
equal  to  salary. 

Piuisbes  paying  to  rector  over  $i,2ciu,  and  not  exceeding  $i,8(x>,  to  be  assessed  on  one  and 
ooe-foorth  the  amount  of  salary. 

P^uiabes  paying  to  rector  over  $1,800  to  be  assessed  on  an  amount  equal  to  one  and  one- 
t  of  aaOary." 


*Bt  II  dcrical  error,  this  new  parish  was  omitted  from  the  list  printed  on  page  2.  --[Sbc. 
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Your  Committee  also  recommend  the  repeal  of  §  viii..  Canon  2,  Title  II., 
and  that  the  following  be  substituted  : 

'*§  viii.  Vacancies  occurring  in  the  vestry  during  the  year  may  be  filled  by 
the  remaining  members." 

Your  Committer  further  recommend  that  the  parishes,  reported  by  the 
Bishop,  under  Canon  4,  Title  II.,  as  havintr  failed  in  the  purjxises  of  their 
organization,  and  no  remonstrance  being  made  from  any  source,  be  hereby 
declared  extinct. 


The  Committee  on  Canons  have  considered  the  subject  of  allowing  mission 
stations  a  right  to  a  vote  in  Convention,  and  report  that  they  find  no  constitu- 
tional objections  thereto,  and  recommend  that  in§  vi.,  Canon  3,  Title  III., 
the  words  "  but  not  a  vote,"  in  lines  4  and  6,  be  stricken  out.

The  rule  requinng  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with  in  the  cases 
where  but  one  nomination  for  an  office  has  been  made.  Under 
this  rule,  all  the  nominations  made  yesterday  by  the  several 
Convocations  for  members  of  the  Missionary  Committee,  were 
confirmed. 

Proceeded  to  the  election  of  Standing  Committee.  The  Rev. 
Dr.  French  declined  the  nomination.  The  chair  appointed  as 
Tellers,  the  Rev.  A.  R.  Keiffer  and  Prof.  Nelson.  As  the 
Secretary  called  the  roll,  first  of  the  clergy  and  afterwards  of  the 
lay  delegates,  the  several  members  came  forward  and  deposited 
their  ballots  with  the  tellers.  During  the  counting  of  the  ballots, 
other  business  was  proceeded  with.

Rev.  Prof.  James,  D.D.,  Secretary  of  the  Education  Committee, 

read  his  Annual  Report,  which  was  also  ordered  on  file,  and 

referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions : 

During  the  past  year,  the  Education  Committee  of  this  Diocese  has  con- 
tinued to  co-operate  with  that  of  the  Diocese  of  Southern  Ohio.  One  joint 
meeting  has  been  held.  Two  students  have  been  receiving  stipends,  both  of 
whom  have  maintained  in  the  Seminary  an  average  grade  of  seventy-five, 
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according  to  the  rules  of  the  Joint  Committee.  The  Treasurer's  Report  will 
show  the  amounts  received  and  disbursed.  Of  the  latter,  only  $240.00  have 
been  paid  out  for  the  students  named,  the  remaining  $117.18  having  been 
spent  in  payments  of  the  year  i877-'78. 

In  order  to  meet  their  past  obligations,  they  have  been  compelled  to  borrow 
from  another  fund;  and  to  make  up  this  deficiency,  and  meet  further  obliga- 
tions now  coming  due,  they  will  require  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars. 

The  Secretary  has  sent  appeals  to  all  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  but  as  yet 
only  very  few  have  responded.  The  straitness  of  the  times  and  the  pressure 
of  other  interests  have  doubtless  been  the  reason  of  this  failure;  but  the  Com- 
mittee beg  to  remind  the  Convention  that  it  is  hardly  reasonable  for  them  to 
appoint  agents  to  do  an  important  work,  and  then  almost  universally  to  disre- 
gard the  appeal  of  their  own  Committee. 

The  amount  asked  of  each  parish  is  yet  but  little  more  than  a  trifle;  not  a 
whole,  but  only  part  of  a  collection  is  needed.  A  general  response  would  at 
once  enable  the  Committee  to  meet  their  engagements  and  encourage  them  to 
receive  other  applicants. 

The  number  of  theological  students  at  the  Seminary  is  increasing,  and  we 
are  likely  to  have  candidates  coming  from  other  Dioceses.  Already  several 
applications  have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  but  the  Secretary  has  been 
constrained  to  discourage  the  applicants.  Unless  the  Clergy  make  some  gen- 
eral response  to  the  Committee  s  appeal,  to  show  that  at  least  they  have  taken 
the  duty  into  consideration,  what  can  the  Secretary  do  but  continue  to  refuse! 

It  should  l)e  borne  in  mind  that  the  work  of  the  Committee  is  not  confined 
to  the  State  of  Ohio,  but  is  general,  like  that  of  the  great  Educational  Societies 
of  the  Kast.  It  is  conduct^  without  office  expense,  and  the  agents  are  imme- 
diately responsible  to  the  Cpnvention.  They  beg,  in  conclusion,  that  their 
brethren  will  honor  their  own  appointments  and  give  general  aid,  however 
small,  .to  this  important  interest.  If  once  it  be  fairly  recognized  in  every 
parish,  and  find  a  place  in  every  parochial  scheme  of  contributions,  there 
need  be  no  fear  but  that  the  growing  need  will  be  met  every  year  by  an  intelli- 
gent and  growing  liberality.

The  Missionaries  of  the  Diocese  have  worked  earnestly  and  faithfully  during 
"^he  last  year,  and  some  of  them  have  endured  great  sacrifices.  None  of  them 
^ave  been  paid  as  much  or  as  promptly  as  they  have  deserved;  yet  they  have 
^all  exhibited  patience  and  contentment  with  their  lot.  It  is  very  questionable, 
however,  whether  the  Convention  ought  to  rest  contented  to  leave  that  lot  as 
it  has  been,  and  is  now.  If  these  Missionaries  are  doing  the  Lord's  business, 
they  ought  to  be  properly  supported  by  the  Church;  and  whatever  sum  is 
appropriated  to  them  ought  to  be  paid  when  it  is  due.  The  fact  that  it  is  not 
always  so  paid,  suggests  a  question  which  is  recommended  for  the  grave  con- 
sideration of  the  Convention.  The  Committee  r^ard  themselves  as  the  agents 
of  the  Convention,  in  charge  of  the  Missionary  work.  As  such  they  have  a 
right  to  expect  that  the  Diocese  will  furnish  them  with  funds  sufficient  to 
carry  on  that  work.  When  such  funds  are  not  in  the  treasury  at  the  end  of  a 
quarter,  the  Treasurer  and  Committee  are  greatly  embarrassed,  and  the  Mi.s- 
sionaries  are  put  to  great  inconvenience,  and  sometimes  are  caused  no  little 
soflTering.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Convention  will  devise  some  plan  for 
larger  and  more  frequent  offerings  for  Missions,  and  thai  eveiy  member  of  every 
parish  in  the  Diocese  will  become  more  and  more  interested  in  this  important 
branch  of  Diocesan  work.  N.  S.  Rulison,  Secretary. 

The  rules  were  suspended  at  the  request  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee.

Mr.  A.  H.  Moss,  from  that  Committee,  reported  in  favor  of 
remitting  dues,  in  whole  or  part,  of  several  parishes  in  arrears  [see 
next  report],  and  the  report  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote — 46  to  9.

Mr.  S.  N.  Sanford,  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  pre- 
sented the  following  abstract  of  the  acts  of  the  Committee  during 
ahe  past  year,  which  was  accepted : 

The  Standmg  Committee  of  the  Diocese  hegs  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  some  of  its  official  acts  during  the  past  year  : 

The  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Wm.  C  French,  D.D.,  Rev.  N.  S.  Ruli- 
tow.  Rev.  Jno.  W.  Bnoww,  S.T.D.  Mr.  C.  J.  Comstock,  Mr.  S.  L.  Mathrr  and  Mr.  S. 
N.  SamPdkd,  ovgaaiMd  on  the  aoth  of  May,  1878,  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Wm.  C.  French, 
D.D.,  Prandent,  and  S.  N.  Sanford,  Secretary,  all  the  members  being  present,  assembled 
on  the  call  of  the  Bishop. 

June  6ch,  1878.  Bishop  Bedell  formally  announced  his  immediate  de|nrture  for  the  Lam- 
beth Conference,  and  requested  the  Standing  Committee  to  act  as  the  Ecclesiatical  Authority 
of  the  Diocese  until  his  return.  On  the  same  day  the  Committee  requested  its  President  to 
^Htnu  the  "Prajrer  for  our  Absent  Bishop,"  which  had  been  issued  April  i6th,  1875,  for 
ttae  in  the  Diocese  during  a  previous  absence  of  our  beloved  Bishop  from  the  Diocese  and 
<h«coiiBtfy. 
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this  Diocese  to  stand  by  them  in  their  effort  to  occupy  the  important  places 
which,  in  their  judgment,  are  ready  for  occupancy. 

We  regard  the  Mission  to  Deaf  Mutes  of  prime  importance,  and  hope  that 
the  work  will  not  fail  for  want  of  sympathy  and  financial  aid.  We  would 
suggest  that,  as  soon  as  the  work  permits,  the  field  be  more  restricted,  and  the 
Missionary's  visits  be  more  frequent  and  stated. 

Your  Committee  feels  that  no  further  words  are  needed  on  this  subject,  as 
it  must  commend  itself  to  every  Parish  and  every  member  of  the  Church  as 
their  first  duty  and  highest  privilege,  in  order  that  the  word  of  God  have  free 
course,  and  the  Church  extend  through  every  part  of  the  Diocese.

No  interest  has  been  drawn  since  the  last  report.  The  fund  bad  been 
invested  in  United  States  Coupon  Bonds,  Nos.  15,142  and  29,375,  ^"^  J"ly 
1st,  1885.  But  these,  having  been  called  in  by  the  Government,  were,  on  the 
1st  day  of  September,  1878,  sold  for  ten  hundred  and  fourteen  and  71-iooths 
dollars  ($1,014.71),  which  sum  was,  on  the  said  date,  and  still  is  deposited 
in  the  Citizens  Savings  and  Loan  Association  of  Cleveland.  The  Faculty  of 
the  Seminary,  at  a  meeting  held  December  23d,  1878,  "empowered  and 
requested  the  Rt.  Rev.  G.  T.  Bedell,  D.  D.,  to  procure  an  investment  of  this 
fund  "  on  bond  and  mortgage.  As  soon  as  this  investment  can  be  made  advan- 
tageously, it  will  done. 

Rev.  L.  S.  Osborne,  from  the  Committee  on  the  Episcopal 
Address,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  accepted : 

The  Committee  appointed  on  the  Episcopal  Address,  after  due  deliberation, 
have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report : 

1.  Mindful  of  the  possible  evils  attendant  upon  duplicate  Rectorships,  and 
of  the  complications  likely  to  arise  from  the  present  connection  of  Chapels 
with  Parish  Churches,  it  is  the  judgment  of  your  Committee  that  these  mat- 
ters be  referred  to  the  very  earnest  consideration  of  the  Committee  on  Canons. 

2.  The  question  of  the  superior  merits  of  triennial  over  annual  Conven- 
tions being  too  weighty  a  one  upon  which  to  express  an  opinion,  in  the  limited 
time  allowed  your  Committee,  and  being  withal  novel  and  somewhat  unpre- 
cedented, they  would  reserve  their  opinion  upon  it.  However,  they  beg 
leave  to  notice  the  chief  argument  against  the  system  of  annual  Conventions, 
namely : 

3.  The  expenses  of  the  clerical  delegates.  The  attendance  upon  Conven- 
tion being  compulsory  upon  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  your  Committee  would 
suggest,  for  the  relief  of  such  delegates,  that  a  Canon  be  passed  requiriqg 
these  expenses  to  be  paid  by  the  Parishes  of  such  Clergymen  whose  salaries 
are  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  whose  cures  are  6fty  miles 
or  more  removed  from  the  place  of  holding  Convention. 

4.  In  regard  to  that  portion  of  the  Address  relating  to  Diocesan  Missions, 
your  CommiUee  earnestly  invite  a  full  and  free  discussion,  criticism  and  ven- 
tilation of  the  entire  system.  The  subject  is  too  large  a  one  to  be  embodied 
in  this  report ;  but  it  is  believed  (a)  that  concentration  upon  the  more  important 
points  (^)  withdrawal  of  aid  altogether  from  stations  which  appear  neither  to 
desire  nor  deserve  the  fostering  care  of  our  Church,  {c)  a  due  regard  to  the 
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\aLwr  oi  supply  and  demand,  (</)  the  encouragement  of  Associate  Missions  in 
connection  with  the  larj^er  Churches,  collections  for  Diocesan  Missions  obliga- 
tory upon  all  self-sustaining  Parishes,  and  requiring  a  stated  annual  sum  from 
fli^  Mission  Stations  themselves,  will  surely  and  speedily  relieve  the  Missionary 
Oommittee  from  their  state  of  chronic  embarrassment. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  would  again  urge  a  frank  and  open  discus- 
sion of  this  whole  subject,  both  by  the  lay  and  clerical  members  of  the 
LTc^nvention,  reminding  this  body  that  in  the  matter  of  Diocesan  Missions,  more 
X  Fb.sui  in  any  other  one  thing,  is  embodied  that  prayer  the  realization  of  which 
i^»  ^he  end  and  aim  of  all  our  endeavors  as  individuals,  as  a  Diocese  and  as  a 
Cr<:>avention,  "that  the  comfortable  Gospel  of  Christ  may  be  truly  preached, 
l^^*»ly  received  and  truly  followed  in  all  places,  to  the  breaking  down  the 
lei Tigdom  of  sin,  Satan  and  death  ;  that  at  last  all  His  dispersed  sheep,  being 
leathered  into  one  Fold,  may  become  partakers  of  everlasting  salvation."

S.  May  and  Mr.  P.  Bennett  were  ap- 
pointed tellers.     Rev.  Dr.  Wells  was  declared  elected. 

The  following  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  visit  the 
Cleveland  Seminary  was  allowed  to  be  printed  without  reading : 

The  Committee  appointetl  to  visit  the  Cleveland  Female  Seminary  respect- 
fully reports,  that  they  are  satisfied  the  Church  has  in  this  Seminary  an 
institution  for  the  education  of  her  daughters  in  every  way  worthy  of  her  con- 
fidence and  patronage. 

The  grounds  are  broad  and  beautiful.  The  buildings  are  large  and  thor- 
oughly appointed.  The  teachers  are  educators  of  large  experience  and  distin- 
guished ability.  Of  Mr.  S.  N.  Sankord,  the  Principal,  a  distinguished 
educator  of  Ohio  once  said  in  a  meeting  of  teachers:  **ilere  is  a  man  who 
graduates  from  his  Seihinary  small  classes,  but  of  a  quality  that  is  not  suriiassed 
either  in  the  East  or  West."  There  is  no  doubt  that  his  .School  does  honest 
work.  Its  pupils  are  educated  not  only  for  this  life,  but  also  for  that  which  is 
to  come.  Under  the  direction  of  its  wise  and  honored  Principal,  its  pupils 
arc  certain  to  receive  thorough  training  and  a  symmetrical  development  of 
their  three-fold  nature;  while  in  the  family  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Huttlks  they 
are  sure  to  find  a  delightful  home,  in  which  they  may  live  safe  from  the  temp- 
tations of  this  naughty  world.  Of  this  institution,  so  honorable  in  its  past 
record,  so  well  fitted  to  do  a  needed  present  work,  so  thoroughly  Christian 
and  Churchly  in  its  tone  and  methods,  the  Diocese  has  reason  to  be  proud.

Being  obliged  to  vacate  the  rented  room,  we  purchased  a  building  formerly 
^ised  as  a  public  school  and  removed  it  to  the  lot  mentioned  in  report  as  hav- 
ing been  given  by  two  ladies.     We  repaired  and  improved  the  building  so  as 
^o  adapt  it  to  the  purposes  of  a  temporary  place  of  worship,  and  for  Sunday 
School  purposes.     All  expenses  incurred  have  been  met  chiefly  by  the  exer- 
tions of  the  members  of  the  Mission.     It  is  intended  to  convey  the  said  lot 
of  ground  and  all  erections  thereon  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese.     Having 
acquired  '*a  local  habitation,"  we  agreed  upon  the  name  of  **St.  Michael's 
Memorial  Mission,"  the  intention  being  to  make  the  permanent  chapel,  when 
erected,  a  memorial  of  the  sad  railroad  disaster  which  occurred  at  this  place 
December  30th,  1876,  wherein  our  brother.  Dr.  Washburn,  of  Grace  Church, 
Cleveland,  received  his  call  to  Paradise;  and -as  **no  man  knoweth  of  his 
sepulchre  unto  this  day,"  the  name  St.  Michael's  is  suggestive  of  God's  care 
for  the  relics  of  his  saints  departed.

Services  have  been  held 
at  the  Mission  Station  during  the  past  year  by  the  Rev.  M.  Hamilton  and 
the  Rev.  R.  L.  Cihttendkn.  Arrangements  have  I>een  made  to  hold  ser- 
vice at  this  place  on  every  Sunday  afternoon  until  further  notice  is  given.

But  after 
much  prayer  for  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  he  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  OS  Rector  his  work  was  done.  This  conclusion  being  reached,  his  resigna- 
tion was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Senior  Warden,  the  Hon.  A.  P.  Edgkr- 
roN — resignation  to  lake  effect  June  ist,  1879.  It  has  not  yet  been  accepted. 
As  a  friend,  he  expects  to  give  them  occasional  services.  He  has  no  means 
of  knowing  what  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  Parish  for  the  last  year  have 
been.

Trinity 
church  and  the  adjoining  Parish  building  have  recently  been  put  in  complete 
order  and  repair,  and  their  interiors  handsomely  and  appropriately  decorated 
and  refurnished,  very  much  to  our  comfort  and  delight,  and  I  trust  to  the 
honor  of  Almighty  God. 

I  cannot  forbear  recording  our  especial  gratitude  to  the  women  and  children 
of  the  Parish,  who  have  in  various  ways — some  of  them  involving  hard  work — 
contributetl  to  the  success  which  has  attended  our  plans.

The  \f  issionary  to  Deaf  Mutes  reports  that  Sunday  and  week-day  services 
have  been  held  during  the  year  at  Cleveland,  Akron  and  Marion.  Special 
services,  attended  by  both  hearing  and  deaf  mutes,  have  been  held  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Gallaudet  and  the  Missionary,  at  Cleveland,  Mansfield  and  Akron. 
These  special  or  combined  services  are  a  means  of  bringing  into  general  notice 
the  new  enterprise  of  faith  which  the  Church  has  undertaken. 

The  number  of  Baptisms  within  the  Diocese  during  the  year  is  2  ;  of  Con- 
firmations 3;  number  Baptized  within  all  the  Dioceses  served  by  the  Missionary 
24;  number  of  Confirmations  21.  Several  candidates  await  Confirmation. 
The  whole  number  of  Communicants  is  80. 

By  means  of  a  well- known  ratio  of  deaf  mutes  to  hearing  persons,  the  number 
of  the  former  within  the  eleven  Dioceses  constituting  the  Held  of  the  Missionary 
is  8,000;  within  the  Diocese  of  Ohio  not  more  than  1,000.  Only  a  small 
proportion  of  this  large  number  is  reached  directly  with  the  services  of  the 
Church.  More  Missionaries  are  needed.  It  is  hoped  to  establish  regular 
services  in  all  the  leading  cities,  and  serve  the  smaller  places  with  increased 
frequency. 

In  conclusion,  the  Missionary  asks  pardon  for  referring  again  to  the  matter 
of  collections  on  the  twelfth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  which,  if  generally  taken, 
would  go  very  far  in  providing  for  the  means  of  prosecuting  this  much-needed 
work.

To  THK  FAITHFUL  IN  ChKIST  JkSUS,    GKKETING: 

We,  Archbishops,  Bishops  Metropoliuui.  and  other  Bishops  of  the  Holy  Catholic 
Church,  in  full  communion  with  the  Church  of  England,  one  hundred  in  number,  all  exer 
cisini^  superintendence  over  Dioceses,  or  lawfully  commissioned  to  exercise  Episcopal 
functions  therein,  assembled,  many  of  us  from  the  mostt  distant  parts  of  the  earth,  at  Lam- 
beth Palace,  in  the  year  of  our  Ix>rd  1878,  under  the  presidency  of  the  most  reverend  Archi- 
bald Campbell,  by  Divine  Providence  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  Primate  of  all  England  ; 
after  receiving,  in  the  private  Chapel  of  the  said  Palace,  the  blessed  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Body  and  Blood,  and  after  having  united  in  prayer  for  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
have  taken  into  our  consideration  various  definile  questions  submitted  to  us  affecting  the 
condition  of  the  Church  in  divers  parts  of  the  world. 

We  have  made  these  (|uestions  the  subject  of  serious  deliberation  for  many  days,  and  we 
now  commend  to  the  faithful  the  conclusions  which  have  been  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  the  best  mode  of  maintaining  union  amon^  the  varums 
Churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion, 

1.  In  considering  the  best  mode  of  maintaining  union  among  the  various  Churches  of  our 
Commuaion,  the  Committee,  first  of  all.  recognise,  with  deep  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God. 
the  essential  and  evident  unity  in  which  the  Church  of  England  and  the  Churches  in  visible 
communion  with  her  have  always  been  bound  together.  United  under  One  Divine  Head  in 
the  fellowship  of  the  One  Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church,  holding  the  One  Faith  revealed  in 
Holy  Writ,  defined  in  the  Creeds,  and  maintained  by  the  Primitive  Chunrh,  receiving  the 
same  Canonical  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  as  conuining  all  things  neces- 
sary to  salvation— these  Churches  teach  the  same  Word  of  God,  partake  of  tlw  same  divine- 
ly-ordained Sacraments,  through  the  ministry  of  the  same  Apostolic  orders,  and  worship 
one  (iod  and  Father  through  the  same  Lord^esus  Christ,  by  the  same  Holy  and  Divine 
Spirit,  Who  is  given  to  those  that  believe,  to  guide  them  into  all  truth. 

2.  Together  with  this  unity,  however,  there  has  existed  among  these  Churches  that  va- 
riety of  custom,  discipline,  and  form  of  worship  which  necessarily  results  from  the  exercise 
by  each  "  particular  or  national  Church  "  of  its  right  "  to  ordain,  change,  and  abolish 
ceremonies  or  rites  of  the  Church  ordained  only  by  man's  authority,  so  that  all  things  be 
done  to  edifying."  We  gladly  acknowledge  that  there  ib  at  present  no  real  ground  for 
anxiety  on  account  of  this  diversity;  but  the  desire  has  of  late  been  largely  felt  and 
expressed,  that  some  praaical  and  efficient  methods  should  be  adopted,  in  order  to  guard 
against  possible  sources  of  disunion  in  the  future,  and  at  the  same  time  further  to  manifest 
and  cherish  that  true  and  substantial  agreement  which  exists  among  these  increasingly 
numerous  Churches. 

S-  The  method  which  first  naturally  suggests  itself  U  that  which,  ori^nating  with  the 
inspired  Apostles,  long  served  to  hold  all  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  one  undivided  and  visible 
communion.  The  assembling,  however,  of  a  tnie  General  Council,  such  as  the  Church  of 
England  has  always  declared  her  readiness  to  resort  to,  is,  in  the  present  condition  of 
Christendcm,  unhappily  but  obviously  impossible.  The  difficulties  attending  the  assembling 
of  a  Synod  of  all  the  Anglican  Churches,  though  different  in  character  and  less  serious  in 
nature,  seem  tu  us  nevertheless  too  great  to  allow  of  our  recommending  it  for  present 
adoption. 

4.  The  experiment,  now  twice  tried,  of  a  Conference  of  Bishops  called  together  by  the 
.Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  and  meeting  under  his  presidency,  offers  at  least  the  hope  that 
the  prohlcm,  hitherto  unsolved,  of  combining  together  for  coasultalion  repre.sentatives  of 
Churches  so  differently  situated  and  administered,  may  find,  in  the  providential  course  of 
events,  its  own  solution.  Your  Committee  would,  on  this  point,  venture  to  suggest  that 
>uch  Conferences,  called  together  frgm  time  to  time  by  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  at 
the  retjuestof,  or  in  consultation  with,  the  Bishops  of  our  Communion,  might  with  advan- 
tage be  invested  in  future  with  somewhat  larger  liberty  as  to  the  initiation  and  selection  of 
subjects  for  discussion.  For  example,  a  Committee  might  be  constituted,  such  as  should 
represent,  more  or  less  completely,  the  several  Churches  of  the  Anglican  Communion  ;  and 
to  this  Committee  it  might  be  entrusted  to  draw  up,  after  receiving  communications  from 
the  Bishops,  a  scheme  of  subjects  to  be  discussed. 

5.  Meanwhile,  there  arc  certain  principles  of  Church  order  which,  your  Committee  con- 
sider, ought  to  be  distinctly  recognized  and  set  forth,  as  of  great  importance  for  the  main- 
tenance of  union  among  the  Churches  of  our  Communion. 
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(1  )     First,  that  the  duly  certified  action  of  every  national  or  particular  Church,  and  of 
«acR  ecclesia^ical  Province  (or  Diocese  not  included  in  a  Province),  in  the  exercise  of  its     ^ 
own  discipline,  should  be  respected  by  all  the  other  Churches,  and  by  their  individual  mem- 
beni. 

(3.)  Secondly,  that,  when  a  Diocese,  or  territorial  sphere  of  administration,  has  been 
constituted  by  the  authority  of  any  Church  or  Province  of  this  Communion  within  its  own 
limits,  no  Bishop  or  other  clergyman  of  any  other  Church  should  exercise  his  functions 
within  that  Diocese  without  the  consent  of  the  Bishop  thereof. 

(3.)  Thirdly,  that  no  Bishop  should  authorize  to  officiate  in  his  Diocese  a  clergyman 
coming  from  another  Church  or  Province,  unless  such  clergyman  present  letters  testimonial, 
countersigned  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  from  whi<^  he  comes ;  such  letters  to  be.  as 
nearly  as  possible,  in  the  form  adopted  by  such  Church  or  Province  in  the  case  of  the  trans- 
fer of  a  clergyman  from  dne  Diocese  to  another. 

Passing  to  details,  your  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  following  points  : 

I.    Op  Church  Organization. 

6.  Inasmuch  as  the  sufficient  and  effective  organization  of  the  several  parts  of  the  Church 
tends'to  promote  the  unity  of  the  whole,  your  Committee  would,  with  this  review,  repeat 
the  recommendation  in  the  sixth  Report  of  the  first  Lambeth  Conference,  that  those  Dio- 
ceses which  still  remain  isolated  should,  as  circumstances  may  allow,  associate  themselves 
into  a  Province  or  Provinces,  in  accordance  with  the  ancient  laws  and  usages  of  the  Catholic 
Church. 

II.    Of  Common  Work. 

7.  Believing  that  the  unity  of  our  Churches  will  be  especially  manifested  and  strength- 
ened by  their  uniting  together  in  common  work,  your  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the 
great  value  of  such  co-operation  wherever  the  opportunity  shall  present  itself;  as,  for  exam- 
ple, in  founding  and  maintaining,  in  the  missionary  field,  schools  for  the  training  of  a  native 
ministry,  such  as  that  which  is  now  contemplated  in  Shanghai,  and.  generally,  as  far  as  may 
be  possible,  in  prosecuting  missionary  work,  such  as  that  which  the  Churches  in  England 
and  Scotland  are  maintaining  together  in  Kaffraria. 

III.    Of  Commendatory  Letters. 

8.  (i.)  This  Committee  would  renew  the  recommendation  of  the  first  Lambeth  Confer- 
ence, that  letters  commendatory  should  be  given  by  their  own  Bishops  to  clergymen  visiting 
for  a  time  o^her  Churches  than  those  to  which  they  belong. 

(2.)  They  would  urge  yet  more  emphatically  the  importance  of  letters  commendatory  be- 
ing Kiven  by  their  own  clergymen  to  members  of  their  flocks  going  from  one  country  to 
another.  And  they  consider  it  desirable  that  the  clergy  should  urge  on  such  persons  the 
duty  of  promptly  presenting  these  letters,  and  should  carefully  instruct  them  as  to  the  one- 
ness of  the  Church  in  its  Apostolical  constitution  under  its  varying  organization  and  con- 
ditions. 

It  may  not,  perhaps,  be  considered  foreign  to  this  subject  tu  suggest  here  the  importance 
of  impressing  upon  our  people  the  extent  and  geographical  distribution  of  our  Churches, 
and  of  reminding  them,  that  there  is  now  hardly  any  part  of  the  world  where  members  of 
our  Communion  may  not  find  a  Church  one  with  their  own  in  faith,  order,  and  worship. 

IV.     Of  cikculating  Information  as  to  the  Churches. 

9.  It  appears  that  the  want  has  been  much  felt  of  some  center  of  communication  among 
the  Churches  in  England,  Ireland,  Scotland,  America,  India,  the  Colonies,  and  elsewhere, 
through  which  ecclesiastical  documents  of  importance  might  be  mutually  circulated,  and  in 
which  copies  of  them  might  be  retained  for  reference.  Your  Committee  would  suggest  that 
the  Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge  might  be  requested  to  maintain  a  depart- 
ment for  this  purpose,  supported  by  special  contributions ;  and  also  that  provision  might  be 
made  for  the  more  general  dissemination,  in  each  Church,  of  information  respecting  the 
acts  and  current  histoiy  of  all  the  rest.  They  recommend  that  the  Reports  and  other  pro- 
ceedings of  this  Con/erence,  which  it  may  think  fit  to  publish,  should  be  communicated 
through  this  channel.  They  further  think  it  desirable  that  the  official  Acts,  and  other  pub- 
li^ed  documents  of  each  representative  body  of  this  Communion,  should  be  interchanged 
among  the  respective  Bishops  and  the  officers  of  such  bodies. 

V.  Of  a  Day  of  Intercession. 
10.  Remembering  the  blessing  promised  to  united  intercession,  and  believing  that  such 
intercession  ever  tends  to  deepen  and  strengthen  that  unity  of  His  Church  for  which  Our 
Lord  earnestly  pleaded  in  His  great  intercessory  prayer,  your  Committee  trust  that  this 
Conference  will  give  the  weight  of  its  recommendation  to  the  observance,  throughout  the 
Churches  of  this  Communion,  of  a  season  of  prayer  for  the  unity  of  Christendom.  This 
recommendation  has  Ijeen,  to  some  extent,  anticipated  by  the  practice  adopted  of  late  years 
of  setting  apart  a  Day  of  Intercession  for  Missions.  Your  Committee  would  by  no  means 
wish  to  interfere  with  an  observance  which  appears  to  have  been  widely  accepted,  and  sig- 
nally blessed  of  God.  But,  as  our  Divine  Lord  has  so  closely  connected  the  unity  of  His 
followers  with  the  world's  belief  in  His  own  Mission  from  the  Father,  it  seems  to  us  that  in- 
tercessions for  the  enlarf^ement  of  His  Kingdom  may  well  be  joined  with  earnest  prayer 
that  all  who  profess  faith  in  Him  may  be  one  flock  under  one  Shepherd.  With  respect  to  the 
day.  your  Coniuuttec  h;ive  been  iniormed  that  the  Festival  of  St.  Andrew,  hitherto  observed 
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as  the  Day  of  Intercession  for  Missions,  is  found  to  be  unsuitable  to  the  circumstances  of  the 
Church  in  many  parts  of  the  world.  They,  therefore,  venture  to  suggest  that,  after  *ithc 
present  ycAr.  the  time  selected  should  be  the  Tuesday  before  Ascension  Day  (being  a  Ro- 
gation Day),  or  any  of  the  seven  days  after  that  Tuesday :  and  they  bo|ie  that  all  the 
Bishops  of  the  several  Churches  will  commend  this  observance  to  their  respective   Dioceses- 

VI.     Of  Diversities  in  Wor.ship. 

12.  Your  Committee,  believing  that,  next  to  oneness  in  "  the  Faith  once  delivered  to  the 
saints,"  communion  in  worship  is  the  link  which  most  firmly  binds  together  bodies  of  Chris* 
tian  men,  and  remembering  that  the  Book  of  Common  Praver,  retaimd  as  it  is,  writh  some 
modifications,  by  all  our  Churches,  has  been  one  principal  bond  of  union  among  them,  de- 
sire to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  such  communion  in  worship  may  be  endangered  by 
excessive  diversities  of  ritual.  They  believe  that  the  internal  unity  of  the  several  Church«e 
will  help  greatly  to  the  union  of  these  one  with  another.  And,  while  thev  consider  that 
such  large  elasticity  in  the  forms  of  worship  is  desirable  as  will  give  wide  scope  to  all 
legitimate  e.xpressions  of  devotional  feeling,  they  would  appeal,  on  the  other  hand,  to 
the  Apostolic  precept  that  '*  all  things  be  done  unto  edifying."  and  to  the  Catholic  principle 
that  order  and  obedience,  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  personal  preferences  and  tastes,  lie  at  the 
foundation  of  Christian  unity,  and  are  even  essential  to  the  successful  maintenance  of  the 
Faith. 

12.  They  cannot  leave  this  subject  without  expressing  an  earnest  hope  that  Churchmen 
of  all  views,  however  varying,  will  recognize  the  duty  of  submittinjg  themselves,  for  con- 
science sake,  in  matters  ntual  and  ceremiwial,  to  the  authoritative  judgments  of  that  par- 
ticular or  national  Church  in  which,  by  Cfod's  Providence,  they  may  be  placed ;  and  that 
they  will  abstain  from  all  that  tends  to  estrangement  or  irritation,  and  will  rather  dailv  and 
fervently  pray  that  the  Holy  Spirit  may  guide  every  member  of  the  Church  to  "think  and 
do  always  such  things  as  be  rightful,"  and  that  He  may  unite  us  all  m  that  brotherly  charity 
whieh  is  **the  very  bond  of  peace  and  of  all  virtues." 

Report  of  Committee  att  the  relation  to  each  other  of  Missionary  Bishops  and  of 
Missionaries  of  z'ariotis  branches  of  the  Anglican  Communion^  acting  in  the 
same  country. 

1.  Your  (Committee  beg  to  submit  the  following  Report : 

1. 

2.  Your  Committee  have  had  before  them  the  question  of  (Mroviding  Books  of  Common 
Prayer  for  converts  from  heathenism,  suitable  to  the  special  wants  of  various  countries  ;  and 
they  recommend  as  follows  : 

3.  They  think  it  very  imporunt  that  such  books  should  not  be  introduced  or  mtiltiplied 
without  proper  authority  ;  and,  since  grave  inconvenience «aight  follow  the  use  of  differrat 
Prayer  Books  in  the  same  district,  in  English  and  American  Missions,  they  recommend 
that,  whenever  it  is  possible,  one  Prayer  Book  only  should  be  in  use. 

4.  It  is  expedient  that  Books  of  Common  Prayer,  suitable  to  the  needs  of  native  congre- 
gations in  heathen  countries,  should  be  framed  ;  that  the  principles  embodied  in  such 
books  should  be  identical  with  the  principles  embodied  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer;  and 
that  the  <Icviations  from  the  Book  ot  Common  Prayer  in  point  of  form  should  only  be 
such  as  arc  reijuired  by  the  circumstances  of  particular  churches. 

5.  In  the  case  of  heathen  countries  not  under  Kngli!>h  or  American  rule,  any  such  book 
should  be  approved  by  a  Board  consisting  of  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  under  whose  authority 
the  lK>ok  IS  intended  to  be  Uhed.  and  of  certain  clergymen,  not  less  than  three  where  possi- 
ble, from  the  Diocese  or  Dioceses,  or  district,  and  should  then  be  communicated  by  such 
BiNhop  or  Bishops,  or  by  the  Metropolitan  of  the  Province  to  which  any  such  Bishop  be- 
longs, to  a  B<);ird  in  England,  consisting  of  the  Archbishops  of  England  and  Ireland,  the 
Bishop  of  lx)ii«loii,  the  Primus  of  the  Scottish  Epis<7opal  Cnurch,  together  with  two  Bishops 
and  four  clergymen  selected  by  them,  and  also  to  a  Board  appointed  by  the  General  Con- 
vention of  the  Priuestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

6.  No  such  book  should  be  held  to  have  been  authorized  for  use  in  public  worship,  unless 
it  have  received  the  sanction  of  these  two  Ifoards. 

7.  In  any  Diocese  of  a  cc»untry  under  English  rule,  all  such  new  books,  being  modifica- 
tions or  versions  of  the  Bt»ok  of  Common  Prayer,  should  be  submitted,  after  approval  by 
local  autliDiity.  to  the  P>oard  in  England  only. 

11 

S.  ^■ou^  Committee  have  considered  the  case  of  Mi-SMons  in  countries  not  under  English 
or  American  rule,  .ind  they  recommend  as  follows  : 

■>.  Ill  ca^es  where  two  Bislu  ps  of  the  Anglican  Comn.union  are  mini.stering  in  the  same 
countiy.  ;«'  in  Chuja.  Japan,  and  We-^ltin  Africa  at  the  present  time,  your  Committee  are 
of  opinion  that  under  existing  circiinisiancxs  each  Bishop  should  have  control  of  his  own 
cU-rjiy,  anil  their  converts  and  conjsiregations. 

10.  The  \.»rittis  Hishops  in  ihe  s;»n»e  cx»untry  shculd  endeavor,  as  members  of  the  same 
Ci  nniuuuoit,  to  kttp  up  brotherly  intercourse  with  tach  other  on  the  subject  of  their  Mis- 
sionary work. 
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i|.  In  countries  not  under  English  or  American  nile,  the  En|{lish  or  American  Church 
^vould  not  ordinarily  undertake  to  establish  Dioceses  with  strictly-defined  territorial  limits ; 
aJthough  either  Church  might  indicate  the  district  in  which  it  was  intended  that  the  Mis- 
siooary  Bishop  should  labor. 

12.  Bishops  in  the  same  country  should  take  care  not  to  interfere  in  any  manner  with 
the  congregations  or  converts  of  each  other. 

13.  It  IS  most  undesirable  that  either  Church  should  for  the  future  send  a  Bishop  or 
Missionaries  to  a  town  or  district  already  occupied  by  a  Bishop  of  another  branch  of  the 
Anglican  Communion. 

14.  When  it  is  intended  to  send  forth  anv  new  Missionary  Bishop,  notification  of  such  an 
intention  should  be  sent  beforehand  to  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  to  the  presiding 
Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  to  the 
Metropolitan  of  any  Province  near  which  the  Missionary  Bishop  is  to  minister. 

Report  of  Committee  on  the  position  of  Anglican  Chaplains  and  Chaplaincies  on 
the  Continent  of  Europe  attd  elseivhere, 

I.  Your  Committee  have  to  report  that  they  have  agreed  to  the  following  recommenda- 
tions : 

3.  I.  That  it  is  hiehly  desirable  that  Anglican  congregations,  on  the  Continent  of  Europe 
and  elsewhere,  should  be  distinctly  urgc^  not  to  admit  the  stated  ministrations  of  any 
clergyman  without  the  written,  license  or  permission  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Anglican  Com- 
munion who  is  duly  authorized  to  grant  it :  and  that  the  occasional  assistance  of  strangers 
should  not  be  invited  or  permitted  without  some  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  ordination 
and  character  a.«  clergymen. 

3.  II.  That  it  is  desirable,  as  a  general  rule,  that  two  chapels  shall  not  be  esublished 
where  one  is  sufficient  for  the  members  of  both  Churches,  American  and  English  ;  also  that 
where  there  is  only  one  church  or  chapel  the  members  of  both  Churches  should  be  repre- 
sented on  the  Committee,  if  any. 

4.  III.  That  it  be  suggested  to  the  Societies  which  partly  support  Continental  Chaplain, 
cies,  that,  in  places  where  English  and  American  churchmen  reside  or  visit,  and  especially 
where  Americans  outnumber  tne  English,  it  may  be  desirable  to  appoint  a  properly  accred 
ited  clergyman  of  the  American  Church. 

5.  IV.  That  your  Committee,  having  carefully  considered  a  Memorial  addressed  to  the 
Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  the  Church  of  England  by  four  Priests  and  certain  other  mem- 
bers of  "the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  Reformed  Episcopal  Church,"  praying  for  the  conse- 
cration of  a  Bishop,  cannot  but  exoress  their  hearty  sympathy  with  the  Memorialists  in  the 
difficulties  of  their  position  :  and.  having  heard  a  statement  on  the  subject  of  the  proposed 
extension  of  the  Episcopate  to  Mexico  by  the  American  Church,  they  venture  to  suggest 
that,  when  a  Bishop  shall  have  l>een  consecrated  by  the  American  Church  for  Mexico,  he 
might  be  induced  to  visit  Spain  and  Portugal,  and  render  such  .assistance,  at  this  stage  of 
the  movement,  as  may  seem  to  him  practicable  and  advisable. 

Report  of  Committee  appointed  to  receive  questions  submitted  to  them^  in  writings 
by  Bishops  desiring  the  advice  of  the  Conference  on  difficulties  or  problems 
they  have  met  with  in  their  several  Dioceses^  and  to  report  thereon. 


The  fact  that  a  solemn  protest  is  raised  in  so  many  Churches  and  Christian  communities 
throughout  the  world  against  the  usurpations  of  the  See  of  Rome,  and  against  the  novel 
doctrines  promulgated  by  its  authority,  is  a  subject  for  thankfulness  to  Almighty  God.  All 
sympathy  is  due  from  the  Anglican  Church  to  the  Churches  and  individuals  protesting 
against  these  errors,  and  laboring,  it  may  >>e,  under  special  difficulties  from  the  assaults  of 
unbelief  as  well  as  from  the  pretensions  of  Rome. 

We  acknowledge  but  one  Mediator  between  God  and  men—  the  Man  Christ  Jesus,  Who  is 
over  all.  (5od  blessed  for  ever.  We  reject,  as  conftary  to  the  Scriptures  and  to  Catholic 
truth,  any  doctrine  which  would  set  up  other  mediators  in  His  place,  or  which  would  take 
away  from  the  Divine  M.'ijesty  of  the  fulness  of  the  Godhead  which  dwelleth  in  Him,  and 
which  gave  an  infinite  value  to  the  spotless  Sacrifice  which  He  offered,  once  for  all,  on  the 
Cross  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world. 

It  is  therefore  our  duty  to  warn  the  faithful  that  the  act  done  by  the  Bishop  of  Rome,  in 
the  Vatican  Council,  in  the  year  1870— whereby  he  asserted  a  supremacy  over  all  men  in 
matters  both  of  faith  and  morals,  on  the  ground  of  an  assumed  infallibility-  wxs  an-  invasion 
of  the  attributes  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

The  principles  on  which  the  Church  of  England  has  reformed  itself  are  well  known.  We 
proclaim  the  sufficiency  and  supremacy  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  as  the  ultimate  rule  of  faith, 
and  commend  to  our  people  the  diligent  study  of  the  same.  We  confess  our  faith  in  the 
words  of  the  ancient  Catholic  creeds.  We  retain  the  Apostolic  order  of  Bishops.  Priests  and 
Deacons.  We  assert  the  just  liberties  of  particular  or  national  Churches.  We  provide  our 
people,  in  their  own  tongue,  with  a  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  Oihces  for  the  administra- 
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tion  of  the  Sacraments,  in  accordance  with  the  best  and  most  ancient  types  of  Christian  faith 
and  worship.  These  documents  are  before  the  world,  and  can  be  known  of  all  men.  We 
gladly  welcome  every  effort  for  reform  upon  the  model  of  the  Primitive  Church.  We  do  not 
demand  a  rigid  uniformity.;  we  deprecate  needless  divisions  ;  but  to  those  who  are  drawn  to 
us  in  the  endeavor  to  free  themselves  from  the  yoke  of  error  and  superstition  we  are  ready 
to  offer  all  help,  and  such  privileges  as  may  be  acceptable  to  them  and  are  consistent  with 
the  maintenance  of  our  own  pnnciples  as  enunciated  in  our  formularies. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  questions  of  the  class  now  submitted  to  them  be  dealt 
with  in  this  spirit.  For  the  conMderation,  however,  of  any  definite  cases  in  which  advice 
and  assistance  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  sought,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the 
Archbishops  of  England  and  Ireland,  with  the  Bishop  of  Ix>ndon.  the  Primus  of  the  Scctt- 
tish  Episcopal  Church,  and  the  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  the  Bishop  superintending  the  congregations  of  the  same  upon 
the  Continent  of  Europe,  and  the  Bishop  of  Gibraltar,  together  with  such  other  Bishofts  as 
they  may  associate  with  themselves,  be  requested  to  advise  upon  such  cases  as  circum- 
stances may  require. 

With  regard  to  the  special  questions  now  raised  respecting  Moravian  Orders,  the  above- 
mentioned  prelates  are  recommended  to  associate  with  themselves  such  learned  persons  as 
they  may  deem  eminently  qualified  to  assist  them  by  their  knowledge  of  the  historical 
difficulties  involved. 

D. 

With  respect  to  what  has  been  submitted  to  us  on  the  subject  of  Foreign  Missions,  your 
Committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  desirable  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Reference,  to  advist 
upon  questions  brought  before  it  either  by  Diocesan  or  Missionary  Bishops  or  by  Missionary 
Societies.  Your  Committee  are  further  of^opinion  that  the  details  of  the  formation  and  consti- 
tution of  such  Board  ou^ht  to  be  referred  to  the  Archbishops  of  England  and  Ireland,  the 
Bishop  of  London,  the  Primus  of  the  Scottish  Episcopal  Church,  the  Presiding  Bishop  of 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  with  the  Bishop  superin- 
tending the  congregations  of  the  same  upon  the  Continent  of  Europe,  and  such  other  Bish- 
ops as  they  may  associate  with  themselves,  who  should  communicate  with  the  authorities 
of  the  various  Colonial  Churches,  and  with  the  existing  Missionary  Organizations  of  the 
Anglican  Communion. 

E- 

Considering  unhappy  disputes  on  questions  of  ritual,  whereby  divers  congregatioiiB  in  the 
Church  of  England  and  elsewhere  have  been  seriously  disquieted,  your  Committee  desire  to 
affirm  the  principle  that  no  alteration  from  long-accustomed  ritual  should  be  made  contrary 
to  the  admonition  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Further,  having  in  view  certain  novel  practices  and  teachings  on  the  subject  of  Confessioo, 
your  Committee  desire  to  affirm  that  in  the  matter  of  Confession  the  Churches  of  the  An- 
glican Communion  hold  fast  those  principles  which  are  set  forth  in  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
which  were  professed  by  the  Primitive  Church,  and  which  were  reaffirmed  at  the  Eng^lish 
KeforniHtion  ;  and  it  is  their  deliberate  opinion  that  no  minister  of  the  Church  is  authorized 
to  require  from  those  who  may  resort  to  him  to  open  their  grief  a  particular  or  detailed  enu- 
meration of  all  their  sins,  or  to  require  private  confession  previous  to  receiving  the  Holy 
Communion,  or  to  enjoin  or  even  encourage  the  praaice  of^habitual  confession  to  a  Priest, 
or  to  teach  that  such  practice  of  habitual  confession,  or  the  being  subject  to  what  has  been 
termed  the  direction  of  a  Priest,  is  a  condition  of  attaining  to  the  highest  .spiritual  life.  At 
the  same  time  your  Committee  are  not  to  be  understood  as  desiring  to  limit  in  any  way  the 
provision  made  in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  for  the  relief  of  troubled  consciences. 

These  are  the  Reports  of  the  Conference,  and  the  practical  conclusions  at  which  we  have 
arrived.  Some  of  these  conclusions  have  reference  to  the  special  circumstances  of  different 
branches  of  the  One  Church  of  Christ,  according  to  peculiarities  of  their  various  Missionary 
work  for  the  heathen,  or  their  labors  amongst  their  own  people ;  some  embody  principles 
which  apply  to  all  branches  of  the  Church  Universal.  They  are  all  limited  in  their  scope  to 
those  subjects  which  have  been  distinctly  brought  before  the  assembled  Bishops.  We  invite 
to  them  the  attention  of  the  various  Sjtnods  and  other  governing  powers  in  the  several 
Churches,  and  of  all  the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus  throughout  the  world. 

We  do  not  claim  to  be  lords  over  God's  heritage,  but  we  commend  the  results  of  this  our 
Conference  to  the  reason  and  conscience  of  our  brethren  as  enlightenod  by  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God,  praying  that  all  throughout  the  world  who  call  upon  the  name  of  our  Lon)  Jesus 
Christ  may  be  of  one  mind,  may  l>e  united  in  one  fellowship,  may  hold  fast  the  Faith  once 
delivered  to  the  saints,  and  worship  their  one  Lord  in  the  spirit  of  purity  and  love.

To  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  Ohio  : 

I  have  the  pleasure  of 'reporting  to  you  that  I  entered  upon  my  duties  as 
Diocesan  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  in  April,  1879.  By  an 
examination  of  the  ofticial  correspondence  of  the  late  Secretary,  Mrs.  W.  C. 
French,  and  of  the  records  of  the  work  accomplished  by  her,  and  from  letters 
and  information  received  since  assuming  the  same  duties,  I  learn  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  large  domestic  cares,  she  has  devoted  much  time  to  presenting  the 
claims  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  to  many,  if  not  all,  the  rectors  in  your 
Diocese,  and  that  by  her  kindly  sympathy  and  wise  advise  she  has  kept  alive 
the  missionary  spirit  that  she  had  kindled  in  a  number  of  parishes.  Through 
her  earnest  efforts  the  fallow-ground  has  been  broken  up,  and  I  trust  that, 
with  faithful  sowing  of  the  good  seed  and  God's  continued  blessing,  the  coming 
year  will  prove  rich  in  happy  results. 

While  returning  hearty  thanks  to  the  rectors  and  ladies  who  have  helped 
this  sacred  cause  by  their  words  of  sympathy  and  deeds  of  love,  I  would  beg 
you  to  press  upon  those  who  have  not  yet  accepted  the  invitation  extended 
them  to  engage  in  this  work,  the  venturing  a  little  more  faith,  and  the  making, 
as  soon  as  possible,  at  least  a  beginning.  It  will  encourage  them,  to  re- 
member that  it  is  not  only  large  and  costly  offerings  that  are  acceptable  to  our 
Lord,  but  that  He  looks  with  equal  favor  upon  the  loving,  willing  heart  that 
is  ready  to  do  little,  if  it  cannot  do  much,  for  the  extension  of  His  Kingdom.

Constitution  and  Canons. 


The  following  amendment  of  the  Constitution  was  proposed,  and  so  far 
approved  as  to  lie  over  for  the  action  of  the  next  Convention. 
In  Const.,  Art.  V.  strike  out  the  sentence  : 

"  Each  regularly  organized  church  or  congregation  in  canonical 
union  with  this  Church  shall  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more 
lay  delegates,  not  exceeding  three,  unless  when  two  or  more  con- 
gregations or  churches  are  united  under  one  vestry,  when  delegates^ 
as  above  provided,  may  be  sent  from  each." 

And  insert  instead : 

"Each  parish,  mission  station  and  chapel  recognized  as  such 
by  the  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  send  one  or  more  lay  dele- 
gates, not  exceeding  three." 


AMENDED  CANONS. 


Canon  2,  Title  II.     Strike  out: 

"  §  viii.  Vacancies  in  the  vestry  may  be  filled  by  special  elec- 
tion, to  be  called  by  the  vestry,  or  at  the  instance  of  any- five 
communicants  of  the  parish ;  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given 
in  the  usual  manner  of  giving  notice  for  parish  meetings,  at  least 
one  week  previous  to  the  time  fixed  for  holding  the  election."
